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SENATE JOURNAL. 


Monvay, November 5th, 1860. 


This being the day fixed by the constitution of the State of 
Arkansas for the meeting of the General Assembly, and a num- 
ber of Senators appearing within their chamber in the capitol 
of the state, the Senate was called to order by John D. Kim- 
bell, secretary at the last session. 

Hon. S. E. Rosson moved that Mr. Terry be called to the 
chair; which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Terry was conducted to the chair by a committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose, consisting of Messrs. Davies, McCreery 
and Trimble.

7. When two members rise at the same time, the Presi- 
dent shall name the person to speak; but in all éases, the mem- 
ber who shall first rise and' address the President, shall speak 
first. E ' : 

8. When a member shall be ealled to order by the President, 
or a senator, he shall sit down, unless permitted to explain; and 
every question of order shall be decided by the President, with- 
out debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate; and the Presi- 
dent may call for the voice. of the Senate on any question of 
order. If there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall 
be submitted to. If the decision bein favor of the member 
called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; in case any

mittee, if, at the time of his appointment, he shall be a member 
of more than two committees, by consent of the Senate. 

13. It shall be the duty of the President to preserve order, 
and he shall have the. privilege to rise and speak to all ques- 
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tions of order, in preference to any other member of the Sen- 
ate, and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
` to the Senate. . DP ! 

14. Every member present, when a vote upon any question 
is taken, shall vote, unless he be excused by the Sewate, or he 
be interested. l 

15. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be reduced 
to writing, if desired by the President, or any member of the 
Senate; if not in writing it shall be stated to the Senate by the 
President; if' in writing, it shall be read aloud by the Secretary 
previous to the vote being taken thereon. 

16. When a motion is stated by the President, or read by the 
Secretary, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Senate, 
but may be withdrawn at any time before a decision. or amend- 
ment, by the consent of the Senate. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, (unless in - 
committee of the whole,) and shall be decided without debate. 

18. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amend- 
ment. 

19. When a question is before the Senate, no motion shall 
be received, unless it be for the previous question, to postpone, 
commit, amend the main question, or adjourn. All questions 
shall be decided in the order in which they are moved, and in 
the filling of blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be 
first put. 

20. All questions shall be put in this form, to-wit: “You who 
are of the opinion, (as the case may be,) say yea; of a contrary 
opinion, say no;" and, in doubtful cases, the President may 
direct, or any member present, may call for a division. 

.91. The previous question shall be put in these words, to- 
wit: “Shall the main question be now put?” ‘It shall be admit- 
ted only upon the demand of two members, and until decided, 
shall preclude all amendments and further debate on the main 
question. 

22. Any member shall have the right to call for a division of 
the question; but the Senate shall have the right to determine 
whether the question admits of division or not. | 

23. In all cases of ballot by the Senate, and on questions 
where the yeas and nays are called for, the President shall vote, 
he being the last in voting. 

24. All committees shall be nominated by the President, 
unless otherwise determined by the Senate; in which case, they 
shall be selected by ballot, and if there are not a sufficient 
number elected on first ballot, the Senate shall proceed to a 
second ballot, and proceed to ballot until there are a sufficient 
number selected, the number to be determined in such case by 
the Senate.

the yeas and nays be called for and entered upon the journal; 
for it is but the proceeding of à committee, not of the Senats, 
No previous question can be put in this committee; nor can 
this committee adjourn as others may; .butif their business is 
unfinished, they rise on a question, the Senate is resumed, the 
chairman reports, that the committee of. the whole have, accord- 
ing to order, had under consideration such a motion, and have 
made progress therein; but not having time to go through the 
same, have directed him to ask leave to sit again; whereupon 
the question is put upon their having leave, and the time when 
the Senate will again resolve itself into the committee of the 
whole; but if the committee have completed the büsiness refer- 
red, a member moves that the committee arise, and that the 
chairman report the proceedings of the committee to the Sen- 
ate. The chairman then states that the committee have com- 
pleted the business referred to them, and that he.is ready to 
make report, when the Senate shall think proper to receive it. 

28. In all eases, the whole bill, resolution, paper or address, 
is to. be read, and the secretary shall read it by paragraphs, 
pausing at the end of each, for amendments, until the whole 
has been read; the question is put, on the whole agreeing to it, 
as amended or unamended.  The.bill is not to be interlined, or 
defaced, but all amendments, noting the page and line, ‘shall 
be duly.entered by the secretary, on a separate paper, as the 
same may be agreed to by the committee, and so reported to 
the Senate; after report, the bill shall again be subject to 
debate, and amended by clauses, before a question to engross 
it be taken. 

29. When a vote is-once passed in this committee, it cannot 
be altered but by the Senate, their votes being binding on 
themselves. . , 

'9?. A majority of all the committees constitute a quorum 
to do business, and have full power over the paper or bill refer- 
red, except they cannot change the title or subject. 

31. Every bill originating in the Senate, shall be introduced 
‘by the leave of the Senate, or by the order of the Senate. / 
: And every bill so introduced, shall be read on three different 
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days, unless two-thirds of the Senate, when the same is pend- 
ing, shall suspend the rules thereof; nor shall any bill pass the 
Senate without having been read three several times. 

32. The first reading of the bill shall be for information; 
and if objection shall be made to it, the question shall be, 
“Shall the bill be rejected?” If no objection be made, and the 
question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second reading 
without a question.

35. If an amendment be proposed, inconsistent with one 
already agreed to, it is a fit ground for its rejection by the Sen- 
ate. 

36: Every order, resolution or vote, to which the concurrence 
of the House of,representatives shall be necessary, shall be 
read to the Senate, and laid on the table on a day preceding 
that in which the same shall be moved, unless the Senate shall 
otherwise expressly allow. 

37. No standing rules of the Senate shall be revised or 
amended, without one day's notice be given of.the motion 
thereof. And then not without'the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the Senate. 

38. Whenever any officer, civil or military, shall be appointed 
by a joint or concurrent vote of both houses, or by a separate 
vote of the Senate, the vote shall be taken vive voce and- 
entered in the journal. 

39. Whilst the President is putting any question, or address- 
ing the Senate, no senator shall walk out or across the Senate; 
nor whilst a member -is speaking, pass between him and the 
President. 

40. The person first named on each committee shall be the 
chairman of that committee, until otherwise determined by the 
committee, and the secretary shall deliver all papers referred 
to that committee to him. . 

41; All the proceedings of the Senate, when not acting in 
comfnittee of the whole, shall be entered on the journal as 
concisely as possible, care being taken to detail a true and 
accurate account of the proceedings, but every vote of the Sen- 
ate shall be entered upon the journal, and a brief statement of - 
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the contents of each petition, memorial or.paper presented to 
the Senate, shall also be inserted in the journal.  . 

43. The President of the Senate shall, at the commence- 
ment of each session, appoint the following committees, to 
consist of such number as he or the Senate may deem neces- 
sary on each committee, with leave to report by bill or other- 
wise, to-wit: E

JOINT RULES OF THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 


1. When the business requires the attendance of the Senate 
in the Representative hall, they, with the secretary, shall be 
be conducted within the bar, and there seated. 

2. When a message shall besent by the Senate to the House 
of Representatives, it shall be announced at the door by the 
door keeper, be respectfully communicated to the Speaker, by 
the person by whom it may be sent, and a copy thereof be 
deposited at the clerk's table. 

3. The same ceremony shall be observed when a message is 
sent by the House of Representatives to the Senate. 

4. Messages to either house shall be conveyed by the secre- 
tary of the Senate, or clerk of the House of Representatives. 

5. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be 
enrolled by the clerk of that in which it originated. 

: 6. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint 
committee, consisting of three members of the Senate, and 
three from the House of Representatives, to be appointed as a 
standing committee for that purpose, whose duty it shall be to 
compare the enrolled with the engrossed bill, as passed by the 
two'/hoüses, correct any errors that may be discovered, and 
report forwith to their respective houses, stating such errors 
as may be corrected by them. | 

7. After examination and report, each bill shall be signed, 
first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and then 
Sy the President of the Senate. 

8. After a bill shall have been signed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and the President of the Senate, it 
shall be delivered by the joint committee on enrollments, to 
the governor, and report to each house respectively,.the day on 
which such bill or bills were delivered; which report shall be 
entered on the journals. 

9. When amendments are proposed to a bill in one house, 
and dissented toin the other, if the house proposing the amend- 
ment insists on, while the other refuses to concur in the amend- 
ment, dither house may appoint a committee of conference, 
which shall be responded to by the other appointing a com- 
mittee for the same purpose; and such joint committee shall 
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meet, and, after conferring upon the subject of disagreement, 
report the result of their deliberations to their respective houses. 

10. When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed in 
' one house, shall be rejected in the other, notice thereof shall 
be given to the house in which the same originated. 

11. The secretary of the Senate.or clerk of the House, if 
directed by either house, shall deliver a copy of each bill, after 
its first reading, to the public printer, who shall print copies 
thereof for the use of its members. 

12. All bills, memorials or resolutions, ordered to be engrossed, 
- shall be engrossed by the clerk of the House in which the same 
originated. ,

On motion of Mr. Trimble, the Senate repaired to the hall 
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of the House of Representatives; and being seated therein, the 
roll of the Senate was called by order of the President, when 
the following senators answered. to their names: _

The roll of the House of Representatives was then called by 
order of the Speaker of the House, and it appearing that there 
was a quorum of both houses present, the President announced 
that the convention was ready to receive the message of the 
Governor, when Richard H. Johnson, esq., appeared and read 
the same, to-wit: ` 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fellow-citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 


The constitution of the State of Arkansas provides that the 
governor “ shall not be eligible for more than eight years in any 
term of twelve years.” With the fourteenth day of this month 
the term of eight years from the time of my first installation, 
as governor of the State of Arkansas, will expire. My suc- 
cessor will, therefore, have to be installed on the 15th day of 
November, 1860, or there will be an interregnum. i 

. To the printed copies of the official reports and other infor- 
mation, adopted as accompanying documents to this message, 
.you are respectfully referred for intelligence in detail respeci- 
ing the condition of our state government. 

"The i increase to the taxable property of this state, for the four 
years from 1852 to 1856, was $27,857,965; for the two: years, 
1857 and 1858, it was $29, 115,208, and for the years 1859 and 
1860, the increase to the taxable property of the state has 
been $42,601,988. The swamp and overflowed lands sold by 
the state before the 11th January, 1855, were exempted from 
taxation by the state for ten years, or until reclaimed. Many 
of these lands will become taxable next year; more of them the 
year after; and nearly the whole of them during the next four 
years. This alone will afford a certain increase of, at least 
twenty millions and perhaps thirty millions of dollars to the 
value of taxable property in the state, during the next four 
years. 
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The payments on the state debt up to the 1st day of October, 
1860, amounted to $2,341,996 17. This sum includes $145, 
067 56, the amount of the five per cent. of the net proceeds of 
the sales of the public lands, which accrued to the State of 
Arkansas, under the compact between the United States and 
this state, from the first day of January, 1841, to the first day 
of January; 1860, and also includes $5,012 16 which had ac- 
crued to this state under the act of Congress to appropriate the 
proceeds of the sales of the public lands, approved 4th Sep- 
tember, 1841, before this act was modified and the distribution 
of the land fund to the several states suspended by the tariff 
,aet of 30th August, 1842. These two funds were retained at 
the treasury of the United States and applied towards the pay- 
ment of interest on 628 bonds of this state held by the United 
States as trust funds. Of these bonds 500 were issued to and 
sold by the “ Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas,” and 
198 were issued to and sold by the * Bank of the State of 
Arkansas. d 

At the June term, A. D. 1860, of the chancery court, it was ` 
ordered by the court that the receiver of the Real Estate Bank 
settleand adjust the accounts between the State of Arkansas 
and the Real Estate Bank, in regard to the five per cent. fund 
retained by the treasury department of the United Sta‘es for 
payment of interest on the bonds issued to said bank, which 
are held by said department, and to allow to the state in such 
settlement, interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum from . 
the date of each payment or application of the five per cent. ` 
fund up to the date of such settlement; and pay to the state 
such balance as he may find to be due to her, in the coupons to 
be severed from the State Bank bonds in his hands as receiver, 
and upon such settlement to require the state to surrender to 
, him the coupons for the amount of the principal, from the Real 
Estate Bank bonds in the treasury department, or to give such . 
guaranty against the same as may be deemed by his attorney 
to be sufficient. | 

On the 6th of July last, a letter was written in behalf of the 
state to the treasury. department, asking that an official state- 
ment be furnished, showing the dates at which the funds accrued 
to the State of Arkansas, and the amount of each installment 
retained at the treasury of the United States, and that for the 
whole amount of the funds of the State of Arkansas, so re- 
tained, coupons be severed from as many of the bonds of this 
state, issued to the Real Estate Bank and held by the United 
States, as the whole of the money so retained would pay; and 
to forward the coupons to the treasurer of the State.of Arkan- 
sas. The letter making these requests was referred to the first 
comptroller, but the State of Arkansas is yet without the infor- 
mation-essential to have the account adjusted under the order 
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of the chancery court. If the requests of the executive should 
be complied with, upon the receipt of the information and the 
coupons, the authorities of the state will then be able to have 
the account adjusted, under the order of the chancery court. 
Should this be done, the debt. of the state on account of the 
Bank of the State of Arkansas will be reduced about one hun- 
dred and eighty-nine thousand dollars. And the ‘state would 
thus*be made a debtor to the five per cent. or internal improve- 
ment fund. 

The state also owes to the five per cent. fund, $68,676 90, on 
account of that part of the fund received by her up to the first 
day of January, 1841, including the dividend of $7,611 79, 
declared on the fund by the Bank of the State of Arkansas, and 
without adding interest from 7th March, 1843, to this time, 
which would increase the debt. If this sum of $68,676 90 be 
added to the $189,000 00, it will make the amount of $257, 
676 90, from which should be deducted the $80,000 of the five 
per cent. fund appropriated by * an act to authorize the pover- 
nor to subscribe for stock in certain railroads,” approved 31st 
January, 1859, and the sum of $177,676 90 will remain unap- 
propriated. In view of the fact that our state is bound by the 
compact between the United States and this state to apply the 
five per cent. fund, among other works, to the construction of 
railways, it is recomended that one hundred and thirty thou- 
sand dollars of the five per cent. fund be appropriated out of the 
state treasury, at an early day, for the completion of the third 
division of the Memphis and Little Rock railroad, from White 
river to Little Rock, and that the balance of the fund be ap- 
propriated.to aid the Mississippi, Ouachita and Red river rail- 
road. . This five per cent. fund is annually accruing to the state 
from the United States. Perhaps it would have a tendency to 
encourage other railroad companies if a law were passed pro- 
viding for aid to them out of the future dividends of the five 
per cent. fund, after the construction of a certain amount of 
work towards building their respective roads, sufficient to guar- 
antee that the aid afforded them by thestate would enable them 
to complete, at any rate, a part of their respective reads. 

If the state had sufficient funds to pay what she owes to the 
Bank of the State of Arkansas for part of the capital of the 
bank, withdrawn from the bank under the acts of 3d February, 
1843, and 10th January, 1845, and used, many years ago, to 
pay ordinary expenses of the state, the railroads, when partly 
constructed, might be hastened on to.completion by giving the 
companies, under proper restrictions, the exclusive right to 
draw the money so appropriated, upon the express conditions 
that before drawing the money from the state treasury, bonds 
of the state, that were issued to and sold by the Bank. of the 
State of Arkansas, should be surrendered to the state treasurer, 
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amounting, with the unpaid interest, to a sum equal to the 

amount of the appropriation to be withdrawn by them, and 

that the money so withdrawn should all be expended in the 

construction and.equipment of the railroads. The most of this 

debt which the state owes,the bank with six per cent. interest 
on it from the 3d February, 1843, might be paid in the way 

suggested, in prudent installments, without completely draining . 
the treasury, during the next four years, and without increasing 

the present low rate of the state tax. But without increasing 

the state tax, it would be imiprudent to provide for paying the 

debt, except in installments to be adapted to the state of the 

treasury, taking into consideration other indispensable expenses 

of the state. Upon this plan, the state could honorably pay a 

debt which she owes, and greatly aid the railroads without 

incurring any new debt or new liability. 

It is a safe rule to get out of debt as fast as possible, and then 
pay, as they occur, such expenses as the interests of the state 
require. By such a policy established, there would be no accu- 
mulating interest to pay on money, which perhaps might have 
been injudiciously expended; and’ more regard would, under 
such a policy, be had to true economy. It is, therefore, in the 
power of the state to afford aid to railroads, and, at the same 
time, pay a debt which she owes. l 

You will see by the report of the . president of the Memphis 
and Little Rock railroad company, that the company has con-. 
tracted for the iron and the chairs and spikes, sufficient for the 
completion of the road from the present terminus, at the St. 
Francis river, to Little Rock. That the third division of the 
road from White river to Little Rock is nearly all graded, and 
the greater portion of the cross-ties required, already delivered. 

That hands are at work sufficient to completé the grade and 
furnish tlie balance of the ties as fast as they «an possibly be 
needed for the track; and that this division is now ready for 
track laying, and that the company only needs funds, immedi- - 
ately available, to enable them to press the work, with vigor 
and energy to completion. The one hundred and thirty thou- 
sand dollars of the five per cent. fund, if promptly appropriated 
out of-the state treasury, would enable the company to finish 
and place in operation this third division of the road in a few 
months; and the completion of the remaining unfinished -por- 
Hou of the Memphis and Little Rock railroad would soon fol- 

ow. 

It will be seen by the reports of the auditor and treasurer, 
that there remained in the state treasury, on the first day of 
October, 1860, subject to be used for ordinary expenses of the 
state, the sum of three hundred and four thousand, one hundred 
and six dollars and ninety-eight cents, in gold and silver. 

- The whole amount of the internal improvement fund distri- 
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buted to.and drawn by the several counties, belote the first day 
of Oetober, 1860, was $488,692 96, and on that day a balance 
of this fand remained in the treasury, in specie, amounting to 
$17,441 26. The entire amount of the seminary fund distribu- 
ted to and drawn by the several counties, before the first day 
of October, 1860, was $89,595 70, and on that day a balance 
of 4his fund, in specie, remained in the treasury, emounHAn to 
$3,306 51. 

The whole amount of the saline fund distributed to; and. 
drawn by the several counties, before the first day of October, 
1860, was $14,778 56, and- a balance of this fund, in specie, 
remained in the treasury on that day, amounting to $1.988 : 5. 
. The seminary and saline funds when distributed to the seve- 

ral counties, to aid in the support of common schools, are 
placéd under the control of the county authorities, upon whom 
it devolves to have the funds taken care of and properly 
applied to the objects for which they are intended. The com- 
mon school fund, arising from other sources, must be sufficiently 
large in many of the counties to justify the establishment of 
some free schools. But as the funds and common schools are, 
by law, placed under the control of the county and township 
officers, the executive has not sufficient information on the sub- 
ject to determine whether the fund is properly taken care of or 
not, and sacredly applied, as it should be, towards the educa- 
tion of the children of the county. 

This subjeet is one of so much importance that it should be 
investigated, and whatever can be properly done for the 
advancement of education should be attended to without 
failure. 

For all the information on the subject, which the secretary 
of state, as superintendent of common schools, has been able 
to obtain, you are respectfully referred to his report, dated 30th 
October, 1860. | 

Your attention is respectfully invited to the reports of the 
keepers of the penitentiary. It appears that 121 convicts and 
3 runaway slaves remained in the penitentiary on the lst day 
of October, 1860. That 107 of the convicts were sent to the 
penitentiary by our state courts, and 14 by the United States 
courts. The three runaway slaves are detained at the peni- 
tentiary subject-to be retrieved by their owners. 

From my message, dated $d November, 1858, the following 
quotation is made, to-wit: “It is recommended that provision, 
be made for building a house for the warden or keeper, at the 
penitentiary, that suitable arrangements be made for imprison- 
ing female convicts, and that a cistern to supply sufficient 
water for the use of the institution be constructed.” 

“It seems to the executive that it would be good policy to 
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provide for manufacturing coarse cotton cloths, by the labor of - 
the penitentiary convicts.” ; 

« Your early attention and action are solicited to the subjects 
connected with the penitentiary, for the important reason that 
the existing contract for the keeping, clothing and subsistence 
ofthe convicts will expire on the 25th day of Jan’y next.” (1859.) 

The General Assembly passed “an act to provide for thé 
management and control of the penitentiary,’ approved 17th 
February, 1859. Whilst this bill was pending, and before it 
was passed, the governor sent a special message to the Gene- 
ral Assembly, dated 10th February, 1859, in which he stated, 
as follows, to-wit: “I transmit a communication from Alexan- 
der George and: John Robins, late contractors for keeping the 
Arkansas penitentiary, asking to be relieved from the responsi- 
bility and expense of keeping the convicts as early as practica- 
ble, consistent with the interests of the state; that provision be 
made to pay them for all convicts sent by the state courts to 
the penitentiary, at the rate of thirty-five cents per day, for each 
convict, from the 25th January, 1859, when their contract ex- 
pired, until a new contract shall be made for keeping the con- 
viets." “ Also, stating that they will continue to take care of 
the convicts upon those terms, and will also take eare of the con- 
victs sent to the penitentiary by the United States’ courts, for the 
compensation allowed by the United States therefor, which 
is fifty cents per day for each convict, which is paid by the Uni- 
ted States.” “ George and Robins, since the expiration of their 
contract, by my request, have continued to take care of the 
convicts : hoping that some law would be passed, by which 
they would soon be relieved." “The system about to be 
adopted by the General Assembly, it is supposed, will require 
some considerable delay, and perhaps may fail to work; and there 
is no law to provide for such a contingency" ‘ George and Rob- 
ins; although they would prefer being relieved from the certain 
expense to them for an uncértain length of time, if compen-: 
sated at the rate stated, will continue to attend to the peniten- 
tary, as heretofore, until some other arrangement shall be 
made, but otherwise, wish to surrender up the penitentiary at. 
once.” * *  *« In the event of a failure in the new system to 
work, some authority should be vested in some officer of the state, 
and means appropriated to provide for the emergency; for there 
are so many convicts that some discretionary power should be 
by law vested in some one to'have them legally taken care of.” 
“So far as the governor is concerned, he does not object to re- 
sponsibility, if he has legal discretionary authority and means 
appropriated by law to be used at his discretion to promote and . 
protect the interests of the state; but withont these essentials, how- 
ever willing he might be to endeavor to carry out the wishes 
of the General Assembly, he might not be able to do what an 
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emergency might render necessary.” This special message may 
be found in senate journal for 1858-9, on pages 480 and 481, 
and following it, the proposition of A. George and John Robins. 

This message was promptly referred by the senate, on the . 
10th February, 1859, “to the committee on the penitentiary, 
with instructions to report thereon as early as practicable;" and 
the committee reported the joint resolution, which was passed 
by the senate on the 11th of February, 1859, and was after- 
wards passed by the house of representatives, and approved by 
the governor, 21st February, 1859; and which is on page 313 
of the printed acts passed in 1858—9. It is provided by this 
joint resolution, “that the governor be authorized to pay said 
Alexander George and John Robins the sum of thirty-five 
cents per day for keeping the state convicts, from the 25th day 
of January, A. D., 1859, the expiration of their late contract, 
and to continue until another contract be entered into, and that 
the governor be authorized to draw such (amount) from the 
state treasury.” | 

The act to provide for the management and control of the 
penitentiary, provided that the governor of this state be and 
he is hereby authorized and required to contract with some suita- 
ble person or persons upon the terms hereinafter stated, to lease 
the penitentiary grounds, buildings and convicts, until the close 
of the session of the General Assembly of 1862, to some respon- 
sible person or persons upon the best terms, to be paid annually 
into the state treasury, and the contractor or contractors, it was 
provided should give bond, with security, in the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars, conditioned that the said convicts 
shall be safely kept, subsisted, comfortably clothed, humanely 
treated, and when sick to be furnished with all necessary medi- 
cine, and medical attendance, and suitable diet for sick persons, 
from the date of the contract until the close of the session of 
the General Assembly of 1862, free from all expense to the state, 
and that they will, in all respects, ‘faithful'y perform said con- 
tract, in compliance with the provisions of this act. The con- 
tractor was also required by the act to construct a cistern within 
the penitentiary walls, with capacity to hold forty or fifty thou- 
sand gallons of water, and furnish and properly fix to said 
cistern a good and sufficient force pump; and the sum of four 
hundred dollars was appropriated to pay for the cistern and 
force pump, and all necessary apparatus to conductgthe water 
off of the buildings into the cistern. The governor was required 
to make the contract upon the terms stated in the act, “ upon 
giving a reasonable notice, through the various newspapers, to 
bidders." 

On the 2d March, 1859, the governor published his notice, 
inviting sealed proposals until tne 2d day of May, A. D. 1859, 
and a copy of the said act of 17th of February, 1859, was ap" 
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pended to and published with the notice: three times, once a 
week, in all the. newspapers then printed in. the state, before 
the second day of May, A. D. 1859, but not one single bid was 
made by any person or persons. .The.terms prescribed by the 
Jaw would have been very good for the state, but as I feared 
when I made the special message, the system adopted. by the 
General Assembly failed to work. And if the joint resolu- 
tion of the 21st February, 1859, had not been passed, accept- 
ing of Alexander George and John Robins’ proposition of 
the 10th February, 1859, to safely keep the convicts and furnish 
them with bedding, clothing, food, and when sick, with medi- 
cines and medical attendance, for thirty-five cents a day for 
each state convict, until another contract-be entered into, the 
convicts would have been left without any legal keeper, and 
the authorities of the state without any appropriation to pay 
the expenses of keeping them; and without any- authority to 
make a contract. for keeping them, except such a contract as 
the act of 17th February, 1859, positively required to be made, 
if any at all were made, in accordance with law. 

As the state does not own any of the bedding, clothing, fur- 
niture, tools, or implements in use at the penitentiary, but only 
the buildings and grounds, a contractor would- have to incur 
considerable expense for such things as well as for provisions. 

To supply the institution with water, a new well has been: 
dug, and a cistern with capacity to hold forty or fifty thousand. 
gallons of water, has been constructed within the walls of the 
.penitentiary. A suitable force pump has been properly fixed 
to the cistern, and good leather hose, 300 feet long, has been 
proeured to attach to the pump, and be used in case of fire. 

It will be seen by the report of the keepers of the peniten- 
: tiary that they admonish the authorities of the state that addi- 
tional room will be required for keeping the convicts, and that 
additional workshops are necessary for the institution. 

Compare the condition of the penitentiary now with what it 
was on the 17th February, 1853. There were then but 84 cells 
for convicts, in a building covered with shingles, and inclosed 
by a board or plank fence. Since the 17th of February, 1853, 
the large, high and substantial stone wall, forming a square of 
.300 feet, has-been constructed around the penitentiary build- 
ings; the building containing the cells has been built five feet 
higher than it was, and eighty-four additional cells constructed 
in it; and the whole covered with.a good slate roof; two large 
workshops, a hospital and mess room, and a large smoke-house, 
all have been built, in the best manner, of brick and covered 
with slate, and the old building containing the cells was also 
repaired. For the materials and the construction of the wall 
and all of these substantial buildings, and for safely keeping the 
convicts, and furnishing them with food, bedding, clothing, and 
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- when sick, with ‘medicines and medical attendance; from the 
17th February, 1853, to the 25th January, 1859, the stàte paid 
$81,248 00. And the wall, and all the buildings. construeted 
are of a permanent and enduring character, and are now, and 
will be for years to come, worth more to the state than the im- 
provements cost. The General Assembly acted wisely in hav- 
ing these improvements made, and they stand as monuments 
to show that the state has full value for the money which the 
General Assembly appropriated to build them. . When we take 
into consideration the facts that the State of Arkansas, during 
the last few years, has been rapidly increasing in population, 
and that the increase to the taxable property of the state dur- 
ing the two years, 1859 and 1860, amounts, alone, to a sum 
equal to what the total value of all the taxable property in the 
state was for the year 1852, and that our state trensury is abun- 
dantly supplied with gold and silver to pay all ordinary expen- 
ses of the state, we cannot fail to rejoice at such evidences of 
prosperity, and feel proud of our growing state. Itis grati- 
fying to know that our state has the means to pay for enlarg- 
ing the penitentiary, erecting work shops, buying machinery, 
and converting the institution into a manufacturing establish- 
ment, which would render it a source of revenue instead of a 
tax upon the treasury. It seems to the executive that true 
economy requires the adoption of such a policy. To the reports 
of the superintendent and of the chaplain of the penitentiary, 
your attention is respectfully invited. 

The trustees and the superintendent of * the Arkansas Insti- 
tute for the Blind,” have made very interesting reports, which 
merit, and it is hoped, will receive your careful. consideration. 
The aid and encouragement asked should be freely granted to 


the institution by the state; and it is hoped will be without fail- ' 


ure. It is the duty of the state to encourage such institutions; 
and it has abundance of means to make such liberal provision 
as would render the institution permanently useful. 
The state owns a block of beautiful lots, some two or three 
hundred yards south of the penitentiary, and adjoining the 
western boundary of the city of Little Rock, in a high and 
healthy locality. It is recommended that a liberal appropria- 
tion of money be made for the construction of suitable build- 
ings upon this block of ground, for an asylum for insane and 
lunatic persons; and that proper legislation be had upon the 
subject, to regulate and sustain the institution when established. 
Such an institution is much needed, and if established, would 
relieve the counties from the care of insance and lunatic per- 
sons. The counties have no suitable buildings cr facilities for 
taking care of such unfortunate persons; many of whom with 
proper care and medical treatment, might be restored to sanity. 
Your attention is invited to a communication from the com- 
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missioner of the general land. office, dated August 22d, 1800, 
upon the subject of the joint resolution of the General Assem- ` 
bly of the State of Arkansas, approved 4th February, 1859, 
relative to procuring for this state, ** complete lists of all lands 
in the State of Arkansas that have. been ceded, granted, sold, 
donated, or otherwise disposed of by the general goverument; 
together with a list of all entries, grants or locations that have 
been canceled or set aside," “‘ and the probable cost of obtain- ` 
ing such lists, and whetner, in his opinion, the obtaining of 
such lists by the state would be of.advantage thereto, and war- 
rant the cost of obtaining the same.” The commissioner states 
that it would be a work of great magnitude, and involve an 
expense, which, in his opinion, would not be warranted by any 
benefit the state might expect or derive therefrom. 

To the report ofthe swamp land secretary, and the recom- 
mendations therein made, your attention is respectfully invited. 
By it you will see that the work of reclaiming swamp and over- 
. flowed lands has been vigorously prosecuted. 

The unusually large amount of 3,815,643 93 cubie yards of 
levee and ditch work was constructed and paid for during the 
two years ending with the 30th day of September, 1860. Since 
the supervision of tlis troublesome business, requiring great 
extra labor, was confided to the governor, by the act of 13th 
January, 1857, the amount of levee and ditch work constructed 
and paid for up to the 1st day of October, 1860, was six mil- 
lions, thirty-seven thousand, seven hundred and ninety-four 
and 31-100 cubic yards. The whole amount paid, upon orders 
of the governor, for the construction of this work, was $1,100,- 
487 66. This business was formerly confided to three swamp 
land commissioners, and it was considered so important and 
laborious that each commissioner was allowed a salary of two 
thousand dollars per annum, besides contingent expenses. 

Dy the reports of the commissioners, it appears that the 
whole amount of levee and ditch work constructed and paid 
for by their orders, commencing in the year 1851, and ending 
in the year 1856, embracing six years, was 7,026,672 56-100 
cubie yards, for the construction of which, the commissioners 
allowed and caused to be paid $1,435,469 58. To the amount 
and cost of levee and diteh work constructed under the admin- 
istration of the commissioners, add the amount and cost of the 
levee and diteh work constructed under the direction and con- 
trol of the governor, and it will be seen that the whole amount 
of levee and ditch work ever constructed and paid for by the 
state, from the beginning of the work in 1851, up to the Ist 
day of October, 1860, was thirteen millions, sixty-four thou- 
sand, four hundred and sixty-six and 87-100 cubic yards; and 
that the whole amount paid for the construction of this work, 
was $2,538,957 24. The state has no work under contract in 
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the Helena district; and no new contracts can be made for 
levee and ditch work in that district, for the reason that the 
.unsold lands in the district, after satisfying the outstanding 
warrants and scrip, would not be sufficient. to pay for such 
works as are necessary in the Helena district. 

The estimated cost of levee and ditch work now under con- 
tract, and being constructed in the Batesville district, is $923... 
972 37. Itis believed that all this work will be completed during 
the next twelve months. For information in detail with regard 
to the amount of such work constructed in each district, you 
are respectfully referred to the report of the swamp land sec- 
retary; and for information of the confirmed swamp arid over- 
flowed lands remaining unsold in each district, to the report of 
the auditor. As the swamp land interests of the State of 
Arkansas have not yet been fully adjusted at the general land 
office of the United States, the amount of money and land to 
which this state will be entitled, under the acts of Congress 
approved March 2d, 1855, and March 3, 1857, in lieuof swamp 
and overflowed lands disposed of by the United States, after 
they had been granted by the State of Arkansas by the act of 
Congress of the 28th September, 1850, has not been ascertained. 
Therefore, this state has.not yet received any money or land 
under either of the two acts of Congress designated.  Provi- 
sion by law should be made for obtaining from the United 
States, the money, and for the location of the lands during the 
next two years, and also for the appropriation of the money 
and the disposition of the lands when obtained under the two 
acts of Congress referred to. 
^ By the act of Congress of 12th March, 1860, the time within 

: which this state must complete the selections of swamp and 
óverflowed lands granted to her by the act of 28th September, 
1830, has been limited to two years from the adjournment of 
jhe present session of the General Assembly of ourstate. It is 
therefore recommended that such legislation be had asis neces- 
sary to insure the selection, within the limited time, of all the 
remaining unconfirmed swamp and overflowed lands, to which 
the state is entitled. Under the present law, the selecting 
agents cannot be paid anything for their expenses or labor 
until after the authorities of the United States shall have con- 
firmed to this state the lands selected by these agents. Provi- 
sion ought to be made to compensate the agents who rendered 
such services to the state, and who have not yet received any 
remuneration. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly, the governor 

"designated three hundred and twenty acres of land, and caused 
the same to be confirmed to the State of Arkansas, as an 
unconfirmed portion of saline land, which had remained due 
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the state, under the compact between this state and the United 
States. E 

Your attention is invited to the report of the solicitor gene- 
ral of the State of Arkansas, dated September 20th,. 1860, on 
the subject of five sections and nine-sixteenths of a section of 
unlocated seminary land sold by the governor in the year 1842, 
under “an act to authorize the governor to dispose,of the 
seminary lands,” approved December 28th,.1840. This act of 
the General Assembly contemplated the location of the unlo- 
cated claims sold, in legal subdivisions of not less than one 
half quarter section. But the act of Congress of March 2, 1827, 
prescribed that the seventy-two sections of land granted by it 
for a university, should be located in tracts of notless than an 
entire section, corresponding with any of the legal divisions 
into which the public lands are authorized to besurveyed. The 
parties who purchased the unlocated claims in the year 1842, 
applied to the courts, and after. many years of litigation, suc- 
ceeded in having the contracts annulled, and the state per- 
petually enjoined from the collection of the purchase money. 
The five sections and nine-sixteenths of a section of unlocated 
seminary land have therefore reverted to the state, and amount 
to 3,560 acres yet to be located to complete. the quantity of 
seventy-two sections granted by the act of Congress, approved 
March 2, 1827. Your attention is respectfully invited to the 
suggestions of the solicitor general in regard to the propriety 
of applying to Congress for the passage of an act to authorize 
the location of these seminary lands in small subdivisions, and 
to authorize the state to locate one hundred and sixty acres of 
land to complete the quantity of one thousand acres granted to 
the late territory of Arkansas, by the act of Congress of 15th 
June, 1832, for the erection of a court-house and jail at Little 
Rock. The act granted one thousand acres contiguous to and 
adjoining Little Rock; but it appears that the United States . 
had disposed of all the land, so situated, except eight hundred 
and forty acres, which leaves an unsatisfied claim of one hun- 
dred and sixty acres, for which the state should be allowed an 
equivalent by the United States. 

Your attention and consideration are respectfully invited to 
the report of the secretary of state, as commissioner of publie 
buildings. It is hoped that the General Assembly will not 
permit these buildings to go to ruin for the want of repairs. 
For the interests and honor of the state, and as a measure of 
true economy, the state house, and the rooms in which the 
offices of the state are kept, ought to be thoroughly Ds i 
and properly furnished. The state library is very Valuable, | 
but there is no suitable place for keeping it. There isnot room 
to arránge, in order, the books, or to have them so kept as to 
preserve them from injury. If would be well to provide for 
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erecting a building for the accommodation of the state library. 
- This bulding should be sufficiently large to insure abundance 
of room, in all the future. : It would also be well to provide for: 
making a complete cataloge of the library; and to cause the 
librarian to make and keep in his office a register of every book 
or work added to the library. Some system of accountability 
for the certain preservation of the books which belonged to the 
state, might then be adopted. The state ought also to provide 
and furnish, in the best manner, an executive mansion, and have 
it supplied with necessary lights and fuel. To provide a house, 
and leave the governor to pay fer suitable furhiture for the 
executive mansion of the state, would impose upon him a con- 
siderable tax for the use of the building. Our state is just as 
able as any other state in the Union, to provide for all three of 
the. departments of the government ,whatever is necessary and 
proper for promoting the publie service, and without extrava- 
gance, can now afford to evince a little state pride by having 
everything well done that she has done at all. l 

Our state is rapidly increasing in population and wealth, and 
the business in the circuit courts, as a consequence, is increas- 
ing. There are now but six judicial circuits, and, as there are 
fifty-five counties in the state, each judge of the circuit court 
has a large circuit, and.so many causes to adjudicate, that for 
the want of time to try all of them, it frequently happens that 
some of them have to be continued. It is therefore, recom- 
mended that three additional circuits be created, and that pro- 
vision be made for the election of a judge of the circuit court, 
and a prosecuting attorney for each of the newly created 
circuits. It seems to the executive that it would be well to 
have three terms of the circuit court held in every county, every 
year, as a convenience to litigants, and in order that every 
criminal might have his constitutional right of a speedy trial 
before witnesses, in his case, would get out of the way. It costs 
the counties*sé much to keep criminals in jail six, andj often 
twelve months, before they are tried, that if the prisoners all 
break jail, and get away, there is but one consolation left to 
the people, which is, if the law cannot be properly vindicated 
the cost of keeping the criminals often ceases by their escape 
from prison, By proper legislation the law can be vindicated, 
and, the people of the counties relieved of considerable ex- 
pense. 

The General Assembly, at the last session, passed some reso- 
lutions, as proposed amendments to the constitution of this 
state, to provide for the election, by the qualified voters of this 
state, of a secretary of state, an auditor and a treasurer, and 
also an attorney general for the state. As governor, | approved 
these resolutions on the 21st February, 1859, and it devolved 
upon the secretary of state to have them “ published in all the 
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newspapers published in this-state, three several times, ‘at least 
twelve months before the next general election.” , Major David 
B. Greer was secretary of state, and had held that office for 
more than nineteen years. He had always attended so faith- 
fully and promptly.to having proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution published, that 1 was under the impression that those 
proposed at the last session had been duly published, until I 
ascertained, after it was too late to have them published, that 
they had not been published. by authority of the secretary of 
state at all, but only, perhaps, by some few newspapers, as — 
matter of information with regard to the proceedings of the 
General Assembly. A gentleman who was then deputy secre- 
tary of state is now a member of the Senate of this state, and 
from him the executive learned that the failure, on the part of 
the secretary of state, to have published the proposed amend- . 
ments to the constitution was purely accidental. ` 

On or about the 28th day of August, 1859, Major David B. 
Greer, secretary of state, of this state, died; and, on the 3d day 
of September, 1859, Alexander Boileau was appointed to fill 
the vacancy in the office. Mr. Boileau held the office of secre- 
tary of state but four months and a half from the date of his 
appointment until he died on the 18th day of January, 1860. 
Our state has, therefore, been so unfortunate as to lose, by 
death, two able and faithful publie servants from the same 
office during the last two years. : 

On the 21st day of January, 1860, Samuel M. Weaver was 
appointed secretary of. state to fill the vacancy that had occur- 
red in the office by the death of Alexander Boileau. 

The executive and the people of Arkansas are indebted to 
the courtesy of Brevet Major James Henry Carleton, of the 
United States army, for a copy of that part of an able report 
made by him, relative to the horrible massacre at the Mountain 
Meadows, in Utah territory, in September, 1857, of one hun- - 
dred and twenty men, women and children, who were from the 
State of Arkansas, and had traveled that far on their way to 
California. There were seventeen small children, only, left. 
alive out of this large emigrating party of about one hundred 
and forty souls. This party was considered the wealthiest in 
horses, mules, cattle, wagons, carriages, money, and other 
property, of any party that attempted to cross the plains in the 
year 1857. The massacre was the most awful ever committed 
in the history of our country. The seventeen children were . 
recovered fróm the Mormons and brought back, by authority of 
the United States; and, by the report of Hon. Wm. C; Mitchell, 
Who, as agent of the government of the United States, brought ` 
the children from Fort Leavenworth, you will learn their 
names, ages and sex, and also the places of their residence in 
this state. The United States ought, at least, to provide some ` 
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indemnity for the property and money which the Mormon and 
Indian murderers appropriated, after they had massacred the 
owners. Printed copies of the reports of Brevet Major Carle- 
ton and Hon. Wm. C. Mitchell, will be laid before you; and 
your attention is respectfully invited to them. ! 

There will be laid before, you printed copies of the reports 
of the land attorney and state collector, the financial receiver 
of the “ Bank of the State of Arkansas," and the receiver in 
chancery of the “ Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas.” 

The whole number of bonds of the state, sold by the Bank 
of the State of Arkansas, was 1,169, each for $1,000. One 
thousand of these were six per cent., and 169 five per cent. - 
bonds. Up to the first day of October, 1860, 144, of the five 
per cent. and 415-of the six percent. bonds had been redeemed, 
canceled and filed with the state treasurer. On that day there 
remained unredeemed 25 of the five per cent. bonds, which 
will not be due until the first day of January, 1887, and 585 
of the six per cent. bonds, which will become due on the first 
of January, 1868. The bonds and coupons of this bank, re- 
deemed, canceled and filed with the state treasurer, before the 
Ist day of October, 1860, amounted, when redeemed, to $956,- 
569 35. On the first day of October, 1860, the interest due 
and unpaid on the 610 outstanding and unredeemed bonds, 
amounted to $677,717 50, which sum, added to the principal, 
not yet due, makes $1,287,717 50; but from this should be 
deducted the $189,000 00, before alluded to in connection with 
the order of the chancery court, and then the debt on account | 
-of the Bank of the State of Arkansas, will be shown to be 
$1,098,717 50. A plan for paying this debt has been recom- 
mended in the preceding part of this message. There are so 
few available assets of the Dank of the State of Arkansas, 
that, under suitable legislation, the treasurer of the state might 
be made ex-officio financial receiver, and, attend to closing up 
thé business of the bank. l | 

The constitution of the State of Arkansas gave power to the | 
General Assembly to incorporate a banking institution, calcu- 
lated to aid and promote the great agricultural interests of the 
coüntry, and to pledge the faith and credit of the state to raise 
the funds necessary to carry it into operation, * Provided, Such 
security can be given by the individual stockholders as will 
guarantee the state against loss or injury.” In the exercise of 
the power so granted, the General Assembly-passed “ an act to 
establish the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas,’ 
approved October 26th, 1836. This bank was to have "an 
original cash capital of two millions of dollars; to be raised by 
loans or negotiations on the security of real property, at 115 
cash value, with the guarantee of the public credit." 

Before any bonds were issued by the state to the bank, as 
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security to guarantee the state against loss or injury, and as 
security to the bondholders for the payment of the bonds and 
the interest on them, the 180-stockholders-in the original bank 
and branches, mortgaged 127,520 65-100 acres of land, valued * 
by commissioners, under oath, at $2,603,932 32. Under the act 
approved February 24th, 1838, to establish the western branch, 
100 persons became stockholders in the Real Estate Bank, and 
mortgaged 60,290 24-100 acres of land, valued by commission- 
ers, under oath, at $776,840 06, making in all, 187,710 89-100 
acres of land, valued at $3,380,772 38. PS. 

On the first day of October, 1860, there were. 899 six per 
cent. bonds, which had been issued to, and so/d by. this bank, 
remaining unredeemed. These bonds will be due on the ‘26th 
October, 1861. The interest unpaid by the bank, on the 1st day 
of October, 1860, amounted to $905,905 00, but from this should 
be deducted $150,079 72, funds of the state retained at the 
United States treasury, and directed to be applied towards the 
payment of interest on the 500 bonds of this state, issued to 
and sold by the Real Estate Bank, and which are held by the 
secretary of the treasury in trust for the benefit of the Smith- 
sonian Institute. After making this deduction, the interest 
remaining due and unpaid on the 1st day of October, 1860, was 
$755,825 28, and when added to the 899 bonds, will show that 
the liability of the state for bonds sold by the Real Estate Bank, 
and interest due on them was $1,654,825 28, on the Ist day of 
October, 1860. But the bank had an additional liability for 
principal ànd interest up to the first day of October, 1860, of 
$207,405 71, on account of the $121,336 59 borrowed by the 
bank on the 7th September, 1840, upon the 500 bonds of this 
state, which the bank, in violation of law, hypothecated to the 
_ “North American Trust and Banking Company" of Néw York. 
This company sold the bonds and plaeed them beyond the con- 
trol of the state. -` , 

For some information on the subject of this fraudulent dispo? 
sition of these 500 bonds, you are respectfully referred to pages 
25 to 39, inclusive, of the appendix of the journal of the House 
of Representatives of the General Assembly of this state, for 
the session which began on the 7th November, 1819. These 
hypothecated bonds were issued by authority of * an act to 
authorize the stockholders of the Real Estate Bank of the 
Staté of Arkansas, to establish a branch in the western part of 
this state," approved February 24th, 1838. : 

Under the acts of 26th October, 1836, and 19th December,. 
1837, there were 1,530 six per cent. bonds of this state, issued 
to and sold by the Real Estate Bank of the State ‘of Arkansas, 
631 of which were redeemed, canceled and filed with the state 
treasurer before the 1st October, 1860, as fully paid off, and 45 
more of the unredeemed bonds were deposited before the Ist 
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October, 1860,.with the state treasurer, as a trustee, under sec. 
tions 8 and 9 of the act of the General Assembly amendatory 
of the act establishing a separate court of chancery, approved 
13th January, 1857, to protect from sale certain lands mort- 
gaged for stock in the Real Estate Bank. . 
The whole amount of the state bonds and coupons issued to. 
and sold by this bank, and which were redeemed, canceled and 
filed with the state treasurer, as fully paid off, before the lst 
day of October, 1860, was $1,235,347 10. If to this be added 
the $150,079 72, funds of the state retained at the United 
States treasury, to pay interest on bonds issued to this bank, it 
will be seen that the amount of the state debt, on account of 
the Real Estate Bank, which was paid.before the Ist day. of 
October, 1860, was $1,885,426 82. If we add to this the $956,- 
569 35, for the amount of the State Bank bonds and. coupons 
: canceled and filed with the state treasurer, as fully paid off, 
before the 1st day of October, 1860, it will be seen that the 
payments on the state debt, on account of the two banks, 
amounted on the Ist day of October, 1860, to $2,341,996 17, as 
before explained and stated. . 
In addition to this amount of payments on the state debt, on 
account of bonds of the state issued to and sold by the banks, 
there were redeemed, canceled and filed with the state .treasu- 
rer, as fully paid off, on the 30th June, 1860, six bonds, each for 
$1,000, executed by Governor Archibald Yell, under the act of 
22d December, 1840, for money borrowed by the state from the 
Real Estate Bank. These bonds, and the interest due on 
them, amounted, on the 30th June, 1860, when redeemed, to 
$8,642 91. 
The state has made considerable progress towards getting 
out of debt, and if the present low rate of the state tax, which 
_-is but one-sixth of one per cent. on the assessed cash value of 
taxable property, be permitted to remaiu, without reduction, 
find the policy recommended be adopted and carried out in 
good faith, our state will, in a very few years, be entirely out of 
debt. Our railroads, too. will be constructed, and population 
and wealth will annually flow into our state, perhaps with 
more rapid increase than the great additions during the last 
two years. We must remember that Arkansas is'now a great 
and prosperous state, and that it is the duty of her public ser- 
vants to guard with vigilance and faithfully protect her inte- 
rests, and with commendable state pride to work zealously and 
with expansive views, but never forgetting to practice true 
economy, to hasten our state on to the high and enviable post- 
tion towards which she is now so rapidly advancing. 
. In a former message I said, “the State of Arkansas will 
never repudiate her just debts. She will honestly pay themall 
whenever she can command the means.” With such senti- 
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ments, and under such a belief, I have labored and worked, 
during my administration of eight years, lacking but a few days. ' 
In this, my last messagé, as governor of the State of Arkansas, 
I tender my thanks to the patriotic members of the General 
Assembly, who passed the laws then needed, with regard to the 
banks; to the able and faithful accountants who investigated 
and reported the condition of the two banks, which for so many 
years had been wrapped up in mystery, so far as the authori- 
ties and people of the state were concerned; to the learned and: 
efficient attorney who, in behalf of the state, prosecuted and 
defended the very important suits in which large interests of 
the state were involved; and also, to the courts that admini- 
. stered with integrity and ability the. laws on the subject of the ~ 
banks, and the interests of the stateinvolved. Toallof these, 
and to the integrity and ability of the receivers of the banks, 
the people of the state are much indebted for the progress 
which haslbeen made towards the payment of the state debt. 
When the bonds of the state were issued to the Real Estate 
Bank of the State of Arkansas, it was never intended that the 
people of the state should be taxed to pay the bonds, or the in- 
terest on them; for the security which the individual stockhold- 
. ers gave by mortgaging lands was, and now is, amply sufficient 
to protect the state from any loss whatever on account of the 
bonds issued to and sold by the bank. The lands embrace 
many of the best and most valuable plantations in the state. 
The state has not yet resorted to these mortgaged lands toraise 
money to pay interest on the bonds. Many of the mortgaged 
lands have been sold, subject to the morigage, leaving: the right 
to the state, under the charter, and proper legislation, “to cause 
to be seized and.sold according to law, the property mortgaged in 
whose hands soever the same may be found, in the same manner, 
and with the same facilities, as it was seized in the hands of the 
mcrigagor, notwithstanding any sale or change of title thereof, by 
inherttance or otherwise.” l ' 
You perceive that it- was contemplated by this provision of , 
the charter, that, in case of necessity, the proceedings to raise 
money to. pay the bonds and the interest on them, should be 
had directly against the property mortgaged as indemnity to 
the state and the holders of the bonds, for the payment of the 
bonds and the interest on them. The proceedings should be 
directly against the mortgaged lands, withoug any regard to-the 
sales or change of title. Under proper legislation, one bill 
could be filed against all of the lands mortgaged for stock, in 
the original bank and branches, and a decree obtained, render- 
ing the several tracts mortgaged by each stockholder, liable for 
the proper pro rata amount, in proportion to the amount of 
stock awarded on the lands mortgaged by the stockholder, so 
that the whole of the debt of the state, on account of the bonds 
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and interest on them, could be paid by making each parcel of 
lands mortgaged pay only the proper pro rata amount. In 
this way justice would be done to all the: parties interested, 
without oppressing them, and the state would not lose one dol. 
lar on account of the Real Estate [Bank. After filing the bill 
against the lands, a notice of the facts, published in a news- 
paper, should be made sufficient, without any other notice 
being given in any other way. The official reports of the 
receiver in chancery of the Real Estate Dank, and state trea- 
surer designating the bonds of the state, issued to and sold by 
the bank, that remained due and unpaid, and showing the 
amount of interest due and unpaid on each separate bond, 
and the aggregate amount of the unpaid bonds, and of the due 
and unpaid interest up to the date of the filing of the bill, 
should be made by law evidence of the facts that such bonds 
and interest remained unpaid, which facts established should 
be made sufficient, without the production of the bonds, for the 
state to obtain the necessary decree against the lands. When 
the lands are sold, the money should be paid directly to the 
state treasurer, and be sacredly applied to the payment of the 
‘bonds, and interest on them. 

There are other matters necessary to be provided for, that 
the Jaw should embrace, to adapt the legislation to the condi- 
tion of the matters involved. I have, in former messages, had 
so much to say about this bank, that I now submit the subject 
to you, with full confidence that in your wisdom and patriot- 
ism you will guard aud protect the interests of the state; cause 
the debt of this bank to be paid out of the abundance of the 
security, without incurring any new debt, or suffering the bank 
debt to fall on the people to be paid by taxation. "The people 
ought not to be taxed one dollar to pay this bank debt, for the 
mortgaged lands are more than sufficient to pay every dollar 
of the debt. j 

By table H of the auditor's report, it appears that there were 
no returns of tax books for the year 1860, from the counties of 
Columbia, Chicot, Ouachita, Polk and Union, but the tax books 
for the year 1859, were returned from these five counties, as 1s 
shown by table G of the auditor's report. Without allowing 
anything for increase, if the. property taxed in these five coun- 
ties, for the year 1859, be added to what was taxed for 1860, 
in the other fifty sounties, it will be shown. that there were 
taxed in the State of Arkansas, for the year 1860, besides other 
property, 75,616 slaves, 299 saw-mills, 111 ,tan-yards, 59 dis- 
tilleries, 3,297 pleasure carriages, 75,007 horses, 29,518 mules, 
1,204 jacks and jennies, 275,342 neat cattle, $3,122,615 in goods, 
wares and merchandize, $1,308,590 money loaned at interest, 
$97,032 invested in steamboats, $284,619 in gold watches and 
jewelry, and $45,289 invested.in manufactories. 
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The whole value of property taxed in the state for the year 
1852, as shown by table J, in the auditor's report of 1st Octo- 
ber, 1854, was $42,900,080 00; and the increase during the 
subsequent eight years, has amounted to about one hundred 
millions of dollars. l 

Dr. David D. Owen, state geologist of Arkansas, has for- 
warded, for information of the executive and the General 
Assembly, a manuscript copy of the first and second chapters 
of the second volume of the Geological Report of Arkansas. 
In his letter, dated 25th September, 1860, he states that “this 
manuscript does not comprise the whole of the matter, but it 
contains a full synoptical description of the result of the sur- ` 
vey, from 1859 up to the present tine? 

Five thousand copies of this second volume are now being 
printed in Philadelphia, and it is presumed that before the 
adjournment of the General Assembly, will be ready for dis- 
tribution. .This second volume: will be quite interesting and 
valuable. The geological reconnoissance of the state has been 
completed, which is the preliminary step to a regular detailed 
survey. It is recommended that liberal provision be made for 
the prosecution of the detailed survey, by which it is believed 
the state would be greatly benefited. A 

Of the 2,000 copies of the first geological report on the north- 
ern counties of Arkansas, 800 copies were sent to the Smith- 
sonian Institute for distribution in Europe, and elsewhere, to 
scientific men and institutions; and 560 bound copies were 
placed in our state library, after getting through with distrib- 
uting copies to states, territories, institutions of learning, and: 
individuals in the United States, and allowing to the state 
geologist two hundred copies for him to distribute. 

Under the constitution, it devolves upon the General Assem- 
bly, *from time to time, to pass such laws as shall be calculated 
to encourage intellectual, sciehtific and agricultural improve- 
ment, by allowing rewards and ‘immunities for the promotion - 
and improvement of arts, science, commerce manufactories 
and natural history, and countenance and encourage the prin- 
ciples of humanity, industry and morality.” This is a very 
comprehensive and valuable provision of the constitution, and 
if its requirements were fully carried out upon a liberal and 
proper basis, so many elements of progress would be brought: 
into life and healthful and vigorous action, that innumerable ~ 
benefits to the people would be produced, and the character of 
our state at home and abroad would be elevated and enobled. 
_ It is recommended that suitable legislation be had to authó- 
ize such counties as may choose to do so, to levy a tax to raise 
money to buy suitable arms to arm their volunteer companies 
of militia. 

It is well to observe and comply with every provision of the 
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constitution, so that our government may not, by neglect or 
disuse of certain provisions of the constitution, be virtually 
changed from what it was provided by the constitutton itshould 
be.’ The constitution of the United States declares that a welt 
regulated militia is necessary to the security of a free state. 
The acts of congress and the laws of this state require that 
the militia shall be organized, armed and disciplined. 

In organizing, arming and disciplining the militia of our . 
state, we are but doing duties enjoined by the constitution and 
laws of the United States and this state, and providing what is 
necessary for the security of our state. Itis hoped that you 
will give such consideration to this subject as its great impor- 
tance demands; and do whatever is necessary to insure com- 
plete organization, and make the militia of our state a high 
and well disciplined order of eitizen-soldiers. 

During my administration of eight years, lacking now but a 
few days, it has been my earnest desire and constant endeavor 
so to administer the govérnment as to restore the lost eredit of 
the state, develope its unbounded resources, drive out of use 
depreciated paper and small bank bills, supply our treasury 
with the constitutional currency: of gold and silver, insure to 
the people of the state the same, kind ef a solid and reliable 
currency, advance the cause of educatien, faithfully execute 
the laws, promote true economy, protect, the interests of the 
state, promote the public goed and merit the approbation of 
the people. 

During this long service, having so many perplexing and 
important duties to perform, connected with the complicated 
affairs of the state and banks, and for four years the immense 
extra labors and annoyances of managing and eontrolling the 
reclamation of the swamp lands, by levees and ditches, it would 
be unreasonable to expect universal approbation of my official 
acts. I have sought to do my whole duty to the state and peo- 
ple: For the confidence and support which the people of the 
State of Arkansas have yielded me, I shall not cease to feel 
grateful, and in this, my last message, as Governor of the State 
of Arkansas, I tender to the people of the state, my sincere 
thanks. L l 

We have great cause to be thankful to Almighty God that 
He has blessed our state and made it’more prosperous than: it 
ever was before. 

With my sincere and grateful thanks to the Author of all 
good for what success ] may have attained in my constant 
labors to promote the interests and honor of our state, I submit 
to you this statement of the condition of our government.

TIVE TO THE POWERS OF MILITIA OFFICERS. 


: LiTTLE Rocx, 31st July, 1869. 
Sm—As to drills and reviews, the law designates certain 
times at which regimental, battallion and company musters 
shall be held, but this was only intended to secure that number 
in each year, and the law no where by letter or implication, 
prohibits militia officers from having drills and reviews at other 
times, according to their discretion. They have the power 
to order them, and persons subject to military duty would be 
bound to obey the order, and failure on their part, to obey such 
order, would be subject to the same penalty as where the time 
of mustering is fixed by law..

His excellency was then conducted to the speaker's stand, 
and delivered to the convention the following 


INAUGURAL ADDRESS. : 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 


Having been chosen by the free and patriotic people of the 
State of Arkansas, as. their chief magistrate for the ensuing 
four years, it becomes my constitutional duty to confer with 
you, and recommend for your consideration, such measures of 
public policy as may seem expedient, and promotive of the 
general welfare of the country. 

With an expansive territory, comprehending in its area 
every requisite element of greatness, Arkansas, by a proper 
_ administration of her affairs, may, and will attain pre-eminence 
amongst her sisters of the confederacy. 

The rapid influx of population among us materially increas- 
ing our revenue, enhancing our federal inffuence, and giving 
strength and importance to us as a people, is cause for high 
congratulation to all whose destinies are with us—whose 
hearts are among us. 

With a redundant treasury, and a state debt of comparative 
insignificance, Arkansas is in a condition for rapid improve- 
ment and unexampled future prosperity. 

Much depends, however, upon the existenee of harmonious 
concord in her legislative departments, of which you and I are 
both constituent elements. And the measure of our duty is 
the prosperity and happiness of the people. 

‘ Among others, it is an excellency in laws that they be per- 
manent, ard of uniform application: too much legislation often 
begets greater evil than too little; and slight inconveniences 
flowing from a familiar, though imperfect statute, is more tol- 
erable to the citizen than a new one, perhaps less perfect and 
difficult of construction. 

Special legislation, or that having exclusive application to 
particular counties, isa growing evil, tending to destroy that 
uniformity of system which the framers of the constitution 

" intended we should preserve. 
` The improvident creation of two banks, however, at an early. 
period in our history, has, to: some extent, embarrassed the 
finances of the state. 

There is due by the State of Arkansas, on account of bonds - 
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issued to the State Bank, $1,250,000, deducting probable assets 
on hand and to be realized. 

The interest on this debt, constituting about one-half of it, 
has been due and unpaid since 1840, excepting the amount of 
$7,615 68-100, retained by the United States, up to October, 
1858, of the five per cent..fund due the State of Arkansas, on 
. account of the sales of the public lands. The principal falls 
due in 1868 and 1887—twenty-five of the bonds only are paya- 
ble in the latter year however. 

For this debt the state has had value received. The bank 
was her property, and if,an unsuccessful experiment, she alone 
must bear the loss. Her honor and credit require, I submit, 
that provision be made at an early period, for the liquidation 
and payment of the back interest due on this debt. : 

The surplus revenue in the treasury at this date, approximates 
to $304,000; and I suggest, for your consideration, whether it 
would not be proper to apply $250,000 of this, on the Ist of 
July, 1861, towards the payment of said unpaid interest. 

F ollowing which, taking into account the rapid'increase of 
state revenue, induced by increased wealth and population, I 
recommend that the state tax be reduced from one-sixth to 
one-cighth of one per cent. At this rate, sufficient revenue 
would still be collected to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
government, and pay up accruing interest on the State Bank 
debt as it falls due. 

If however, considering the great importance to the state, of 
erecting well considered works ‘of internal improvement, and 
the eminent want of educational advantages among the most 
deserving of our population, you should regard it the better 
policy to apply the surplus revenue to these objects, upon prin- 
ciples of justice to each and every portion of the state, I will 
yield a hearty assent to the measure. 

The constitution inhibits the collection of any more revenue 
than is necessary for the expense of the government, except 
by a two-third vote of the General Assembly. To perpetuate 
an excess in the treasury, is an infraction of that instrument, 
and is oppressive to the people. 

The large cash payments made by our citizens in purchasing 
their lands, (mostly federal domain,) proves an immense absorb- 
ant of. our ‘cir culating medium, and creates a scarcity of‘ money, 
which it is needless to increase by applying another drain, 
though it bein the shape of a surplus state revenue. 


| REAL ESTATE BANK. j 
The debt for which the state is liable on account of bonds 


issued to this institution, is still the cause of much solicitude to 
the state, the stockholder and the tax payer. 
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After applying the assets.on hand to the payment of these 
bonds, there still remains unpaid $1,400,000. 

The debt is due, principal and interest, on the 26th of Octo- 
ber, 1861. 

To hold the state harmless in the savin of these bonds, 
` the stockholders have mortgaged to the state and bondholders, 
187,310 acres of valuable land. Bésides this, each stock- 
holder has given a bond to the bank, in double the amount of 
his stock, which rests as à demand or liability against him, or 
his estate, if he be deceased. ' 

Although there are many legal questions of infinite com- 
plexity, which would present themselves in an attempt made 
by the state to coerce payment from the stockholders by judi- 
cial proceedings, still, I hold it to be conclusive, that suit may 
be, instituted upon the bond given ‘by -the stockholder to the 
bank, and the deficit collected by execution, outof his personal 
effects. The mortgage upon the land is merely collateral, and 
need not be resorted to except in cases of insolvency. 

By this course of procedure, a large proportion of the means, 
necessary for the payment of the bonds, can be realized, and 
the state speedily reimbursed for the amount retained by the 
United States on account of the 5 per cent. fund due from the 
sales of the. public lands. In case, however, the personal 
estate is found to be inadequate, resort must be had to the 
mortgaged lands for payment. 

It is needless, however, to disguise the fact, that a proceeding 
in chancery, for the foreclosure of. these mortgages, would be 
attended with great expense and delay. 

Chancery suits are tardy, at best; and when the record is 
clogged by the names of hundreds of parties, as one of this 
character would be, its termination must be almost indefinitely 
postponed. In the meantime, the state would remain discredi- 
ted abroad—suffering moral epprobium and financial embar- 
rassment 

I beg leave to suggest a plan for the settlement of the Real 
Estate Bank trouble, which, in my opinion, will conduce both 
to the public interest, and to the convenience of the stockhold- 
ers. It is this: That an act be passed, during the present ses- 
sion, requiring the Pulaski chancery court to ascertain, through 
the receiver, the amount for which the state will be liable, de- 
ducting therefrom the proportional amount to be paid by each 
stockholder, and providing that said receiver be authorized and 
directed, on the part of the state, to receive from each stock- 
holder one-fourth down in cash of his indebtedness or deficit— 
giving bonds, with security, at one, two and three years, for the 
remainder, which, when paid, to entitle the party to a release 
upon the bond and mortgage. 

This will afford means for an amicable adjustment, between 
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the state and the stockholder, saving expensive and protracted 
litigation to both. 

There are doubtless many now interested in the mortgaged 
lands, by purchase and otherwise, who will reject all terms, but, 
in a majority of cases, I feel confident, a law of this kind would 
be cheerfully complied with, and prove a à happy solution of 
this bank enigma.

SWAMP LANDS. 


Prompted by motives of benevolence and generosity, the 
Congress of the United States, September 1850, gránted to the 
State of Arkansas, all the swamp and overflowed lands within 
her borders. 

It is seriously questioned by many who are well informed 
upon the subject, whether or not the most approved system of 
leveeing, will result in much practical benefit. And with this 
view of the case, a manifest tendency exists, to divert the funds 
arising from the sale of these lands to the building of rail- 
roads. 

Whether complete reclamation can be attained or not, partial 
success in so important an enterprise, is sufficient to deter me 
from recommending an appropriation of this fund, to any but 
to its original and legitimate purposes. 

The building of railroads with us has, thus far, sea | quite as 
much a matter of disappointment, as the construction of levees. 

Independent of this, a breach of faith will be committed by 
the State of Arkansas, if she expends these lands for any thing 
but their reclamation. 

And this breach will be two fold in its character: First, to

the general government which gave them—second, to our own . 


citizens who have settled upon and purchased them. 

To the latter, the state is bound, by the strongest obligations, 
to expend the last acre of the land for theit protection from 
floods and drainage from swamps. - 

This grant, made by Congress, was a health gift to, the citi- 
zens inhabiting the Mississippi valley. A great sanitary result 
was to be achieved, and the states having swamp lands within 
their borders, were made the trustees to "ean out the object 
and perfect the system. : l 


STATE PRISON. 


- The General Asii at its last session, authorized my pre- - 


decessor to lease out the penitentiary to the highest bidder. 

$ No bids, as I understand, were submitted. But c an arrangement 
was made with Messrs. George & Robins, to subsist the inmates 
at the rate of thirty-five cents each, per day, which contract is still 
subsisting at an expense to the state of $43 75-100 per diem. 
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Yourimmediate interposition is requested to arrest this unneces- 
sary efflux from the treasury. 

. The institution in its present condition is fully capable of. 
defraying its own expenses, and has been for years past. 

The convicts, one hundred and twenty-five in number, are 
generally in a healthy condition, and many of them are skillful 
mechanics, and the products of their labor command high re- 
munerative prices. l 

In the future management of the penitentiary, some perma- ` 
nent and settled policy is indispensable to make it a self-sus- 
taining institution. 

The contracts for keeping it have been heretofore only tempo- 
rary and of too short duration. It is, therefore, recommended, 
that the lettings in future, be for four or six years, thereby mak- 

` ing it an object to men of adequate means and qualifications 
to engage in its keeping and management. 

Many of the states, after much experimental knowledge, have 
settled upon the plan of manufacturing woolen and cotton 
goods, as the most suitable employment for their conviot labor. 
This sort of. work is conducive to the health and contentment 
of the convict, profitable in its results, and eminently suscepti- 
ble of the most perfect sys‘em and order. 

With us, the raw material at prime cost can be obtained, and 
a home market without competition. 

The states of Louisiana, Tennessee and Texas, are oie 
in prison manufactures. 

From the penitentiary reports of the latter state, it is ascer- 
tained that the machinery, necessary for turning off two thou- 
sand yards of cloth daily, can be put up in complete running 
order for $35,000. 

Other considerations may be weighed i in making the proposed 
change. The mechanical skill employed in the penitentiary, 
competes with, and, in many cases, supplants the citizen me- 
chanic, and drives him from the country, or into some other 
vocation for a livelihood. He deserves better of his country, 
and is as much entitled to immunity and protection as those 
skilled in law or physic. 

The desired change, however, keeping in view the publie 
debt, and the exigencies that may follow the inauguration of a 
federal executive hostile to the rights and independence of this 
portion of the republie, must needs be, if at all, gradual, and 
attended with as slight expense as possible. 

The penitentiary buildings have already been twice fired and 
burned down by the convicts. As a preventative, it is recom- 

‘mended that an act be passed, declaring the offence capital, 
punishable with death, and making the inmates competent wit- 
nesses. Such a law would seem to savor of harshness, but it 


s 


has been found to be thé only adequate remedy in such cases. 
Other states have adopted. it with fine practical effect. 

I take pleasure in recommending Mr. A. J. Ward, the present 
keeper, as a gentlemen well qualified for his ‘stdlion, and de- 
serving your confiderice. 


RAILROADS, 


Nothing is more important to Arkansas than tlie construction 
of railroads.. They would advance commerce; induce popula- 
tion, develop our mineral and agricultural resources, 'and 
awaken the latent energies of the people. 

But how are the means to be obtained to build them? The 
lands granted by the United States for the Cairo and Fulton, 
and Fort Smith branch, are likely to revert to the general 
government. Nothing of impertance has been- accomplished 
on either of these roads, and from the stringency of the money 
market abroad, little hope is indulged for the future. 

The grant made by-Congress has, so far, proved rather a curse 
than a blessing. For seven years past, nearly one half of our 
territory has, on that account, been reserved from sale and set- 
tlement—the consequence is, no roads, less revenue, and a 
smaller population, than we should have had. 

Having nothing better to suggest at present, in this connec- 
tion, it is recommended that a committee be raised to investi- 
gate and report upon the management of the Cairo and Fulton 
road and its western branch, to aszertain what moneys have 
been expended, what lands sold, and under what authority, 
what debts are owing, and the cause of the non-completion of 
the roads; and also whether an extension of time should be 
granted by Congress, and, if so, on what conditions. 

The Memphis branch, it affords me pleasure to say,'has been 
managed with more success, and gives great promise of early 
completion. 


SCHOOLS. 


This subject, also, is one of great interest. Nothing enlists 
the philanthropist and patriot more than the cause of educa- 
tion. The time and labor of the educated citizen is more valu- 
able to himself and to his government, than the benighted toils 
of one living in uncultivated ignorapce. 

On the rising generation, bred and educated at home, we 
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must rely, in future, for the defence and maintainance of south- © 


ern institutions. 

For the want of proper home schools, the youth of Arkansas 
are being educated abroad; often so far north as to loosen the 
ties that bind them to the institutions of their native land. Early 
education gives the impress to manhood; and though northern 
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hostility, displayed by the northern tutor to the southern pupil, 
will not eradicate his attachment for the peculiar institutions 
of his fathers, yet that hostility is made more tolerable by posi- 
tive contact and continued.association. ' 

Again, thousands of dollars are annually exported to other 
states, for educational purposes; and, in this way, we are greatly - 
the sufferers, because we are without colleges, male and female, 
suitable for imparting a knowledge of the higher branches. 

Congress, in this behalf, also, once came to our relief, and 
donated seventy-two sections of land for a seminary of learn- 
ing. The common malady of distribution, however, overtook 
that grant, and but little has been heard of it since. 

Is it not possible, still, to apply this fund to its original pur- 
pose. by dividing the state into two educational districts, and 
erecting a college in each, with the money still unappropriated 
by the counties? Your attention is respectfully invited to thia 
subject. à 

The common school system, also, seems. to be radically de- 
fective. 

In the last report made by the secretary of state, as state 
commissioner of common schools, it may be seen that there are 
only twenty-five common schools organized and kept up in the 

‘whole state, from the eommon school fund. This is a sad com- 
mentary upon the present system. 

Under existing laws, it is made the duty of the common 
school commissioners of the different counties (fifty-five in num- 
ber) to make out and transmit to the secretary of state, annu- 
ally, a report showing the condition of the common schools and 
school funds, in their counties, respectively. 

It is lamentably true, however, that out of this number, only 
three of them have reported at all, for the present year; two 
of which reports are totally devoid of the required informa- 
tion. 

The general law provides for three trustees and one treasa- 
rer in each congressional township. Each ‘county containing 
thirty-five townships, would have, including the commissioner, 
one hundred and forty-one officers. Multiplying this by the 
number of counties, and you have in the state, seven thousand, 
seven hundred and fifty-five men to perform what ten would 

,do better. Their compensation is merely nominal, and of 
» course their duties are neglected. 
, There is a special law,'having application exclusively to the 
counties of Pulaski, Izard, and others therein enumerated, 
which I think superior to that having general application; and 
which it would be well, perhaps, to adopt for the whole state, 
with the following amendments: 

First. The minimum price of $1 25 is too low, from which 

to graduate the sixteenth section, as this act providés. 
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Second. The accumulated interest remaining unappropriated - 
in the hands‘of the county treasurer, ought, while in his poss 
sion, to bear interest at fen. per cent. per annum. 

Third. Discrimination: ought to be made in distributing ther 
school fund of: the Gounty, in favor of the poorer districts, since ` 
from the great value of the sixteenth section, in others, a suffi- 
cient fund is derived therefr om to maintain the schools neces- 
sary therein. 

Fourth. The clerk of the county court should report annu- 
ally to the secretary of state—he being ez-officio-state commis- 
sioner—and the information by him communicated through the 
governor to the General Assembly. | 

With these amendments, I am persuaded this special law 
would prove to be as good a common school system, as can at 
present be devised. 


AGRICULTURE. . 


“ 
~ 


The constitution provides that “the General: Assembly shall 
“from time to time, pass such laws as shall be calculated to 
“encourage intellectual, scientific, and agricultural improve- 
“ment, by allowing rewards and immunities” for the promo- 
tion of the same. 

It is thought that an agricultural burean, commensurate with 
these ends, "would tend greatly to develop and advance our 
farming interests. Its establishment is earnestly recommended, |. 
the details of which I submit to your enlightened judgment to 
devise. l 


MILITIA. 


I invite your most rigid scrutiny of the militia code, which, 
having until recently been a dead letter upon the statute book, 
practical enforcement has not, thus far, to my mind, displayed 
a necessity for amendatory statutes. Should any suggest them- 
selves to you, as important to the immediate and thorough 
organization of the militia, it is well, perhaps that they should 
be passed at an early period i in the session. For life and liberty 
may soon, in each slaveholding state, find protection only be- 
hind the breastworks of the citizen soldiery. l 

It would be scarcely prudence, but more of cowardice in me, 
to disguise from you, and from our common constituency, what 
my convictions and sentiments are, touching the present threat- 
ening and perilous condition of our common country. 

A most unprovoked. and diabolical warfare, marked. by in- 
gratitude, malice and ignorance, is now being waged by the 
people of the non-slaveholding states, against the peace, dig- 
nity, and independence of all those recognizing that institution. . 
The “ irrepressible conflict ” is, and still will be going on. . 

The fanaticism of the North has well nigh reached its cul- 
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"minating point; and the states stand tremblingly upon.the verge 
of dissolution. Its march has been steady and onward, and ite 
foot-prints marked. by blood and treason; and it seems as unal- 
*terable as destiny, that sooner or later dissolution must come. 

. 'The issue made up by the North, and which we of the South 
will not be permitted to decline, is, the Union without slavery, 
or slavery without the Union. 

‘ What portion of the confederacy will be so infatuated as not 
to prepare for the coming of this sad event? What magistrate 
of the law will lull his peopleinto fancied security, by promises 
of peace and safety, when an enemy is at their door? 

God forbid that I am, or should be an alarmist; that I should 
be insensible of the wide-spread desolation that would fix itself 
like a pall, upon the American people, should disruption ensue. 
But I am not, nor will I content myself with anything less than 


a faithful exposition of my views upon this subject. 


Eleven of the northern states, by solemn legislative enact- 
ment, have nullified, revoked and trampled upon the federal 
constitution. Maine, Connecticut, New York, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire, Pennsylvania, New Jersey; Wisconsin, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan and Vermont, have prohibited their offi- 

-eials and citizens, from aiding in the execution of the “ fugitive 

slave law.” By their action, the federal compact has been 
broken! They have revolutionized the government, and have 
left every other state absolved from its federal allegiance, and 
free, as an independent and sovereign government, to seek its 
own destiny. 

But the question is asked, whether or not these offences, 
coupled with the election of a chief executive, avowedly hos- 
tile to an extension of slavery, is cause, justifying, as a matter 
of policy, immediate secession. 

To my mind, no farther /egal justification is necessary. Still, if 
the Union was[severed to-day, leaving the slave states standing as 
they originally stood, sovereign and independent governments, 
reconciliation and compromise might, nevertheless, be induced 
by moderation, and a free interchange of sentiment evolved by 
authority through conventions assembled by the northern and 
southern portions of the Union, respectively. 

In view, then, of the bare possibility that the North may still 


, beinduced to retrace her steps, and award to the southern 


f 


states the rights guaranteed to them by the constitution, I can- 
not council precipitate or hasty action, having for its object a 


’ final separation of the states, and breaking up of the Union. 


Should any one of the southern states, however, prompted bj 
a spirit of just resentment towards the North, deem it necessar) 
to deelare her independence, and assert a separate nationality 
Arkansas, having like grievances and a common purpose t 
subserve, ought not to withhold her sympathies and active sup 
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port, if coércive measures be adopted by the generál goveri 
ment. 

Under such an exigency, I should regard it as an imperative 
duty to convene the General’ Assembly, that the matter might 
be referred to the people-for their primary action and advice.

grievances, or other proper pürposes. 

Nor am I aware that the right of the citizens of any county 
to petition the legislature for the enactment of such laws as,in 
their opinion, would best promote their interest, has ever been 
questioned by either department of our government since its 
formation to the present time. By this means, the minds of 
the legislature are often enlightened as to matters of expediency, 
which (perhaps) otherwise would not be brought before them. 
~ ]tisto be presumed that the citizens of a particular locality 
know better what is requisite and necessary to further their 
own interest, and are often better qualified to judge as to what 
would be most effectual in the furtherance of such interest, than 
any other persons. : 

In the case before you, 258 citizens of my county (for whose 
integrity and sound judgment, I do not hesitate to vcuch), have 
respectfully memoralized this body to pass a law for what they 
deem to be for the protection of their schools, and for the remo- 
val of a traffic, which, in their opinion and sound judgment, is 
a curse to society; and the majority of the committee, of which 
I have the honor to be a member, and to whom said memorial 
was refered, have said to those 258 citizens, that your request 
is unreasonable, and, therefore, your prayer shall be rejected.

I am instructed by the governor to inform your honora- 


- ble body, that on the 5th day of December, 1860, he vetoed “an 


act to authorize J. S. Mayberry, administrator of R. D. Owen, 
deceased, to sell certain land in the county of Arkansas,” and 
returns the bill with the following objections, to-wit: 

^ Having passed both houses of the General Assembly, and 
being presented to me for approval, I feel constrained, from its 
provisions, and the duty, at all times incumbent upon me to 
support, as I understand them, the constitution of the United 
States, and the constitution of the State of Arkansas, to return 
the bill. | . 

The 5th article of the amendments to the constitution of the 
United States provides, *that no person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of law.” ` The 
legal representatives of R. D. Owen, the decedent mentioned 
in this bill, upon his death, became fully and exclusively vested 
with the title to the land described in the act, to be divested 
only by the act of the owner, or by due process of law, that 
is, by the judicial enforcement of a pre-existing right, Exist- 
ing laws create a lien by contract, upon the property of every 
citizen, for the payment of debts, and by due process thereof, 
in the courts the title may pass. But this is a totally different 
case. The title is to pass, not by process of, but by operation 
of law. By legislative enactment, not by judicial enforcement, 
an estate is to pass from one citizen to another without his 
consent or concurrence. For, upon the passage of the bill, the 
title is out of the legal representatives, and in Mayberry, the 
administrator, to be disposed of by him, at his discretion, for the 
benefit of third persons. In my judgment, the act in question 
infracts also the state constitution, Section 10, article 2d, pro- 
vides that * no freeman shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property, but by the judgment of his peers, or the law of the 
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land.” The phrase “ by the law of the land,” according to the 
uniform expositions given, as I have understood them, refers to 
the fundamental organic laws of government, supporting the 
federal and state superstructüres—to the natural common law 
rights retained by, and belonging to the citizen, and reserved 
from those delegated to government, in forming the constitu- 
tion of the state and of the Union. 

After mature reflection, and with all deference, the bill is 
nerunned to your honorablé body with the foregoing objections.

WHEREAS, The thirteen original independent states, “in order 
to form a more perfect Union, establish justice, insure domestic 
tranquillity, provide for the common defense, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to themselves, 
and their posterity’—among the most important of which 
rights is the right of property in negro slaves—did enter into a . 
bond of Union by adopting and establishing the constitution of 
the United States; and . - 
. Whereas, The Union thus formed has failed to accomplish 

the objects for which it was made, and is being converted into 
an instrument of oppression and degradation, by eighteen 
states against fifteen equal independent states, by the agency 
. &nd machinations of a political party in the white-labor states, 
calling itself republican—which party, for more thanfifty years, 
under different names, has been wresting with impunity from 
the slave-labor states, one constitutional right after another, 
one state and territory after another, in violation of solemn 
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treaty stipulations—has never conceded a. constitutional right 
where slave property is involved, without the surrender of some 
other constitutional right by the slave states; has nullified, by 
state legislation, the laws of Congress made to seeure the con- 
stitutional rendition of fugitive “slaves to their owners; has 
trampled the constitution thus made,.in the dust whenever it 
stood in the.way of their mad fanaticism; has proclaimed a 
higher law than the constitution, the Bible, and then blas- 
phemed its author, and spat upon its divine precepts; has shame- 
lessly engaged in arson, theft, robbery and murder against an

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Orrice M. O. & R. R.. R. Co., 
Camden, Arkansas, Nov. 20th, 1860. 


To the Stockholders of the M. O. Ẹ R. R. R. Co: 


Geyrtemen—It is with pleasure that I herewith submit to 
' your consideration the proceedings and management of your 
road during the past year. Feeling at the same time, inade- 
quate to the task of doing justice to the enterprise of which 
you are, or in the future will be, the recipients. It has been 
my constant aim in the past, and will be in the future, (should 
I be honored With the administration of the affairs of your, 
company) to be unremitting in the protection of your interest 
in every particular. There has been obstacles to surmount in 
the construction and financial department for the past year, 
that few, who were mere.casual observers, could for a moment 
contemplate. A depleted treasury, confidence gone, debts 
(though small in comparison to the means of the company) 
hanging over it, and the difficulty of getting contractors to 
work, were anything but pleasant introductions to a new ad- 
~ 15 | 
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ministration of your affairs. The wark on your road has slowly, 
but steadily progressed; notwithstanding these difficulties have 
eontinued to operate pressingly upon us, and that too far'in 
advance of the ready means furnished by the company to car- 
ry it on. I hope and believe that these troubles are fast dinin- 
ishing, and will entirely disappear, under the change tliat is at 
this time taking place in the minds of the people concerning 
your enterprise. The troubles you have had, are only such as 
other railroads, or publie works have had to conteud with; who, 
in their zeal in the outset, by a wise mismanagement, lost the 
prize, only to return with renewed energy and contend more 
strongly forit in future. The dark clouds that have so long 
been hanging over your road, are now fast disappearing, and 
the doubts that have agitated your minds, occasioned by the 
delay in getting in operation, should be cast aside. Therefore, 
let past grievances and fears be now and forever banished, with 
the assurance that your fondest hopes will soon be realized. 
There are at this time a small amount of liabilities hanging 
over you; but not of a serious or troublesome character. Hav- 
ing a small portion of your road in active operation, will of 
course lessen their weight, and at the same time give a more 
reliable and available means for your future operations. 

There is now in operation about 73 miles of your road, all 
having been finished up and completed within the last year, 
(except about 14 miles of track laid down by your former pre- 
sident, Col. Charles McDermott.) Considerable extra expense 
“was incurred on this 74 miles, occasioned by the rotting of 
trestle work, to such an extent as to require a large portion to 
be removed, and in some instances the whole of it. This too, 
at a heavy cost to the company, while the high water and washes 
în the banks were serious drawbacks to our progress. Sum- 
ming up the whole, I should set down the extra work at not 
less than twelve thousand dollars. 

This finished portion of your road was put in operation on 
the 15th day of October last. One month's receipts up to the 
14th November, inst., as per report of freight agent, sums up 
as follows:

For further particulars, in regard to the expenses, etc., attend- 
ing the running, | refer you to the able and lucid report of your 
ehief engineer, Capt. W. H. Davison. Also, see his statement 
in relation to the past and the future construction oí your road. 
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The passenger fare, and rates of freight, have been regulated 
according to the outlay and expenses attendant upon operating 
the same. As the work advances, our rates will -be regulated 
more in accordance with the usages and customs pertaining to 
charges made on other roads. Then let me urge upon you the 
importance of at once procuring means to push forward the . 
work to the “ Cut-off” Hills. The small amount required to 
accomplish this, is but a tithe, when compared to the good that 
will result to you from so doing.. Besides establishing your 
road on a firm foundation, thereby insuring its early completion. 
This 20 miles finished, will pay you 20 per cent. upon actual 
cost, and cause many, who are now lukewarm in the cause, to 
“come forward and aid you. The local work'is all done, with 
the exception of the bridges across Bayou Bartholomew, and 
the “ Cut-off,” and about two thousand feet of trestle work. In 
fact, the whole'cost of completing your road to the “ Cut-off” 
hills, 14 miles from its present western terminus, will sum up 
as follo Ws: :

With the money in the treasury to buy the iron, I am satisfied 
that the local work could be let out at one half cash and half 
stock, and certainly the stockholders of this company can and 
will raise $15.000 to accomplish this. 

A resolution or order must be made by you before we can 
receive any more stock, unless you should be so fortunate as to 
get a donation of land, as I have tried hard and long to get 
the people aroused upon this subject, and make cash subscrip- 
tions, but to no effect. I have found a “good feeling” for 
your road, which only partially relieved the mind, but not the 
purse. [ would, therefore, suggest that you pass a resolution . 
authorizing the agents of your company to receive stock, upon 
the payment in cash of a portion of the amount subscribed at 
the time of subscription; the balance in one and two years, 
with notes, and ten per cent. interest from maturity. Such a 
resolution as this is necessary, from the fact that the last call 
upon your present subscription of stock has been made,-and no 
more stockholders can be received at present, except by cash 
subseriptions. 

There is, also, another matter I wish to bring before you for 
consideration, that is, changing the present line of your road 
on the eastern division, so as to pass through the town of 
Monticello; the present line, running some three miles south of 
said place. A change, in my opinion, can be effected without 
materially affecting your interest. The length of the road 
would not be increased more than $ of a mile, probably not so 


a 
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much. I would suggest the importance of this change, from 
the fact that Monticello is, at this time, one‘of the most pro- 
mising inland cities ià South Arkansas—her citizens are enter- 
prising and energetic, and have always been warm, devoted 
and working friends, for the interest. of this enterprise, and 
that, notwithstanding the present location of your road. With 
a change of location, they would be unanimously in your favor. 
I hope, therefore, that you will instruct your directors to autho- 
rize the change above asked for, upon the sum oí fifty thousand 
dollars in cash being paid.into your treasury during the ensu- 
-ing six. months, and also a guarantee to the company of a 
liberal donation of land in the limits or vicinity of Monticello. 

With the foregoing statements in regard to present operation 
and condition of your road, I deem it not inappropriate, but 
highly necessary to make a few statements in relation to the 
, original survey, in oider to show you that, notwithstanding the 
great hue and cry that has been raised against the former 
managers of your affairs, still they are entitled te much credit. 
And I am satisfied that all candid and unbiased minds must 
agree with me. To eum it up, we will first take up the report 
of your worthy and efficient secretary, Ed. C. Wilson, esq., and 
extract therefrom a few items under his head of recapitulation, 
and compare the same with the original estimated cost of your 
road by your former chief engineer, Capt. Lloyd Tilghman, at 
the different points along the line, and see what the result will 

rove. 

Mr. Wilson shows the total amount of stock subscribed, to 
be $505,300 00. "This includes stockitaken by contractors, in 
wotk and original cash subscriptions. On this amount, there has 
been paid, in cash and work, the sum of $305,515 38, leaving 
a balance due, from original cash subscribers, of $199,784 62; 
from this last amount under a change of the present locaticn 
of the road on the western division on Red river— we lose (un- 
less the stockholders who subscribed the same, will make it — 
good) $48,200 00, leaving a balance due from unconditional 
stockholders, $151,584 62, a large portion of which stock has 
been forfeited and sold, and the prospects of realizing the 
deficits by law or otherwise, not sufficient to warrant you in 
making any negotiations or promises to pay upon the expecta- 
tion of meeting them from any receipts therefrom. 

Therefore, we will cast aside all prospects in this quarter, 
and content ourselves with the money that has been paid upon 
said stock sold, which realizes to the company $35,221 63. 
Deduct this from the whole amount paid, will leave stock for 
which certificates are to be issued, $270,994 75, this, therefore, 
represents the actual amount of bona fide stock in your com- 
pany. Now, to go back to my first proposition, let us see how 
this money has been expended; and, to do this, it is only neces- 


/ 
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sary to show the original estimated cost of your road, the 
amount of work that has been done upon the same, and your 
present indebtedness. According to Capt. Tilghman's report 
of preliminary surveys made in February, 1854, L extract the 
following:

From the above estimates, deduct for trestle work, plan

to date, with an additional amount of $15,000 00 for repairs 
during the present year. Taking, then, the actual amount of 
cash paid in, or for which stock certificates are to be issued, to 
be, as previously stated, $270,294 75, and deduct from the same

of $96,601 19, to sundries; or to express it more plainly, to

I consider your assets to be every dollar, 
and, upon a fair valuation, more than they are here put down, 
Your liabilities, I am satisfied, are no more than stated, and 
under your charter, no stockholder i is entitled to a certificate of 
stock until all arrearages are paid, thus making, as before 
stated, $270,294 75, the actual bona fide stock in the company, 
Now it is to you that I appeal to come forward, and either 
extend your subscriptions or advance the amount of money 
necessary to equip and putin operation the balance of your 
road to the “ Cut-off” hills, and, by so doing, double in twelve 
months your stock in the road. 

Experience has demonstrated to the best informed, that it is 
impossible to build railroads in any country, in a reasonable 
length of time, by private or local subscriptions. Locate the 
enterprise in the most densely populated and wealthy section 
you may, and you will find good backers in every other par- 
ticular, except advancing the necessary means to accomplish 
the desired object. Therefore, to build our road, we must have 
aid, and such aid as will enable us to borrow money from 
abrodd, at reasonable rates. With our state out of debt, and 
her indorsement upon your bonds for $500,000 09, there would 
be no difficulty in completing your road to Camden in less than 
eighteen months. As these bonds covld be sold easily for 85 
cents on the dollar, thus realizing a sum sufficient to purchase 
iron for the whole distance; the iron purchased, there would 
be no difficulty in getting the balance of your local werk done 
for stock in your road. With $500,000 00 in your treasury, I 
will guarantee the completion of your road to. Camden in 18 
months. 

Take into consideration the great elements that constitute 
the success of a railroad, and it will be found that yours pos- 
sesses advantages over that of any road ever projected in the 
United States, according to its length. Penetrating one of the 
most fertile regions of land i in the world, it becomes, therefrom, 
one of the leading avenues of commerce, and,if well managed, 
will yield large dividends to its stockholders. Your road once 
completed to Red river, and its connection made with the M. 
E. &. P. R. R., will be made the chief outlet for the vast pro- 
ducts and travel that will flow over these two great thorough- 
fares. Again, I believe that your road will be one ot the con- 
necting links of the Pacific railroad through Arkansas, and 
without any argument of my own to prove it, I will merely 
give you what Capt. A. A. Humphries says upon this subject — 
a competent officer, and who stands at the head of his profes- 
sion. He says: 

“Starting from the Mississippi river, the distance of the upper 
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road from Rock Island to Benecia, in San Francisco Bay iş 
2,299 miles. From Guines’ Landing to the Pacific, at San 
Diego, is 1,683 miles. Difference in favor of the Guines’ Land- 
ing route 618 miles. That the cost of construction on the 
parallel of 32 degrees from the Mississippi river, to the Pacifio 
Ocean, would be little more than one half of that on the route 
of the 41st parallel. 

« | find that the cost ofthe route on the 41st and fad paral- 
lel from Council Bluif to Benecia is set down at $116,095,000 00, 
thus making the southern or Gaines’ Landing route cost $58.- 
047,500 00 ‘less than the northern route. Besides the difference 
in climate,” etc. And now, gentlemen, I must bring my re- 
marks to a close. I look upon your enterprise as one of incal- 
culable benefit to the southern portion of our state, both social, 
political and commercial, and I do not think that I hazard too 
much when I say it is. one of the great works- of the state. It 
affords me great pleasure, in conclusion, to state that the vari- 
ous officers connected with your road, have performed their 
duty ereditably, not only to themselves, but to you, and highly 
satisfactory to me.

To the President, Directors and stockholders of the 
M. O. & R. R. R. R. Company: 


EE accordance with the annual custom, I have the 
honor of giving you a brief statement of the operations in my 
department since the 21st of February last, when I took charge 
oí your road as chief engineer. On my arrival at your eastern 
terminus, I found two and a half miles of track already laid to 
the eastern end of the Clay bayou trestle work, which, togéther | 
with the balance of the trestles to Bayou Mason, was ‘under. 
contract to various parties to repair and finish. The bridge 
across Bayou, Mason was being done as. company work, and 
offered no hindrance to the progress of. the track. The work 
from Clay Bayou to Dry Bayou, inclusive, was at that time very 
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much interrupted hy high water, caused by the cutting of the 
state levee, twenty-five miles above your road, by which law- 
less act the accumulated surface water of the bottom lands 
south of the Arkansas river was let down upon us. ` The con- 
tractors were thus compelled to do their work in from three to 
six feet depth of water. A large party, that had been set to 
repairing the breaches made in the embankment by the over- 
verflow of 1858, was driven out, and we had finally to substi- 
tute trestles in such places at an increased cost. The contrac- 
tors for repairs of trestle work, Mr. Alexander Knapp, Halley 
& Brother, and Harrison & Richardson, deserve the highest 
commendation for their perseverance under these disadvantage- 
ous circumstances, and I do not think it invidious to designate 
Mr. M. J. Halley as having shown himself the model of perse- 
verance under difficulties. 

The track was not completed across the first half mile span 
of the Clay Bayou trestles until the 15th of April, our progress 
with trestles and track, which were necessarily carried on, in a 
great measure, together, being only from fifty to seventy feet 
per day, and it was not till the middle of May that we found 
ourselves with the track laid across all the gaps in the overflow 
and a fair prospect before us. 

At this time two gentlemen, from Kentucky, were building à 
steam saw mill, on the line of the railroad, at Bayou Mason, 
and a contract was agreed upon with them to saw all the lum- 
ber that we would need to lay the balance of the flat rail then 
on hand; the stringers that had been brought from Paducah 
not being enough to take as quite to Bayou Mason. It would 
have taken atleast three months to procure the lumber we 
needed from abroad, and it was thought best to rely upon the 
. mill, as we could get it much cheaper from that source. The 
promises made by these gentlemen were not carried out, partly 
perhaps from causes beyond their control, and we were com- 
pelled to lease the mill ourselves in order to get the lumber we 
needed. ZEN 
. This delay, and the extreme difficulty of procuring hands 
during the sickly season, threw the completion of the track to 
Bowie’s into October, on the 15th of which month, the road was 
opened for business. The results since that time will be shown 
by the reports of the various officers, and can but be very flatter- 
ing to every well wisher of your road. 

The track to Bowie's is laid with the best kind of flat rail, 
weighing 214 pounds to the yard. This is spiked down to oak 
stringers, which are secured to their places by wedges driven 
into gains made in every other one of the ties upon which the 
stringers rest. The cost of this track has been as follows, for

Showing a difference in first cost in favor of the flat bar rail, 
of $1,915 per mile, the cross ties being omitted in both cases. 
But this difference would be much more than made good before 
eitner kind of rail could wear out, in case you should conclude 
to use, in. future, only the T rail. Our experience with the pre- 
sent flat bar rail goes to show that we must reckon: on renew- 
ing our stringers and wedges at least once in three years. The 
track once out of line, or surface, it is next to impossible to 
restore it, on account of the warping of the stringers. It is 
much more difficult to adjust than the, T rail, because sọ large 
a section of the track has to be lifted by the repairers. The 
track never being so smooth, as that made with the T rail, 
causes increased wear to the rolling stock. AH these disadvan- 
tages will run the cost of the flat bar ultimately far above that 
even of a first class T rail. l 

Assuming that you will use the 50 pound T rail in future, the 
cost of laying a track from Bowie’s to the hills, at the Cut off 
Bayou, will be as follows:

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It will be understood that we are now completely beyond the 
overflow of the Mississippi river, and henceforth shall have only 
to contend with the surface water that passes down the various 
streains which we cross. If it is thought necessary to stop for. 
awhile at Judge Lowries; we can throw a temporary bridge 
across Black Pond Bayou, at a trifling cost, for the use of 
teams. l 

By laying yoyr track to Judge Lowrie’s I can safely say that 
vou will have a road finished, and moderately well equipped, 
that will be worth, to you, over $200,000, bringing at least 
double the amount of freight that now goes over it, and com- 
pletely intercepting the travel and trade to Gaines’ Landing; 
You can see how this is, when I tell you, that, to get by theso 
two miles of your road, to your present terminus, teams are 
compelled to travel more than five miles. 

Continuing our track westward from Lowrie's we shall have 
first to build 150 feet of trestles across Black Pond Bayou, and 
to complete the embankment on each side; when we shall have 
a continuous embankment for three miles to Big Bayou, need- 
ing only to be dressed up, where it has been injured by teams 
traveling over it. At Big Bayou we have 150 feet of trestle 
work to complete, and have then a continuous bank for five 
miles to Bayou Bartholomew, where we shall add largely to 
our freight receipts, by drawing to us the cotton from the Dayou 
Bartholomew plantations, above and below our line. Across 
Bayou Bartholomew we shall have to build 600 feet of trestles, 
including one span of 25 feet to accommod:te flatboats; it be- 
ing hardly supposable that; we shall be compelied to erect a 
draw here, that can never be used in the present condition of 
the bayou. After crossing Bayou Bartholomew we have three 
short spans of trestles to build of 50 feet each, 1,000 feet of 
three and four foot bank to put up, and about one mile of em- 
bankment to dress, before we come to the Cut-off Bayou, which 
lies immediately at the foot of the hills. 

These bayous can be easily trestled, or, in case of a very 
rainy season, the deeper portions of them may be piled. 

In regard to the proposed route from the Cut off Bayou to. 
the Saline river, to pass through the town of Monticello—il as’ 
good a crossing of the Monticello ridge can be obtained as on 
our present line—the distance will not be increased over half a 
mile, and the work to be thrown away on the present line 
would be nearly covered by sixty thousand dollars. I shall 
make a careful investigation into this matter as.soon as I can 
get hold of the proper documents. With sixty thousand dollars, 
the right of way secured, and a donation of land for depot 
purposes, at Monticello, I think the company might afford to 
make the desired change, if, upon examination, it seems feast} 


ble, 
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In the event of an extensive letting of work, I shall need an 
increase of the engineering force though my aim will still be 
to make the expense of that department as smallas it can con- 
veniently be, consistently with the best interests of the road. 
In conclusion, I would. express my thanks to Mr. A. J. Wood, 
who has been a most material assistance to me in the perform- 
ance of my duties, and who now occupies the position of road 
master over the finished part of your road.

It will be seen from the statement, that there is a balance 
due from the stockholders of $199,784 62, in which is included 
the conditional and forfeited stock.

“No. 3. J?esolved, That, in instances where the conditional 
stock subscribers refuse to take certificates, as mentioned in 
resolution No. 2, of this date, in order to settle their stock ac- 
counts, we further authorize our secretary to issue the com- 


pany’s obligations to all conditional stock subscribers, to the

_If the stockholders avail themselves of the second resolution, 
by demanding an issuance of certificates, the company will 
lose 25 per cent. on $48,200 00, (the amount subscribed.) and, 
instead of there being a balance of $26,424 00 due, it will be 
reduced to $14,374 00. Again: if the company. be compelled 
to issue its obligations for the amount paid in on this stock, we 
deduct $48,200 00 from the capital stock, and add $21,766 00 
to its liabilities.

The other accounts, I believe, as they appear from the state- 
ment, will explain themselves, as follows: $361,886 77, being 
the amount invested in the construction ot the road up to No- 
vember, 1859; since then, we find $49, 397 38 invested, also, 
sundry accounts— $7,801 00 and $1,113 11.

cases to the supreme court, when determined against them in 
the circuit courts. 

The receipts of the 73 miles of road now in operation, will 
more fully appear by reference to the above statement. [can- 
not state with accuracy the amount of expenses of the road 
now in operation, but they are estimated at from $750 to 
$1,000 per month. 

My thanks are due to the several officers of the road for the 

-uniform kindness arid courtesy which have ever characterized 
their conduct towards me.

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common sense as well as patriotism dictate that every commu- 
nity in the south should speak out their views: 

We, the people of Phillips county, in mass meeting assem- 
bled, entertaining the hope that our rights in the Union may yet 
be maintained, and believing that in any eventthe time is now 
upon us when a good understanding and united action among 
all the southern states can and ought to be brought about, re- 
solve as follows, viz: 

Resrlved, That itis our deliberate conviction, that the legisla- 
ture of Arkansas, now in session, ought to take prompt action 
toward bringing about the proposed southern convention, and 
should, for thwith, pass the legislation necessary to have Arkan- 
sas faithfully represented therein. 

Resolved, That our legislature ought, forthwith, to take some 
official action to induce South Carolina, and the more hasty of 
our south-eastern sister states, to join in with, and abide the 
well-considered action of, a southern convention. 

Resolved, That asa basis to such united action, and as an 
inducement thereto, our representatives should go to such con- 
' vention, instructed to demand for each and every southern state, . 
all her constitational rights in the Union, or, failing in’ this, an 
independent Southern Contederacy out of it.

At a meeting of the citizens of Columbia, Arkansas, and 
vicinity, held on the 14th day of November, 1860, James D. 
Latimer was called to the chair, and Jacob McConnell was 
appointed secretary. :

Wuereas, Notwithstanding we are a loyal people, and have 


ever advocated the Union of our fathers, as guaranteed to us 
by the constitution, we do sincerely believe, from the recent 
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election, that the rights of the South, and her institutions, will 
no longer be respected by the states of the North; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the citizens of Chicot county, do, without 
party distinctions, unite in the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the election of Lincoln and Hamlin to the 
Presidency and Vice Presidency of the United States, is detri- 
mental to our institutions, and ought not to be submitted to; 
and that we request our legislature to communicate these reso- 
lutions, at their earliest convenience, to our senators and repre- 
sentatives in Congress, and co-operate with our governor in 
calling a convention of the people of this state, to determine 
a mode of redress. 

Resolved, That we recommend the benat to pass such 
laws as will be likely to prevent any Eao A. of the 
commercial interest of the. state that our political emergency 
may require. 

Resolved, That we respectfully request that the legislature 
will, as soon as possible, organize and arm the force of the 
state. 

Resolved, That copies of these pesalucens be sent, without 
delay, to our senators and representatives in the General Assem- 
bly of the state, who are requested to lay them before the house 
of which they are respectively members. 

On motion of Dr. Wm. F. Brooks, the Chicot Press was re- 

quested to publish the proceedings of this meeting, and that 
‘the citizens of Chicot county be earnestly requested to assemble 
at the court-house, in Lake Village, on Monday, the 19th inst., 
to hear a more general expression of the sense of the county.

thereby fully confirming the determination, heretofore evinced 
on their part, to no longer regard our rights, or their constitu- 
tional obligations. 

And whereas, We have suffered much injury, unjustly; at the 
hands of the people of the northern states, inasmuch as they 
have robbed us, to the amount of many millions of dollars in 
value, of our property; and, urged on by a spirit of blind, sui- 
cidal fanaticism, continue to despoil us of our property at every 
opportunity, by every means in their power, not even hesitating 
to resort, in numberless instances, to the low, mean crime of 
theft; and, inasmuch as they have disregarded, violated dnd 
trampled upon the Constitution of the United States, by pass- 
ing laws, in nearly all of their states, virtually annulling the 
law of Congress, known as the “fugitive slave law," and per- 
petrated against us many other acts of insult, wrong and injus- 
tice, such as denying us the right ef passing through-their 
states with our property; denying us our rights in the territories 
purchased by our common blood and treasure; sending their 
emissaries amongst us to steal and destroy our property, murder 
our citizens, and iucite our slaves to insurrection; while we 
have uncomplainingly borne the burden of the government by 
paying seven-tenths of the revenue, and they have reaped most 
of its benefits; 

And whereas, In view of all these facts, and of his avowed 
sentiments, the election of Lincoln is an insult and a degration 
to the South, too grievous to be borne, and conclusively proves 
that if we submit to his adininistration, and the domination of 
the misguided party by which he was elected, our equality in - 
the Union is forever lost; therefore, 

Be it resolved. by the General Assembly of the State of, Arkansas, 
1st, That our senators are hereby instructed, and our represen- 
tatives in Congress requested, to refuse to take their seats in 
the Congess of the United States during the administration of 
the said Abraham Lincoln; Providéd, That the-other members. 
-of Congress from the southern states, or a sufficient number of 
them to reduce that body below a quorum, will ‘do likewise. 

2d. Resolved, That in order to submit this matter, and all 
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questions pertaining thereto, directly to the people, this Gene- 
ral Assembly deems it necessary to call a state convention, and 
authorize, by law, the election of delegates to the same. 


3d. Resolved, That we favor the holding of a national con- | 


vention, for the purpose of making a last effort to adjust the 
difficulties between the northern and southern states; and that 
a convention of the southern states is hereby recommended, 
and advised to take place at as early a day as practicable; and 
that the state convention, when assembled, shall: be empowered 
to appoint delegates to said convention. i 

4th. Resolved, That strict commercial non-intercourse with 
the northern states is earnestly recommended to the people of 
this state, as it is now evident that we must, in self-protection, 


rely upon other sources, and upon ourselves; the sooner we ` 


adopt this course, the better for our ultimate welfare and pros- 
perity. 


5th. Resolved, That the State of Arkansas, by this General: 


Assembly, pledges herself, in this alarming crisis of our coun- 
try’s history, to share the fortunes, and stand by her sister south- 
ern states in defence of their constitutional rights, “at all 
hazards, and to the last extremity;" she will not falter or hesi- 
tate in the plain path marked out by stern duty; she would say 
to an insulted and outraged South, be calm, be prudent, but 
firm and determined, let us demand nothing more than our 
righta, and, with the help of Almighty God, no longer submit 
to any thing less. 

6th Resolved, That the secretary of state is hereby required 
to furnish the governors of the several southern states a copy 
of the foregoing preamble and resolutions, with a request that 
they lay them before their respective legislatures when ‘con- 
vened.

The committee on federal relations, to whom were 
referred that portion of Gov. Hector's inaugural address, and 
sundry resolutions, which relate.to federal relations, have given 
the same that careful and deliberate consideration which the 
importance of -the subject demands. -The committee are fully 
sensible of the responsibility of recommending a .course ‘of - 
action in the present perilous crisis, but believing it to be their 
imperative duty, they have not hesitated to perform it. 


THE NORTH AND THE BLACK REPUBLICANS. 


it will be admitted that the southern states have patiently 
endured repeated injuries and violations of their constitutional ` 
rights, by the northern states of this'confederacy, in which the 
anti-slavery sentiment has been predominant. These aggres- 
sions have been.continued until they have resulted in the pre- 
sent alarming condition of political affairs—until it is manifest 
to every man, who observes passing events, that “now is the 
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crisis, of our destiny.", ?. The existence, in great power and 
strength, .of the black republican party in the northern states, 
with ‘all its sectional, odious and aggressive doctrines, is well 
calculated to inspire every southern | man and patriot with dread 
and alarm. A brief statement will suffice, to satify all impar- 
tial men, that the aims and principles of that party are subver- 
sive of the constitution, and fraught wit n the greatest „danger 
to the institutions of the South. 

1, They advocate—The prohibition, as well as abolition, of 
slavery, by Congress in the territories, the common property, 
and purchased by the common blood and treasure of the citi- 
zens of all the states, 

2. The abolition of sane: in the District of Goiania 

3. The prohibition of the slave trade between.the states. 

4. The repeal of the fugitive slave law. 

5. The remodeling of ae courts of the United States, that 
a majority of black Tepublicans may be placed on the bench, 
and the constitution interpreted to suit themselves. 

6 The equality of the negro with the white, man. . 

7. The irrepressible conflict doctrine, that there will always 
be a struggle between the North and the South—free states and 
slave states, and that this Union must “become all free or all 
slave. 

8. They oppose the admission of any more slave states into 
Union. 

9. They have in the States of Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin and lowa, by 
Jegislative enactments, nullified the fugitive slave law passed 
by Congress in pursuance of a provision of the federal consti- 
tution. 

10. They have extended to the free negroes the right of suf- 
frage in the States of New York, Maine, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Ohio. 

11. They have assisted the fugitive slave to escape from his 
master.  , 

12. They introduced into the House of Representatives, in 
Congress, at the last session, a resolution to abolish slavery 
throughout the Union, aad it received sixty black .republican 
votes. 

13. They passed at the same session, EREE House, 

è bill to repeal the laws of the territory of New Mexico which 
protect slavery. 

14. They passed an- act in the territorial legislature of Ne- 
braska, prohibiting slavery in that territory, and it was only 
prevented from becoming a law by the veto of the governor: 

15. They passed an act in the territorial legislature of Kan- 
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, prohibiting slavery in that territory and the same was 
weed by the governor, and they re-passed it over his veto. 

16. Sixty-two members of Congress and other "prominent 
members of that party, have indorsed the infamous’ Helper 
book, which counsels the ‘commission of the most “infamous 
crinres, such as murder and insurrection by our slaves. 

17. They added insult to injury by attempting to elect Sher- 
man, an indorser of that book, to the office of Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in Congress. 

18. They havé furnished us with-a practical illustration of 
their theory in the raid of John Brown, and the butchery of a 
portion of the citizens of Virginia; and whén the well merited 
punishment of death was inflicted upon him for the high crimes 
of treason, murder, and inciting slaves to insurrection, they 
tolled bells, held meetings and pronounced him a martyr. 

19. They have refused, on account of their hostility to slave- 
ry, to surrender fugitives from justice upon the requisitions of 
governors of southern states. 

20. They have sent emissaries in our midst to destroy our 
property and incite our slaves to insurrection. 

21. They have denounced the constitution’ and the: Union, 
and promulgated a * higher law.” 

29. And to crown all, they have elected Abraham Lincoln 
and Hannibal Hamlin, to the Presidency and Vice Presidency 
of the United States. 

In view of the fact, that the party entertaining the princi- 
pies, and whase past history has been characterized by the 
acts above stated, will soon, to a great extent, obtain control 
of the federal government, it is not a matter of surprisé that 
indignation, and apprehension as to the future safety and pro- 
tection of their institutions, are now manifested by the southern 
people.

CONCESSIONS MADE BY THE SOUTH. 


'The southern states are now and have always been loyal to 
the constitution and the Union, and have' hitherto evinced their 
devotion to the Union by submission to injustice, and by repeated 
concessions of the most important character. From reliable 
sources of information, we ascertein fhat, at an early period, 
Virginia gave up that vast territory lying tol the north-west of 
the Ohio river, then a slaveholding ter Priory, and that the-fouth 
quietly submitted to the prohibition of slavery there, chiefly by 
northern votes, and. as Mr. Madisan s said, * without the shadow 
of constitutional authority." That Virginia annexed one condi- 
tion to the grant, that not more than five states should be formed 
out of this territory, so as to preserve a-due balance of political

power in the Union. That.even. this condition has been viola- 
‘ted by the North, and 22,336 square miles of its areahave gone 
to constitute the State of Minnesota. That in forming. the 
federal constitution, the South surrendered her right to repre- 
sentation for two- fifths of her slave population, and thereby lost 
several representatives in Congress, to which she was justly 
entitled.. That in return for this concession, two provisions 
were inserted in the constitution; first,.that- which requires that 
fugitive staves shall be: delisered up on elaim.of the: owner, 
which has been nullified, as-dbove- stated, in twelve: northern 
states, and thus caused an annual loss to the South of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars; and, second, that which. provides “ that 
direct .taxes,shall be apportioned among the several states, 
according to their respective numbers,”. which has never been 
carried into effect, and, as a..consequence, the South, -upon a 
fair estimate, indir ectly pays four dollars, to one by the North, 
of the revenue of the government, and past. experience has 
shown that about four dollars of that revenue are appropriated 
and expended in the North, to where one is ERDEDdCn in the 
south. 

That the admission of. ihe State.of Missouri was opposed for 
the reason that it was.then proclaimed at the North, that no 
more slave states should be admitted into the Union, and that 
the South, in order to quell the excitement then pervading and 
preserve the Union, consented to the establishment of the Mis- 
souri compromise line, by:-which she: lost nine-tenths of -what 
was already slave territory, and which had-been bought by the 
-common treasure of which she had ‘paid four dollars. to.one— 
thus surrendering:to the North, nine hundred: and sixty-five 
thousand square miles. and retaining only one hundred and ten 
thousand square miles. os 

That after-the acquisition of Mexican territory, the South 
justly sought to extend. this compromise line to, the Pacific 
ocean. For, to the war that resulted.in the acquisition of that 
territory, the South sent forty-five thousand men, aud the North 
twenty-three thousand men—the South one for-every twenty- 
six of. military age—the North one for every one hundred and 
twenty-four of military age.. Yet by-the proposed extension of 
this line, the South did not ask for one-third - of. the. territory 
thus acquired, but was willing and offered to surrender to the 
North, six hundred and sixty thousand square miles,-and retain 
only two hundred and four thousand square miles. Still.the 
North denied the South even this.small portion of. the common 
térritory, by refusing.to extend the line to tlie Pacific. 

That.the South has submitted to the abolition" of the slave 
trade in the District.of Columbia—the admission of. California, 
and the refusal-to admit Kansas into the Union, under a. consti- 
tution which tolerated slavery. 
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It will thus be seen that the South has furnished unmistak- 
able évidence of her attachment to the Union, and her e-ruest 
desire to preserve it. i ED.

THE COURSE TO BE BURSUED. 


But the committee are well satisfied, from a review of the 
acts and principles of the black-republican party, and the many 
concessions made by the South, which experience has taught 
- us, have only served to increase, instead of diminish, northern 
aggresbions; that itis time to take such a course of action äs 
will secure an effectual demand for such guarantees as will stop 
and prevent present and prospective ‘encroachments upon our 
constitutional rights—preserve the Union and. make it answer 
the purposes for which it was created. lt is now manifest, that 
there is a very strong feeling in the South against longer con- 
tinuance in-the Union, with those who have thus trampled on 
the constitution. Some of the southern states have provided 
for the. assembling.of state conventions, to consider the best 
course to be pursued in the present crisis, and others are taking 
steps to do so. In-a few weeks, almost every southern state, if 
not all, will have followed theirexample. There is good reason 
for believing that several of these states; so soon as their respec- 
tive conventions assemble, will withdraw from the Union. The 
incoming administration may attempt coercion, and a war will 
ensue for which history furnishes no parallel. . The southern 
states aré united by a common interest, and should consult 
together upon matters which vitally affect their common wel- 
fare. The committee believe that this should: be done ina 
southern convention, to be held at an early day, at some point 
in the South. By this means rash and inconsiderate action 
on the part of some of the states may be prevented—an effec- 
tual demand made for such guarantees as will secare us aghinst 
encroachments upon our institutions and constitutional rights— 
perhaps a disastrous civil war averted—the whole South united 
on a plan of action devised by her wisest and most patriotic 
. sons, and the Union preserved on a firm, just and equal basis. 

In conclusion, your committee would recommend as the only 
praticable solution of the existing and threatened disturbances 
of the peace of the country, the union of the southern states, 
for the purpose of consultation, and to demand their constitu- 
tional rights inside of the Union. - In order to accomplish this, 
the whole question must be referred to the people, and their 
judgment invoked in some authoritative form. This. can only 
be effected by calling a convention, to be assembled at.as early 
8, day as practicable, for the purpose of electing delegates to a 
southern convention. Early action in reference to a state con- 
vention is imperiously demanded, in view of the fact that South 
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Carolina will secede immediately, unless:she can be induced to 
take counsel with her southern:sisters.* It is idle.for us to say 
that we aré not bound by her action, and that her course ought 
not- to govern ours.. Georgia, Florida, Texas, Mississippi, and 
perhaps Louisiana. and Alabáma, will resume their reserved 

rights, and declare themselves out.of the Union. “But if South 
Carolina should, acting singly and alone, unfurl the Palmetto 
standard, and resuming -her sovereignty, -declare her indepen- 
dence, how can Arkansas remain an idle: speectator'of such an 
event, and be indifferent to the ` ponpequences: which will in a 
few months assuredly ensue? 

It is true, that the present able and patriotic inoutnbent ‘of 
the presidental chair, in his recent message to "Congress, has 
declared that.“ after much careful reflection he has arrived at 
the conclusion that no power.to coerce a séceding state :has 
been delegated to: Congress, or to any other:department of the 
federal government." * And that * so-far from this power hav- 
ing been delegated to Congress, it was expressly retused: by the 
convention which framed the constitution." 

Yet, in less than ninety days, Abraham Lincoln vil bs 
inaugurated as -president,- and he “will doubtless find such 
authority, aud, if true tö his antecedents; will attempt to coerce 
South Carolina, or any-other seceding state, back into- the 
Union. .In such a contest, would not the patriotic and chival- 
ric spirit.of the South rush to ‘the defence and assistance of 
those states who. are struggling for liberty. 

- Would Arkansas unite with those who have counseled servile 
T stolen our slaves, and. advised the: murder and 
ravishment of our wives and children, and assist them te destroy 
their brethren. Such a sentiment, we believe, finds no abiding 
place in the bosom-of any of our- fellow-citizens, In view of 
the fact tat we may‘at any time be hurried into the conflict 
unprepared, it is.proper that we'should put ourselves in a con- 
dition for such an eme ergency.. 

The course of events is so rapidly hastening: er the 
emergency may arrive when our people will be ‘called upon to 
act promptly; and, in the-opinion of your committee, the path 
of duty and of honor requires that the-people should be- called 
together to make a last: effort to preserve the Union ofthe 
states, under the guarantees of the constitution. This can be 
effected by assembling southern states together, and in the 
exercise of a clear constitutional right, demand security for 
the future; upon which the conservative sentiment of the nation 
may hereafter repose. This proceeding, instead of leading, as 
some affect to believe, to a ‘disruption of the Union, will more 


surely perpetuate it; than abject submission to pao eatoe and 
continual aggressions. . 
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* 'The southern states, standing on the basis of the constitu- 
tion, have a right to demand the. repeal of the unconstitutional 
enactments of the state legislatures,” above referred to. If ‘this 
be not done, the president, in his message; tells.us it is *impossi- . 
ble. for any human power to save the Union; that the constitu- 
tion, to which all the.states are parties, will have been wilfülly 
violated by one portion of.them in a provision essential to .the 
domestic security and happiness of the remainder. n. that 

event the injured states, after having first used all peaceful 
and constitutional means to.obtain redress, would be justifted 
in revolutionary resistance to the government of the Union." 
Your committee have omitted àny discussion as to the right of 
a state to secede, or whether the election of Lincoln is, per se, 
a legal justification for such a step. We have to deal alone 
with the facts developed in the history of the times, and having 
pointed out the aggressions of the past, and. the long series of 
insults and injuries culminating in the election of Lincoln, to 
recommend a peaceful and constitutional mode to obtain re- 
dress. 

To shut'our eyes to the fact that there is danger of a. -disso- 
lution, would be as silly as pusilanimous;. to hope to avert the 
danger by silent submission, would be futile. The tide of events 
have brought us to a erisis which must. be met manfully,:and 
with a determined spirit. The people are.the fountain of 
power, and to them we would appeal, and urging them-by their 
love of the constitution, to act promptly in demanding their 

rights to preserve the "Union formed.by our forefathers, cemented 
by their blood, and transmitted to us, in.the hope that it would 
be fraught with blessings. 

We cannot appreciate the ar gument that it would cost too 
much to call a convention—to weigh money against principle, 
to estimate our rights by dollars and. cents, may become the 
sordid miser, but it ill becomes the free and enlightened people 
of this country. The people have a right to be heard, and it 
is our duty to afford them the.opportunity of speaking out for 
themselves. 

Your committee earnestly recommend that a convention of 
delegates from all of the southern states assemble at, Memphis, 
in the State of Tennessee, on the second Monday in February, 
A. D. 1861. 

Your committee beg leave to present the accompanying bill 
and tecommend its passage.

An act “ to incorporate the Iron Mountain and Helena 
railroad company,” having passed both houses of the General 
Assembly, is presented to me for approval. 

The Ist section of the bill, among other things, onde that 
“said company shall be authorized, for the purpose: of taking 
stone, lumber, gravel, and other matérial; may take as snuck. 
more land as may be necessary for the construction, security, 
and mointainance of said road, with permission to purchase the 
stock, material and right of Svay;" * Provided, That all dam- 
ages that may be occasioned to any person or corporation by 
the taking of any land or material, as aforesaid, shall be assessed 
in the manner hereinafter prescribed." 

Section 8 then provides, “ that when the owner and company 
cannot agree upon a price, or when the owner is an infant, 
non-resident, or non compos mentis, then it shall be lawful for 
the president and directors of said company to apply to the 
sheriff of the county in which such lands or other property may 
be situated; who ‘shall summon a jury of seven: disinterested 
fréeholders, a majority of whom ‘shall be authorized to assess 
the damages, and return’ théir award, or judgment to the next 
term of the circuit court, which judgment shall be entered by 
the clerk as the judgment of the court; and execution may 
issue thereupon for thé amount of said judgment and costs.” 
Providing farther, that if either party be dissatisfied, they may 
appeal to the next'term of the circuit court, - * 

Article 6th of. the constitution of Arkansas says, “That judicial 
power of this state shall be vestedi in one supreme court, in circuit

courts, in county courts, and in justices. of the peace.” The 
seven freeholders to be summoned. by the sheriff are to do, 
what? why, to assess the damages, and return their award, or 
judgment, to the next circuit court. Which judgment is to be 
entered by the clerk as the judgment of the court. And execu- 
tion may issue thereupon for the amount of said supe ent and 
costs. 

Evidently idis powers conferred upon (e seven feoda: 
are of a judicial character; they render a judgment between 
parties, and that judgment is to be carried into effect by execu: 
tion. Its powers are not only judicial, but its proceedings sum- 
mary. ltisa court possessing all the functions to those pro- 
vided for in the constitution, except that of executing jts de- 
Crees. 

The constitution has vested the judicial powers of the state 
‘in the courts therein provided for and enumerated exclusively, 

An act of the General Assembly creating others is repugnant 
to that instrument, and cannot, therefore receive my approval. 
The bill, though eminently laudable in its purposes, must be. 
returned to the House of Representatives with these objections.

Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 
— House of Representatives: 


The election.of Abraham Lincoln to the presidency of the 
United States, having been ascertained but a few hours preced- 
ing the delivery of my inaugural address to the General As- 
sembly, and the attitude which some of the southern states 
would, in consequence, assume, being then in doubt and uncer- 
tainty. 

I designed only to lay down in that nares as briefly a as pos- 
sible, my convictions touching the' abstract legal, right of a state 
to secede from the federal union, coupling with that assertion 
of right the opinion, that notwithstanding there was clear legal 
right, and cumulative moral wrong.on the’ part of the North to 
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justify the exercise*of this right. Still, so long as there was 
even a remote hope that by compromise ‘and concessions made 
by the.northern states, the Union could be preserved and held 
together; that it was the duty of every patriot in theland,every 
functionary of the: government, every citizen, rich or poor, 
slaveholder or non-slaveholder, thé son and daüghter with the 
parent, the parent with the child, to labor for and conserve their 
course and éonduct to this end. The Providence of nations, 
and the destinies of the world seem to will it otherwise. 

The wisest and best government that has ever been allotted 
to man, has fallen a prey to the madness and fanaticism of its 
own children. 

For, I am convinced that the union of these states is this mo- 
ment practicably severed and gone forever. It seems to be 
impossible, upon casual,reflection, that it can be so, and we 
realize it only by the stern inflexibility of facts, patent and pal- 
pable as when the mantle of death spreads itself upon the fair 
form and features of some beloved one of earth, preparatory to 
an eternal farewell, never, never, again to return. 

] utter these sentiments in terms.of solemn reverence, for I 
feel that | am chronicling events portentous of a gloomy future 
for my countrymen, for the rising generation, many of whom 
cluster around my own fireside! But duty prompts me to an- 
nounce to you what I conceive to be the “state of the govern- 
ment.” Which is, I repeat, that the union of the states may no 
longer be regarded as an existing fact, making it imperatively 
necessary that Arkansas should girdle her loins for the conflict, 
and put her house in order. 

I will not stop to discuss the remote causes in retrospect that 
have brought about this state of things, but proceed to look at 
matters as they now present themselves before.the country. 

In the States of South Carolina and Mississippi, the people 
have "declared, through primary assemblages, a wnanimons 
determination to secede from the Union. 

The legislature of South Carolina has assembled and called 
a convention of the people, to meet on the 18th inst., to pre- 
pare the frame work for a separate and independent govern- 
ment. 

The legislature of Mississippl, convened in session extraordi- 
"nary, by the executive, have announced unanimously an unqua- 
lified determination to separate from the federal Union. 

The sentiments expressed by the States of Texas, Louisiana, 
Florida, Georgia and Alabama, reiterate the same determina 
tion. 

Is it not madness to-suppose that great governments and peo- 
ple like those referred to, will degrade themselves in.the eyes of 
the world by retrogade submissive action. 
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But among the southern states, Maryland, Virginia, Missouri 
Kentucky, and Tennessee, are disposed to be conservative 
Sois Arkansas, if lam advised of publie sentiment. Put 
they and she must make a choice. Shall Árkansas remain in. 
the Union when her sisters of the South have declared for a 
separate nationality? Suppose Missouri remains in the con- 
federacy and Louisiana does not? of which is Arkansas the 
natural alley, with which is her common interest, to whom must 
she look in the future for common sympathy and support? Can 
ghe exist in the future without a brotherhood and fraternal feel. 
ing with the cotton growing states? 

. Missouri may divest herself of slave labor;'Arkansas never 
can. Without it, her fertile fields are deserts, and her people 
penniless and impoverished. Then the status, the destiny, the 
fortunes, right or wrong, of the cotton states is her legacy. 

She can have no northern sympathies, no northern affiliation, 
even in the Union, nor for the sake of it, after those having 
like climate and productions, seeking a common market, throug E 
à common channel, have gone out of it. 

With the mail and channel of southern commerce in the pos- 
session and control of the states of Louisiana and Mississippi, 
what would be the condition of Arkansas, should she determine 
to adhere to the Union, as will Missouri, Ken tucky and Mary- 
land? They may dispense with slave labor, and induce ther eby 
a community of interest with the manufacturing and grain 
growing states of the North; we cannot. Providence has dis- 
pensed: other blessings to this latiti ide, and it is our salvation 
and duty to guard them. 

Thus presenting to you, in a few hastily prepared passages 
the condition of the government, to my mind, the enquiry is, 
what shall Arkansas do; what will you, my fellow-citizens, 
recently returned by the sovereign people, as chosen guar- 
dians of their dearest rights, do to'preserve and protect, in- 
violate, the liberty, independence and honor of your country- 
men; each hour evolved being fraught with important events, 
tHe time drawing near when the inauguration of a hostile and 
fanatical administration, will prove less auspicious to the free . 
and independent action of the southern states, than is now the 
case, under a President whose southern sympathies have made 
him a martyr in our cause? 

Shall we prove laggarts, and listlessly sleep upon the watch- 
tower of our people’s liberties! Shall we stare fate in the face, 
trifle with sad realities, and commit our country to a fatuitous 
inanity! i 

That we must, in ninety. days, seek an all lance, as a neces- 
sity, wiih a confedera acy of southern states, Is as plain to my 
mind as the sun at noonday. 

To do this, it is necessary, as every one must see, to put the 
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country in a thorough state of military preparation: - That the 
separation will be peaceful, should it oecur before the inaugu- 
ration of Abraham Lincoln, is guaranteed by the. message. of 
President Buchanan, tecen dei PIRG to the CABRI now in 
session. 

After descanting upon the power ‘supposed to exist in bia as 
President of the United States, to use coercive means against 
a state seceding from the Union, Mr.:Buchanan says: * The 
question fairly stated is, does the constitution delegate to Con- 
gress.the power to force a state into submission that is attempt- 
ing to withdraw, or has actually withdrawn, from the confede- 
racy; if answered in the affirmative, it must be on the principle 
that the power has been conferred upon Congress to declare 
and make war upon a state? After much.serious reflection, I 
have arrived at the conclusion that no such. power has been 
delegated to Congress, or to any other department of She fede- 
ral government.” 

No constitutional barrier, howeve T, will stay the arm of Mr. 
Lincoln, elected and led\on by the aggressive and vile fanati- 
cism of the North, the chief embo enol the irrepressible 
conflict doctrine, and staunch indorser of the ** Helper Book,” 
need not be counted upon, because of the lack of constitutional 
authority. But he may be impeached; who is to do it? . Will 
a black republican Congress impeach a black republican Presi- 
dent?. Never. But the power and the forces of the federal 
government, as far as possible, we may well calculate, will be 
by him levied, and brought to bear against any and all~states 
attempting separation from the general government. 

Contemplating these events, as I do, to my mind it is highly 
important that an appropriation be made, at once, adequate in 
its amount for arming the militia with approved modern arms, 
and ammunition,'to be stored at convenient points along 
the north-west border of the state, and at the seat of govern- 
ment. There are a few hundred stands of arms subject to the 

order of the governor, now deposited at the United States 

arsenal at this place, and other additional ones, to which the. 
state is entitled, at the City of Washington, amounting in all 
to 1,400 of antique structure and doubtful capacity. 

I am not for war, but I am in favor of preparing for war, in 
times of peace, and recommend to you, who have authority to 
provide the means necessary for the defence of our citizens. 

The money in thetreasury belongs to the people, and they 
ought to be permitted to use it for the protection of their pro- 
perty, and the security of their wives and children: 

Our western border is in imminent peril now; from the in cur- 
sions of Montgomery, a freebooter, sent down by the people 
of the northern states, with common designs against Mis i 
Arkansas and Texas, The protection afforded "by the geurral 
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government, even in the Union, is contemptibly opasa by any 
bandit who sees proper to invade us. 

Imagine the condition of our border people; then, when we 
strike for our liberties, and-declare for separate nationality, l 
Immediate legislative action, calling a convention, is earnestly 
recommended, that the state, by the authority of the people, 
may define her position at as early a period as possible—other 
states of the South, with whom we must share a common for- 
tune, being far in advance of Arkansas in this important move- 
ment. Party prejudicés and recrimination ought to be buried 
and forgotten, in so momentous a crisis. i 

Let the people speak through their delegates, fix the destiny 
of the state, and all will unite in the verdict. If there are any 
among us who are deaf to the admonition of plain facts and 
reason, false to the honor, glory and independence of their 
state, which is their rightful sovereign, let them speak, also, 
that we may know ourselves. 

To prevent the migration from other states, having anti- 
slavery tendencies, I advise the passage of a law prohibiting 
the importation of negroes into Arkansas, from any source 
‘whatever, unless accompanied by their owners, who shall settle 
and become permanent citizens of the country. The object of 
which is to compel the border states totake care of and protect 
their own slave property, and ultimately to look to the cotton 
growing states as confederates and allies, having like institu- 
tions and common interests. ‘Sach a law need have only tem- 
porary application, to be repealed or modified in future, as cir- 
cumstances require. When Missouri abolishes slavery, Arkan- 
gas becomes.a border state. She is likely to do this before a 
great while, unless inhibited by such a statute as this, pute in 
by all the cotton growing states. 

The Indian nations on our western border «ei do the 'same 
thing, unless their freesoil proclivities are forestalled by Pn 
statutory enaetments. 

|The revenue in the treasury at the commencement of the 
present session of the General Assembly, amounted to $304, 
000. After paying the expenses of your body for the present 
term, there will still remain, say $250,000. On the 15th day 
of May next, this amount will be augmented by paying into 
the state revenue for the present year; say $215,000. 

For the purpose of defence, O75, 000 might well-be appropri- 
ated, and leave an ample fund in the treasury for all future 
contingencies, 

As a peace measure, I recommended, in my address delivered 
to you, a reduction of the state tax from one-sixth to one-eighth | 
of one per cent, In the present aspect of affairs, it is well, 
perhaps, that the present rate be preserved until peace and 
quiet b be restored to the country. 
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It is recommended, further, för your consideration, that, no: 
appropriations be made -of money at. present for any: but. the 
necessary and legitimate expenses of thé government. - 

The election of a senator fog the United States Congress, 
who-can‘only take his‘seat atter the 4th -of "March. next, neces- 
sarily under the administration of Mr. Lincoln, and whom the 
people in convention might see propér-to recall, would. seein.to. 
be of questionable propriety, and calculated to forestall-public 
sentiment to:be expressed hereafter by the assembling of the 
state convention: - D" = 

The opinion is entertained by many ikat the- ‘exigencies of 
the country, in anticipation of coming events, renders it neces- 
sary that a law should be passed suspending the collection of 
debts. The reasons urged in support of this measure are par- 
ticularly referable to amounts due by our citizens to those of 
the freesoil states, and is qualified, by its advocates; with some 
plausibility, as retaliatory for the wrongs done us by the north- 
ern people, in kidnapping and harboring our slave property. 

Let our escutcheon be preserved in the future, as it has been 
in the past. Though they have despviled us of thousands, let 
us pay them the last farthing. They have proved adepts in 
dishonor, let us prove adherents to principle. Our people, asa 
community, are free from localor foreign, and are abundantly 
able and willing to meet their obligations; and if they weré 
not, postponement by stay laws would never pay them out. 
Interests, costs, and the consequent increased embarrassment 
of the country, followed by an enormous depreciation of pro- 
perty, would leave them worse oti when pay day came than 
they were at first. . 

‘Twenty years since, a statute similar to the one now pro- 
posed, was enacted. Tt paralyzed the individual and aggregate 
energies of the people, and extended its baneful influences to 
every department and ramification of business. When a man 
makes a contract let him fulfill it; dô not support him in its 
defalcation. l .

Mr. SPEAKER— 


The joint committee whose duty it was made by a 
joint resolution of the General Assembly to enquire and ascer- 
tain. whether the prices now paid the public printer under 
existing laws are more than ought to be paid by the state, have ° 
taken upon themselves much trouble to investigate the matters 
referred to them. 

The chairman of the PR e of the Senate, in conjunction 
with the chairman of the House committee—addressed letters 
to the different editors and pubiishers in the city of Little Rock, 
enquiring of them whether the prices now paid the public prin- 
ter are too high or too low, and if too high or low, requesting 
them to state in what particular. In answer to this letter of 
enquiry we have received letters from Mr. J. H. Black, Messrs. - 
Johnson & Yerkes, Messrs. Danley. &. Holtzman, . Mr. Te Ge . 
Peek and Mr. 5. M. Scott, which answers we. submit as a part - 
of this report. - : 
By reference to the letter of MOSS Johnson & Yerkes, which - 
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‘ goes somewhat into the" history *of the: prices: paid during the 
, last ten years, itwill bé seen that: ‘they estinrate the Pticés‘tiow 
. paid to be’on the whole “ieh sonable to thé: ‘state’ $^. "Phe ‘lettér

-dithinished—consequently, accérding” tó their’ testimony; "the 


ptices‘as now:fixed must be reasonable ' and: just to both“the 
state-ànd'the printer: MrT. ©. Peek Teplies ‘that the public 
printing could be done.at prices fifteen per cent below what 
they now'are. Mr. S: M Scott, the present clerk of the House 


. of. Representative es, also gives his statement as one of the oldest 


practical printers in the state, aüd who having no press or type, 
atid therefore im nó wise interested in the question, his state- 
ment is entitled to the highest credit. He goes into detail, as 
will be seen by reference to his letter, and gives us facts and 
figures from which to draw our conclusions. 

"He states that in 1853-4, the publie pr inting was executed at 
prices 15 per cent lower than the present prices, and the result 
was a bill of relief at the next session of the legislature for 
losses to the amount of $300; ‘Messrs. Johnson & Yerkes testify 
to this point also. Mr. Scott further states that the only reason 
a printer can afford to táke work at these prices is the agency 
of stéam pressés; ‘to do” ‘this work on a hand press would break 
Buy printer in the state. 

The óbject ofthe committee has been to, ascertain à price at 
which the public printing might be done that wouldibe fair and 


‘just, both‘to ‘the státe'and the public printer; - while it has been 
‘the desiré Of the cominittee'to guard the state fróni: imposition, 
it has also been an óbjeét with thém:to establish a ‘price for the 
‘public printing that would/ndt only enable'the publie printer to 


do the work well, but would afford him a fair and équitable 
compensation for his labor and'capitàl invested. "The commit- 
tee téél assured that the state would be as scrupulous in paying 
a just price for work done by its citizens as it would be in 
guarding its treasury from imposition. 

In regard to the manner of making a public printer, the sen- 
timent of your committee is, that it would be best to fix by law 
the prices the state is willing to pay, and.then elect a compe- 
tent printer to do the work at the prices so fixed. The policy 
of letting the printing to the lowest bidder has been repeatedly 
tested both by the Congress. of the United States and by this 
state and has beén long siri&e abandoned by both. It has always 
worked badly. In their. anxiety to obtain: "lié work, bidders 
frequently offer to éxecute it at prices ^wliolly inadequate, and 
the’ éonseqüetice ‘always: is; work * «wretthedly ip ér formed on 
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wretchedly mean paper in orderto prevent heavy losses, and. 
then a bill for relief to perplex‘and consume the time of the 
‘succeeding General Assembly. "This has been the history of | 
‘the policy of letting the public-printing to the lowest bidder in‘ 
this state, while on the contrary whenever the prices have been 
fixed by law, and,a public printer elected, the work has. been 
expeditiously and well done, satisfactorily to all parties. . 
After having examined the subject as thoroughly as it was 
possible to do it, the committee are of opinion that the law now 
existing in regard to the prices and the election of a publie 
printer is the best that could be enacted, and ought not to be 
changed.

The prices now paid the public printer are the same almost 
as those paid the lowest bidder for publjc printing in the year 
1850, as will be seen by reference tothe report of- the commit- 
tee on public printing, to be found on pages 86 and 87 of the 
‘Senate Journal of 1850-51. By reference to this report it will 
be seen that, with the exception of-a few items that vary only 
a few cents in order to make the figures round nümbers, the 
prices of the public printing, as now established by law, are the 
same as those at which the püblic printing was: awarded to the 
lowest bidder. Indeed the present prices were copied almost 
literally ; from the report of the cominittee on public printing of : 
the session of 1856-57, 

In 1852-3, the public printing was awarded at prices still 
lower, but the public printer lost money on the’ work and was 
granted relief at the following session in the amourit of several 
hundred dollars. Since that time the public printing has been. 
executed at the present prices. 

.Although the price of every thing—journeymen's wages, 
house rent, fire wood, the hire of boys, the cost of type ‘and 
printing paper—have 'all advanced materially since 1850, still 
the prices paid by the state forits public printing have not been 
raised, but are the same as those paid in 1850, £o the lowest 
bidder. 

Considering all things, the prices now paid by the state for 
its public printing, in our opinion, are exceedingly reasonable 
to the state. .

Gentlemen—Y our note didt to the editor of this paper — 
was placed in our hands on Saturday, and in reply we, would 
state that-we have examined the statute referred to by you. 
The first item, in relation to the printing of the acts and jour- 
nals, states, that the public printer shall receive theréfor, pay, 
in the sum ot $1 65 per page for the first 500 copies. Now if 
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- it was certain that this 500 was all that was to.be printed on 

each form, or if it was not equally certain that there were sex- 
eralsuccessive 500's to be printed, this amount of $1 65 weuld 
not be large, indeed it would be but a moderate compensation, 
but, as it is.generally Well known that 500 is not the maximum, 
but the least number to be paid for, it might well be reduced to 
$1 50*per page. "The sixty cents per page for each successive 
500 or less is not an inordinate price, but will yield only a tair 
and just profit. 

The whole of section 2 in relation to the printing of the bills 
for the General Assembly is a record that has. nothing-whatever 
of liberality in it. Indeed, if a proprietor was supposed to em- 
ploy his compositors at about the prices allowed them in locali- 
ties where living was about 100 per cent. less than it is, here 
the price could not be considered high, but when we know. the 
position.of Little Rock, the high prices paid printers, the meagre 
facilities for obtaining material of any kind, we think an addi- 
'tion of 50 per cent. to the amount paid for the bills would be 
nothing more than a just compensation to the printing office 
undertaking to do the work.

On large jobs, 
such as the acts and journals, the profit is something greater in 
proportion, because one type setting answers for all; the only. 
reason a printer can afford to take work at these prices is the 
agency of steam presses. To do this work on a hand press 
would t reak any printer in the state. The public printer in 
1852-3, took the work at 15 per cent. less than these prices for 
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the acts and journals, (I did the work myself) and then came 
. before the legislature for a heavy billof losses, by way of relief, 
and received $300. His name was Pegues. 

On bills, I think the prices entirely too low; on rule and fig- 
ure work, the price pays, as the cost is only double en type set- 
ting—the quantity of paper being the same. This item, only, 
in my opinicn, will justify the present prices, considering the 
high prices the printer has to pay employees.

appointment of Hon. U. M. Rose chancellor for said court.

1. That the appointment of said chancellor vested a right or

5. That if the billunder consideration should beconie a law, 
it will compel the appointee to resign his said office, or to un-

3d. Resolved, That inasmuch as the non-slaveholding states 
ef this Union have, by the passage of pero liberty bills, 
aud other laws, infringiag upon the constitutional rights of the 
mouth. and mo i recently hy the election of Abraham Lincoln 
President of the United States, by MAN majorities, 
has dis ünetly per to the South the issue of the ‘ irrepres- 
sible coutlict?—1hat we of the South can do néthing less than 
accept the issue fendered; and say to the northern states, that 
unless they recede from their present. aggressive d un and 
repeal ihe unconstitutional laws upon the subiecti of slavery, 
we of the South will dissolve our connection zu them aa 
political brethren. 
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4th. Resolved, That under the present state of excitement 
and dissatisfaction existing at the south, resulting fiom the 
recent triumph of the principles of the irrepres ssible conflict, 
we recommend our legislature to make provision for calling a- 
convention of the people of Arkansas acting in their sovereign 
capacity, to take such measures for the public safety and the 
protection of southern rignts, as the exigency of the times may 
demand, either by concerted action with the other states of the 
Union, orin their individual capacity, as they in their wisdom may 
determine, and we are of opinion that the whole South should 
act together, as their interests are identical, and demand their 
full constitutional rights and equality in the Union, or the last 
rignt of freemen, independence out of it. 

Sth~ Resolved, That we appreciate the efforts and 1 motives of 
our northern friends who, in the late presidential election, voted 
in favor of the constitutional rights of the South. 

6th. Resolved, That our government is based upon the idea 
that the people are capable of self-government, and that the 
people sheald enjoy the greatest possible liberty consistent with 
the publie good, and when the sovereign states of the, Union 
framed the present constitution, it was never contemplate ed that 
a minority of states should be subjected to the will of a majori- 
ty by force, regardless of constitutional rights. Hence we 
deem it inconsistent with our rights, as states of this Union, 
that a southern state should be compelled by force of arms to 
submit to the rule of a black republican or any other admini- 
stration, under the present state of our political affairs, and we 
will not quietly permit any administration, by force of arms, to 
coerce any one southern state into submission to their rule. 

A motion was then made and carried that the resolutions.

He 
did not agree with the spirit of Gov. Roane’s remarks; he 
thought they were i nflammatory and out of place.

Sir—1t has been made my duty to inform your exegllency 
that the legislature of the State of Mississippi * has passed an 
' act calling a convention of the people of the state, to consider 
the present threatening relations of the northern and southern 
sections of the confederacy, aggravated by the election of a 
president upon principles of hostility to the states of the South, 
and to express the earnest hope of Mississippi, that those states 
will co-operate with her in the adoption of efficient measures

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for their common defence and safety." I herewith present that 
act, and also a preamble and resolutions, passed by the same 
body,upon a Foren of vital interest, not only to the people of 
Mississippi and the slaveholding states, but to the people of all 
the states of the Union. 

I take the occasion to remark, that the action of the Missis- 
sippi legislature was marked, I believe, by entire unanimity. 
On the eve of great events, that body resolved to bury old par- 
tizan feuds, and as members of the same family to make a 
united and concentrated effort to receive southern co-operation 
and southern resistance in defence of southern honor and insti- 
tutions. Doing nothing rashley—making no issue for her sister 
states, she seeks their earnest and,cordial co-operation, with a 
view of obtaining a full and finalsettlement of this great ques- 
tion of the century; but if, after a reasonable delay, ‘her propo- 
eitions are rejected, she will resume her sovereignty, and meet 
the strife alone, let the du be what they may. 

Trusting, sir, that in the approaching conflict, the great state 
of which you are the honored executive, will be found co-ope- 
rating with Mississipi, I am with high respect,.

CONVENTION BILL. 


An act to provide for a Convention of the people of the State of 
Mississippi. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That an election for delegates to a convention of 
the people of the State of Mississippi, shall be held in the seve- 
ral counties thereof, on Thursday, the twentieth day of Decem- 
ber, 1860, and that said election shall be held at all the pre- 
cinets established by law, and shall be managed and conducted 
by the sheriffs or other proper officers of the counties respec- 
tively, in the same manner, and according to the same rules 
and regulations as are prescribed by law for the election of 
members of the legislature. And it is hereby declared to be 
the duty of the governor to issue his proclamation to the seve- 
ral sheriffs of the state, at least ten days before the time ap- 
pointed for holding said election, requiring them to hold and 
conduet the same according to law, and the said sheriffs shall 
advertise the time and place of holding said election, for five 
days, by publication in the several newspapers of their respec- 
tive counties, and by posting notices at four publie places in 
their counties. 

SEC. 2. De it further enacted, That each county shall be 
represented in said convention by the same number of dele- 
gates as such county has of representatives in the House of 
Hepresentatives, including the representation of any city or 
town in any county. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That any person shall be eligi- 
ble to the said convention who shall, at the time of the election, 
be a citizen of the State of Mississippi, and above the age of 
twenty-one years; Provided, That each delegate shall have 
resided in the county from which he is elected, for four months 
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immediately prior to the session of the convention, and been a _ 
citizen of the state for twelve months prior thereto. . 

SEC. 4. Beit further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff, or other proper returning officer, of every, county, im- 
mediately after said election, to make a complete return to the 
secretary of state, of the votes cast for delegates in his county, 
and the certificate of election of the returning officer of the 
proper county, or of the secretary of state, in favor of any 
delegate, shall be evidence of his right to a seat in said con- 
vention; subject, if contested, to decision by said convention in 
such manner as they may prescribe. 

Suc. 5. Be it further enacted, That the delegates elected under 
the provisions of this act, shall assemble at the capitol of the 
state, on Monday, the seventh day of January, 1861, and organ- 
ize themselves into a convention by the election of a president, 
and such other officers as they may deem necesssary, and the 
appointment of a suitable number of assistants, and shall pro- 
ceed to consider the then existing relations between the gov- 
ernment of the United States and the government and people 
of the State of Mississippi, and to adopt such measures for 
vindicating the sovereignty of thé state, and the protection of 
its institutions, as shall appear to them to be demanded; said 
convention shall adopt such rules and regulations for its gov- 
ernment and the proper transaction of business, as they shall 
think proper. , The officers, members and assistants of said 
convention shall receive the same compensation as is now 

allowed by law to the officers, members and assistants of the 

legislature, and the auditor of publie accounts shall issue his 
warrant on the treasury of the state therefor, upon the certifi- 
cate of the president of the amount due. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That in case of vacancy occur- 
ring in said convention, by death, resignation, or otherwise, of 
any member, it shall be the duty of the governor to cause such. 
vacancy to be filled, if practicable, by issuing his writ of elec- 
tion to the sheriff of the proper county, requiring him, oa five 
days’ notice, to hold an election according to law to fill the 
same. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That this act shall take effect 
from and after its passage.

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RESOLUTIONS : 


Of ihe State of Mississippi, declaring secession to be the pr oper 
remedy for the Southern States. 


Wuereas, The Constitutional Union was formed by the seve- 
ral states in their separate sovereign capacity, for the purposes 
of mutual advantage and protection. That tae several states 
are distinct sovereignties, whose supremacy is limited so far 
only as the same has been delegated by voluntary compact to 
a federal government, and when it fails to accomplish the ends 
for which it was established, the parties to the compact have the 
right to resume, each for itself, such delegated powers. That 
the institution of slavery existed prior to the formation of the 
federal constitution, and is recognized by its letter, and all 
efforts to impair its value or lessen its duration by congress, or 
any of the free states, is a violation of the compact of union, 
and is destructive of the ends for which it was ordained, but in 
defiance of the principles of the Union thus estab! lished, the 
people of the norterm states have assumed a ‘revolutionary po- 
sition towards the southern states, that they have set at defi- 
ance that provision of the constitution which was intended to 
secure domestic tranquility among the states, and promote their 
general welfare, namely: ** No person held to service or labor 
in one state under the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, 
in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be dischar ged 
from such service or labor, but shall be delivered up on claim 
of the party to whom such service or labor may bedue.” That 
they have, by voluntary association, individual agencies, and 
legislation, interfered with slavery as it prevails in'the slave- 
holding states. That they have enticed our slaves from us, 
and by state intervention, obstructed and prevented their rendi- 
tion under the fugitive slave law. That they continue “heir 
system of agitation obviously for the purpose of encouraging 
other slaves to escape from service, to weaken the institution in 
the slaveholding states, by rendering the holding of such pro- 
perty insecure, and, as a consequence, its ultimate abolition 
certain. 

That they claim the right, and demand its execution by Con- 
gress, to exclude slavery from the territories, but claim the right 
of protection for every species of property owned by them- 
selves. 

That tney declare in every manner in which public opinion 
is expressed, their unutterable determination to exclude from 
admittance into the Union any new state that tolerates slavery 
in its constitution, and thereby force congress to a condemna- 
tion of that species of property. That they thus seek, by an 
increase of abolition states, “to acquire two-thirds of ‘both 
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houses,” for the purpose of proposing an amendmentt to the 
constitution of the United States, abolishing siavery in the : 
states, and so continue the agitation, that the. proposed amend- 
ment shall be ratified by.the legislatures of three-fourths of the 
states. That to encourage the stealing of our property, they 
have put at defiance that provision of the constitution, which 
declares that fugitives from justice into another state, on de- 
mand of the executive authority of the state from which he fled, 
shall be delivered up. "They have, in violation of the comity 
of all civilized nations, and in violation of the comity estab- 
lished by the constitution of the United States, insulted aad 
outraged our citizens, when traveling amongst them for pleas- 
ure, health or business, by taking their servants, and liberating 
the same under the forms of state laws, and subjecting their 
owners to degrading and ignominious punishment. "That they 
have sought to create domestic discord in the southern states by 
incendiary publieations. . l 

"That they encouraged' a hostile invasion of a southern state, 
to excite insurrection, murder and rapine. 

That they have deprived southern citizens of their property, 
and continue an unfriendly agitation of their domestic institu- 
tions, claiming for themselves perfect immunity from external 
interference with their domestic policy, we of the southern 
states alone made an exception to that universal quiet. 

That they have elected a majority of electors for president 
and vice president, on the ground that there exists an irrecon- 
ciliable conflict between the two sections of the confederacy, in 
reference to their respective systems of labor, and in pursuance | 
of their hostility to us and our institutions, thus declaring to the” 
civilized world, that the powers of this government are to be 
used for the dishonor and overthrow of the southern section of 
this great confederacy. 

Therefore, Be it resolved by the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
Sissippi, That in the opinion of those who now constitute the 
said legislature, the secession of each aggrieved state is the 
proper remedy for these injuries.

Lirtte Rock, Arkansas, 
December 20th, 1860. 
To Hon. Jesse Miller, Senator, Arkansas Legislature: 

Dear Sm—When at the opening of the present session of 
the General Assembly, I consented to become a candidate for 
United States Senator, the presidential election had not taken 
place. Since that election, I have constantly looked for seces- 
sion and disunion. You will remember in my short address to 
the members of the two Houses, early in November, I stated 
that such results were as certain as the decrees of fate. To 
this I added, that if South Carolina and the South moved in the 
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matter, I thought we should go also; the first of these predic- 
tions has now come to pass. Doubtless South Carolina has 
seceded, ahd thus the Union is dissolved. Other southern states 
will quickly follow; and all the slave states. should go, as soon 
as their lame and crippled condition will allow. ` 

The United States Senate, of which- I thought. to become a 
member, is no longer in existence. My friends, therefore, must 
excuse me for declining à nomination, or an elections Some 
indeed, advise me, that I-should now, more than ever, desire 
the place in order to protect our state by rejecting the obnox- 
ious nominations of Lincoln. 

To these 1 reply—before the 4th of March we shall have far 
better provision made for defence of southern rights and 
southern honor, than can be offered by the negative power in- ` 
dicated. We shall have a Southern Confederacy; and if Arkan- 
sas refuses to move in time, to become the head of such con- 
federacy, she must after wards sue for permission to become the 
tail. 

South Carolina has moved; and my sympathy i is with her. 
The tumuli upon a thousand hills throughout the South, mark 
the last resting places of my ancestral and collateral kindred. 
Should I fail in thought or deed ever to strike for these, they 
would become so many altars upon which honor would offer up ` 
constant prayer to aust and righteous God for my everlasting ` 
infamy. . 

The government at Washington, after the 4th of March, will 
be a foreign and unfriendly government, should Mr. Lincoln be 
inaugurated. Nay more; it will be.a government whose exis- 
tence will continue to proclaim our degradation so long as we 
remain subject to its domination—that degredation being made 
a condition precedent to Mr. Lincoln’s inauguration. [ cannot, 
therefore, consent to become a part of that government. I 
would prefer to become a wanderer like Kossuth, or a,soldier 
in the ranks led by some American Garabaldi. : 

Should my name be placed in nomination; I therefore ask of | 
you, as my immediate representative, friend and neighbor to ` 
ofer my kindest regards to those gentlemen, who supported me 
in caucus, as well as to those who, not having been in caucus, 
nevertheless, designed to honor me with their support, in con- . 
vention of the two houses; and assure them of ny tr ue senti- 
ments, as hereinbefore expressed. |:

condition of the cells, shops and hospital, as also the manner

They take pleasure in stating that they are well pleased with 
the general condition of the same, and express their admiration 
of the neatness of the establishment, and the kind treatment 
extended to the convicts. The. efficient warden of the prison, 
Mr. Ward, has furnished them with warm and comfortable 
clothing, eand good and healthy.food. But your committee 
would beg leave to state, that the number of convicts is'so 
rapidly increasing, that it will be necessary, in a short time, to - 
, extend the number of cells as well as the workshops. 

Your committee advertised for proposals to keep the peni- 
tentiary for a term of years,'and received but one from Mr. A.. 


Li 
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J. Ward, which, upon mature déliberation, upon the part of the 
committee, has been accepted. Up tothe present time the state 

. prison has been a continual expense to the state, and for the 
last few years has cost not less than $16,000 00 per annum. 
The committee were of opinion that this expense üpon the 
state could and ought to be removed, and consequently exten- 
ded the time of letting out the prison, to avoid this heavy 
draught upon the treasury of the state. "They have leased the 
penitentiary to Mr. Ward for eight years, free of cost to the 
state, on condition that the state shall construct 64 new cells, at 
a cost of $8,500 00; extend the work shop, and make it two 
stories high, at a cost of $5,00 00; together with a house for: 
the w arden, ‘with cells for female convicts, at a cost of $9, 000 
—making in the aggregate $23,000. 

Under this arrangement, made by your committee, the state , 
will,in the next eight years, save the large sum of $110,000, 
with the present number of conviets; but if the additional in- 
crease should be in the sanie ratio as the past 19 months, there 
will be a saving of $250,000. 

Mr. Ward agrees to introduce machinery in the prison, and 

direct the labor of conviets so as to compete with northern 
` manufactories, to manufacture rope and bagging, negro 
shoes, etc. 

Under this arrangement, at the expiration of the eight years, 
the manufacturing business will have acquired such advance- 
ment as to afford the state a handsome revenue. Having thus 
| performed their duty, the committee ask leave to be discharged.

Your memorialists respectfully represent that, it is with 
regret we learn that there is some disposition in our legislature, 
as well as in its constituency, to stay for a longer time, or sus- 
pend our existing laws, for the collection of debts.. We cannot 
conceive how such a change could be made to give equal 
justice to your constituents, many of whom are merchants, 
whose liabilites are to parties residing out of ourstate. Those 
non-resident parties, of course, would bring their suits in the 
federal courts, a judgment from which could not be stayed or 
suspended by such legislation. Thus one class would suffer, 
while another might have protection, which was not contem- 
plated in the dign transaction, and since ? agreed to by the 
parties. au 

Again, such a system of stay or’ suspension, would greatly 
impair, perhaps destroy confidence, (which is but another term 
for credit), in regard to our domestic business transactions, as 
well as to commercial affairs generally. We are aware that 
many worthy citizens may petition for the enactment of some 
such law as that alluded to; but unless an entire majority of 
tax-payers should thus petition, we could not approbate the

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advocacy of any such sna cine by our senator and. fepresen- 
tatives. 

Regarding, therefore; any sachs enactments, as may change 
our present system of paying debts as being prejudicial alike 
to the interests of debtor and creditor, we pray the legislature 
to reject any such bill.: 

But in the event that a majority of ‘such senators and repre- 
sentatives should be in favor-of such enactment, we earnestly 
request the senator and .repr&sentatives for the county of 
Columbia, to use every proper effort to have the county of 
Columbia exempt from its provisions.

teen children of tender years have been reclaimed by. the offi- 
cers of the United States, and restored to their friends in this 
state; that at the time of the massacre, all the property belong- 
ing to the party was stolen, whereby. these unfortunate orphans 
were not only bereafted of their natural protectors, but have 
been left destitute; that your committee have.no means of 
ascertaining the exact value of the property thus stolen, but it 
appears that the company massacred at Mountain Meadows 
was the wealthiest that attempted to cross the plains in the 
year 1857, and possessed a large quantity.of horses, mules, 
cattle, Wagons, carriages, property and money, amounting toa 
very large. sum; the committee have concluded that the govern- 
ment of the United'States should ascertain, as nearly as possi- 
ble, the valae of the property stolen, and pay the same to the . 
survivors equally; that these orphans should be dealt with 
liberally, and are entitled to protection from the State of 
Arkansas.

The joint committee on banks, would respectfully repre- 
sent and report, that, owing to the investigations of the banks 
by the committee of the General Assembly of 1842, and the 
research and investigation of the committee of 1852, and the 
rearches and researches of the committees of every succeeding 
General Assembly, as also the able reports made by account- 
ants to the executive, under and by virtue of an act of the 
General Assémbly of January 15, 1857, your committee deemed 
it unnecessary to re-exàmine the books of said banks, relying 
upon the correctness of said reports, together with the reports 
made by the financial receiver of the Bank of the State of 
Arkansas, and the receiver in chancery of the Real Estate 
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Bank, all of which, your committee pray may be taken as part 
of this report, as reference thereto will show the condition of 
. said institutions, and their management, from: ‘the year. 1842, 
until the present time. 

Your committee farther represent that the. bill. heretofore 
reported, which has passed this General Assembly, providing 
for the liquidation of the state debt on account of the Real 
Estate Bank, is a sufficient guarantee to the state for all need- 
ful legislation upon the subject at the present session. 

Your committee is of the opinion, and recommends that the 
office of financial receiver of the State Bank be abolished, and 
the remainder of the effects of the State Bank be turned over 
by said receiver to the treasurer of the state, and if any claims 
are, in his opinion, yet collectable, said treasurer be authorized 
to place the same in the hands of somé reliable attorney or 
attorneys, giving him or them.ten per centum on all amounts 
collected and paid over on account of said claims. 

Your committee would further represent, thàt owing to the 
present crisis in political affairs, and threatened overthrow of the 
federal government, it has been considered impolitic to recom- 
mend the appropriation of any of the treasury fund towards 
the payment. of the state debt on account of the State Bank. 
It was considered to the interest of the state to loan the Mem- 
phis and Little Rock railroad company $100,000 of the five per 
cent. fund, and the dangerous and unprotected condition of the 
state imperatively demanded an appropriation for its defence, 
for which $100,000 is appropriated, which, with other needful 
appropriations, will so exhaust the treasury, that it has been, 
deemed advisable to defer further legislative action concerning 
, the banks during the present session. . :

"The 110 Real Estate Bank bonds, and the 41 detached coupons, smodufed , with 
interest on bonds computed up to the days on which the exchanges were made, to the 
sum of $161,275. 

In addiiion to the 9 State Bank bonds, and 37 detached coupons, passed over to me 
by my predecessor, I received 3 bonds and 26 detached coupons from debtors to tha 
bank. And I obtained 87 bonds and 25 detached coupons in exchange for an equal 
value of Real Estate Bank bonds and coupons. 

All these bonds, 92 in number, and all the detached coupons, 88 in number, haye” 
S canceled and filed with the state treasurer. Their aggregate value was. $182,-

The State Bank notes I received from my predecessor, $110, have been duly reg- 
istered and burt according to law. 

There is neither an Arkansas bank note, nor an Arkansas bord, at-the present time, 
in the office of, the financial receiver, a circumstance which never before occurred 
since the liquidatiun act was passed. 

The uncurrent bank notes, and the corporation tickets, that I received from my 
predecessor, amounting to $2,664 62, remain on hand; and to these has been added 
$150 in uncurrent bank notes, found among the papers in the office. A detailed 
account of these uncurrent bank notes was sent to a banker in Mississippi. He re- 
plied that they were not worth one cent. 

In carrying on the business: of this office, it is TE necessary to issue certi- 
ficates of deposit to those who make overpayments, and to opena regular deposit 
account with some of those who make dealingsin Arkansas bonds and coupons à . 

regular business. ‘This proves a-great convenience, not only to them, but to such 
debtors to the bank as wish to make payments. 

A man, for example, wishes to pay a fractional sum of money into the bank, say 
$505 57. This is less than the value of a bond. Detached coupons are not easily 
procured; and if they could be procured they would not make the exact sum wanted. 
In such cases the debtor goes to a, house that has a deposit in bank, and purchases a 
draft for the precise sum desired. It is thought that if a knowledge of this mode of 
doing business was more generally diffused, many persons who-owe 5 small amounts to 
the bank, would be willing to take advantage of it, especially as they could make 
$50 in specie pay a debt to the bank of $100. 

In my general account, depositors are credited with the aggregate sum of $17,- 


tn 
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172 97, and debited with $16,690 79, leaving a balance due to them at the — 
time of $482 18. 

My predecessor, taking Mr. Ross’ classification of,debts as a basis for his estimate, 
supposed that of the amounts then due, (October Ist, 1856 not more than $35,000 
could be collected. But between that day and the close of his term of office, he 
collected $15,643 90, in Arkansas bank funds; $700 in lands, and $44 21 in specie; 
making together $16, 388 ll. ‘If, to this amount be added $91, 283 20 in Arkansas 
bank fands, and $292 28 in specie, collected since that date, it will be seen that ;the 
total collected between the first October, 1856, and the 1st October, 1858, is $37,963- 
59. Itis believed that if suitable means be taken, considerable amounts in addition 
may yet be collected. 

In the report of the accountants will be found a full statement of the assets, to- 
gether with the liabilities of the bank, ete.

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NorEÉ.—A large portion of the above itemrof $411,412 11, bills and notes, turned 
over by the trustees to the receiver, and classed as worthless, i is composed of debts 
due the bank for loans to stockholders on stock credit acrount,.and the mortgages-of 
such stockholders have been ‘foreclosed, and their stock lands purchased under the 
decrees by the trustees; which is.àH that can be realized from that-description of 
debts. A portion of the debts classed.as doubtful, will probably be realized‘ by tom- 
promises. The lands, if estimated at the average rate`of the sales ‘during the last 
two years, as exhibited by statement No. 7 , would produce almost twice the amount 
in bonds, of the estimate of their value, stated above, but on account of the conflict 
in the titles to many of them, their value is estimated at-a.sum that can certainly be 
realized for them; which sum, with the amount of debts classed as good, and the 
other assets above stated, deducted from the amount of liabilities this day; leaves a 
deficiency of $1,280;626 96 of ‘assets to meet such liabilities.

sary investigations, and report to:you at the earliest day possible. - . " 
As soon a&:might be, we entefed on`this duty;.but a very little tinie served to 
show that-it was not-one easily perforrned. Mr. John H.. Cresse, who was more. 
intimately acquainted with the concerts of the bank than any.other man living, 
having been.cashier of the principal office dufing the whole of. its business existence, 
and financial receiver for the first two-years after. the act-of liquidation was passed, 
was, in the autumn of 1856, requested'by you “ to examine the books of the State 
Bahk and its branches, with a view to-their final:adjustment, and for the more imme- 
diate purpose of exhibiting to thé legislature (at the session 4o commencé.on the 3d 
of November, then enstiing,) a statement of-the assets to becollected;? He reported . 
to you, under date of October 21st, that he found évery thing in confusion, and that 
the performance of such a duty as had been assigned to-him must necessarily be “a 
work of time," ' i MELLE a. ] "IET NE 
A very little: investigation: confirmed the,correctness of this statement, We found 
the-accounts of the bank ahd its branches, extending thtough à period of twenty 
years, scattered through more than a hundred, volumes, about eighty.of which were 
folios; in addition to which there wag about: a ‘cart [odd’ of papers, -many -of which 
were unassorted and unarranged.  . "LP No ett 
At first glance it might seem that a certain number of clerks might, if due time 
were allowed'them, go through tLe labor, but further inquiry served to show that 
evei with such aid it would be impossible to bring: the aceounts into exact book-. 
keeping Order. Volumirous thóugh the records be, they are in many respects 
defective. After the act of liquidation Went into effect, as is stated by Mr. J. M. 
oss, no regular books were kept up:at the branches. In 1850,—51, Gov. Roane, 
speaking of some of the officers, said: **'Thé evidence of their incompetence would 
appear {among other things) from their inability so to keep their books as to exhibit, 
the transactions of the bank.” ` Mr. G. Washington Patrick, who was, in-1848, 
appointed to examine the bank and its „several. branches, said that hé found “the 
affairs of the branch at the’ Post of Arkansas in such ‘a peculiir‘state, that he was 
almost deterred from, pursuing hi$ examinations any tutther, the books and papers 
being kept in such-a state that:they were not only obscure'but wholly “inexplicable.” 
Nor wás this all. In one instance;-the’ records were purposely defaced and 
destroyed: This appears ‘from a letter of October 28, 1841, from Mr. McKissick, 
cashier of the branch at Fayettevillé. . In it he says: ** Some of the important books 
of this institution were purloined-from the bañk'about four months ago.‘ A part of 
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these have since been found, but so obliterated and defeced that they are unintelli- 
gible, and indeed a number of pages are entirely cut out and the leaves destroyed.” 

When the act of liquidation was passed (fifteen years ago), the assets consisted 
chiefly of small notes of hand.- The principal and securities of these notes were 
scattered all the state over. They were divided between the mother bank and its 
three branches. 

F requent changes were made in the plan of management. For the first two years, 
the General Assembly elected a financial receiver, an executive receiver, and an. 
attorney, for the principal bank and each branch. In 1845 the office of executive 
receiver was abolished. In 1849, the office of financial receiver at each branch was. 
dispensed with. In 1851, the office of bank attorney was done away with, and power 
was given to the financial receiver ai Little Rock to employ attorneys as occasion 
might. require. : 

The frequent changes made in'the persons holding the offices of receiver and 
attor ney, increased the difficulty of adjusting the accounts. 

When notes were put into an attorney's hand for collection, a list of them was 
made, for which he gave a receipt. From time to time the receiver would draw lines 
across the description’ of such notes as the attorney ceased to be accountahle for. 
But what had become of those notes, whether they had been paid in full, settled by 
compromise, filed in court, or returned to the receiver, was, so far as the receipt was 
concerned, left to inference. 

To tell precisely what became of the assets of the bank, it would be necessary to 
trace each particular note through the hands of each receiver and each attorney to 
whom it had successively been entrusted. But even this would not be enough. ‘The 
records of the courts must be searched to know the fate of many of the notes. 

Such a search, if a thorough one, wou!d be véry laborious. At least we would so 
judge from the following letter, which W.'C.. Bevens,' esq, late bank attorney at 
Batesville, addressed, under date fo November 2, 1855, to James F. Fag gan, ezq., who 
was then the financial receiver at Little Rocks 

= Some, time has rolled round, and yours of the 19th April i is still before me. On 
the receipt of that letter, I called on the clerk of the Batesville circuit court to make 
out a report of the proceedings in court’ on all the notes put in suit by the bank, 
judgments for and against the bank, the return on the executions, etc., eic. The 
clerk, at different times, commenced the work, but gave it up. Something near four 
hundred suits, at different times, have been instituted here; and two hundred dis- 
missed at one time under a rule for bond for costs, and the suits instituted again, 
either in this court or some of the courts of the adjoining counties. This gave rise 
to an endless perplexity of pleadings, every effort being to harrass the plaintiff? ? 
(That is, the State Bank.) 

“Last Monday I came up, intending to stay some week or two and assist. But, 
upon entering on the duty, I soon found Ghat to do what I had i in contemplation would 
certainly require not less than six months, and would be a very arduous job." 

Asa preliminary. investigation, showing sufficiently the state of the accounts, our 
efforts were, in conjunction of those of Mr. Wilson, the financial receiver, and Mr. 
McConaughey, the land attorney and state collector, directed, in ihe first place, to 
see what could be saved for the state. ‘Through the measures that have been taken, 
and that will be taken, something will be realized from aséets that would otherwise 
have been entirely lost, but to w hat amount cannot now be told. : 

Mr. McConaughey addressed a circular to the clerks of the circuit courts in the 
different counties, requesting thém to state the-exact condi tion of the suits inw: ich 
the bank of the state was a party. Some of them have' given the desired information; 
others have not. One of them, the clerk of the Pulas! ki circuit court, found the 
investigation so tedious that it took him nearly a year to complete it. | 

The | previous labors of Mr. Crease afforded great aid in adjusting the accounts of 
the three late financial receivers, John M. Ross, esq., Peter T. Crutchfield, esq., and 
James F. Fagan, esq. Thé aggregate of the collections made by these gentlemen 
from the debtors to the bank was between four and five hundred thous and dollars; 
but this embraced but a part of their transactions. Their exchanges of coupons for 
bonds, andof Real Estate Bank bonds for State Bank bonds, together with: their 
statements #f-bonds and coupons surrendered to the treasurer, and of bank notes 

‘canceled and burned, swelled the total of their accounts to millions. All these had 
to be carefully examined, as in each of these transactions there was a liabil ity. to 
error. It is a satisfaction to state that none of any moment was discovered. 

We also prepared accounts current of the different attorneys:: M. W. Dorrias, T. 
N. Byers, W. C. Bevens, Jonas M. Tebbetts, F. A. James, M. L. Bell, and D. W 
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Carroll ,esqrs. The returns of the ambutats collected by them, from- different debtors 
to the bank, many of which: Mr. Crease could not find on record, were-found, on the 
file; thus affording the means of adjusting the aecounts both of the Srey. and of . 
the individuals from whom they made their collections. 

After all that can be done; the state will be found involved in debt to the amount 
of a million or more, on account of bonds and coupons issued for- the. bénefit of the 
Bank of the State; and it is proper that the people should know how the debt has 
been incurred. 

In the years 1835 and 1836, a bank mania pervaded the’ Union, and tlie adoption 
of a state government by Arkansas, appears to have been-hastened that an,opportu- 
nity might thereby be afforded for establishing banks-of issue. One article. of the 
constitution was, literally— . 

« The General Assembly may incorporate one ‘State Bank, with such amount of 
capital as may be deemed necessary, and such number of branches as may-be required. 
for the public convenience, which shall become the repository of the funds belonging 
to or tinder the control of. the state: and-shall be required to loan them out through- 
out the state; and in each county in proportion to representation. And. they shall 
further haye power to incorporate one other banking institution, calculated to aid 
and promote t the great Agricultural interests of the country; and the faith and credit 
of the state may be pledged ‘to raise țhe funds necessary to carry into operation the 
two banks herein specified; Provided, Such security can be given by the individual 
stockholders às will guarantee the state against loss or injury." i 

On the 12th of September, 1836, the first General Assembly coinmenced its session 
at Little Rock, and on the 14th, 'on the motion of Mr. Ringgold, a resolution was 
adopted, *f that a joint committee; consisting of three on the “part of the Senate, to 
actin conjunction with six on the partof the House of Representatives, be appointed 
to take into consideration all matters in comection with banking, and report by bill 
or otherwise." 

Equally prompt was the action in, the House. On the same day, Mr. Caldwell 
gave notice that he would, ou the following day ask-leave-to introduce a bill, to be 
entitled “ an act to establish the State Bank of Arkansas:”? 

On the 15th, the House concurred in the resolution of the Senate. Nee: Ring- 
gold, Ferguson and McCamy, Were appointed members of the committee on the part 
of the Senate, and Messrs. Davies, Caldwell, Dickinson, Smith, Lasater , and Dren- 
nen, on the part of the House. 

On tbe 4th of October, Mr. Ringgold, as chairman of the committee, iade a 
report, in which he recommended ihe esta blishment of both the Bank of the State 
and the Real Estate Bank. As the founddtion of a policy which involved.the state 
and the people in inextricable embarrassments, this report must be given at length: 

« The joint committee, to whom was referred the subject of hanking, beg leave to 
submit to the législature a few brief considerations’ on the subject of banking “in 
support of the charters as report ted by -the committee. 

‘©The committee having estimated the beneficial effects of the desired institutions 
upon the great interests of agriculture, manufactures and commerce, and, in. fact, 
upon the common prosperity of all classes of the community, urge the policy cf 
passing the charters as reported, being every way conducive to the prosperity of our 
new state. : 

* South Carolina, Georgia, and Alabama, have created banks upon-their faith and ` 
public funds, for the supply of revenue, and success has-attended these institutions 
through a long course of years; and they have realized the great advantages antici- 
pated, and largely contributed to tneir prosperity. Why not Arkansas improve ber 
effective means and productive prerogative, for the common benefit and accommoda- 
tion. 

“The privilege of banking is certainly of infinite value, and it is doubtless sus- 
ceptible of vasti impr ovement, as well in regard 1 to revenue as to the convenience of 
the people. ‘As regards the expediency of the measure, it might be successfully con- 
ténded, that with the means derived from the general government, by the distribution 
of the surplus revenue from the several states, tlie five per centum on the sales of 
public lands, the funds which will arise from the sales of the seminary lands, and 
other resources, with a limited portion of the’ public credit, an amount of income 
might be derived, to meet the whole expenditures of government, in a few years, without 
resorting to other financial operations, but for such objects of internal improvement 
as the siate might think best or deem necessary. i 

“The charter of the State Bank pledges the faith of the state for one million 
dollars: and’it has been the policy of other states to procure means from foreign 
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capitalists; and little doubt remains but the present time is esteemed to be thé most 
auspicious for such a purpose, as it is believed. that the state could borrow» any 
. desirable amount of capital. at an annual charge of fire pef centum, if not upon 
better terms.. The capital being loaned at eight per centum per annum, being three 
per centum in favor of the state, added in a banking privilege of issuing three Doe one 
on the actual capital so vested, will produce an accumulation sufficient to redeem the 
whole in less than twenty years. 

** As a correct test of an adequate supply of circulating medium, properly ptopor- 
tionate to the demand of industry and commerce in every civilized society, we may 
assume it ag a principle applicable to all stages of society, that the active capital of 
a country should beara fair and reasonable proportion to that which is fixed and 
permanent; and whenever real estate is converted into active capital ata fair valua- 
tion, and money can be obtained readily, at a reasonable rate of interest, on secure 
mortgages of real estate, thut country is making ràpid advances in a commercial and 
agricultural point of view; and, without banking facilities, such eannot be thé case. 
And Arkansas, should we not charter the banks asked for, will be at least twenty- 
five years behind where she would be, if a liberal policy is extended by the present 
legislature. The productive classes of the community are the ones engaged in agri- 
culture. : Afford them no meins by loans secured by mortgages on real estate, and — 
the operations of productive industry are thus impeded, by withholding: that capital 
which would contribute to their prosperity. Such instilutions.would infuse uew vigor 
into the industry of our ‘state, animate the'drooping energies of,those who are 
engaged in the cultivation [of the soil], and open a large field for the profitable 

employment of the capital of the country. 

‘The institutions proposed by the committee, if passed into a law, wóuld give a 
new direction, as well as a new impulse to industry, and prove, the méans of 
augmenting the stale revenue, by opening and improving lands which would other- 
wise remain idle for years. 

** There is no class who ‘vould not be benefited, either directly or indirectly, by the 
introduction and discreet extension of banking institutions as reported by the com- 
mittee. All writers on political economy strongly support the position, that, where 
a scarcity of circulating medium prevails, industry. cannot be carrried on: for those 
who have solid property, find it difficult to turn any commodity info money, and all 
energy and improvement ceases; for want of means to stimulate the man, He is 
content to live only, not improve. 

.* There is no view of the subject, as regards the State Bank charter, but what is 
the result of infinite value to the state. I, will, in the first place, control our circu- 
lating medium, and give pir value to. our scrip in a short time; it will add great 
facilities to the community at large, and make a safe depository. for all the resources 
of the state, aidagisre eis crèdit abroad; itewill yield to the state, when in full opéra- 
tion, a sum not less than Jüfty thousand dollars per annum. 

* All these things, properly considered, will, in the opinion of the committee,.do 
away all these idle pr ejudices SO commonly entertained against bar king institutions, 
without any assignable reasons, other than those founded ‘On want of sufficient infor- 
mation as regards their beneficial effects.’’ 

This argumentation, specious as it was in the eyes of its authors, and in the eves of 
emany of those to whom it was addressed, proceéded throughout on wrong principles. 

1st. "The authors of the report committed the common error of confounding want 
of éapital with want of currency. The people of Arkansas were then in great ‘want 
of cüpital, as they are now, and as they will continue to be till the resources of the 
state are fully devoloped: but then, as now, they required but little circulating me- 
dium, because then, as now, they had but few things to circulate. If three millions 
in gold and silver coin had been thrown into circulation among them, it would all, 
but the small portion necessary for current use, have left the state in exchange for 
articles the people wanted more than gold and silver. The like result would “have 
followed if three millions in the notes of the best banks in the country had been 
thrown into circulation among them. Where, ow ng to the fewness of the commo- 
dities to be circulated, the permanent demand for. cir ulating medium is small, 
the permanent supply will be small also, provided the circulating medium be of 
sound character. 

9d. It is desirable that “the active capital of a country should’ bear a fair propor- 
tion to that which is fixed and permanent," but circulating medium, when it exists 
in- the form of promises to pay, is not circulating capit. ul, but' circulating debt. 
Through the a agency of banks, such circulating medium can be easily created, aud to 
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any extent desired. But cireulating capital can be: created only by industry and 
economy. It cannot be suddenly spoken into existence by acts of assembly. 

3. Real. estate becomes ‘““active capital "the moment. that. it yields :an incomé in 
the form of either rent or produce. ut wild lands which y: 'eld no income, are:a-.poor 
foundation for bank stock. Avd only the net revenue of improved estates can be 
applied to thepayment of debts due to banks, ant consequently to the-support of their 
current credits. MEC 

4. Even on the supposition that paper money, banks is theoretical corrett, there 
is no room for such banks excépt where- the people have money to deposit, or com- 
mercial notes of short-dates to-offer for discount.. In order to keep at par the notes 
they issue, banks have 1o redeem,the whole amount once in si xty. or ninety days, on 
an average, either by receiving them in, payment of notes discounted, or by giving 
par funds for them. The daily current that flows into a bank must be- equal to the 
daily current that flows out, in order that it may preserve its credit. All.the opera- 
tions of a bank, or at least all that exceed the amount of its bona fide capital actually 
paid in, must be confined: to. notes. based on real transactions, and having but a few 
months to-run. Loans for such short’ terms are of little or no use in an agrict¥ural 
community. If a farmer or planter wishes to borrow, he wishes to borrow for at least 
8 year. "The e like.is true of -most-merchants" “in newly settled: countries. According 

to Adam n Smith, the credits which English merchants used to grant to American mer: 
chants, previous to the revolutionary war, were usually from two to three years. 

5. It a bank make long lóans, As allit cam then lend will be but little more than 
its real capital actually. paid i in, ‘all jt receives in the-way of discount, will not be 
equal to the common interest of money, and.the ‘expeiises of management. 

6.,So far from issuing * three to one," the banks.of the United States .do not, on 
an Laer issue one to tliree on the amount of capital paid in. 

« If, by ** the banking -privilege of issuing three to one," the committee did not 
T notes for circulation, but thé aggregate of investménts supposed to yield income, 
here too they erred. The-aggregate of such investments, taking the banks through- 
out the Union, is but little more than two for one in the paid up capital. 

8.¢So far from issuing potes in the proportion of three.to one on the capital paid in, 
prudent bankers do not think it, fit to issue more than three to one of the specie actu- 
ally on haud. "The laws of, Louisiana require the banks of that state to have at all 
times on hand, an amount of specie equal to one-third of both their circulation and 
deposits. 

3 The committee erred grossly in supposing that, Without banks. there can be no: 
lending on bond and mortgage. Long before banks. were established in any paxt of 
the country, this was the favorite mode of lending. And, even to this day, but, a 
small portion of the loans on bond and mortgage are made through the instrumen- 
tality of the banks. l 3 

10. OF all kinds of banks, ; those operating exclusively im government fonds aré the 
worst. It is the interest of the managers of such institutions to get a8 much aut of 
them as they can for themselves and their favorites. . Pr eventing losses to the state, 
isa secondary concern. Two of the banks that the committee set forth as examples; 
the State Bank of Alabama and the-State Bank oi f Georgia, have gone to destruction. 
The true condition of the third, the Bank of the State of South Carolina, cannot be 
known till the time comes for w rinding it up. 


The principles laid down by the c ommittee were, however, received | without exami-- 


nation, and, in accordance therewith, a bill was brought in to establish & ‘bank, Jwith.a 
capital-of one million of dollars, to be raised by a sate of thé bonds of the state, to 
which million, should be added the state's share of the'surplus revenue of the United 
Statés, the five per centum derived from the sale of. the. public land, the seminary and 
saline fund, and all the other. funds of the state. 

At this very time the General ‘Assembly had before it areport from Charles P. Ber- 
trand, the treasurer, stating that the seminary fund amounted to $1,965 11, of which 
the amount of $1,807 22 had been lent. But that, “ finding it impossible, i in most 
cases, to collect even the interest," he had ‘deemed it expedient to renew the notes 
for both principal and interest, making them payable in twelve months, and bearing 
interest from date. With this fact staring them in the face, the, General Assembly 
resolved to lend, not only all the-money the state then possessed, or might thereafter 
possess, but all the money it might be able to borrow. 

On the 18th of October, this bill, so fraught with. woe to the state and to the people, 

was passed in the Senate by av ote of 13 to 3. "The yeas were, Messrs. Ball, Clark, 
Ferguson, Hill, Izard, McCamy, McKean, McLain, Ringgold, Smith, Saunders, 
‘Thornton and Williamson. The nays were, Messrs. Brown, Kuykendall and S. C. 
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Roane.’ In the House it was passed c on the A0th- of the samé month, without a formal 
division. ` * i 

On November the second, the bill was R the goveřnor, and; on m same 
day Jacob Brown was elected" president of the principal bank, at Little Rock, and 
Messrs. Samuel M. Ruthertford,. Edward Cross, Wood Tucker, J olin 2 MeLainy: William 
B. Wait, James De Baun; David G: Eller~David Fulton, Williamr Field; Richard C. 
Byrd, Elijah A. Moore, and Chester Ashley, were chosen directors. ' 

David W. Lowe was elected president of the branch at-Batesville; and ‘Daniel J. 
Chapman, John Miller, William More,-Charles HÈ. Pelham, John Robinson, F? Antho- 
ny, Robert Smith, Lawson Henderson, and J oseph; Bgnér, were made directors. ' 
James:McKissick was elécted president: of the brarich at Fayetteville, and William 
T. Larrimore, Lodowick Brédie, James Byrnside, William Skelton, ‘Alfred Wallace, 
Maurice Wright, John Henry, Alfred Henderson - "add Thileinon Williamson, Were 
chosen directors. 

When this General Assembly PE its session, the debh of the state was less 
than nine thousand dollars,’ ($8, 694 9637). Belo ore it adjourned, it passed acts to in- 
volve thé state and the people in.debt to the’ du of thrée million and forty £hou- 
sand dollars: namely: one million to estdblish the State Bank, two millions fór the 
benefit.of the Real Estate Bank, and forty thousand is pay the current expenses of 
the state government. 

i the 10th. of November, 1836, the ‘ection at Little Rock néld their first meet- 

g, and resolved to request the governor to have the»bónds dated January 1, 1837. 
s ‘the same dày they appointed a committee of correspondence to’ open a negotiation 
with foreign capitalists for the disposal of the bonds; and requested the president to 
ascertain from the secretary of the treasury of the United States, on what conditions 
the deposits of the public money couid be obtained for the’bank. : 

On the i2th of Januar Y: 1837, instructions were given to R. C. Byrd to contract for 
the engraving of suitablé bank. note plates. - 

Ever y effort was thits made to bring the bank into operation at the earliest day pos- 
sible. But owing to the state of. the: times, it was found impractibable to negotiate 
any large amount of bonds bearing only five pet- cent. interest. -În the spring of the 
year an arrangement was entered into with the war department for the sale of bonds 
to the amount of $308,000, but before it could be fully carried into effect, the banks 
throughout the Union suspended specie payment, and $100,000 was all that Was reak 
ized during the year from that source. 

This was not.the only disappointment the directors were doomed to suffer. The 
first installment of'the United States révenue was due on the first day of January. 
Early in February, the treasurer Of the state (Mr. Woodruff;) received two transfer 
drafts from the secretary Gf-the treasury of the United States; one for $45,583 83, on 
the Planter's Bank of Mississippi, and the other for $90,009 on the Agricultural Bank 
of the same state. The first mentioned draft he exchanged with the United. States 
receiver at Littie Rock for an equalamount of specie. The latter, as he had no safe 
placein which to deposit the money, and as there' was no. probability of the bank's 
going into operation for several months, he deferred collecting till the' second install- 
ment should fall due. On the Ist of April he réceived two other drafts for the like 
amount on the sime barks, and in about two weeks afterwards hestarted for Natchez, 
for the purpose of receiving payment of these drafts, and also of the $50,000 due ọn 
the first installment. 

He arrived at Natchez on the 23d of April, “ just atthe commencement of f the run 
on the banks of Mississippi and Louissana, when their counters were constantly crow- 
ded, during business hours, with throngs of traders and others, all clamorous for spe- 
cte in exchange for the large roll of. notes which they éagérly ‘presented. i 

Both the banks made very fair promises, but Mr. Woodruff found that if he made 
a peremptory demand for specie for the wholeamount of the drafts, he would probably 
get nothing. He therefore decmed it advisable to accept from the .Planter's bank 
bills of exchange on New Orleans for $45,583 83, and to take from the Agricultural 
bank her guarantee to deliver at Little Rock, on the lst of July, $100, 000 i in specie, 
free of risk and expense. 

Proceeding to New Orleans, Mr. Woodruff presented the drafts which he had o5- 
tained fromthe Planters’ Bank, and received specie for them, which specie he brought 
with him to Little Rock. 

In a féw days after his return, the news came of the suspension of specie T f 
by both the Plantera’ Bank and the Agricultural Bank This induced’ Mr. Woodruff 
to pay a second visit to ‘Natchez. The cashicr of the Agricultural Bank promised to 
do the best he could; but the promises were of so indefinite a nature that Mr. W. 
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could not confide in them. He, therefore extended his journey to Washington City, 
and the secretary of the treasury, as the best he could do, gave him drafts on banks 
in Cincinnati, Louisville and New Orleans, in exchange for the drafts on the Agri- 
cultural Bank of Mississippi. 

The third installment of the surplus revenue was due n the Ist of July, and drafts 
were received for it on the Planters’ Bank for $50,000, and on the Agricultural Bank 


for $45,583 83. Negotiations ‘were entered into with'these institutions, in hopes of 


' prevailing on them to pay at least a part of these drafts in specie, or in New Orleans 
paper; but they both steadily refused to pay in anything but their own notes; and such 
payment the Bank of the State of Arkansas was finally obliged to accept. 

As there was no longer an apparent surplus, but a real deficit in the United States 
treasury, Congress, by a special act, relieved the secretary of the treasury from the 
obligation of making a deposit of the fourth installment with the states. NS 

When the act was passed to establish the bank, it was confidently expected that one 
million dollars would easily be raised by-the sale of bonds, and that $382,333 32 
would be realized in specie, or its equivalent, from the state's share of the surplus 
revenue of the United States. Instead of a million, only one hundred thousand dol- 
lars were obtained in exchange for bonds, and instead of $382,333 32 from the United 
States surplus revenue, only $286,757 47. Of this last amount only $91,167 67 was 
in specie. The residue was in the notes of the non specie paying banks of Ohio, 
Kentucky, Louisiana and Mississippi. 

The directors at Little Rock were not the men to be daunted by difficulties. “On 
the 8th of August, 1837, they commenced discounting. At that time, all the funds 
actually on hand, were $90,000 in gold and silver, and $66,000 in Ohio and Kentucky 
bank notes. But they enlarged their ability to lend by the issue of post notes, paya- 
ble twelve months after date, and the treasurer, by agreeing to receive such notes for 
all public dues, made them the official money of the state. À 

This was an unfortunate proceeding. By it the bank stamped itself at the very be- 
ginning as a non-specie paying institution, and thereby prevented itself from acquir- 


ing credit abroad. As a' consequence, even in the short period in which it ‘actually . 


paid specie, its notes were never ata less discount than 8 or 10 per cent. in New 
Orleans, and had not so much as the honor of a quotation in the prices current of 
New York and Philadelphia. It is true that if the bank had confined itself to issues 
of notes payable on demand, it could not have made loans and discounts beyond the 
amount of capital paid in. But as we shall see hereafter, even the contrivance of 
issuing inconvertible paper, did not, after the bank was brought into full operation, 
enable it to extend its loans and discounts much beyond the amount of its capital. It 
failed to add sound credit to its capital, and thereby was much restricted in its opera- 
tions. 


than 8to 10 per cent. premium and specie bore a premium of 8 to 10 per cent. in 
current paper." As this current paper, consisting chiefly of Arkansas bank post- 
notes, was the official money of the state, specie could not circulate concurrently with 
it. This led to the issue of ‘shinplasters’’ by individuals and municipal corpo- 
rations. l Z 

A special session of the General 'Assembly commenced at Little Rock on the 5th 
of Novmeber, 1837. On the 7th there was laid before the Senate, a report from 
Major Jacob Brown, the president of the State Bank, accompanied by sundry docu- 
ments, showing the difficulties the directors had encountered, and the extent of their 
operations. From these it appearad that the amount of capital paid in up to Novem- 
ber 6, 1837, was $413,106 29, and that it had been derived from the following 
Sources:

Of the total, $916,725 00, consistedÉof specie and United States treasury drafts, 
and $196,381 29 of the paper of non-specie paying banks in Ohio, Kentucky, Louis- 
iana and Mississippi.. As was observed by the committee on banks, in their report 
to the legislature in 1857: ** one of the objects professedly in view in establishing this 
bank, was that of supplying the state with a sound eirculating medium, and it com- 
menced operations by circulating the notes of distant and non-specie paying banks, 
some of which proved to be ultimately worthless, and by issue of its own, which, as 
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In October and November, exchange on the east could not be procured at less 
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they increased. the mass of notes not redeemable in specie, served still further to 
depreciate the currency and increase the difficulty of resuming specie payments." 

So rapidly did the bank proceed in lending, that it had on hand on the 6th of No- 
vember, only $916 00 in the inconvertible paper of other banks, and it had added to 
the inconvertible currency then in circulation, $91,955. in its own paper, that being 
the amount of its post notes then in circulation, payable twelve months after date. 
Of notes of its own, payable on demand, it had issued only $8,310. 

The money received from the secretary of war, ($100,000), having been set apart 
to establish the branches at Fayetteville and Batesville, there remained for capital of 
the principal bank, $313,105 29, on which it had made loans and discounts to the 
amount of $322,141 98. | | 

The amount of specie and U. S. treasury warrants on hand was'considerable, being 
$180,033 14, independently of 831,000 due to the branch at Batesville, and $150,000 
specially deposited by one of the disbursing officers of the United States. 

On the 18th of November, the joint committee on banks made a report through 
their chairman, Mr. Ferguson, in which they bestowed the highest commendation on 
the directers, and declared that the bank had done great good to the people: 

** The directors, in all their proceedings, have had an eye single to the safety of the 
institution, and the welfare of the state; basing all their operations on such rules of 
prudence as would hazard neither its safety or its credit, and at the same time, 
extend its means to the use and relief of the people. Commeneing operations at a 
time when other institutions were trembling on the verge of dissolution, when, from 
one end of the Union to the other, banks which had stood the shocks and revolutions 
of trade for more than a quarter of a century, were compelled to suspend payment; 
and when all parts of the country were watching, withan eye of vigilance and suspi- 
cion, the movements of all banking institutions, it was a responsible as well as an 
arduous duty for them 1o perform. To commence the business of a new institution 
in a manner that would sustain its credit and inspire confidence in its operations, 
would have been a duty difficult for practised financiers—it was more so to men just 
commencing their practical experience where the system of finance has had but few 
operations, and is necessarily but little understood. It has been performed, however, 
and your committee are proud to say, the experiment has been successful beyond the 
most sanguine expectations of its friends. A large portion of the people of the state, 
and particularly in those sections most oppressed by the recent change in the mone- 
tary affairs of the country, have been relieved; a currency of our own has been pro- 
vided in lieu of that furnished by other states, much of which was greatly depreciated; 
and this, without extending the circulation of the bank to a point beyond half the 
amount of gold and silver on hand; leaving theinstitution, at this time, prepared and 
ready to carry out any course of policy which the General Assembly may deeem it 
advisable to pursue.’’. : 

The committee then proceeded ** to recommend the passage of an act, authorizing 
the governor to sign the bonds of the state to the amount of one million dollars, 
including those now on hand and unsold by the bank, and to appoint an agent to pro- 
ceed, without delay, to some one of our eastern cities, and effect a sale of them for 
eastern credits. ‘ The time is believed to be favorable for negotiating such securi- 
ties; and the condition of the country, and the best interests of the state, in the opin-, 
ion of your committee, demand such a meásure. Ina country like ours, where all 
the elements of wealth lie scattered in profusion around us, and where it is in the 
power of the state to bring them into employment by the introduction of foreign 
capital, whieh alone is wanted to start the springs of enterprise, it is the duty of the 
legislature to extend every facility in its power to effect it. Though it may be con- 
sidered by the over cautious, a hazard to infuse into great masses of the people, that 
active spring which has made the United States a powerful nation in the same time 
that other communities have attained to the beginning of a name, yet experience has 
proven all the best means of mankind are promoted by it. Wealth, happiness, the 
comforts, and blessings of life, intelligence, confidence at home, and respect abroad, 
and the consequences of its irresistable impnlse; and with us it requires but a system 
of liberal legislation to start it into, action. Mhe policy pursued by several of our 
young sister states fully sustains-the truth of this assertion; and their example, the 
people of this state, it is hoped, will be emulous to follow.” 

As the banks of the Atlantic states were then allin a state of suspension, the 
recommendation of the committee was substantially that the bonds of the State'of 
Arkausas should be exchanged for the paper of non-specie paying banks. Bringing 
foreign capital into the state would have been well, if it had not been connected with 
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such a ** system of liberal legislation," as to multiply debt to many times the amount 
of that capital. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the committee, an act was passed (Dec. 
18th,) authorizing the issue of bonds tdan amount not exceeding one million of 
dollars, at arate of interest not exceeding six per cent. As this act did not repeal 
that provision of the act for establishing the bank, which authorized the issue of 
bonds to the amount of one million at a rate of interest not exceeding five per cent., 
the two acts taken together, authorized those concerned in the institution to dispose 
of state bonds to the amount of two millions. 

On the same day a resolution was passed authorizing the directors at Little Rock 
to issue two hundred thousand dollars in post-notes, payable in twelve months after 
date, and the directors of each branch to issue post-notes, payable in twelve months 
after date, not exceeding two dollars for one of capital paid into each branch.  Previ- 
ous to this, the issuing of post-notes was entirely unauthorized by, if not in direct 
contravention of law. 

By another act passed December 15th, the legislature attempted to extend still 
further the supposed advantages of the system by authorizing the establishment of a 
branch at the Post of Arkansas. 

Before the close of the year, Major Jacob Brown resigned, because the position he 
held in the bank was incompatible with his duties as an officer of the United States, 
and Maj. William Field was elected president in his place. 

On the 19th of January, 1838, the branch at Fayetteville commenced discounting. 
And on the same day, Mr. Brodie submitted the following resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted: . 

* As the directors of this bank do not receive any compensation for their attentions, 
and they necessarily expend much time, labor and money in the management of said 
bank, it is therefore resolved, that the cashier be authorized, and he is hereby instruc- 
ted to loan to the said directors, or any one of them, at the usual rate of interest, on 
the presentation of à note with two securities, either of which is supposed to possess 
ample means to meet the demand, payable twelye months after date, for any sum not 
exceeding the amount: contemplated in the charter, to-wit: the sum of ‘ten thousand 
dollars, the loan to be made in the usual issues, that 1s to say, in post notes payable 
twelve months after date, with a due proportion of such money as may be made 
payable on demand. Andbe it further resolved, that said directors, or either of them, 
after having drawn money as aforesaid, shall have the privilege of renewing their 
notes as they become due, until it shall be necessary for the bank to call in all its 
debts, and no one shall be permitted to borrow an additional sum after having drawn 
as aforesaid, until all the former demands shall have been satisfied; but nothing i in the 
preceding resolution shall be so construed as to authorize fhe cashier to loan to any 
director an amount exceeding two thousand dollars, without the consent of the direc- 
tory at a regular discount day." 

When it is considered that up to January, 1839, (a year after the date of this reso- 
lution,) this branch was operating on a bare capital of $110,000, the directors must 
beregarded'as acting towards themselves with great liberality, inasmuch as they 
resolved to lend to themselves permanently the sum of $90,000. They also acted 
liberally towards others, as it is shown by their books, that they discounted nearly all 
the notes that were offered. f 

On the 5th of February, the branch at Batesville commenced discounting. Thus, 
in the early part of 1838, the motuer bank and two of its branches were in operation, 
and all on a capital of little more than $400,000, great part of which capital consis- 
ted originally of the inconvertible paper of the banks of the neighboring states. 

In June and July, the loans and discounts of the bank and its two branches 
amounted to $689,264, the circulation payable on demand to $7,185, and the post- 
notes, payable twelve months after date, to $241,943. "The specie ou hand amounted 
` to $941. :993. 

The most of the notes discounted had eight months to run. Specie bore a premium 
as high at times, as 10 to I5 per cent., when estimated in the post notes of the bank 
which constituted the chief part of the currency. - 

Not long after this, (August 27, 1838,) bonds to the amount of one million dollars 
were sold to the North American Trust and Banking company, at New York, on such 
terms as placed $300,000 immediately at the command of the bankand its branches. 
The residue, with an allowance for interest, was payable in monthly installments, 
commencing with the first day of February, 1840. 

According to a statement of November 5th, 1838, the capital stock ef the principal 
bank at Little Roek, and the branches at Fayetteville and Batesville, then paid up, 
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amounted to $1,363,105 29, the loans and discounts to $763,737 22, the real estate 
to $10,743 53, and the specie on hand to $316,045 76. There was due from the 
North American Trust and Banking Company, the sum of $671,667 27, and from 
other banks, (including iheir notes on hai) $72,994 70. 

: On the other hand, there was due for notes in circulation, $461,775, and to deposi- 
tors and other banks, $143,096 57. 

Of the circulation, only $83,840 was payable on demand. The residue, $377,935, 
consisted of post-notes not yet arrived at maturity. 

The condition of the institution at this time, was one of great strength, and on the 
first dav of January, 1839, the principal bank at Little Rock, and the branches at 
Fayetteville and Batesville commenced paying specie on all the notes they had then 
in circulation, including post-notes that were not due till twelve months after date. 
The branch at the Post of Arkansas, which commenced discounting on the third day 
of January, 1839. never issued post-notes. f 

At tbis session, the legislature, by an act passed December 18, 1838, made an effort 
to extend the supposed advantages of the system, by authorizing the establishment 
of an additional branch at the town of Washington, with a capital of $300,000, to 
be raised by sale of new six per cent. bonds. They also directed such of the five per 
ceni. bonds as remained undisposed of to be canceled. 

It is here to be observed, that though the bank and its three branches all professed 
40 pay specie on demand, they resorted to such means as were in their power to make 
that demand as light as possible. The chief contrivance was that each branch (the 
branch at the Post perhaps excepted;) should pay out, not its own notes, but the 
notes of some distant branch. “I have," says Mr. Ringgold, the cashier of the 
branch at Fayetteville, under date of February 12, 1838—** I havereceived and paid 
out in your paper, since January 1, some $10 or $12,000, and tHe amount on hand at 
this time is small, ((say $3,000.) This gives your paper a circulationnorth and east, 
and I hope you will give ours'a circulation west.” 

At first, the mother bank appeared reluctant to adopt this policy, but afterwards 
entered into it so heartily that the circulating medium of Little Rock consisted 
chiefly of notes of the Fayetteville branch. They were.receivable'for bank debts, 
but were at a discount of two per cent. for specie. Thus, while the bank and.its 
branches all professed to pay specie on demand, they did not furnish a paper cjrcula- 
tion convertible into specie, for they took care to circulate their notes at such a dis- 
tance from the place of issue, that they could not readily be presented for payment. 

If this to any one may seem an unworthy subterfuge, it is proper to state that it is 
a common practice where the branch bank system prevails. The great bank of the 
United States did not blush to adopt it. And if rumor is to be believed, the banks of 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, and some other states,-still persist in it. For 
example, a branch in the mountains of Virginia will give circulation to the notes of 
a branch on the sea-board, while the branch on the sea-board will return the favor by 
giving circulation to the notes of thé branch in the mountains. This is thé reason | 
why exchange at New York on Virginia.and North Carolina is at a greater discount 
than exchange on South Carolina. The paper currencies of Virginia, North Carolina 
and Tennessee, are, even in the best of times, not convertible into specie, because 
the manufacturers of that currency continue to circulate it where it cannot be easily 
presented for payment. 

As already mentioned, the branch at Arkansas Post commenced business on the 3d 
of January, 1839. On that day it discounted notes to the amount of $60,950, all 
having twelve months to run. In granting loans for such a long date, it-acted on the 
principles of a loan office rather than of a bank; and thus the directors, by the first 
step they took, laid the foundation for future difficulties. Before the close of the 
month, they added $31,900 to these loans and discounts, none of which were for less 
than six months. ; 

January 24, the president stated that “from the apparent difficulty of obtaining a 
circulation of our paper at the present time, he felt it his duty to apprise the board 
that it would be necessary to restrict the loans to a shorter period. That the loans 
for twelve months should not exceed $100,000, including those taken by directors," 
and that it would hereafter be necessary to discriminate between applicants as well 
a3 counties. 

January 31, the president made a still longer éxhortation to the board. In it he 
said, ^ You willsee by the statement just made, that our circulation is $64,000. 
Could we reasonably calculate on this sum being in actual use, passing from hand to 
hand as a circulating medium, it would afford me pleasure to«recommend a continu- 
ance of the liberal policy heretofore observed in respect to discounts. But the daily 
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demand at our counter, leads conclusively to the opinion that not more than $15,000 
or $16,000 of that sum is in actual transit from hand to hand, the remainder being 
held up in large sums for the purpose of calling on the bank for, specie or eastern 
exchange." Es 

April 24th. The president said, “the embarrassment in the South continues to in- 
crease daily. Most of the banks in Mississippi, which had resumed specie payments 
in January last, have again suspended, and others have come to the alternative of 
issuing post notes. Also, some of the banks in Louisiana, as I am credibly informed, 
are issuing post-notes to protect themselves for the great demand for specie. The 
banks in Arkansas have for some time back stopped discounting, and so far as I can 
learn. the demands upon them have been such as, considerably to diminish the specie 
fund, and greatly curtail the circulation. The statement of this bank just read, 
shows to you that the specie continues gradually to diminish without any thing that 
may be considered a run.” 

Notwithstanding this, the directors took immediate measures for the erection of a 
costly banking house. 

May 30th. The president said— Here, and in every part of the state to which my 
information extends, there appears to be a great scarcity of money; [ am, however, 
happy to inform you that the situation of the principal bank and .branches is such as 
will enable them to meet any crisis or emergency that may or can possibly happen: 
* * * In consequence of the protest of. bills of exchange belonging to this bank 
in New Orleans, our resources are not so great at this time as we had good reason to 
expect they would be. Iam also afraid that the great scarcity of money will cause 
many of these persons who obtained discounts on notes payable at maturity to ask for 
a renewal or further extension of time to pay them.” 

Oct. 31. The branch resolved to suspend specie payments. . 
Such is briefly the history of the only office of thebank of the State of Arkansas, 
that commenced operations with a bona fide payment, of specie. In less than nine 
months it finished its course, because it, from the very beginning, proceeded on false 

rinciples. à : 
P The history of the mother bank at Little Rock; and of the branches at Fayette- 
ville and Batesville, was very similar to that of the branch at the Post of Arkansas. 

On the 27th of February, it was ordered by the board, at the principal bank, that 
persons obtaining discounts should receive the notes of the branches, ‘and such 
other funds as we may have to spare." ; ; 

February 23, we read that “the paper of tlie bank is at 8 @ 10 per cent. discount 
at New Orleans." So bad a character had the bank got by its commencing operations 
by the issue of post notes, that the assumption of specie payments could not establish 
its credit. . 1 i 

May 17th. ‘‘Our banks all pay specie, but it is at their own counters, and the 
expense of collecting from the Fayetteville branch, which supplies most of the cir- 
culation, is 2 per cent.” 

Sept. 4. For the last six or eight months a run on the banks—* there is great dis- 
tress in this part of the country." 

When the bank at Little Rock assumed specié payment, January 1, 1839, its circu- 
lation amounted to $214,900, and its specie to $131,392. When it suspended specie 
poene November 1, 1838, its circulation was reduced to $43,420, and its specie to 
$76,678 17. ; 

At the time the bank and its branches suspended specie payments, (November, 
1839,) they had, on a capital paid in of $1,501,088, outstanding loans and discounts 
to the amount of $1,544,617. Thus the loans and discounts exceeded the capital in 
the sum of only $43,529. This was very different from what the founders of the sys- 
tem expected. They supposed that ** through the banking privilege of issuing three 
to one,” a million of capital borrowed from abroad would perform, at home, the func- 
tions of three or four millions. 

At this time the circulation of the bank and its branches amounted to $301,310, 
and the specie in their vaults to $264,100. As the notes in circulation exceeded the 
gold and silver on hand in the sum of only $37,210, there was no immediate neces- 
sity for suspending specie payment. There were, to be sure, on the books “deposits” 
to the amount of $162,717, but only a portion of these were payable on demand. 
They consisted chiefly of part payments by debtors of the bank. What was owing 
by banks in other states, ($142,945,) and the notes of other banks on hand, ($39,313,) 
were more than a counterpoise for what was demandable by depositors, and for the 
amount in which thé notes in circulation exceeded the specie on hand. The imme- 
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diate means of the bank and its branches amounted to $469,949, while the immediate 
liabilities could hardly have amounted to $400,000. 

Asin the case of the Real Estate Bank, so in the case of the State Bank, the sus- 
pension of specie payments was brought about, not by necessity, but by policy. The 
bank and its branches might all have continued to pay their notes on demand; but, 
by so doing, they would have put it out of their power to make new discounts. 'T'his 
wonld have exposed the directors themselves to great inconveniences. . ** The people 
wanted relief," and among the people, none more than the directors themselves. 
They therefore determined to suspend specie payments. 

- December 5th, 1839, the board at the Post of Arkansas; ‘ resolved that the resolu- 
tión of the 4th of April last, suspending discounts by this board, be, and the samé is 
hereby rescinded.’’ 

The latter part of 1839, and the beginning of 1840, were marked with new troubles. 
News was received that the North American Trust and Banking’ Company had dis- 
honored the drafts of the branches at Fayetteville, Batesville, and the Post of Arkan- 
sas. The Trust Company wished a delay of twelve months on $200,000, which it 
owed to the State Bank and branches, or, if this proposition should not be acceded 
to, i offered to return bonds of the state, which it still held to the amount of $200,- 
000. Major Field went to New York as agent of the State Bank, and succeeded, 
though not without some difficulty, in making some arrangement with the Trust 
Company. i 

J pr 2, 1840, we read in the records of the Post branch, ** our bill of exchange 
that we have purchased, payable at New Orleans, have nearly all come back under 
protest.^' 

As the year advanced, trouble thickened. In September, news was received that 
the funds of this branch, in the Philadelphia bank, some four thousand dollars, had 
been attached by Riggs & Co., of that city. This caused Mr. Luther Chase, the 
cashier, to address to that house a letter, in which he said, **the suspension of the 
State Bank and branches in 1839, was not a measure of necessity on their part, but 
one of prudence. By suspending, they were enabled to render to our merchants and 
citizens generally, to a limited extent, the indulgence and facilities so much needed 
by them'in consequence of the sudden fall in the price of our exports. 

In November, news was received that the North American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany had again dishonored the checks of the Post branch. 

The mother bank had also its difficulties to contend with. Thus we read under 
date of January 27, 1841, in reference to the collection of debts: ** In all undisputed 
cases, judgment is obtained in six months, but, by incurring heavy expenses and get- 
ting the co-operation of the sheriff, payment can be‘delayed twelve months." 

Under date of February 12, we find it on record: ** We do not pay outourown notes, 
which are consequently scarce. But current Arkansas paper is abundant, and the 
character of all is estimated alike at New Orleans, where the quotation is 25 per cent. 
discount"? 

it is well worthy of remark, that at the very time in which the banks of Arkansas 

were in this woful plight, the bonds of the state stood high in the London market. 
This appears from a letter of Frederick Huth & Co., of that city, under date of Octo- 
ber 6th, 1840, addressed to the treasurer of state, viz: 
__ “For the sake of regularity, we beg to inform you by the present, that Col. James 
Murray, acting in behalf of the Arkansas banks, (or rather of Beers & Co.,) has 
made payable at our office, the principal and interest of the following bonds of the 
State of Arkansas, to-wit: [Here follows a description of the bonds, amounting in all 
to $666,000,] on which the half yearly dividends amounts to $19,800; which we have 
to pay here on the 1st of January and Ist of July of every year. 

‘ The last dividend, due on the Ist of July, was punctually remitted by the banks, 
and we have no doubt that the next, which will become due on the lst of January, 
1341, will also come forward in good time; but, at the suggestion of Col. Murray, we 
have, nevertheless, thought it right to give you the above particulars, to serve for 
your government, as, with a view to further sales of Arkansas steck in this market, 
and to uphold the high character which it bears at present, you will be no less anxious 
than ourselves to co-operate, and to see that all intermediate parties co-operate toward 
the punctual fulfillment of all the obligations of the state in this country.’ 

Like most others connected. with the banks of Arkansas, Frederick Huth & Co., 
were doomed to disappointment; they hoped, as appears from letters of theirs, still on 
trust, that their agency in paying the interest on Arkansas bonds in London; would 
cause numerous consignments of cotton to be made “to their house in Liverpool,” 
For a time they furnished the bank with regular statements of the variations of the 
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cotton market. The officers of the banks had every disposition to ship to Liverpool 
as much cotton as would pay the interest on the bonds due in London, but unfortu- 
nately had not the: power. 

On the Ist of October, 1840, the principal bank at Little Rock resumed specie pay- 
ae At that time its circulation amounted to $32,340, ‘and its specie to $69,117 

The branches, so far from imitating this proceeding, denounced it as unwar- 
Esse affirming that, in a ease like this, the bank and its branches should all act 
‘together, and that a resumption could with propriety be brought about only by an 
order.of the general board. . 

In about à month afterward, news was received that the North American Trust 
and Banking-Company had again dishonored the drafts drawn upon it. This increased 
still more the embarrassment of the branches. 

Un the 2d of November, 1840, the General Assembly commenced its third session§ 
Gov. J. S. Conway made, in his farewell address, the following remarks: 

* The subject of the suspension of specie payment by our banks is one in which 
the people throughout this state have justly manifested much concern, and many of 
us have doubtless suffered considerable inconvenience in consequence of that sus- 

ension. 
á ‘The resumption of specie payments by the parent bank of the state institution, 
at this place, has contributed but little to relieve us of the inconvenience complained 
of, as but a very inconsiderable quantity of its paper is in circulation. ‚For the good 
of the people, and credit of our state, I most ardently hope the time is at hand when 
each banking institution within our limits willbe so conditioned as to be able to 
redeem with the hard dollars all its notes as they may be presented for payment. I 
am not in possession of any information relative to either institution which enables 


me to know at what probable period they will ‘be thus happily conditioned. The. 


general suspension of specie payments by the banks in the whole south and west, 
seemed, to the conductors of ours, to create.a necessity to follow that example, for 
the preservation of our more infant institutions. 

“ The General Assembly will doubtless give ‘this subject a full, fair and impartial 
investigation, and adopt such measures as will require the banks to resume at the 
earliest possible period, without endangering the interests of the state and usefulness 
of the institution; and, to prevent a recurrence of the evil, measures commensurate 
with the importance of the subject will doubtless be adopted. ae 

In his inaugural address, (November 6, 1840,) Governor Yell gave his views fully 
and freely: 

“The banks of the country are stretching forth their countless- arms to grasp all 
that may be worth preserving, and too often we find legislative interposition either 
tacitly approving’ or openly justifying their acts of usurpation—and still we'submit to 
this most odious and unjust oppression without seeming to comprevend the heartless 
tyranny with which we are burdened. 

“ Are we ready to see the price of all our staple products raised and depressed at 
the will and caprice of these corporations, with their paper depreciated from twenty 
to fifty per cent. discount, to suit the convenience of stockholders and debtors, and 
the avarice of brokers and speculators? Rightly to remedy the existing evils as far 
as prudence and sound policy will dictate, should be your first object. Let the strong 
arm of lawful authority interpose to teach brokers and stockjobbers a salutary lesson, 
who would pawn the industry and property of the country. Let no political or per- 
sonal consideration swerve you from.a scrutinizing and fearless discharge of your 
duty, to enforce all proper means to bring back your depreciated state paper to & 
sound specie standard, or lay the axe at the root of the evil. Your firmness and 
decision in restoring them within their chartered limits may confer some of the bles- 
sings contemplated by their framers; and by a sacred preservation of this rule, public 
confidence may again be restored, the price of property become more steady, and the 
laboring classes receive a just compensation as the reward of their industry. Even 
your public treasury has not escaped the rapacity of the times; as your money has 
depreciated, the salaries of some of the officers of the banks have increased in ah 
equal ratio. It is time to place checks upon your treasury that will.in future prevent 
bank directors from even an indirect control of its funds. That power should be 
alone exercised by the representatives of the people. I submit the propriety of lim- 
iting, by law, the salaries of all the bank officers, and of prescribing their number 
and grade. 

<“ The evils which have resulted to the great body of the community from the late 
suspension are great and almost insufferable. It is a very striking instance of the 
radical defects of the entire system in every government, and under every system we 
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may look for revolutions in business, consternation and distress, notwithstanding the 
country may be otherwise ina growing and healthy condition. , These revolutions 
are, in some degree, owing to our commercial regulations. Occasionally the balance 
of trade is against us; we then feel the effects of a foreign debt, following upon exces- 
sive importations, aggravated by the consequent reduction of the priceof our exports 
in foreign markets, and its corresponding depreciation at home. Every few years 
this foreign balance has swept the country of specie, and, of course, deranged the 
currency, and at times paralyzed and frustrated business, bringing ruin upon thousands 
„Of our most enterprising and useful citizens. Such crisis produced the suspension in 
1839, and the misguided policy of many of our banks, by increasing their discounts 
to near half a million of depreciated paper, placed them beyond the possibility of an 
early resumption. Such a course of policy may be checked in future by the enact- 
ment of such laws as will make it not only a forfeiture of the, charter, but fine-and 
imprisonment, for the president and directors to issue or discount daring their suspen- 
sion, or for the issuing, at any time, of a dertain amount of paper,beyond the amount 
of specie in their vaults. So far as the currency of your own state is concerned, you 
have the power to correct the evil. I then respectfully submit the. propriety of a 
thorough investigation into the condition of all the banks; and upon their report 
should mainly depend the character of your future action. If itis found that they 
have been managed with fidelity and prudence, it will tend to restore confidence, and 
remove the strong prejudice that now exists in the publie mind. If, however, your 
apprehensions are not lessened by such investigation, your duty to your constituents 
and justice to the state, will require that no further liabilities shall be incurred by the 
state, (for the present at least), with such conditions and restrictions as will best 
pecs to bring about a better state of things, or prevent a like suspension in 
uture. s 

‘Our experience for the last twenty years has demonstrated that the producing 
part of the community are not, in the end, benefited by ‘the credit system.’ The 
delusions in the splendid mansions and springing up of towns, as if by magic, and the 
flooding of the country with goods from the Mississippi to the Indian boundary, will 
end too often in ruin to the proprietors and owners. Unfortunately for our state, all 
classes have participated in the delusion; and all, more or less have suffered. , ‘When 
the day of reckoning came, the banks were unable or unwilling to meet. the crisis, 
and the whole are now suffering, not only from their own extravagance and overtrad- 
ing, but are reaping the curses of a depreciated currency. This should teach us that 
: credit? is not wealth, and that the safest reliance is upon our frugality and industrious 

abits." : : 

It might be supposed, on reading these eloquent remarks, that Governor Yell was 
writing the history of a community, numbering some one or two millions, among 
whom paper money had been in operation for at least half a century. But he was 
writing the history of a state, whose whole population, according to the census of 


& 1940, white and black, male and female, old and young, amounted to only 97,574, 


among whom paper money banks had been hardly three years in operation. 

The governor's views were not acceptable to the General Assembly, or at least a 
part of them. In their opinion the fault was, not that there was too. much, but that 
there was too littlé banking. One of their first proceedings was to institute an inquiry 
why the branch at Washington had not been put into operation. To this the reply 
was, that the bonds intended to serve as capital for that branch ($300,000,) though 
duly issued, could not be sold; and with this reply they had to be satisfied. . 

Some extracts from a report, signed by the Hon. W. D. Ferguson, and presented to 
the Senate on the 4th of December, will show.the spirit of the times: 

. * The committee on banks, to whom was referred that part of the governor's 
` message that relates to banks, have had the same under consideration, and, after a 
careful and mature investigation of the subject, from the best information within the 
control of the committee, they take pleasure in informing the General.Assembly, and 
ihe citizens of Arkansas, that the fears of the governor, expressed in his message, 
that ‘ the evils which have resulted to the great body -of the community from the 
late suspension, are great and almost insufferable,’ are not chargeable to the banks 
of Arkansas; for, in the opinion of the committee, there was no alternative left for 
the banks of the state, but to suspend specie payments at the time they did, or to act 
recreant to themselves, and ruinous to the citizens of the state, by continuing to pay 
the specie of the people out of their vaults, to the ‘avaricious brokers and specula- 
tors’ of foreign states and cities, as it is a fact well known that the banks in Arkan- 
sas ‘were the last to suspend specie payments. -And why should your banks have 
continued specie payments after all the neighboring states, with whom Arkansas had 
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any intercourse of trade, had suspended specie payment, and specie.had ceased to be 
a circulating medium, but had become an article of trade, and that for exportation, 
unless they wished to gratify the, ‘avarice of brokers and speculators,’ to whom the 
citizens of Arkansas owe no gratitude? p ETE 

‘In examining the principal bank of the state, the committee have had every 
facility afforded them by tbe officers of the bank, and have made a full examination 
of the condition of the bank, and report that they find the bank in a ‘good condition, 
and all the statements in the report of the bank to the General Assembly correct. 
As respects the reports of the branches of the bank, your committee have had no 
means of comparing the reports with the state of the branches; but from the high 
standing.and ability of the gentlemen selected by the legislature, as officers and 
diractors of the several branches, your committee have no doubt of the correctness 
of the reports, which show a safe and sound condition of the branches. 

** The committee, before closing this report, feel themselves called on to express 
to the General Assembly, their full and entire confidence in the- solvency of the 
several banks of this state, and their full ability to make good all their liabilities. 
The confidence of the committee has been founded on the following facts, namely: 
The several banks and their branches are only liable for $995,905 of circulation, 
with available means on hand of $881,278, and having owing to them from the 
citizens of the state $3,838,690, leaving a balance of $3,724 068, out of which the 
banks owe depositors $354,790, which will still leave $3,269,278, in favor of the 
banks, after paying all their present liabilities. From these statements of facts, it 
must be obvious that all the banks are perfectly solvent and their paper good. : But 
there is another fact, which is necessary to be referred to, which is, that the taxable 
property in the state for the current year, amounts to the sum of $25,603,326; and _ 
the whole amount of the circulation of the banks is only $995,905, which is but one 
dollar to represent $25 60 worth of property: which shows conclusively that there is 
a scarcity of mone) in the country; and the committee will give it as their opinion, 
that the restoration of the currency to a healthy standard, rests mainly with the peo- 
ple in establishing confidence among themselves in the solvency of the banks, and 
strenuously maintaining the credit of the paper among themselves in preference to 
paper of the banks of other states in which they have no interest, and over which 
they have no control: and the people of Arkansas, in honor to themselves and in 
defence of the high reputation that. the state now maintains in tre great commercial 
cities of the United States and Europe, for the solvency and punctuality of their 
banks, which has placed the bonds of this state, in the markets of New York and 
London, in high standing. As evidence corroborating these facts, the, committee 
have the assurance of the agents appointed to make the late negotiation of the bonds 
of the state for the Real Estate Bank, and the letter of Frederick Huth & Co., the 
holders of $666,000 worth of Arkansas State bonds, dated London; 3d October, 1840, 
in which they say that the bonds of our state have a high standing in the London 
market. And, while the banks are giving the state such a fair reputation abroad, 
and the banks themselves entirely solvent, the people, on a fair and correct showing 
of the facts, cannot be so recreant to their own interests, and so regardless of the 
interests of this state, as to pursue any course, that would tend to depreciate their 
bank paper, but will mutually'sustain the credit of the currency, by freely receiving 
the paper in all the intercourse and transactions of trade and strenuously defending 
its solvency.”? : : , 

If the committee had taken the pains to reflect a little, they would have become 
convinced that as one dollar may be the instrument of several exchanges in one day 
and of many in the eourse of a year, a very small amount of circulating medium 
was all that was required for the very small amount of commodities the people of 
Arkansas had then to circulate. Instead of there being a deficiency, there was a 
redundancy of currency, as was sufficiently proved by the fact that the notes of both 
the State Bank and the Real Estate Bank were many per cent. below par. But it is 
by fallacies of this kind that the paper money men are always deceiving themselves, 
and that they too frequently succeed, in deceiving others. 

The committe could find nothing wrong in the proceedings of the State Bank and 
its branches, excepting that the mother bank had not made a proper distribution of 
her loans among the different counties, and that the directors had taken too large a 
share of the loans to themselves. We mistake, they found one other thing wrong. 
They “considered the resumption of specie payments by.the principal bank, in 
advance of a general resumption by the banksin the adjoining states, and particularly 
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of the banks of this state, as premature, and that it had not produced any good to 
the country." 

Special committees were appointed to examine the affairs of the principal bank, 
and of e.ch branch; but none of these appear to have acted, except’ that on the 
principal bank. They reported on the 15th of December, that they had performed 
the arduous duty assigned to them: “ had examined dilegently into the affairs of the 
principal bank, and had found it an institution solvent and sound in every particular, 

and one to which the public might extend confidence without danger of disappoint- 
ment." 

Before adjourning, the legislature passed ** an act supplementary to the act incor- 
porating the Bank of the State of Arkansas." This, after making considerable : 
reductions in the salaries of thé officers, provided that no president or director should 
be indebted. to the institution, as principal, in a greater sum than $3,000; nor as 
Security, in a greater sum than $5,000. It further provided that the governor should 
have authority to appoint one or more commissioners, not exceeding three, whose 
cue : should be to examine, from time to time, the condition of the bank and its 

rancnes. 

The Bank of the State and the Real Estate Bank, with thelr superabundant i issues, 
did not satisfy Mr. Ferguson, the chaitman of the joint committee on banks. He 
therefore introduced a résolution—** That our senators in Congress be instructed, 
_and our representative be requested to vote for'a United States or national bank. " 
This was rejected in the Senate, December 17th, by a vote of 14 to 5. A similar 
resolution that it had been, on motion of Mr. Buckner, submitted to the House on 
the 1st of December, was rejected by a vote of 38 to 18. 

In conformity with the provisions of the supplementary act, Gov. Yell appointed 
commissioners to examine the condition of the branches. 

Messrs. C. F. M. Noland and R. C. Byrd, the commissioners appointed to examine 
ihe branch at Batesville, made à report May 15th, 1841, im which they spoke of the 
danger this branch was exposed to, of being drained of its specie in order to pay its 
portion of the interest due on the state bonds. The indebtedness of some ,of the 
officers of the institution exceeded the limit allowed by law; but they expressed the 
opinion that early steps would be taken to correct this evil. They could not close 
their report ‘ without expressing their firm belief that the managementof this branch 
(bank) has always had an eye single to the interests and prosperity of thé institu- 
tion—that favoritism or partiality has never crept into it—and that the bad debts (if 
any) are traceable to any other cause than mismanagement.” 

Mr. R. C. Byrd acted alone in examining the branch at the Post of Arkansas. In 
his report dated March 1, 1841, he says: **I found in use a banking house, which, 
from the plan, loe ility and workmanship, i is one of the best buildings in the state; 2 
but he also says that the debts due to the branch could not be collected, that it would 
take all her eastern funds to pay her quota of the interest due in 1841, 0n the bonds, 
and all her specie to pay the interest due in 1842. ** It'is as clear to me as noonday, 
that the banks of Arkansas cannot do anything in the ‘way of a general banking 
business, for the next five years to come, only to keep a strict watch over debts due 
to them, keep their bills receivable, renewed, and the interest paid on our state bonds 
ab maturity. If this is not done, our credit is lost as a- state, and we cannot recover 
it again in fifty years to come. It strikes me with gre&t'foree that the only way to 
obtain this object is to call in the branches and concentrate all the business to some 
one point, under the management of a strict directory." 

Messrs. David Walker and R. C. Byrd were the commissioners appointed to 
examine the branch at Fay etteville. In their report, dated June 20th, 1841, they 
Say: 

** Having ascertained, as far as practicable, the amount of gold and silver, bills 
and notes of this, and other banks, the notes and bills discounted, and on hand, and 
other credits, the next and far most difficult part of-our duty, was to ECCE: what 
amount of cash-should have been in bank—the manner-in which it has been con- 
ducted—its profits to the state (if any)—and the several subjects of special inatruc- 
iion. We regret to inform you that our investigation of this branch of our trüst has 
been rendered difficult and uncertain for want of the books alleged to have been 
stolen from the bank a few days before our examination commenced; all of which 
have been found, and are still legible, except, that which contained the cash transac- 
tions of the bank, the exchanges and other important entries. This book, when 
found, hnd all the pages containing entries cut out, and thereby precluded the possi- 
bility ‘of an accurate investigation “within the limits of service contemplated by our 
commission. For the purpose of obtaining as full information as practicable, we 
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addressed the cashier, propounding to him such interrogatories as we eonceived most 
inportant. We were particularly anxious to ascertain the amount of specie in bank, 
constituting the actual capital at the time of the suspension—the amount of deposits 
in specie at the time, or since—the amount of exchange sold by the bank, before, at, 
and after the suspension—and the terms upon which it was sold, and directed our 
inquiries on those points.to the cashier, and regret that the means have not been 
furnished ot reporting aecurately on those subjects, the minutes of the directory do 
not furnish evidence, nor are we enabled to ascertain that any account of the cash, 
bills, or notes discounted, has ever been made from the organization of the bank, 
until within the last ten days. . i : i 
The cashier, in his answer to a call made on him, to explain the cause of diminu- 
. tion of specie in the bank after suspension, says, that at the time of the second 
report to the general board, and ever since that time, he has reported a larger amount 
of specie than there was.actually in the bank at the time, but did not state what 
should have been the true amount. He alleged that he acted under the authority of 
the directors, and accompanied his reply with a-letter from one of the directors for 
the purpose of sustaining his assertion. We called: before us and examined four of 
the old directors, and received letlers from two others, for the purpose of being fully 
informed on this subject, and the result of our investigation leads us to conclude 
that, inattentive as the directors appear to have been in scrutinizing the reports, and 
testing their correctness by comparing them with the.cash and notes on hand, they 
never did sanction or authorize a report differing from the facts as they really existed. 
., * "The statement made by the six directors will be found, upon an examination of 
the facts, well sustained. The cashier in his second letter, states that he first mis- 
represented the amount of specie in bank in his report to the general board at the 
commencement of the session of the General Assembly, in the fallof 1838. "The 
reason assigned for misrepresenting the true condition of the bank, is, in substance, ' 
its straighteued circumstances, owing to heavy drains for specie, previously made, and 
to save the credit of the bank.” 

The exact amount of the specie deficit, the commissioners could not ascertain. 
They, however, produced a certificate, showing that, of the blank impressions of 
notes intended for circulation, $35,350 had not been accounted for. The presump- 
tion was that they had been surreptiously issued by Wm. McK. Ball, the cashier." 

The reports of the commissioners appointed to examine the branch banks, were 
published by Gov. Yell in August, 1841. He accompanied the reports with an 
address to the people, in which he said: ; 

* I am not aware, nor do I recognize any code either in morals or politics, that 
would authorize the executive to withhold this information from the publie. If it 
should be considered favorable, it is due alike to the bank and to the country that it 
should be given; on the other hand, if doubts and suspicion are created as to their 
condition and management, it is alike my duty, however painful, to lay the subject 
before the country, and leave the consequences to time and the intelligence of the 
people. And however strong my prejudices may be against the whole system of 
banking, still, as the executive of the state, it is not my desire to indulge in invec- 
tives against fhe banks or their managers, but to present truly ard faithfully their 
condition. 

« The great and radical error is, the ‘system,’ whether national or state banks; 
and the gradual unveiling mystery that surrounded the late Bank of the United 
States of Pennsylvania; will disclose to the people the whole system of swindling 
that has been practiced by too many of. our monied institutions, to enrich a few indi- 
viduals at the expense of the state and the people; and I fear before their final. 
termination, the states and the government are to be brought to the verge of bank- 
ruptey. "is : 

** The present crisis requires.firmness and decision, and no small degree of financial 
ability to sustain our institutions and the credit of the state. l 

** [f the policy is continued for a few years longer, (as shown from the reports of 
the commissioners) of selling their specie to pay their interest on. state bonds, their 
vaults will soon be drained, and the banks left without means to redeem their circu- 
lation. ; g 

** 'The very lucid reports of the commissioners, with their suggestions, have saved 
me the trouble of examining the subject more fully at this time. There are, how- 
ever, some gross and inexcusable violations of the charter, that I cannot; in justice 
to you, pass over without bringing them to your notice, andif they arenot corrected, 
you have the power in your own hands, at the ballot box, to correct the evil; and, if 
I mistake not, the time will shortly come, when our politicians and statesmen, who 
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are the champions of chartered corporations, will learn they have been as blind to 
the interests of their country, as they were deaf to the voice of fame. 

** The policy pursued by all the banks, (as you will learn from the reports), in thé 
sale of eastern exchange, since the suspension, is one of the principal causes which 
has placed them in their present embarrassed condition, which evinces but little skill 
in financiering, or a system of favoritism, which is less excusable. The most of the 
8 |les, since the suspension, have been for Arkansas money, and at rates varying from 
five to ten per cent., while the specie was worth from thirty to forty per cent. premium. 
They should have used their eastern exchange which would answer the same purpose 
as specie, and legs risk, in the payment of interest on their state bonds; but instead of 
meeting the interest account with their bills of exchange, they have been compelled, 
at Batesville and Fayetteville, to ship specie or buy billsto pay their interest account. 
If this policy is'continued, by the meeting of the legislature, there will be but little : 
specie remaining in their vaults. Should this unfortunately be the case, the note- 
holders will be left without the hope of redemption. ' 

** The practice and policy of the respective branches, making large-loans for the 
accommodation of their officers and directors is, in my estimation, in every way 
unjust and highly censurable, and in disregard of the provisions of the charter. Very 
many have received on their own accommodation the full limits allowed under the 
charter, which was not to exceed ten thousand dollars, * directly or indirectly,’ and 
have become security varying from ten to twenty thousand dollars. 

[Here the governor shows that the liabilities of the directors at thethree branches, 
as principals and as securities, amounted to $475,121.) 

** [ do not intend so much fo doubt the security of the debt, as to protest against 
such a policy, which is not only in violation of the charter, but alike opposed to the 
credit of the banks and the best interests of the people. i 

“ Tbe developments in the report of the commissioners who examined the Fayette- 
ville branch (in whose capacity and integrity L have the fullest confidence), may 
render it necessary for me to appeal to the judicial tribunals to prevent further loss 
by the mismanagement of that institution. I bave no other alternative to attain my 
object, without a called session of the legislature, which I consider at this time 
unnecessary and impolitic, thereby creating a large and enormous debt, which I 
desire to avoid; and besides, I have no assurance that the legislature would carry out 
the only policy (a withirawal of the branches) which can save the banks and the 
state from irretrievable loss. 

** [ was not sustained in my policy by the last legislature in relation to the banks, 
and I have no evidence that they have changed their opiuions since; and it is but 
just to presume that'they fairly represented the wishes of their constituent; at all 
events, ‘until I am better convinced of a change in the opinions of the representa- 
tives of the publie mind, I cannot reasonably contemplate a co-operation in carrying 
out such a policy as I consider indispensable to the security of the.banks and the 
credit of the state." 

The letter-books and minute-books of the different boards for the year 1941, reveal 
nothing but trouble. Mr. Bertrand, who was sent on a special mission by the princi- 
pul bank, reported that sundry debtors in St. Francis county were preparing to 
remove their property from the state. February 26th, it was resolved that “in 
consideration of the present state of the bank, no new discounts other than for 
directors should be taken till further orders??? March 25, the directors at the Post of 
Arkansas received news that all their funds in the Union Bank of Louisiana “had 
been attached to satisfy claims by persons holding notes of the branch.” In July, 
it was resolved that M. Greenwood should proceed to New York to settle accounts 
with the North American Trust and Banking company. In October, $15,700 (in 
inconvertible paper) was set aside for the purchase of cotton, to provide, if possible, 
for the payment of the dividend on state stocks due January 1, 1842. This was, 
after news had been received that Mr. Greenwood could not make any satisfactory 
agreement with the North American Trust and Banking Company, and that only one 
of the sureties to the guarantee bond given by said company was worth anything. 

The Batesville branch also made its appropriation 'of ineonvertible bank notes for 
the purchase of cotton, that it might thereby be able to pay its portion of the divi- 
dends on the state bonds; but this process was found go ruinous that it had to be 
abandoned. Every new issue of notes of course diminished their value. - 

The directory at Batesville répelled, with indignation, the charges brought against 
them by Gov. Yell. We “are of opinion that the alleged mismanagement and 
corruption of the Fayetteville branch have been made a pretext for directing a system 
of abuse and oppression against the bank at this place, that is not justified either by 
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the condition or the management of the institution; probably to promote some long 
cherished prejudice against the bankiug system, to accomplish which at this time 
would be ruinous to the community, or for the purpose of giving aid to the favorite 
project of a few wire-workers at Little Rock to centralize and make tributary every 
other section of the state to that place." In this strain the dix ectory proceeded 
through more than five closely written folio pages. 

On the 27th of December, “in consequence of the great difficulty and endless 
delay in Collecting debts due to the banks," and even in prevailing on the debtors to 
renew their notes, * many of whom have suffered suit to be instituted, and which 
are defended and plead against in every possible shape, in order to evade the debt 
entirely, and delay the time as long as possible," the Batesville directory resolved 
** to appoint an agent to proceed to the different counties and make the best arrange- 
ments he could: 

The first proceeding in the year 1841, of the directory at F ateni was, accord- 
ing to their ** minute book,” to resolve * to lend the citizens 45,000 dollars," which 
resolution was carried into effect. On the6th of May, ** the cashier, (Mr. W. McK. 
Ball,) reported to the board the robbery of the bank, and that the four principal books 
of the bank had been taken therefrom. And that, on the advice of Messrs. Dean and 
Murphy, he had offered a reward of five hundred dollars for the robber and the books 
lost, or one hundred dollars for each of the books lost. That two of the books, to- 
wit: the ledger and bill-book had been found, and for the latter be had paid one hun- 
dred dollars to the finder." ‘The board ordered a credit for the amount paid, 
approved of the cashier's course, and directed him to pay the reward offered on the 
return of the other books." : 

On the 4th of June, it was * ordered to pay Negro Jim five dollars for finding a 
mutillated book, supposed to be one of' the books stolen from the bank." .On the 9d 
of July, it was resolved that John Brodie ** be allowed the sum of twenty-five dollars 
for finding the discount book, which was purloined from. the bank, the same having 
been returned, but materially i inj jured | by lying in the water.” 

An examination of the branch, by commissioners appointed by the governor, seems 
not to have been agreeable to the directors, as they, on the 4th of J une, resolved 
“ That the attorney for, this bank be instructed to inquire by what authority David 
Walker and R. C. Byrd, members of the legislature of Arkansas, act as commis- 
sioners for the examination of this bank.”’ 

On the 27th of August, it was resolved that Mr. Boileau is at liberty to proceed, at 
any time that may be convenient to himself, in-the-execution of the trust reposed in 
hira as commissioner.’ 

As late as the 28th m August, it was resolved that, ** as the board had no evidence 
that any defaleation existed on the part of W. McK. Ball, all proceedings against 
him should be suspended till Mr. Boileau should make his report." 

-On the 4ih of October, the cash committee reported that the-books of the bank 
were in such condition that the only way of arriving at a knowledge of its true state, 
was by a laborious investigation, similar to that Mr. Boileau was then making." 

On the same day, it was resolved ** that the president of the bank be requested to 
employ some competent person to bring up the books of this bank from the time of 
their first commencement of busines$ up to the present period.” 

From other testimony 1t would appear that the condition of things was worse even 
than might be inferred from the records of the different boards. Thus the ** Southern 
Patriot’? says: 

'* About twenty men in Phillips county, Arens recently ran of the judge, 
refusing him permission to do his duty, and resolving to hold court themselves. Many 
executions being by law returnable at the last May term of tbat court, and much 
property advertised to be sold; and, moreover, the Real Estate Bank at Hel ena, and 
the branch of the State Bank at the Post, having brought a great number of suits in 
that court, a long petition was got up, signed by: sonie two hundred persons, praying 
the Hon. Isaac Baker, who was to hold ‘the court, not to do so. The petition was 
borne to Columbia, and presented to the judge. Judge Baker proceeded, however to 
Helena, for the purpose of holding thecourt. Finding that he could not be persuaded 
to decline doing the duty imposed on him by iaw and the obligations of his official 
oath, about twenty'men armed themselves, and toek possession of the court house, 
the door of which they barricaded, and refused to permit any person to enter. The 
sheriff attempted to obtain an entrance, and threatened to break down the door. The 
response was that if he did, he would be instantly killed. The sheriff accordingly 
desisted, and made a requisition upon the colonel of the county for fifty men to ena- 
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ble him to suppress the rebellion, but the affair terminated in the full triumph of the 
rebels, and Judge Baker returned home to Columbia." 2 

These reminiscences,may not be pleasant, but they may be profitable. They show 
to what desperation men may be reduced by debt. - . 

The bank and all its branches made.an effort to meet the dividend due on the bonds 
in January, 1842, by purchase of cotton and resale of the same; but the effort did 
little good. With this object in view, $58,810 were put into the hands of the presi- 
dent of the principal bank in September and November, 1841. With $2,250 of this 
money, he bought cotton in Arkansas at 1114 cents on the pound, and sold it at New 
Orleans for 812 cents a pound. Asall the funds realized in this way, would go but 
a little way in meeting the interest on the state debt, the president, on his own 
authority, invested the proceeds (except $291 71, consumed in expenses) in Arkan- 
sas bank notes at 27 or 30 per cent. discount. "The sums of $450 and $1,500 put into 
other hands with a view of purchasing cotton, appear never to have been accounted 
for. Every step the bank took involved it in additional losses. 

The attempt to raise funds by the purchase. and resale of cotton having failed, the 
principal bank, in the absence of other méans of remittance, shipped specie to New 
Orleans, wherewith to buy bills of exchange on New York. In this way the whole 
of the interest due on tbe State Bank bonds in July 1841, $33,656 was paid; and 
$3,68 13 on account ef the interest due on the Ist of January, 1842. This was the 
last payment of interest on state bonds ever made by the bank. 

By his doings, Mr. McK. Ball acquired, if not fame, considerable notoriety. His 
name was mentioned in nearly all the papers of the Union. The following extracts 
from the Philadelphia Journal of Banking, may serve by way of example: 

* August 18,1841. Wm. McK. Ball, cashier of the branch bank of the State of 
Arkansas at Fayetteville, is stated in the Baltimore Patriot, to havé recently 
absconded to Texas, leaving the bank minus some $64,000. No donbt Mr. Ball is, 
as well as Mr. Town, of a very respectable family. 

. September 1, 1841. ** We stated in our last, that no doubt Mr. Ball, the abscond- 
ing cashier of the Fayetteville branclrof the State Bank of Arkansas, was of a highly 
respectable family, as well as Mr. Town, the defaulting teller of the Jacksonville 
branch of the State Bank of Illinois. : 

** Our conjecture has been verified. The editor of a journal published at W est- 
chester, Pennsylvania, states that Mr. Ballisa native of Newcastle county, Dela- 
ware. He studied law in the office of Mr. Darlington, in Westchester, and so excel- 
lent was his conduct and ‘character while residing in vhat borough, that the editor 
thinks there must be some mistake in what is related of his doings in Arkansas. 

*'There may be more than one man in the country bearing the name of Wm. 
McK. Ball; and all bearing that name may at one time have borne a good character, 
and correct in principle: But as our American banking system is the most efficient 
of all systems in converting honest men into rogues, they may all have fallen victims 
to its demoralizing influence. l 

‘ There is no mistake about the character of the doings in Arkansas, whoever was 
the author of them." 

September 29, 1841. ** Mr. Wm. McK! Ball, the cashier of the branch bank of 
the State of Arkansas at Fayetteville, has returned from Texas. He pronounces the 
charge, that he is a defaulter, and declares his intention to ferret out the authors of 
the slancer, and promises that, if successful, they shall be dealt with in proper style, 
let them be great or small. 

t: [t would be quite possible for one bank officer to commit a default, and then so 
arrange matters as to cast suspicion on another. The high regard entertained for 
Mr. Ball in his native state, Delaware, and in Westchester, Pennsylvania, where he 
completed his professional education,.is certainly a strong presumption in favor of 
his innocence.”’ 

January 19, 1842. “Some of the western papers say that Mr. W. McK. Ball, 
once cashier of one of the branches of the Arkansas State Bank, and who was accuscd 
of being a defaulter, has ‘run his slaves into Texas.’ ” 

March 30, 1842. © From the statements in the western papers, there seems to be 
no longer any doubt that Mr. Wm. McK. Ball, late cashier of a branch of the State 
Bank of Arkansas, is a defaulter. He threatened, as our readers may recollect, to 
visit, with signal punishment, those who had brought this charge against him; but it 
appears that he has made his final escape to Texas.” 

Mr. Boileau was engaged from August 22, 1841, to April 29, 1842, in investigating 
the affairs of the branch at Fayetteville, and preparing anew set of books. He 
found that. Mr. Ball was a defaulter in the sum of $33,279 60, or, if the blank 
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imoresstons of notes.that were missing, $12,920, be added, in the total amount of 
$46,199 60. The default was less than Messrs. e and Walker had, in making 
their researches, been led to believe. 

Mr. Ball died in Texas. 

About this time the directors at Fayetteville engaged in what they regarded asa 
masterly movement, though no record was made of it on the book till July 15th, 
1842. Wethen read that— 

« John A. Scott and Charles W. Dean, the agents who were appointed by a resolu- 
tion of the board of directors of this bank, to proceed.to the city of New York with 
$10,000 of the specie of this bank, for the purpose of purchasing a portion of the 
bonds issued by the State of Arkansas to raise funds to put this- branch in operation, 
made a report to the board setting forth the manner in which they had proceeded, as 
agents aforesaid, which geport was received by the board and ordered to be filed with 
the papers of the bank; said agents claimed no compensation over their actual 
expenses.’ 

DE rom another entry under the same date, it appears that the resolution was adopted 
at a private conference of the board on the first Friday in April, but from prudential 
considerations, not then put on the minutes. The cashier was not allowed to be pre- 
sent, and the strictest secrecy was enjoined on the agents. The bonds were at that 
time quoted at 13 to 17 cents in the dollar in the New York market; but the agents 
agents were empowered, if it were necessary,to give twenty cents in the, dollar, or 
even a little more. 

Finding it impossible to purchase the bonds.on those terms, the agents returned to 
their homes, leaving in the hands of S. J. Silvester, esq., à broker of New York, the 
net sum in specie of $9,934 36, with instructions to him to effect what they them- ' 
selves had not been able to accomplish. 

In September the directors appear to have become concerned about their money, for 
we read under date of the 4th of that month: 

** Whereas, no information has beenteceived that the funds have been used a greea- 
ble to the designs of this board, it is therefore considered that the most effectual 
means should be used for the purpose of saving said funds, and guarding them from 
the grasp of speculators. It is therefore considered that an agent should be employed 
forthwith to repair to New York." 

A committee of four was appointed specially to attend to the subject, and it was 
enjoined on the said committee that ** they should exercise great precaution." 

Tt was further resolved, ** That L. Brodie and M. T. Scott be appointed as agents. 
of this bank, that they go on immediately to, Van Buren, for the purpose of procuring 
the indorsement of James A. Scott, on a certificate of deposit for nine thousand, three 
hundred dollars of the specie of this bank, deposited by said Scott, with S. J. Silves- 
ter, of the city of New York.” "Thusthe business involved theeexpenses of jour- 
neys, not only to New York, but to Van Buren also. On one day, December 12, 
1842, resolutions were passed ordering specie to be paid to N. L. Wilson, L. Brodie 
and J. Brodie, for expenses incurred on journeys to Van ‘Buren on business of the 
bank, and to W. L. Wilson for expenses on a similar journey to Little Rock, besides 
$450 to C. W. Dean, in Arkansas money, “ for going to New York and back, again 
on the business of this bank, which journey he performed i in the course of the last 
autumn.’ “This was in addition to the journey in the spring, when Mr. Dean, in con- 
junction with Mr. Scott, deposited the $9,934 16, in the hands of Sylvester. 

To cut a long story short, Silvester did not purchass the-bonds, and the ** extreme 
precaution? exercised by the board did not preserve the money ‘ from the grasp of 
speculators? When Dean, on his second or third visit to New York, requested Sil- 
vester to refund the money, the latter replied that he had instructed his agent in 
London to make the purchase of the bonds if it could be effected on the terms pre- 
scribed, and for aught that he knew to the contrary, the purchase had been made.’ 
What Mr. Silvester's London agent did in the matter, is not on record: but Mr. Dean 
judged it best to leave the business in the hands of Mr. Elijah A. Payne, a lawyer. 
This gentleman charged a liberal sum for his services, but could not prevail‘on Sil- 
vester to disgorge. Finally, Riggs & Co., of Philadelphia, who had a.judgment 

against the bank, by some astute management, succeeded in making Silvester pay 
` over to them a part or the whole of the funds with which he had been intrusted by 
the agents of the bank. 

Thus ended this master stroke of financial policy. Instead of resulting in the pur- 
chase of bonds of the state to the value of $50,000 or more, at from 13 to 20 cents 
in the dollar, as its projectors fondly hoped, it resulted in the loss of the 10,000 silver 
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dollars they appropriated for the object, with perhaps half as much more in lawyer’s 
fees and traveling expenses. : 

1t was not till the year 1844, that the claim on Silvester was transferred to Riggs. 

The minutes of the boards at Batesville and at the Post of Arkansas, for the year 
1842, reveal nothing that here requires particular notice. l "EE. e 

The board at Little Rock seem to have lost confidence in one of their own number, 
as' they on the 4th of January, 1842, resolved, : 

** That a committee be appointed to inquire into the continued absence of John C. 
Johnson, a member of this board: also, whether the said Jobnson has deffauded or 
attempted to defraud this’ bank, in running off negroes and selling them, when the 
said negroes were under mortgage to this bunk: also, in assisting any debtor or debt- 
ors to this bank to abscond with his or their property beyond the jurisdiction of this 
state." d ` 

At the next meeting the committee made a report in which they, to a certain ex- 
tent, sustained the charges brought against John C. Johnson, and he was forthwith 
expelled from the board. 

In the Silvester case, the broker proved too much for the banker: but, in the fol- 
lowing, as recorded under date of January 25th, the banker appears to have got the 
advantage. 

‘©The president, (Mr. Field) reported (verbally) that, while on his way to New 
Orleans, in order to arrange for payment of interest on state bonds, he ascertained 
that a person was on board the boat, following him, for the purpose of laying an 
attachment on the $8,000 specie, on a claim for that amount of branch bank notes, 
under which circumstances he had considercd it most prudent to land the specie at 
the Columbia (Real Estate) branch bank, taking certificate of special deposit in favor 
of Ward, Moftit & Co., New Orleans,’’—all which proceedings were approved by the 
board. ' 

On the minutes of the general board, is spread at length, the report of the presi- 
dent, Mr. Field, respecting the difficulties he had to encounter in his efforts to pur- 
chase cotton wherewith to pay the interest on the state bonds due in January and 
July, 1842. "The whole result was the shipment of some 80 bales to Frederick Huth 
& Co., for the satisfaction of the European holdérs of the bonds. But, it being 
deemed of special importance to pay the interest due on the 5 per cent. bonds he'd by 
the United States government, $8.000 in specie were appropriated for that object. 

These minutes also contain reference to the efforts made to compel the North 
American Trust and Banking Company to pay what itowed. The board made libe- 
ral provisions for the payment of lawyers, but the lawyers had no success. 

The General Assembly commenced its fourth session at Little Rock, on the 7th of 
November, 1842. The auditor (E. N. Conway,) reported, ** that all the interest due 
from the Bank of «the State had been paid in full, to the 1st of July, 1841, inclusive— 
and that the further sum of $8,986 13, had been paid on account of the interest due 
on ist January, 1842. The total sum of interest due trom the bank, on account of 
the state bonds, inclusive of exchange and brokerage,.was $58,331 87, of which the 
sum of $24,671 87, was due on the first day of January, 1842, and $33,650, on the 
lst day of July, 1842. Of the interest due, the sum of $530,000 is payable in London, 
and $28,331 87, in New York. : ` 

Governor ‘Yell, in his message to the General Assembly, expressed himself with 
great force and clearness. ; ' 

** To arrest the downward tendency of things, to restore the honor and credit of the 
state, unshackle her resources and energies, and to reinstate the somewhat unfashi- 
ionable custom of honesty, promptness and economy in financial matters, will be the 
momentous duty of this legislature: and if you are faithful, as I am sure you will be, 
in spite of the clamors of interested classes, you will achieve the lasting gratitude of 
your constituents and the whole country. But the crisis is full of difficulty and 
responsibility, and demands an honest and fearless devotion to tlie public welfaie. 

* We are in the midst of a great revolution on the subject of banking. The 
developments, glaring and startling, of the demoralizing and ruinous consequences 
of the present system, demand at your hands a radical reform. The great mammoth 
or regulator, has fallen, and bank after bank has followed it to destruction ¥ tumbling 
down in its course, the prospects of millions, and devouring the hard earnings of the 
laboring classes. And is it possible the people are so infatuated with their chains as 
to submit quietly, to such oppression and legalized swindling ?—witnessing the pro- 
ceeds of their industry committed to the use of the few who live upon credit, and the 
facilities of the banks? Such a system tends to paralyze industry, prostrate trade and 
commerce, and subject the country to revolutions, dangerous even to our. liberties. 
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* To you, as their representatives, they have, with a generous confidence, entrusted 
a reformation of the present system; and to, you they confidently look for redress, by 
the adoption of some measure that will restore a sound currency, and put an end to 
a system which is as disastrous upon the prosperity, of the country, as it is epuap 
and demoralizing in its tendency. * 

** We still find the banks clinging to the fragment of a, wreck which they can never 
hope to, refit and render useful. . They-Wwill, ere long, find-that some concession must 
be made to public opinion, which has. been roused-to action by their mismanagement 
and fraud: and the subject has now reached a magnitude and importance, that forces 

itself imperatively on the consideration of the appropriate departments of the govern- 
ment, if they-would preserve our political institutions and the prosperity and happi- 
ness of the people. 

“The examination of the condition of the prüiches of.the State Bank, and the 
developments in reldtion to the * hypothecation ? by the Real Estate Bank, of half a 
million of state bonds, have fully demonstrated that all the exhibitions of figures, 
setting forth the condition of the banks, by their reports, give no reliable information 
of their true circumstances, but are too often calculated to mislead and deceive.— 
The condition of the Fayetteville branch fully confirms this impression. And the 
report of the Real Estate Bank to the last legislature is conclusive; where they report 
that the five hundred'state bonds are ** on hand and unsold,” whereas subsequent facts 
have demonstrated that they had been hypothoeated to the. North American Trust 
and Banking Company, nearly three months previous, for the nominal sum of 
$250,000; receiving only the sum of about $125,000, without sanction of law, and in 
express violation of the charter. 

** Tt would be criminal, on my part, to disguise the deplorable condition of our. 
banking institutions, and the fearful prospect of loss by their mismanagement, which 
is likely, ultimately, to fall upon the people. To sustain the credit of the state, 
resort must be had to further and or EE taxation, if the d extravagant and 
ruinous system is longer continued. 

** By reference to the reports of the condition of the banks at the date of their sus- 
pension in October, 1839, compared with their present condition, (independent of the 
interest due on their bondsSamounting to about the sum of$149,501, due in specie 
or par funds,) it. will be seen that the sum of $80,000 or $100,000 in specie, has been 
abstracted from the vaults, by embezzlement, and by the short- sighted poliey of tak- 
ing the specie to pay the interest on the ponds, whilst they refused to redeem their 
cir culation, which keptit at the ruinous discount of from 25 to 60 per cent., thereby 
giving a preference to their foreign creditors, without the most remote possibility of 
being able to resume. This system of financering has been pursued until their specie 
is nearly exhausted; they are at last unable to pay their interest. Our bonds are now 
under protest, and the price of our stock reduced to a point but little better than the 
stock of the late Bank of the United States. 

** Is not their con. ition, of itself, sufficient to require at your hands an act eating 
the whole in a course of liquidation, giving such time as justice to the state will war- 
rant, with as little pressure upon the community as possible, so as to be able, with 
the means and assets of the bank, to take up their circulation, and to pay their inter- 
est punctually, and finally the bonds themselves? 

* However reluctant to acknowledge the fact, it is nevertheless true, that our 
treasury is not in a condition, ‘nor willit be, to pay the interest on the state bonds, 
which is now, or will become due, for the next few years. 

** Our citizens are already oppressed by taxation, to meet the expenses of the state 
government. lam not prepared, therefore, to recommend an inereased taxation, for 
the purpose of meeting the interest on the state bands; but prompt and energetic 
measures should be adopted, with the means and assets of the banks, to effect ‘such 
objects upon all such bonds as have been sold in good faith, and in strict accordance 
with the bank charters. 

“ However much the people of Arkansas may be disposed (and none are more 80) 
to sustain her faith and credit, in the payment of allj Just and legal claims, she would 
nevertheless be unworthy of the character of a sovereign state, if she tolerated for a 
moment the idea of paying for bonds illegally and fraudulently disposed of. * # 

** W e are not without hepes, by a prudent and judicious, but pr ompt exercise of a 
corrective power upon our banking privileges, that we may yet enjoy better times. 
Industry and economy bave again made their appearance, and if they continue, will 
insure plenty, prosperity and contentment. Our troubles are not without their advan- 
tages; they give us the wisdom of sore experience, and stand.as becon lights to guide 
us in future. Upon close examination, we find our misfortunes have been produced 
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by. blunder and follies in which we have too long acquiesced. Then letus not despair; . 
the industry of our hardy popülation, and the ample resources of our young state, bid 
us be of good cheer, and look-to the fertile fields of our own rich valleys and beauti- 
ful prairies, as a sure indemnity against all the evils which havé swept, like ‘a deadly 
sirocco,’ over this once prospérous ani flourishing people.. I have full confidence 
that, if this mode is carried out, we shall have money sufficient to meer all the legiti; 
mate wants of the couttry,without- encouraging {the credit'system,’ which is cerlain 
to end in loss, and often in ruin, to states as well as individuals. There is a portion 
of the community which will not be satisfied with such a policy. I have no doubt; if 
the whole wealth of the country was applied to their use, it would be’ inadequate t 
theit wants. ; 

«The main object, however, will be accomplished, if you can give the country a 
sound and constitutional currency, and secure the note holders against loss and impo- 
sition, with the means at our command, and the exports of the country. Weshall 
then, in a few years, attain to a sound and healthy condition. 

« The adyocates of a sound and constitutional currency have, heretofore, been 
struggling in a bare minority, against associated wealth, composed of bankers, bro- 
kers, speculators and stock-jobbers, whose course of policy, has well nigh ruined the 
country, with a depreciated currency, and a consequent diminution in the priee of 
property and the products of the soil. 

** The standard of a sound and constitutional currency has been unfurled, and be- 
neath its ample folds, thousands of our laboring classes have taken their stand, and 
if they are faithful in the cause, they will ultimately drive the money changers from 
the temple they have polluted.’ Pare : 

Sentiments such as these ought to commend themselves tó the people of Arkansas, 
both now aud ever hereafter; and not to the people of Arkansas only, but to those of 
the whole Union. : 

Governor Yell found the General Assembly of 1842—43 much more disposed to 
co-operate-with him than was the General Assembly of 1840—' 41. They instituted 
searching inquiries into the manner in which the bonds of the state had been disposed 
of, and made as minute inquiries into the condition of both the Real Estate Bank 
and the Bank of the State as circumstances would permit. : 

A part of the result of their labors was the passage of an aet to place the Bank of 
the State-in Hquidation. i i 

By this it was provided that the legislature should elect a financial receiver, an 
executive receiver, and an attorney for the principal bank and each branch, which | 
officers should hold their situations for two years, and have, subject to the various 
provisions of the act, the sole control of the affairs ot the institution. . 

They were forbidden to make new loans, and required to collect from the debtors'to 
the bank, what was due from them, in installments, so that the whole should be col- 
lected in ten years. ` 

The notes of the bank and its branches were, in the first place, to be received in 
payment of debts due the bank, and after these notes shouid all be redeemed, then 
any bond, scrip, or obligation of the state, for the payment of money, whether due or 
not. Thus the debtors were not only aliowed ten years to pay what they owed, but 
were allowed to make payment in paper which was depreciated many percent. below 

ar. e 

Under the provisious of this act, all the assets of thebank at Little Rock were, on 
the 9th of June, 1843, transferred to S. M. Rutherford, as executive receiver, and 

John H. Crease, as financial receiver. 

: At Batesville, the transfer was made, on the Ist of July, to Thos S. Drew, finan- 
cial receiver, and J. Chapman, executive receiver. ' 

At Fayetteville, the transfer was made on the 21st of July, to David G. Harris, 
executive receiver, and James McKissick, financial receiver. : 

At the Post of Arkansas, the transfer was made on the 15th of fune, to Samuel 
Mitchell, executive receiver, and Wm. A. Doherty, financial receiver. 

The attorneys elected were, at the principal bank, S. H. Hempstead; at Batesville, 
Lewis B. Tully; at Fayetteville, A. B. Greenwood; and at the Post of Arkansas, M. 
W. Dorriss. J 

By another act passed during the session, the State Bank was directed to reimburse 
to the state $15,000 in specie, of thesurplus revenue received from the United States. 
This was vetoed by the governor, but became a law by a.constitutional majority of 
both houses. This specie was applied to the payment of the wages of the members 
of the legislature. ] 


Judge Baker presented a memorial, praying that provision might be made for the 
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payment-of his EAD in the constitutional currency pf the United States. But the 
committee on the judiciary in the Senate‘ reported: 

«That the memorialist occupied. the office of judge at a time when the-revenue of 
the state was payable and collected in ‘depreciated. bunk paper; and that the fact was 
known to the memorialisi at the time of his acceptance of his office as judge. It 
was a fict susceptible of clear demonstration at the time, without any great skillin 
financiering, that all the functionaries of the state, would receive their pay in such 
currency as was receivablein payment of taxes due the state, and the acceptance of 
an office with a full knowledge of these- facts, amounted to a tacit agreement, at 
least, that the officers would be satisfied to receive the money- which constituted the 
revenue of the state, in satisfaction of their claims." 

At this time, * Arkansas money ” was at the rate of from two and a half to ihr. rze 
for one in “ good money," so that a judge with a nominal salary of $1,500, received 
the equivalent of only from $500 to &600 i in specie. 

As, after November, 1839, rot one dollar in specie was paid into the state treasury, 
the payment of postage on the letters addressed to them, gave no little embarrass- 

mant to the public functionaries at.Little Rock. This difficulty was at length over- 
come by the ingenuity of the joint committee on the auditór/s and treasurer’s books. 


In their report of December 23, 1842, they said: 


* Your committee would further suggest, that there has been, at different times, 
very considerable sums applied.to the payment of postage for the different depart- 
ments of government, and it has to be settled with Arkansas money, the state, not 
unfrequently, pays inordinately large sums to procure specie to liquidate sums in 
themselves inconsiderable. x 

* The only remedy the committee are able to propose is, that the State Bank, or 
those. who hold its funds, after it is put into liquidation, shall be required to place 
under the control of the state tr easurer a sum in specie sufficient to cover the expenses 
of postage." 

So long as the Bank of the State and the Real Estate Bank had power to lend, the 
financial affairs of the State of Arkansas proceeded smoothly enough. But as soon 
as the ability to lend ceased on the part of the banks, fiscal embarrassments began.

E notes and bills due to the bank, the ‘annual interest, was upwards of 
$100, 

On the other hand, the interest on the bonds issued and sold for the benefit of the 
bank, amounted to $68, 450 a year. 

Such was the condition of the Bank of is State of Arkansas and its branches, at 
the time their affairs passed into the hands of receivers. 

As theré were about $36,000 in specie at Batesville, and upwards of $19,000 at 
Fayetteville, it was an object of some moment to preserve this treasure from the 
grasp of the judgment crediters of the bank. This gave no liltle concern, if we may 
judge from a letter which the financial receiver at Little Rock, on the 19th of July, 
1843, addressed to the financial and executive receivers at Batesville: 

s You will, of course, use every precaution not to hazard an attachment of the 
specie, and I thiok it would be well that some general concert of action should be 
taken on that subject. The governor promised to elicit all the necessary legal infor- 
mation and advise with us. He is, however, still absent at Fayetteville. The small 
amount, $5,379 37, transferred by the Post of Arkansas branch, was in gold, and 
easily brought up in the receiver's.trunk, without suspicion, at the time it ,was 
removed. Buta lot of silver cannot be so quietly managed. And my present im- 

ression is, that it wall be best to sell the silver, deliverable as wanted, in Batesville. 
ut this is a mere opinion. And the united judgment of yourselves and the execu- 
tive will best decide on the right way.’ 

-At the principal bank at Little Rock, no less than 306 bills and notes were, be- 
tween the 91st of September ‘and the 24th of October, 1843, put into the hands of 
attorneys for suit; and both there and at the branches, such other nreasures were 
taken as it was thought would best secure the collection of the debts due to the bank. 
But so little success attended these efforts, that the whole amount collected up to 
. Oetober, 1844, a period of 16 months, was only $159,111 04. 

The smallness of the amount was owing only in part to want of inclination in the 
debtors to make payment. It was owing, in a great degree, to want of ability. About 
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this time there was one of the greatest bank reyvulsions -ever khue in this or any 
other country. The bank note circulation of the United States, which was, accord- 
ing to the returns inade to the treasury department, $149,000,000 near the 1st Janu- 
ary, 1837, was, bythe first of January, 1843,-reduced to. about $59,000,000. Such a 
reduction of currency no nation could-sustain without the most disastrous conse- 
quences, especially as such reductions are always attended with a ruinous loss of con- 
fidence. . The evil was felt most sensibly in September, 1842, when there was a terri- 
ble convulsion among the banksin New Orleans, the effects of which were experienced 
throughout the Union- As has heen said, ** we then touched, bottom, and we remained 
at the bottom tilll May, 1843." After that there was a gradual. improvement; in 
some of the states a comparatively rapid improvement; in others a slow one; but in 
ov if any, go slow as in Arkansas. Being the last to embark in paper money] bank- 
, it was natural that she should be the last to recover from its illeffects. 

"he General Assembly commenced its fifth session on the 4th of November, 1844, 
The first subject to which Govérnor Drew, in his message, called their attention, was 
the Bank ef the State. 

He stated that but few of its notes were then to be met with i in m transac- 
tions, and recommended such an amendment of the liquidation act as would author- 
ize the immediate receipt of state bonds in payment ot debts due to the bank. | 

** You are aware," he continued, ** that many of the debts are in a precarious con- 
dition. I have no doubt thata resort to harsh measures would, in a majority of instan- 
ces, render collections still more. difficult, if not impossible. " In another place he 
speaks of “local combinations" having “already been made “to interfere to some 
extent with the collection of debts due to the bank." And, again, in another place, 
of the ** late floods of our rivas, which have proved so destructive to the crops, as to. 
forbid the hope that any considerable amount of bank debts will, or can be paid 
during the current year, from the sales of cotton or other. agricultural produce." . 

“Under these circumstances, I do not feel justified in advising any additional tax 
on the people, who are already very heavily burdened. And yet we are without the 
means in hand to pay the accumulated and still accruing interest upon our state bonds, 
This was not, I trust, and in justice should not be attributed to a gpirit of repudiation. 
Our escutcheon lias, so far, been preserved free from the stain; and I sincerely hope 
and confidently believe, it will be, in all time to come. Our failure to^pay has 
resulted from inability, and not, Iam sure, from indisposition to meet fully and 
promptly all our just liabilities, And Iam equally -sure, so soon as the requisite 
means shall be-in our possession, none will have just cause of complaint. of our-delin- 
quency. iei 

*€ In view of our deam a it may-be wisé-to consider of the causes which 
have produced them; for, if such a retrospect cannot remedy the evils of the past, it 
may serve as a salutary lesson in the future. And here we are met-at the very outset 
wilh the now obvious imprudence on the part of our’ infant state, of incurring such 
an enormous debt for the establishment of banks, which, without the ability. to « create 
real elementsof prosperity, gave fictitious values to every species of property, représsed 
and retarded the -devolopment of the true resources of oursoil and people, -and at 
length exploding, have left us the crippled victims of visionary speculation. The 
pursuits of our people, and the condition of our country, just emerging from the 
wilderness, did not then, and do not now, justify the use of banking facilities, if at 
all, to the ‘extent provided; and of which we availed ourselves, as it seemed, ina 
spirit of emulation, ef. the extravagance of other states, rather (han in accordance 
with our real want and substartial means. The highly inflated state of the currency 
in all parts of the Union, at the time our banks went into operation, with the other 
causes I have mentioned, all contributed to lessen the value of each man's accom- 
modations, while in ihesame ratio, it added to-the debt contracted and to be paid now. 
Few, I apprehend, have ever been’ able to realize any profit from their so called 
accommodations, whilst almost every one has a loss to regret. In these I trace-the 
present embarrassment `of eur state and people; and hence our inability to pay our 
debts. But while we cannot pay, we will neither deny, or repudiate them. We only 
ask a little time, which judiciously improved, will enable us once more to stand before 
the world unembarrassed and outof.debt. Sincerely entertaining these hopes, I con- 
fidently express themi. From my knowledge of the character of the state, in regard 
to irs people and resources, I kndfy it has all the elements of true greatness and pros- 
perity; and that these only require time, and. freedom from embarrassment, for their 
full and successful.development. And in this hope; L again urge upon you, and our 
common constituents, to learn wisdom from the severe ordeal of experience through 
which we have passed, ] and from which we are not yet free." 
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At this session, a memorial was received from Frederick Huth and other European 
holders of the bonds of the state, praying that prompt measures should.be taken to 
insure the payment of the interest thereon. Of course, it was impossible, in such-a 
condition ef things as was described by Governor Drew; for the legislature to do any 
thing effective. 

The auditor, E. N. Conway, reported that, on the 1st of October, 1844, the interest 
due by the State Bank on account of eleyen hundred and sixty-nine state bonäs sold 
by it amounted to $214,447 50, of which the sum. of $116,907 50 was payable in New 
York, and $97,590 in London. The regular and undisputed interest due by both 
the State Bank and the Real Estate Bank, on account of bonds :sold by them, 
amounted to $504,507 50, of which the sum’ of $377,807 50 was payable in New 
York, and $126,700 in London. From this it appears that, if the European bond 
holders suffered, the American suffered also. 

The auditor further reported, that he had “ assisted the bank receivérs and state 
treasurer, in comparing with the records and burning notes of the Bank of the State 
of Arkansas and its branches amounting in the ag gregate to $1,007,760; and alsə in 
like manner in burning blank bank note impr essions, amounting to $3, 159 070. The 
amount of all the riotes ever issued by this bank and branches, is reported to this office 
to be $1,216,900." . 

Certain parties, it is said, deeply regretted this burning of the notes, hopitig that 
the day might come when /* they would again be useful. » 

Very much of the time of this General Assembly was occupied with ihgniries into 
the circumstances attendant on the sale of the state bonds, and with efforts to arrive 
at a knowledge of the exact condition of the State‘and Real Estate Banks and their 
branches. 

The joint committee took ‘a memorandum of the notes whose drawers ‘and 
indorsers had been indulged” at the principal bank, * and no good reason suggested 
itself to them why the discrimination should have been made.” 

A resolution was passed by the House, declaring that * there was just reason for 
believing that there had been gross mismanagement, or negléct of duty and favorit. 
ism,” at ; Batesville. 

A committee reported that **the receivers at Little Rock have substituted others 
in place of: old debtors, to the amount of about $140,000: but^we have no means of 
judging whether these changes have operated to the benefit or prejudice of the bank.” 

By an act passed at this session, the office of executive receiver was abolished, and 
the duty of winding up the affairs of the bank was devolved on the financial receiver 
and an attorney at “each office. By the same act it was provided that state bonds 
should be received in payment of debts due to the bank. 

By tlie general appropriation act passed at this session, an éntire change was made 
in the fiscal system of the state. This provided that all par funds then in possession 
of the financial receiver of the State Bank, or that might thereafter come into his 
possession, should be immediately transferred to the state treasury. These were to 
be used first in paying the members and officers of. the General Assembly what was 
due to them, and then to discharge such other liabilities of the state as had been 
incurred during the first quarter of the fiscal year, commencing on the Ist day of 
October, 1844., After that, if there should not be a sufficiency of „par funds in tke 
treasury, the treasurer was required to issue his warrants, bearing no interest, for the 
amount due to the public claimants. These treasury warrants were made receivable 
in payment of taxes or revenue due to the state, and also in payment of debts due to 
the State Bank and its branches. 

All legal liabilities of the state incurred before the 1st of October, 1844, were to 
be discharged i in such funds as the treasurer had then in possession. Thus two fiscal 
mediums were established; bank notes for liabilities incurred before the Ist of Octo- ' 
ber, 1844; and treasury warrants for those incurred subsequent to that date.. At this 
time, Arkansas bank notes were at 50 per cent. ‘discount. As this act prohibited the 
receipt thereof in the payment of taxes, it hid no-tendency to enhance their value. 

By ánother provision of this act it was declared that all funds in the State Bank in 
which the state had an interest, should be regarded, not, as heretofore, as part of the 
capital of the bank, but as a deposit in said bank to the credit of the state, to be 
drawn under appropriations made by the General Assembly. 

Governor Drew returned’ the bill with his objéctions.. lt made, as he conceived, 
invidious distinctions among public officers and publie claimants. There were but 
$3, ,132 18 in specie in the vaults of the bank, and every cent of this would be 

sorbed in paying the officers and members of the present General Aisembly,, and 
those public creditors who had rendered services between-the Ist of October and the 
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21st of December. To meet the residue of the appropriations, it would be necessary, 
previous-to the next meeting of the legislature, to issue over $80,000 in treasury 
notes or warrants. Under the provisions of the bill, not one dime in specie would 
find its way into the state treasury, and the treasury warrants must, of necessity, 
undergo.a great'depreciatión. —. , 

Notwithstanding these objections of the governor, the bill was passed: by a consti- 
tutional majority of both houses, and became a law on the 10th of January, 1845. 

Another and still more iniportant measure was adopted by the General Assembly. 
It was taking the initiatory steps for such an amendment to the.coristitution as would 
prevent hereafter the establishment of paper money banks within the bounds of the 
state. So far as can be gathered from the journals, the measure.was unanimously 
adopted, or.at least, without a formal. division on the main- question in either the 
House or the Senate. The experience of seven years had convinced the people and 
their representatives, that this kind of-banking, instead of being productive of the 
benefits its.projectors had promised, was fraught with the greatest evils to tlie com- 
munity at large. 

Inthe records of the different boards for the years 1845 and 1846, we find nothing 
that here requires especial notice, excepting the following in the Batesville minutes, 
under date of April 13th, 1846. - 

** On this day Wm. C. 'Bevens, as financial receiver of the branch of the Bank of - 
the State of Arkansas, at Batesville, and Isaac Baker, as attorney of said branch 
bank, met as a board for the purpose of transacting the business of said bank: 

*: And whereas, it is believed by said board to be impossible, by suit to collect debts 
due the bank, ‘and that the institution of suits-might tend to embarrass future action 
of the legislature in regard to this branch, and increase excitement and promote com-, 
bination among debtors, it is therefore resolved, that the attorney recurn to. the bank 
all notes of the bank in his hands upon which suits have nos been brought, as well as 


a 


all notes sued on arid filed in court.” ‘ 

This was the branch, the directors.of which had so indignantly repelled Governor 
Yell’s charge of mismanagement. The greatest amount of bad debts thatthey would 
in September, 1841, admit to bedue to tlie branch was $7,591, and of doubtful $9,000. 
The events of the next two or three years sufficiently revealed the true character of 
the.mass of the debts due at Batesville. All that-was collected there in two years, 
from lat October, 1844, to 1st October, 1846, was $9,155 04, and this-was,in paper 
depreciated many per cent. below pur. The collections per annum hardly exceeded 
the interest that accrued in three months. 

The General Assembly commenced its fifth session on the-2d of November, 1846. 

** The energies of the government," says Governor Drew, ** have already become 
palsied. » With-an empty treasury for years, with a ruined state credit, and an apathy 
on the part ofall to move in even the attempt to retrieve our credit, it has become 
my duty to present fully, not only the présent ruinous. state of our finances, but to 
assume the responsibility of pointing to the only possible remedy. to 

** The financial history of the'state exhibits a series of blunders. 

“ The first legislature, under the constitution, provided for the levy of one-fourth 
of one per cent. upon tlie sworn assessed valuation of such kinds of property as that 
body saw proper to subject to taxation; which; when the assessment was made, discov- 
ered to the executive the prospeet of a large surplus; and induced that officer to issue 
‘his proclation for a called session; with a view to its reduction. 

'" At the'called session, [that of-1837-38], the committee upon banks appear to 
have conferred with that on revenue, and immediately an idea was entertained, (and 
it must have prevailed pretty generally,) that the establishment of a state bank, the 
property of the state, afforded the means, and when onée put into successful opera- 
tion, would serve the purpose of freeing the people from taxation altogether! 'The 
levy was consequently fixed at one eighth of one per ceát and until the bank should 
have declared a sufficient dividend for that purpose, the legislature authorized drafts 
to be drawn upon the surplus revenue of the general government, then deposited with 
the state: and which, in the body of the charter of the State Bank, was placed as so 
much capital, and upon the faith of which as a basis, the directors were authorized to 
issue the usual amount of circulation. pi ' : NP" 

** It appears to have been at least doubted at the time,. whether one eighth of one 
per cent.-would be sufficient to meet the current expenses of the state government, as 
this provision for drawing on the surplus revenue..affords abundant evidence. "The 
legislature, by the dnfortunate connection of the bank with the revenue of the State, 
set out in the establishment of a system which-contained the seeds of its own de- 
struction. : : 
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** The almost entire absorption of that fund, at or about the close of the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, left the state no other means to meet the heavy appropriations then 
made for the current expenses of the government for 1845 and 1846, (and the pay- 
ments outof which amount to the sum of $107,921,) than the limited means afforded 
by a levy of one eighth of one per cent. on $20,600,000 worth of taxable property, ` 
which produced a sum less than one half the required amount. The attempt at the 
late session to improve the finances of the state by the issue of treasury notes, calling 
them par funds, and requiring the pay ment of all public dues to be made in gold and 
silver or par funds, in place of worthless bank paper, without providing the necessary 
means to meet such requirement, was as futile as it was ill-advised.” 

The receipts into the treasury for the two fiscal years ending October 1, 1846, were 
in all $51,948, .of which $7,381 99 was in specie, $90,399 19 in treasury. warrants, 
. and $24,143 42in Arkansas bank, notes. : 

The governor dwelt at some length on the inconveniences of this currency. **If 
$1,500 is a tair salary for a judge of the supreme court, and he receives that amount 
in scrip worth $750 00, he feels himself at least disappointed when he recurs to that - 
portion of the constitution of the state that provides that sueh salaries shall be 
neither raised nor diminished during his continuance in office. In the present state 
of our finances, his salary is subject to variation every week, dependent upon jobbers 
in this species of paper, that rarely ranges in the market above one-half of its face.” 

* Should the legislature continue to pursue the ruinous policy of paying off that 
body, with its necessary expenses, ranging from twenty to thirty thousand dollars in 
these depreciated * promise to pay,’ without providing proper and present available 
means to sustain and give credit to this almost worthless paper—its further deprecia- 
tion will be such as to sink the credit of the state beneath any stretchof calculation. 
For this purpose nothing is plainer than the absolute necessity of augmenting thelevy 
and extending the range of taxable articles. Should the representatives of the peo- 
ple'be uhwilling to assume this responsibiiity, they will doubtless feel the necessity 
of making the first move towards the abrogation of the state government, a góvern- 
ment which ten years of experience will have proved, is now, and would at the outset 
have been impracticable, but for the fortuitous circumstances of the distribution by 
the general government of the surplus revenue among the several states." 

ln contormity with the recommendation ot the governor, an act was passed extend- 
ing the list of articles subject.to taxation, and increasing the levy to one-fourth of 
one per cent. of the assessed valuation. This measure, in conjunction with a resolu- 
tion dectaring that all treasury warrants, whether issued for special or general pur- 
poses, should be receivable for all state dues, and thus, for lands as well as for taxes, 
raised the warrauts nearly to a par with silver. Their previous rate of depreciation 
was from 40.to 60 per cent. This resolution was, at the suggestion of Mr. A. H. 
Rutherford, brought before the house, by Mr. Fletcher, of Mississippi county, ata 
late hour on the last day of the session, and was the last resolution adopted by that 
General Assembly. 

Mr. A. E. Thornton, the financial receiver at Little Rock, stated in his report 
that, ** when he came into office, he found that every dollar of thé specie means of the 
bank had been exhausted, in consequence of which he had no little difficulty in meet- 
ing the demands on thebank. In some instauces, the property of the bank had been 
sold under execution at a.sacrifice, fur want of funds to protect it; and in others, the 
receiver had been compelled to resoit to the sale of Real Estate Bank paper, at the 
current price in the market, to provide specie means with which to redeem the real 
estate of the bank, meet incidental expenses," etc. : 

The joint committee on banks reported that they had examined the report of the 
financial receiver at Little Rock, and found it a true representation of the condition 
of the principal bank. 

Governor Drew had suggested the propriety of calling in the branches, or of dis- 
posing of the assets of the bank to the highest bidder, for part in prompt payment, 
and the balanee in one, two and three years. On these points, the committee differed 
irom him. In their judgment, “ the assets of the bank could not be brought into 
market at this time, without a Serious sacrifice of the interests of the bank. The 
committee also believed that the branches could not be called in at this time, without 
a heavy loss to the state, and a great injustice to debtors. of the branches." ` 

The governor had, in his message, called attention to a correspondence between 
himself and the Hon. David Hume, a member -of the British parliament, and & 
holder of a portion of the bonds of the State of Arkansas. This part of the mes- 
Sage was referred to the committee on ways and means, and Mr. Gaines, on behalf of 
that committee, made a report, which possesses no little interest, as it shows that

gloomy:though the prospect then was, the doctrine of repudiation received no sanction 
from the people of Arkansas or their representatives. ` 
** The bonds,” said Mr. Gaines, ** were issued for the beriéfit óf the banks of this 

state, to whosé management and means the legislature. which authorized their issue. 
looked mainly for the payment of the interest as well as their final redemption. 

The failure of these institutions to answer.the ends -of their creation, has been and 

still is a source of great regret and embarrassment to the state authorities, as well as 

to the whole people of the state, and although we .now sée and deeply lament the 

errors into which a former legislature went by authorizing their issue, yet ihe štep 

has been taken by those to whom the people confided the legislation of the state, and 

ihe presentis not the time to question the propriety of ‘the measure; but the duty 

devolves upon us to remedy, if in our power, thé evil already. existing, and if possible 
to maintain the faith and ultimate.credit of the state. In-the first place, it cannot be’ 
denied that the era at which the acts authorizing the issue of those bonds was passed, 

was one memorable in the history of the commercial as well as thé political world, 

for bank manias and speculative stock-jobbing, and it isnot surprising that our prede- 

cessors, comparatively withóut experience in banking, should have been carried away 

by the fictitious appearance of things existing, while the most experienced and 
enlightened statesmen of the age were led into errors innumerable and irretrievable 
by the same bewildéring influence. This unreal state of things, by which paper aud 

bank credits were substituted for money, existed throughout the civil, political and 

commercial world, and in no part to greater extent than in our own country. At that 

period, confidence in the credit system prevailed to an extent which. produced alike 

the downfall and ruin of private as well as public enterprise, and spread like a sweep- 

ing pestilénce its ‘disastrous effects throughout the length and breadth of our own 
betoved land. Arkansas, sparsely settled, destitute of wealth, except her nativesoil 
and hardy and industrious inhabitants, procured a credit in foreign markets, to which 
her limited resources - did not entitle her, and which proved alike embarrassing and 
injurious to her, and'to those who_confided in her ability to meet her engagements. 
Her bonds were readily fegotiated in thé market not-for specie or money, but for 
what wus then termed par funds, which meant bank: credits, and which formed a part 
of the mushruom system then prevailing. These funds were placed to the eredit of 
our banks in eastern cities, and soon merged into individual debts due the banks, and 
payable in their own issues. Soon-after this, a general reaction took place in :he 
United States, and indeed in the whole commercial word, by’ which credit was 
destroyed and confidence lost, and our state having neither wealth nor commercial 
advantages to sustain her banking institutions, they went down, and their paper 
ceased to answer the purposes’of even an internal circulating medium, and in many 
instances, depreciated in the hands of the holders, and would not answer the purpose 
of meeting the accruing interest on the state bonds. Hence, as soon as the banks 
exhausted the'small amount of specie which they retáined from the proceeds of the 
sale of the state bonds, in paying the accruing interest thereon, they became unable 

to comply with the provisions of their charters, which required them to meet the 
interest on the bonds, -to which provision the state, as well as the'bondholders, looked 
with confidence at the time the sales of the bonds were effected. .Itis elear, from 
the reading of the charters, which were before all the contracting parties, that the 
people did not anticipate a direct tax to pav thebonds. The state stood as collateral 
security for their ultimate redemption. The downfall of the bank left the people 
without a circulating medium, and generally much .embarrassed,- which embarrass- 
ment soon manifested itself also in the state treasury, which had been supplied by a 
tax collected from the people,.under the then existing laws, in the paper of those 
institutions, which paper was greatly under par. The legislature has finally been. 
driven to the necessity of refusing tlie paper of either bank for taxes, and on account 
of the present embarrassment of the'treasury, had to resort to a much higher levy 
to meet the current expenses of the state, and arrears due, growing out of former 
expenses of the state government, which must operate oppressively on the people, in 
their present embarrassed condition. The object of the correspondence, on the part 
of the bondholders; is understood to be to ascertain whether the legislature will deem 
it their duty, under existing circumstances, to levy a direct tax on the people tu meet 
the interest accrued and accruing on the bonds; in answer to which, your committee 
are of opinion, first, that neither the people nor the legislature which authorized the 
issue ot the bonds in the bank charters, ever contemplated a direct tak to pay either 
principal or interest, until the assets. and means of the banks were, first, all applied to 
"that object; secondly, that such a tax would, at the present time, be extremely unjust, 
onerous and oppressive to the people, and would be more than they could well bear; 
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and would tend greatly to retard the growth of the state, and thereby, perhaps, for- 
- ever put it out of the power of the stateauthorities to redeem the bonds. Jf it is the 

desire of the holders of the bonds to know what course the legislature are disposed 
to take in regard. to these institutions, we answer that both of them have been placed 
in liquidation, with a view to wind up and secure their assets, which are to be applied- 
to the payment of the state bonds isstied for their benefit, and to no other purpose ; 
and the officers of both institutions are authorized to take in payment of the debts 
due to the bank, the bonds of the state; or to exchange property with the holders of 
the bonds at fair and equitablerates. The process of liquidation has not yet-absorbed 
the circulation, which is being paid in ón account of debts due to the bank. There- 
fore-the banks have not realized any available funds which could be applied to the 
-payment of either principal or interest of the state bonds; nor can we, just now, look 
forward to the day when we may anticipate better funds. We look to the payment 
of the bonds as the ultimatum of all that is desired by the acts placing the banks in 
liquidation, after the circulation shall be absorbed; therefore we deem them good in 
payments, but have mot the present ability to redeem them from the holders, except in 
the way indicated. If it be charged that the state is acting in bad faith to thé bond- 
holders, we reply that we have tried to preserve inviolate the means and assets of 
the banks, for the purpose of liquidating the claims against them, and the state bonds 
issued for their benefit; and it was to these means that all parties looked for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest at the time the bonds were negotiated. Candor 
compels us to admit that, after all the means of the bank shall be exhausted, there 
will still remain a considerable deficit, which must devolve on the state to provide 
for; but we leave the provisions for that object to be enacted by succeeding legislar 
tures, who, it is to be hoped, may find the people of the state in a better condition to - 
bear the burthens that may be imposed on them, than the present condition of things 
would justify.” - : 

This report, which was unahimously adopted, places in a clear view the relations 
of the people, the state, the banks and the bondholders, subjects in regard to which 
there has been much misconception. To raise by taxation the sum necessary to pay 
the interest on the bonds, was impossible. But the people of Arkansas have the con- 
solation to know that, even in the darkest times of their adversity, their representa- 
tives never gave any countenance to the doctrine of repudiation. But on the con- 
trary, did all in their power to give a value to the bonds in the market, by declaring 
ihat they should be received in payment of debts due to the bank. 

‘The poliey which the state adopted in the beginning of these difficulties, and which 
is so clearly set forth in the report, has been steadily persisted in to the present day, 
and will, it is confidently expected, be persisted in, till the whole amount -of both 
the principal and interest of the bonds shall be redeemed. . 

The most important measure of this &eneral Assembly, was the completion of the 
amendment to the state constitution, declaring that, ` 

** No bank or banking institution shall be hereafter incorporated or established in 
this state." 07 r 

In this measure the members of both houses united without distinction of party. 
The minutes read, “ passed in the Senateby yeas twenty, nays none. Ratified in the 
House of Representatives, by yeas seventy, days none." | 
iia General Assembly cómrinenced its seventh session on the 6th of November, 

* The revenue law of last session,” said Gov. Drew, ** has answered fully the pub- 
lie expectation. It has realized all the favorable results anticipated by its most san- 
guine friends." : 

While the revenue under the old law was only from $25,000 to $30,000 per.annum, 
under the new it was upwards of $70,000. Less than one-third of this was, how- 
ever, in specie, during the fiscal years ending October 1,.1847, and. October 1, 1848. 

** The report of the financial receiver of the State Bank and of the'secretary of 
the board of trustees of the Real Estate Bank, are referred to with more than ordi- 
nary satisfaction, as they each exhibita more successful course in the accomplishment 
of the act of liquidation on the one part, and the assignment on the other, by the 
coliection of a much larger amountthan during the two years preceding their previous 
reports." i "EN 

Capt. G. Washington Patrick, who had been appointed by the governor an agent, 
io examine the State Bank and its branches, began this duty in May, and continued 
it up to the time of the meeting of the General Assembly. He visited each branch. 

At Fayetteville, he found that lands had been received in payment of debts to the 
amount of $42,404 40; but as most of theselands had afterwards been sold under 
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execution to satisfy eee creditors, the loss to the bank ‘in this -way alone, 
amounted to nearly $40,000. 

The banking house and-lot which had cost some $8,000, had been sold under exe- 
cution for about $800, and the bank officers dispossessed of the same. 

At Batesville, he found bills, bonds and notes, amounting altogether to $1 93 ,000; 
but on nearly half this amount, or on $39,000, non-suits had been taken. 'The 
officers.assured him “thatthe cases Were dismissed, st the cost of the bank,. by the 
presiding judge, on points of law, over which the bank attorney had no control, and 
that it was not for want of skill, industry and integrity, on the part of the bank 
attorney, that the bank was. non-suited, and prevented in the collection of her debts, 
and involved in heavy damages in the shape of clerk’s and sheriff’s fee bills.” 

‘The whole amount paid. by this branch for incidental „expenses, from the 2d of 
February, 1847, to the 13th of July, 1848, as shown by the statement marked ‘B, 
including the accounts at law, is $4, 638 95. It igshown by said statement that only 
$9,574 - 15, have been transmitted' in cash assets to the principal bauk. Forthe same 
time the bank has been at the expense of paying the salary of an attorney and financial 
receiver, at an annual sum of eight . hundred dollars. each; say both, for seventeen 
months, $2,300, which has been paid by the principal bank selling real estate paper 
at a discount of seventy-five per cent., or $8,200 real estate paper. Add these two 
sums together, and it will be seen that this branch has not collected enough to pay 
expenses of managing the same; and if carried on a few years at this rate, every 
solitary cent of the bank would be consumed, and still a debt be hanging over it for 
salaries to the bank officers." 

At the Post of Arkansas, the books and papers of the late James M. Smith, were 
found to be ** wholly inexplicable," and his successor, Mark Mitchell, € exhibited 
no books kept by him since he came into the office.” 

The whole.amount due to the principal bank and the three branches, on totes: 
bilis, bonds and other obligations, was set down at $977, 279 91; of which $567,628 04 
was reported good, $176,569 02 doubtful, and $233 082 88 bad. This was indepen- 
dent of back interest that had accümulated, and which. was supposed to amount to 
upwards of $250,000. 

Mr. Trapnall, from the committee on banks, made report, that when the act cf 
liquidation went into effect, in 1843. * the assets of the bank amounted to $1,832,- 
190 45, and were sufficient at that time to redeem the circulation and pay off the 
bonds. On the 6th of November, 1848, according to the reports, there was due for 
bonds $1,486,847 50; the paper not yet redeemed is $83,427; and according to the 
report of the agent, the whole amount of available assets does not exceed seven 
hundred and fifty or eight hundred thousand dollars, leaving a deficit of at least 
$600,000, which will have to be raised by taxation out of the pockets of the people. 

* This is owing, 1st, to the withdrawal, by the legislature, of the funds in the 
bank, in 1842 and 1844, to)pay themselves, and the ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment, by which the bank was deprived of a large amount of money, and of the only 
means of defending herself against the judgments rendered against her, and by which 
all her real estate has been sold and saerificed for one twentieth of its value. 

** And, 2d, that the Reul Estate Bank paper has been sold at the market price to 
ralse"means to pay the salaries of the bank officers, and the expenses of the bank. 
In the last two years, the expenses, salaries, etc., have been $13,425 36, for which 
$50,191 of bank paper had been sold. 

** To raise the $9,500 appropriated for the rebuilding of the penitentiary, $37, 690 
of the bank paper has been sold, without thé authority of law, known therefor to 
your committee, and to pay for the printing of the acts, etc., of the Jast General 
“Assembly, amounting. to $4,667 19 in good funds, $18,149 36 of bank paper has 
been sold.” 

Whatever may be the value of the bank paper in the market, every dollar of it in 
the vaults of the bank is a dollar to the state, and to raise the amount of $13,425 34 
for bank officers and expenses, $9,500 for the penitentiary, and $4,667 19 for printing, 
the means of the bank and the state to the amount of $106,030 36 have been used. 

** Much of the loss is attributable to the cumbrous and inefficient system of liqui- 
dation, and the number of officers employed in it, and to the negligence and careless- 
ness which is the natural result of such & system. 

‘© To protect the state from imposition, to gua:d the interest of the bank, to pro- 
vide land-marks which might facilitate an examination of the bank, and above all, 
10 furnish the proper officers of the state and legislature with the actual condition of 
the bank, at stated intervals, various laws have ‘been passed from time to time, calcu- 
lated and-intended to effect that object. In requiring the notes of the bank to be 
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burned when the sum of $10,000 is on hand. In requiring the financial receiver to 
make a státement of the assets to the.governor every four months, and fixing a severe 
penalty for its violation. |On the 23d Dedéember, 1846, requiring the financial 
receiver to make out a list of the individual indebtedness due the bank, setting out 
the sum of every debtor, and whether the-sarae was good, doubtful or bad, and have 
the same before the General Assembly at its next meeting, and fixing a fine of not 
- legs than a thousand dollars for a failure so to do. And one of still more magnitude 
and importance, requiring the financial receiver, in cases of redeeming or receiving. 
state bonds in exchange, for bank notes, to cancel and file the same with the treasu- 
rer: and to file one of the treasurer’s receipts with the auditor; and also that the 
fiuancial receiver should take duplicate receipts from the person from whom any bonds 
are redeemed, showing the amount paid for interest on such*bonds, one of which 
receipts he shall file with the auditor. 

** The importance of complying with the laws, must be obvious to all. The pro- 
visions of the first mentioned have not been regarded, as the financial receivér says 
the committee to burn bank notes did not meet. The provisions of the second were 
disregarded, because, as the financial receiver says, the governor did not make a 
requisition 10r the statement. But no valid'excuse can be made for a fuilure to com- 
py with the requisitions of the third and fourth last mentioned laws. And what 
appears equally strange to your committee is, that although within the last two years, 
the finaucial receiver has exchanged more than $140,000 in bank notes for state 
bonds, yet no entry is made on the books of the bank, of the time of the exchanges, 
with whom the same was mide, or how much was allowed for interest on the bonds. 
Tf the only effect of the failure to make an entry on the books of the bank of the 
exchange of notes for bonds, and to comply with the plainest requirements of the 
law, was to cause, in the minds of many, a suspicion that the financial receiver had 
not dealt fairly with the bank, or executed faithfully the high trust reposed id him, 
your committee would not advert co the subject. But the whole transaction, reiative 
to the exchange of notes for bonds, is a sealed book’ to your committee, and while 
they cannot say that the state is loser by this violation of law and common usage, 
yet tne financial receiver has cut off every means of detecting an error, to use no 
harsher term, and preventing thecommittee bestowing a compliment, if he deserved it. 

« It appears that the financial receiver exchanged notes, or, in other words, traded 
with himself for bonds in exchange for notes, and, as in other cases, no record of the 
transaction was kept on the books of the bank. It also appears that the financial 
receiver has been extensively engaged in a brokerage of notes and bonds, and while 
your committee would not presume to interfere with the private transactions of an 
individual, yet they think the interest of the state would be best subserved by an 
officer. who abstained cutirely from all dealings in funds, and particularly from trading 
with himself." M i 

Aftera detail of particulars, which it is not necessary to introduce here, the com- 
mittee concluded by stating that they are ' satisfied that radical reform in the 
alministration of the officers of banks, is imperiously called for; aud that their 
officers should be compelled to perform rigidly the duties imposed on them, and no 
ommission should be tolerated, and especially that buying and selling, and every 
species of brokerage should be emphatically interdicted.” 

This report was signed by J. Gould, chairman of the committee of the Senate, and 
by F. W. Trapnall, C. P. Bertrand, E. H. Fletcher, and A. W. Wilson, the com- 
mittee of the House. . i 

Though this report censured very severely Mr. A. E. Thornton, the financial 
receiver, yet three members of the Senate and twenty-four of the House, declared in 
favor of re-electing him. Ona second ballot, however, Mr. J. M. Ross received the 
votes of eleven members of the Senate and thirty-eight members of the House, a 
majority of the whole, and was thus duly chosen successor to Mr. 'Thornton. 

At this session of the legislature, à memorial was received from sundry holders of 
Arkansas bonds, principally residents in New York, praying that measures might be 
taken for the punctual payment of the interest. une 

«These bonds," they said, ‘it is known to all parties intere:ted therein, were 
expected to be provided for by the banks to which they were issued by your state. 
But it was the plighted faith of thé state, and it only, that enabled the banks to 
realize, as they did, the full value of these pledges, and the full amount calied for 
by them, and by the tenor of the bonds. The purchaser, and the present holders of 
those bonds have looked to the’ ability and to the honor of the‘ state alone, for the 
peturn, at the appointed time, of the capital thus lent, and for the proper and regular 
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payment of the installments of interest, they have been disappointed in this by & 
failure in the payment of interest since about the year 1841. ‘They are fully aware 
that causes of disappointment then existed of such a nature as to relieve the state 
from censure and reproach; though the effect was painful in the extreme, distressing 
to all, and ruinous to many of the holders of these bonds. ‘But those days of dark- 
neés to the national industry have passed off, and have been succeeded by others of 
liberal reward to all branches | of , industry, . *renderingJit£. we Pespectiullys baticen- 
dently suggest, imperative on ‘thé honor and moral integrity of each of our sovereign 
republics, to accomplish their engagements and to remunerate their creditors tor the 
heavy burtlien that has been put upon them by suspension of payments, which sève- 
ral of them made during the gloomy pecuniary revulsion which is.past. 

« Your memorialists earnestly entreat that you will not fail, at this session of your 
legislature, to make ample provision for the prompt payment of the interest now and 
hereafter to become due, or if it is supposed inconvenient to ‘pay the whole interest 
now due, that a law should be passed to fund the interest now due, and provide-for 
the regular payment hereafter of the interest on it, and: on the principal. 

It was impossible for the legislature to comply with the request. It appeared from 
the report of the auditor, that | the annual interest on the state bonds then unred ecmed, 
amounted to $153,670. The aggregate of interest due and remaining unpsid was 
$1,108,172 59. If this had been funded at 6 per cent., it would have made a net 
annual charge of $66,490 35;. which, added to the annual interest on the bonds, 
would have made a net yearly charge of $220,160 35. 

Under -the new law, the revenue of the state had indeed been increased from 
between $25,000 and $30,000, to upwards of $70,000 z year; but this was but little 
more than was required to pay the ordinary expenses of the state government. And 
of this revenue, only about $23,000 wasinspecie. The rest was in Arkansas treasury 
warrants, and other paper which had little value beyond the bounds of thestate. 

‘The publie creditors asked the legislature to raise, by taxation, for their benefit, an 
annual revenue in specie, about eight times as great asthe people had been accustomed 
to pay in depreciated paper. As already stated, it was impossible for the legislature 
to c' mply with this request; but so far were they from repudiating, that the following 

resolution, which was introduced by Mr. Berry, was passed by the ‘House without a 
dissenting vote. 

‘«‘ Whereas, we are well-assured that there is a settled determination on the part of 
the people of Arkansas, not to stain the political and moral character of the state by 
repudiating her just publie debts; and whereas, although the state is not now able to 
meet the demands of her er editors, yet the rapid increase of population, the spring- 
ing up of her innumerable resources, and the advancing prospects of her agricultural 
interests afford the pleasing assurance that the day is not far distant. when she will be 
able to make some provisions for the gradual liquidation of her débts; therefore 

** Resolved, That the committee of ways and means be instructed to report to this 
House the amount of the public debt, the annual interest thereon, and whether there 
are now any means accruing to the state, that may be applied to the redemption of 
the.bonds." 

-A joint select committee reported that they had canceled state bank bonds and 
coupons to the amount of $156,256 36, and registered Real Estate Bank bonds and 
coupons to the amount of $190,250. All these. had been received in -satisfaction of 
claims of the State Bank, and thus may be said to have commenced the formal liqui- 


. dation of the debt of the state. Gov. Drew was anxious to hasten the good work, 


by receiving the bonds and coupons in exchange for 500,000 acres of land which the 
United States government had granted to the state for the purposes of internal im- 
provement. But a committee of the legislature, to whom the subject was referred, 

reported that the grant had been made for a definite object, and Seule not, with pro- 
priety, be applied ‘to any other. 

After this reduction of the state debt, it would have required an annual tax of 
upwards of $200,000, to pay the interest on what remained unredeemed, in the manner 
sugeested by the bolders of the state bonds. Of course the legislature made no 
attempt to effect that which was evidently impracticable. 

By an act, approved January 9th, 1849, it was provided that all the branches of the 
State Bank should be closed, and their books and assets concentrated at Little Rovk, 
retaining, however, an attorney at each branch. It was further provided, that in any 
suit instituted by the bank, the bank slfould not be ruled to security for costs, but the 
state should be liable to pay costs rendered against said bank. Some measure of this 
kind was necessary, as the State Bank had, in a multitude of cases, been non-su'ted, 
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simply because, owing to its pecuniary embarrassments, it could not give security to 
pay the costs of suit. T 

in April, 1849, Mr. Ross commenced the discharge of his duties as financial 
receiver at Little Rock. A part of the legislature were dissatisfied with the^conduct 
of his predeeessor, A. E. Thornton, but so many continued to confide in his honesty, 
that on the first ballot he received more votes than any other candidate, one only 
excepted: . Y * ^ 5L * E 

Mr. Ross had not, however, been many months in office before he discovered that 
Mr. Thornton had received some nine or ten thousand dollars which he had failed to 
aczount for. These amounts Mr. Thornton, when called on, paid up. 

Further investigations showed that there had been various crooked dealings in rela- 
tion'to bends. A tull statement of these was laid before Governor Roane on the 15th 
of October; and on the 18th the governor communicated the particulars to John J. 
Clendenin, esq., the attorney general. n 

Some fourteen days afterwards, Mr. Clendenin, in a letter to Mr. Ross, acknow- 
ledged having received through Gov. Roane, his “ report in relation to the defalca- 
tion of Abner E. Thornton, late financial receiver, and also preferring charges against 
him for misdemeanor and fraud in office." Mr. Clendenin proceeded to say, that if 
civil proceedings were instituted, they ought to be instituted by the bank, and that he 
had so informed Governor Roane and D. W. Carroll, esq., the attorney of the bank. 
« In relation to the criminal charges," continued Mr. Clendenin, ‘I deem sufficient 
has been shown by your report for me to submit the facts to the next grand jury of 
this county for their action. But it may probably be necessary that some steps should 
be taken before then to secure the attendance of Col. Thornton, and I have to sug- 
gest, if you think proper to do so, that an affidavit should be made by you, (as being 
cognizant of the facts,),before an officer, setting forth the facts, and requiring that 
Col- Thornton should be held to bail for his appearance before our next circuit cottrt, 
to answer the charges against him." 

To this letter, which he received on the 2d of November, Mr. Ross replied on the 
same day: ** As Col. Thornton left this city early yesterday morning, itis unnecessary 
that I shóuld take any steps now to ‘hold him to bail,’ to answer the criminal charges 
set forth in my report. Neither do I believe it my duty to do so." l 

About a year after this, on the 4th of November, 1550, the eighth session of the 
General Assembly commenced. 

* I have," said Governor Roane, ‘‘to congratulate you upon the prospect, under 
the present revenue laws, of our soon being relieved from that unfortunate system, 
forced upon us by necessity, of issuing treasury warrants; a system but little less 
uniortunate than the repudiated doctrines that baiks are essential to the collection 
and safe-keeping of the publie revenue of the country. 

« Should the revenue laws now in force be continued, we have the hope before us; 
of once more seeing the revenue collected equal to all demands on the treasury; and 
our debts, except those contracted on account of our banks, extinguished. For the 
two pears commencing with the Ist of October, 1548, and ending with September 
30th, 1850, the amount of revenue paid into the treasury was $163,111 4]; and the 
expenses of the state for the same period was $135,761 46, leaving a balance of 
$27,348 95, which was expended in redeeming outstanding treasury warrants, of which 
there still remain unredeemed $16,259 3815, but which will be redeemed during the 
next two Pe 

« The time wppointed by an act of the legislature, within which the Bank of the 
State of Arkansas shall collect her debts, and redeem her circulation, preparatory to 
making a final settlement of all her affairs, will expire in a little more than two years. 
By information derived from the able and elaborate report of the present financial 
receiver of that institution, we are enabled to form a very correct conclusion as to the 
conduct of those who have had the control and management of her affairs in time 
past, and to determine in what condition she will be found upon a final adjustment of 
her accounts. : 

« Judging from the facts thus presented, it requires no extraordinary degree of 
mental acumen, to determine that the history of this bank is but a catalogue of the 

ossest mismanagement and criminal negligence, (to use no harsher terms,) from the 
date of her charter until the present time, and that heavy loss to the state must be 
the consequence. : 

« To arrive at this conclusion, we need go no further back than the date of ‘the act 
of liqudation, which, as I contend, was conceived in eiror and will result in misfor- 
tune. Among the numerous ohjections that might be urged against this law, not the 

'least prominent is the unnecessary extension of time granted to the debtors of the 
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banks. ics is à well attested fact; that the longer a debt remains due, the lighter we 
feel the obligation resting: upon us to pay it. -This hasbeen clearly exemplified in the 

case of the State Bank; and in consequence of this very principle, thousands, if not 
hundreds of thousands of doliars, have been lost to the státe., 

** Consequent upor, -and rendered negessary by this ‘mistaken lenity, was éngrafted 
upon tlic Jaw another principle but little less destructive to’ théintérest of the:banks; 
the employment and pay of so large a number of officers. Their salaries, ‘though 
small, taken separately; (too small in some instances to command: the most compe: 
tent individuals, ) yet, whei taken in the aggregate, the ‘doubt may be reasonably 
entertained, whether their salaries did not amount to’ more. than by their agency was 
recovered for the bank. In some instances these officers haye been incompetent;-in 
others criminally negligént; and; in- one instance, that of Abner’ E. Thornton, ‘abso- 
lutely dishonest. 

“The evidence of their ` incompeténcy will appear on the records of-our courts, 
where the bank has been not only defeated in the attempt to coerce_payment, but left with 
a heavy bill of costs to pay; again, it will appear from their inability to'so keep the 
bóoks as to exhibit the transactions of the bank. The gross negligence will be found 
to exist in permitting more than two hundred thousand dollais worth of the notes due 
the bank to remain in their bands till they were barred by the statute of limitations. 
The dishonesty of Abner E. Thornton is manifested throughout his whole official: 
career, exhibiting but a series of embezzlements and forgeries." 

From the best accounts Governor Roane could collect, hé arrived-at the conclusion 
that the two banks would léave a debt of about two millions to be paid by the state. 
* It may be more; it can scarcely beless. There's not a citizen, l'apprehend, in the 
State of Arkansas, who is not prepared to acknowledge. its jusiness, and concur with | 
mein saying that the state is bound, by every principle governing contracts, to use 
all the means in her power to pay it to the last cent. The spirit of répudiation can 
find no advocates in Arkansas—no resting place in the bearts‘of her citizens. But 
the disposition and ability to discharge: our liabilities, are two things; one we have— 
let us see what are our prospects for thé other.” l 

The governor then took a view of the resources of the state.’ The taxes already 
levied *' were oppressive upon the people, and submitted to only from the necessity of 
the case." Such an additional rate as would be necessary to pay the interest on a 
debt of two million dollars, and discharge the priticipal i in twenty yéars, would be ‘‘a 
burthen too enormous to be borne by any community, and one to which the people of 
Arkansas are, at this time, unprepared to submit.” 

Mr. John M. Ross, the financial receiver, madean elaborate report, accompanied 
by tables, in which he gave the name of each man who was indebted to the bank, or 
either of its branches, whether as principal or security, together with the amount due 
by him, and other interesting particulars. 

The committee on banks reported, that of the debts due to the State Bank, 

$267,186 81 were reported to be good; $241, 404 52 to be doubtful, and $572,968 94. 
to be lost. 

“ We may be assured that, of the $1,081,560 70 now due the bank, the enormous 
amount of $780,000 is irretrievably lost. That a portion of this has been owing to 
the deranged condition of the currency, and the consequent embarrassment of the 
country the committee admit; and that a part has been lost by reckless legislation, is 
beyond doubt; but that,in many cases, the great bulk’ of the loss is'attributable to 
the criminal negligence ‘and dishonesty of the officers of the bank, seems clear to the 
committee. 

“ By failing to sue in time, ana by indulging favorites, the bank, as stated in the 
message of the governor, has lost the enormous amount of $200,0U0 by the statute of 
limitation; and a large part of the residue of this amount ($780,000) has been lost 
by & uniform failure to attend to the security of the debts due the bank, by changing 
and taking inferior security; and, in many instances, by relieving friends, and mén of 
wealth and influence, and taking. men of small means and doubtful responsibility 
in thir stead; and by the failure to enforce collections with proper diligence and 
energy; and this, your committee think is fully exemplified in the statement of the 
condition of the F ayetteville branch, where, of an outstanding debt of $221,619 19, 
only $35,943 68 is available, and the loss i is $186,375 51: five- sixths of the whole 
amcunt a total loss. =- 

“ The history of the bank exhibits the most astoundingjnstance of long continued 
misinanagement and open abuse of trust that ever occtrred in a country of-laws. 
This state of things has been brought about, to some extent, by a narrow poliey and 
& mistaken idea of economy, in giving small salaries to officers in high trust; to great 
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indifference as to qualification in selecting officers; but more than all, to a total fail- 
ure to examine into the conduct of these officers, and holding them ‘to strict account. 

** The conduct of those who lave the keeping and control of the public means and 
money, and periodical accounting by them, which is suggested both by prudence and 
experience as necessary to their security, seems to have been forgotten, so far as the 
bank officers were concerned. In the possession of vast amounts, freed from all 
restraints, every, obligation seems to have been released, and every law regulating 
their duty, set at defiance. 

«The law required that; whenever the amount of $10,000 of the bank paper should 
be on hand, it should be registered and burned. The necessity of this law, and the 
necessity of enforcing it, is obvious. Yet large amounts of this money accumulated 
in the hands of the bank officers, and for four “years but little of it was registered and 
burned. 

* The law required that each one of the financial receivers should make quarterly 
reports to the governor of the amount and character of the assets in their hands. 
Tne necessity of this law is obvious too, to prevent the agents from using and specu- 
lating in these funds. Yet no regard ‘whatever was paid fo this most important law. 
An omission to do so subjected them to a penalty of not less than two hundred; nor 
more than two thousand dollars. 

* Another law required them, when they received a state bond, to take of the per- 
son from whom it was received a statement of the date of thereceipt, and the amount 
of interest computed, and to take the bond and statement at once to the treasurer, 
and have it eanceled, and file his receipt for it with the auditor. The bonds were 
drawing six per cent. interest, and this law was passed to prevent the officers from 
receiving and holding the bonds, and defrauding the state out of the accruing interest. 
Yet no regard was paid to this law, anda large number of the bonds of the State 
and Real Eistate Bank eame to their hauds, which were held, some of them, three or 
four years, and the interest calculated upon them up to the time they were turned 
over. "The state was an immense loser by this operation. 

** Permitted to retain large amounts of money on hand for an indefinite time, hav- 
ing failed to make their quarterly statements with impartiality, no one seemed to 
notice or care about it, and seeing that a large sum could be made by getting and 
holding the bonds; and that in all probability they would never be called to acconnt 
for it; untrammeled by sense of duty, obligation or law, they gave full Scope to their 
cupidity. The paper of the bank had depreciated, and was fluctuating in value, and 
was generally in the hands of capitalists and speculators, and could not easily be 
obtained by the debtors of the bank. With the means of the bank, they [the officers} 
would purchase the paper and bonds and sell them to the debtors at an advance. 

‘ Thus they raised means out of the bank, with whieh they took advantage of the 
hecessities and speculated on the debtors, and whilst they, on the one hand, gained 
immense profits out of them, they; on the oth er, robbed the state out of the &ccruing 
interest on the bonds. ' — : 

** And out of these double peculations, and taking all the other advantages which: 
their position and means gave them, one of them, Thornton, in the course of four 
years, accumulated a large fortune, and although he was notoriously guilty of every 
offence that could be committed in the bank against the state and the l law, and 

although the most conclusive proof was furn‘shed of the peculation and forgeries com- 
mitted by him, yet he was permitted to remain unmolested for some, time; ¢ at the seat 
of government, winding up his affairs, and at last permi.ted to leave the country 
openly without hindrance from any quarter. There seems to have been no one who 
felt it his duty to attend to the interest of the state and have him arrested. 

** All the safe-guards thrown by law around this fund, for the sécurity of the state, 
have been uniformly disregarded; and the consequence is an enormous amount irre- 
trievably lost to the state. Almost every one interested with the offices of the bank 
has felt himself at liberty, in open violation of the laws, to use and retain its means. 
The checks provided by law not having been observed, it is impossible for the com- 
mittee to make estimates." 

The report was signed by Thomas H. Bradley, chairman of the committee on banks, 
in the House of Representatives, and by Napoleon B. Burrow, chairman on the com- 
mittee of banks in the Senate. Perhaps it is too sweeping in some of its charges. 
Some of the officers were, no doubt, guilty of criminal negligence, in not collecting 
what was due to the bank, and others rendered themselves obnoxious to censure by 
not paying over promptly What was collected by them. But we know of none, with 
the exceptions of Wm. McK. Ball and Abner E. Thornton, that can be charged with 
downright dishonesty. 
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Tn a special message which Governor Roane sent to the House, on the 18th of 
November, 1850, he said, referring to the charges made against Thornton: ` 

** The day after these documents were delivered to the attorney general, I left. the 
state to attend a convention (o be held at Memphis, to which I was a delegate. On 
my return, after an absence of two weeks, Abner E. Thornton had left the state, 
Learning that he had rémoved to the State of Louisiana, I made a demand upon the 
governor of that state for his delivery, and sent-an agent to receive and bring him 
back. He could not be found, and isnow, I am informed, in the republic of Mexico.” 

In a special report, Mr. Ross stated, that the receivers at.the principal bank and 
branches had disposed of $127,197 16 in Real Estate Bank notes for $36,324 31, in 
specie, being a small fraction’over 28 cents on the dollar. These sales were made to 
obtain the means of rebuilding the penitentiary, pay for the public printing, and defray 
various expenses of the trust. : NM 

^A communication was received from the governor, enclosing a letter ftom James 
Holford, of London, one of the principal holders of Arkansas state bonds. In this 

letter, dated Little Rock, November 14th, 1840, Mr. Holford Says: 
:  * On looking over the balance sheet of the State Bank, it is but too evident that 
there must be & yery considerable deficit to meet the accruing interest and the final 
payment of the principal of the bonds loaned to it. Consequently, as the state must 
eventually pay all, and as the treasury is not now prepared for it, I would recomniend 
that the wreck of the assets of this bank, which can be collected, should be used.in 
the payment of the accruing interest for the coming ten or twelve years, by which 
time the taxable property of the state will haveso materially increased, that not only 
the interest, but the trifling amount for a sinking fund may be raised without increas- 
ing the present taxation." AE. 

Some have cast reproach on Arkansas, because she did not promptly satisfv the 
claimsof the holders of the bonds. Mr. Holford, who visited the state, saw the true 
condition of things, and that nothing better could be done for ‘* the coming ten or 
iwelve years, than to apply the wreck of the assets of the bank-to the payment of the 
accruing interest on the bonds." It -was impossible for the legislature to follow his 
advice to theletter. But they have followed it in substance, by applying “c the wreck 
of the assets of the bank, so far as they can be collected,” "to the payment partly of 
the principal, and partly of the interest, of the state bonds. ` 

By an act, passed January 11th, 1851, the office of bank attorney was abolished, 
and authority was given to the receiver at Little Rock to employ special attorneys ag 
occasions might arise. A f | 

The ninth session of the General Assembly began on theist of November, 1852. 
In addressing that body, Gov. Roane gave an interesting sketch of the early history 
of the state: . 

* Arkansas was admitted as a state into the Union in 1856, now sixteen years ago. 
Her territory was large, and her population small in numbers and indigent in cireum- 
Stances, possessed but few capabilities for properly entering upon the task of self- 
government.: Situated on the west of the great Mississippi, beyond which the tide 
of emigration had not then passed, anc indeed there was a large tract of ungubdued 
‘forest intervening between her and the thickly settled states; to be settled up before 
she could naturally expect to arrest the attention of emigrants, and her soil beeome 
the resting place of: that mighty tide of human beings which has ever been tendine 
westward since the history of man was written; during which time she had to remain 
in a state of probation, anxiously awaiting the coming of the peeplebefure commen- 
cing the work of improvement. At this time, she had but little over fifty thousand 
inhabitants, possessing but little enterprise, and less wealth; the latter making an 
aggregate of not more than fifteen million dollars. : 

“Thus illy prepared, Atkansas assumed the robes of sovereignty, and became a free 
and independent state, entitled to all the privileges, and assuming .all the responsi- 
bilities devolving upon the oldest, most wealthy, and populous states in the Union. 

‘To meet the expenses necessarily incident to a state government, onerous taxeg 
were levied and collected from a.peop!e poorly prepared to meet the demand. 

** Just before or about this time, the land excitement had se'zed upon the minds of 
the western people, and, indeed, pervaded: the community everywhere. As a conse- 
quence of this, a very large portion of our most valuable lands fell into the hands of 
non-resident speculators, precluding their purchase by actual settlers, and retarding 
the se‘tlement of the country, the element most desirable fo a new state. 

** At the same fime, two banks were chartered by the législature, and in order io 
procure a-capital fund upon which to base their operations, bonds to the amount of 
$2,827,000, were sold, for the redemption of which the faith of the state was pledged. 
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Thus a heavy débt, with accumulating interest, was fastened upon the state during 
the first year of her existence. , 

« The affairs of these institutions were intrusted to the management of inexperi- 
enced and unfaithful agents. Confusion, embarrassment and disaster were the 
inevitable consequences, and suspension of their businessresulted. And, taking into 
consideration the history of the times, the fact that all the banking corporations of 
the south and west had, at that time, or immediately thereafter, suspended specie 
payments, and ceased to do business, it is very doubtful whether a. widely different ' 
result wére practicable, even under the most faithfuland skillful management. Then 
followed the act of the legislature, by which these banks were placed in liquidation; 
and there is little doubt that, even then, their business might have been wound up 
with but little actual loss to the state, had not the ruinous policy been adopted of 
extending the time of payment to those indebted, to the extraordinary period of ten 
. years; thus allowing all who preferred emigration to the payment of their just debts, 

time and opportunity to leave the state and carry off their property, the greater por: 
tion of which, in many instances, was purchased with the very' money drawn from the 
banks. . 

s To this false step and continued false management of these banks, may be 
attributed most of our misfortunes. Public confidence was destroyed, emigrants were 
warned away from our borders by threatened taxation to pay a debt which they had 
no agency in creating. Our legislature caught the infection, became sectional in their 
views, would not be convinced that Arkansas-could manage with wisdom any enter- 
prise, while under the control of the state; and the doctrine obtained that it was the 
duty of each member to secure for his immediate constituents as great a portion of 
the public treasure as possible, upon the idea that there was no hope of ever extricat- 
“ing the state from her embarrassments. . - 

** This is one side of the picture. Let us turn now to its other and brighter aspect. 
We have seen under what disadvantageous circumstances our state came into the 
Union, and by what errors and misfortunes, in the very morning of her existence, 
her energies were’ paralyzed, her enterprise fettered, and publie confidence in, her 
‘capabilities almost entirely destroyed. - Y et such and so great were the natural resour- 

ces and advantages I have ascribed to her, and which she really possesses, that emi- 
grants from other states could.not be turned away, and her population -has increased 
in a ratio of almost unprecedented rapidity: that is, from 50,000 in 1836 to 97,000 in 
1840, to 210,000 in 1850, and to atleast 230,000 at this time (1852,) an increase 
unequaled by that of any state of the same age. And her wealth, too, has increased 
in an equal ratio, that is, from fifteen millions to fifty millions, while her exports of 
the great southern staple, have rapidly risen from five thousand to one hundred and 
fifty thousand bales.”’ 

In another part of his message, Governor Roane stated that the bonds issued for 
the benefit of the State Bank, and the interest that had accrued thereon, amounted 
to $1,500,195, and that the notes still in circulation amounted to $47,197 50. The 
debts due to the bank, supposed to be good, and the other available assets, amounted 
to $582,962 00. ‘Showing that when a final settlement shall be made, there will be 
a balance due from the state of $1,022,855 50, which she is bound, by every principle . 
of honor as well as the Jaw governing contracts, to pay." 

The deficit of the Real Estate Bank would, the governor supposed, swell the public 
debt to two million dollars, ** with an accruing annual interest of about $120,000.” 

** T have no doubt that this debt could be founded upon liberal terms; requiring the 
state to take up her now outstanding honds, and in lieu thereof issue new bonds paya- 
ble at some future day; at the same time giving some security for the payment of the 
aecruing interest upon the new bonds, whiclr can be done by appropriating the assets 
of the bank for that purpose. In this way the first step will be taken towards the 
extinguishment of our state debt. And by the time the new bonds reach maturity, 
by pursuing a liberal policy in developing the resources of our state, we shall doubt- 
less be able to pay the debt entailed upon us by our banks, 

* By adopting this policy, our reputation asa state, may be shielded from the 
threatened taint of repudiation." ; 

Mr. Ross. the financial receiver, said in his report of October 1, 1859— 


‘© On Ist October, 1850, the notes and judgments due the bank, with interest calcu- 
lated up to that time, amounted to the sum of $1,081,560 17. This was classed as 
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- € The collections from Ist October, 1850, to 1st October, 1852, amount'to the-sum 
of $178,628 75.. This amount was collected almost. entirely from- debts clagsed as 
solvent. Nöt exceeding one.third of the debts classed as doubtful; will be collected. 
Between $5, 000 and $6,000 of debts classed as insolvent have been compromised, and 
a portion of that amount collected. The balance will be lost. “OF the debts classed 
as lost, $417 ‘01 have been collected. 

(6 The amount that will yet be collected, will tiot exceed $200; 000: ^ 

The committee on banks of the House of Representatiges, reported that “ they had 
consulted together as to the propriety of the legislature turning over into the hands 
of the state treasurer, ‘all the: books, assets, evidences of debt, etc., of the bank, “and 
that discretionary power be conferred on him to "wind'up the same, with a due regard, 
to the best interests of the state. But upon reflection and deliberation, the commit- 
tee are of ‘opinion that such an act, on the part of the legislature, would be, in effect 
a merger of said bank into the state, and thereby destroy its separate Corporate exis- 
tence, "and consequently result in loss to the bank, and thereby to the state, of what- 
ever good debts still remain unpaid. Or, if such would not be the result, it would; at 
least; furnish new grounds of defence to the debtors, and thereby cause great delay 
in the collection of debts. Such being the opinion of the committee, they would beg 
leave, respectfully to suggest to the'General Assembly the propriety of passing an 
act to extend the present law ‘in relation to the liquidation and settlement of the 
bank, to a period of two years longer, in ‘order that the amount of $200,000 of good 
notes and judgments; before mentioned, as remaining uncollected, may be secured to 
the state." 

In conformity with this recommendation, an act was passed on thed9th of January, 
1853, to extend for two years the act putting the State Bank in liquidation. - 

Before quitting the-concerns of 1852-53, it is proper to observe that the public 
records of this year, contain the only indications that can be found of a disposition 
on the part of any of the'citizens of Arkansas, to return to paper money banking. 

The earliest of these in point of date is to be found in the report of C. C. Danley, 
esq., the auditor of public accounts, October Ist, 1852. 

ec "The policy," hesaid, ** of connecting state governments with banks is exploded, 
but it is thought that the subject of free or individual banking as a separate brauch 
of business, would be eminently worthy the consideration of thelegisiature: : In the 
language of an eminent financier— Banks have lost their power, under thei increase 
of private capital, and the i immense accumulation of the precious metals, to raise and 
depress prices, by the capacity of expansion and contraction. Thedavs of banks dre 
over’as associated companies. They will exist as private, atid the Ghange.will be of 
incalculable advautage to the public. Banking, as a monopoly, and when it is con- 
fined by law to a privileged few, is obnoxious to obj ections, and repugnant to the 
genius and spirit of the age in which we live. But nb reason can be shown why a 
citizen should be restrained by law from banking as a business, any moie than that 
laws should be passed to restrict the. business of “gelling merchandise, or raising corn 
or cotton.” 

If by banking be simply meant, receiving money on deposit, discounting notes of 
hand,,and dealing in bills of exchange, certainly * ngo reasons can be shown why a 
citizen should be restricted therein any more than in the business of selling merchan- 
dize, or raising corn or cotton." Butif, with the business of banking properly 8o 
called, be conneeted that of issuing promises to pay intended to pass assubstitutes for 
metallic money, such banking must sooner or-later be productive of great evils to the 
community. By every paper dollar it issues it drives a gold or silver dollar out of 
circulation. Nor is this all. For a natural system of credit, it substitutes an artifi- 
cial one,-by which debts are multiplied to an extent much exceeding the advantage 

ained. ^ 

j We have not the name of the eminent financier, who said ** banks have lost their 
power to raise and depress prices by contraction and expansion.' But recent events 
have shown that he is, to say the least, greatly mistaken. If other things be thé 
same, and the pewer to issue small notes be retained by the banks, ** widening the 
specie basis," only facilitates raising higher the paper superstructure. ‘H, cof late 
years, the expansions and contractions of the banks have been less: frequent and less 
deleterious than formerly, it is owing wholly and solely to thé operation of the-con- 
stltutional treasury system of the United States. That, by checking the banks in 
their expansions, causes their subsequent. contractions to'be less injurious than they 
otherwise would be. But, unfortunately, it only checks the banks. It has not the. 
power to control them.

"Towards the closeof his message, Governor Roane entered somewhat at length on 
the consideration of. the subject. : Ee 

** We have no monetary institutions among us; yet our state is flooded with the 
paper currency of her sister states; thus subjecting ourselves to be imposed on by 
spurious and unsound banking institutions abroad, about which we know nothing, and 
in their management can have no hand, rather than-trust ourselves and institutions of 
ourown. It is susceptible of demonstation, that the citizens of Arkansas pay, ‘in the 
shape of discounts, exchange and interest upon foreign bank.paper, more than suf- 
cient to discharge our entire state debt in a few years." à 

It is a matter beyond dispute, that so long as the other states have a false monetary 
System, Arkansas must suffer more or less from it; but it does not thence follow that 
she will diminish her sufferings by establishing a false monetary system of her own. ' 
None of the citizens of Arkansas pay discount or interest to the banks of Louisiana, 
Tennessee or any other state, unless they borrow from them, and if they borrow they 
ought to pay. 20 

The chief danger to which we are exposed from the foreign bank notes in cireula- 
tion among us, 1s that they will depreciate in our hands, if not become entirely worth- 
less. But we are less exposed to this danger than the people of any other stale. In 
Texas, one of the states adjoining us on t&e south, there is but one bank, and that 
has a very limited circulation. Our other southern neighbor, Louisiana, has banks a 
plenty; but none of them issue notes of a less denomination than five dollars, and all 
such of their notes as reach us, are soon carried back to New Orleans in the regular 
course of trade. On the west we have the Indian territory, where the United States 
government disburses large amounts of gold and silver, much of which must find its 
way into Arkansas. On the north we have Missouri, none of the banks of which 
state issue notes of a less denomination than five dollars. Oneof the states opposite 
to us on the east, Mississippi, had, in the year 1840, thirty-eight banks with a circu- 
lation of $15,171,639. Now, (the Northern Bank at Holly Springs having failed,) 
she has but one or two small banks of issue, the notes of which seldom if ever 
reach us. i . 

The chief danger to which we are exposed is from the banks of Tennessee, many 
of which, if they be not now ricketty concerns, are very different from what they 
used to be. Perhaps some of our citizens cannot conveniently avoid taking T'ennes- 
see and other bank notes from ** movers" and other travelers passing through our 
state, or along our borders. But if the farmer or planter who receives such notes 
promptly pays them over to the merchant, and the merchant promptly sends them out 
of the state in payment of his purchases, these bank notes will, to that extent, become 
substitutes for private bills of exchange, and in this way do no evil. It is when they 
become substitutes for gold and silver coin, that would otherwisecireulate, that bank 
notes are objectionable. . à . T 

The notion some entertain that the people of Arkansas are paying interest on the 
whole mass of foreign bank notes in circulation among them, is an erroneous one. 
If an Arkansas man sells his corn or his cotton, and getsin exchange for it Tennessee 
bank notes, and then retain those notes on hand fora year, he is not paying interest 
to the bank that issues the notes; but he is failing to recerve the interest that would 
have been due to him, if he had obtained in exchange for his corn or his cotton, the 
notes of hand of some private individual. By the contrivanee of nominal converti- 
bility, and by the additional contrivance of issuing their notes in such amounts as 
adapts them to circulation, the banks invert the natural operations of credit, and 
instead of paying, roceive interest on the debts due bythem. But this interest is not 
paid by the mass of the community. It is paid by those who borrow directly from the 
banks. The inconveniences the mass of the community suffer, come in other and 
indirect ways. e 

For such evils as the people of Arkansas really suffer from the circulation of foreign 
bank notes among them, they have the remedy in their own hands. It is simply to 
refuce to receive them, or, if thatin' all cases be not practicable, let it bea rule to 
gend them out of the state as soon as possible. Establish “ free banks"! in Arkansas, 
and a large portion of those so called *' free banks" will become little better than so 
many machines for cireulating 4n our midst, thé notes of banks in distant states and 
territories. Itis by such subterfuges that “ free banks" live. 

* T am not," continued Governor Roane, “ uniformed as to the extreme sensitive- 
ness of our people upon the subject of all associations with banking privileges, and 
therefore approach the subject with great care. Perhaps, were I not so thoroughly 
convinced that the best interests of our people demand something of this kind, I 
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would yield my own convictions to the opinions, if not prejudices of others, and leave 

this snbject.to the consideration of my successors. 

“Iam utterly opposed-to.all banking institutions, whether of a national or -state 
cteation, dependent upon, or, in anywise associated with the state or federal govern- 
ment, as well as other chartered institutions, operating upon a capital which remains 
within the exclusive control: and management of the institution itself, and thereby 
confiding, without sufficient security, the interests of the community to their hands. 
This is not the case under the system of ‘free banking’ to which I now allude ; ‘nor 
can I see that the objections which have rendered banks of every description, under 
the old system, so justly odious, can obtain against the proposed system of ‘ free 
banking,’ so eminently successful in answering all the objects claimed for them in 
other states. It wouldbe well to bearin mind, that the resemblance between the sys- 
tem of ‘ free banking’ and those incorporated institutions with which we are more 
acquainted, and from which we have suffered, céases with the name; the one being 
liable to all those objections so justly urged against irresponsible monopolies, while 
. the other is purely an individual enterprise, claiming and possessing no privileges 

which may, not be enjoyed by.every member of the community, clothed with the 
power to do much good by granting accommodations to individual citizens, and afford- 
ing facilities to the commerce of the country without-the ability to involve the state 
to the amount of one dollar; for she will be in nowise connected with, or responsible 
for the acts and doings of those institutions, and equally without the power to defraud 
the people, or inflict upon thém an irredeemable and depreciated currency. To 
guard against these evils of the old system, and to protect the interests of the people 
against such abuses, ample security, in the shape of undoubted stocks, or other sub- 
stantial means, are required to be deposited with such individuals er state officers as 
the act may indicate, with power to sell without delay, whenever the bank shall fail 
to redeem her circulation or,meet her other liabilities. "Thus it is manifest that every 
interest, in the slightest degree involved, is amply secured againstloss; while a cir- 
culating medium, convenient in itself, safe in every respect, and current everywhere, 
can be furnished to our'own people, within our own: state ; the interest paid for accom- 
modations kept at home, and Arkansas made the recipient of those profits that are 
daily poured, by her’citizens, into the coffers of other banks and other treasuries. 

** In conclusion, without going into the discussion of this subject at length, I 
would recommend the encouragement of insurance eompanies in our principal cities; 
and the passage of a law authorizing the establishment of the new banking system, 
upon a secure and well guarded basis. ^ — f TEN l : 

In justice to Governor Roane, it should be borne in mind that when he wrote these 
remarks, the system of ** free banking" had been very imperfectly tried. Expe- 
rience Bas since shown that it is only the cld paper money evil under a new phase. 
Considering the comparatively short périod it has been in operation, the “ free bànk- 
ing" system has been the instrument: of as much fraud and as much. wrong, as the 
corporate system. ‘The fundamental objection applies to both, that they substitute 
artificial for natural credit, and false money for true. 

There was a constitutional obstacleto carryinginto effect the measure recommended 
by Gov. Roane. This Mr. Huey sought to remove by'the following resolution, which 
he submitted to the Senate: . 

** Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, That the following 
amendment be proposed to the constitution, viz : 

‘The legislature of this state shall have power to pass laws allowing the exercise 
of free banking privileges." 

In the House of Representatives, a report having the same object in view, was made 
by the committee on the judiciary. ~- : 

The result was, the passage of ** an act to take the sense of the qualified voters of 
this state, for and against a call of a state convention to modify and reform the pre- 
sent constitution of this state,” one of the proposed ** reforms" being the authoriza- 
tion of **free banking. The people, however, refused to call the convention, and 
the provision * that no bank or banking institütion ‘shall be hereafter incorporated 
or established in this state," is still part of the constitution of Arkansas. 

* Itis to be hoped that this provision of the constitution will long remain without 
change. The security “ free banking” holds outis anillusion. Atthevery moment 
when the state stocks and bonds and mortgages, which are pledged for'' the ulti- 
mate redemption"! of bank notes are most wanted, they prove least available. 

The system has now been in operation in the State of New York for ‘some twenty 
years, and thé superintendent of the banking department of that commonwealth in à 

‘report dated iu 1855, bears the following testimony in relation to it: 


» 
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“ There has been no bank failed in this state, having a circulation secured wholly” 
by publie stock of this state, [New York], and of the United States, the circulation 
of which has not been redeemed at the par value thereof, and in like manner without 


interruption, so that the notes lost nothing of their efficiency and value in circulation 
until actual redemption. 


“ On the other hand, during the existence of the system, [commencing in 1838,] 
there has only been a single instance in which the circulation of a failing bank has 


‘been redeemed at par, when the circulation was secured by bonds and mortgages, and 


not any where it was secured by the stocks of other states. In such cases, also, the 
failure has been invariably attended by atleasta short space of time, during which 
redemptions were not made while awaiting the sale of the securities. The notes in 
the meantime losing their value as a circulating medium, have been disposed of at 
great loss by the timid and necessitous.” 

Here, we see, that in New York, where the system began, ** ultimate security" has 
been found only in New York state and United States stocks. No snch security has 
been found in the stocks of other states, or in bonds and mortgages. 

Equally striking is the testimony of-the auditor of the State of Indiana, in his 

report of ‘November 1, 1856, in which he refers to the “free banking"! law-of that 
state, of May 2x, 1852: 
. * Within the first two years of its operation, nearly one hundred banks were organ- 
ized in this state, with an aggregate circulation of over nine and a half millions of 
dollars. A large portion of the capitalists who selected Indiana as the theatre of 
their transactions, were citizens of other states, who detected in the loose meshes of 
the law the opportunities of speculation, and the loop-holes of escape. . Their saga- 
city was manifested in the selection of their points of business—points almost inac- 
cessible to the broker, where neither commercial, mercantile, nor mechanical pursuits 
existed to require their assistance. To what extent the mania of free banking would 
have been carried, but for the bursting of the bubble in 1854, can only be imagined, 
but we may well suppose that at the rate it progressed, Indiana could have furnished 
D M world with currency. The decline of the system was quite as rapid 
as its rise. . 

Other testimony in regard to the bad working of the “free banking" system in 
other states might be given, but it is presumed not to be necessary. It-may modify 
theevilsof the old system. But itonly modifies; it does not remove them. 

it was on the 2d November, 1852, that Gov. Roane sent his last message to the 
General Assembly. His successor, E. N. Conway, was installed on the 15th of the 
same month. i 

In his inaugural address, (November 15th,) and in his first message, (N ovember 
aith,) Gov. Conway took the stand which he has ever since firmly and consistently 
maintained: , 2 

** That the burdens of taxation may fall lightly on the people, we should observe 
and enforce rigid economy and strict accountability in all agents and departments of 
the government. That we may establish the credit of the state on an elevated basis, 
we should avoid any new debts beyond our ability to pay them punctually and hon- 
estly. Such debts as the state now owes should be paid as early as she.can command 
ihe means, without oppressing the people. . 

** We should, with great care and vigilance, guard the money and lands of the 
state from being squandered; and should secure their faithful application to the objects 
for which they were intended, in such manner as will best promote tle interests of 
the whole state." 

Such was the language of the inaugural address. That ofthe message was like 
unto it: i ; 

** Sinee the state has not the means to pay, at present, even the interest on the 
bonds issued to the banks, it is fortunate that those issued to the Real Estate Bank 
of the State of Arkansas, will not be due until the 26th day of October, 1861, and 
that the six per cent. bonds issned to ‘ The Bank of the State of Arkansas,’ will not 
be due until the 1st day of January, 1868, and that the five per cent. bonds issued to 
this bank will not be due until the-1st day of January, 1887. 

** Each bank is bound, andits assets set apart, to pay the interest on the bonds issued 
to it, and also the bonds, when due. ‘ . 

**''he assets of each bank should be guarded with vigilance, and those having them 
in charge, held to strict accountability, so that every dollar may be sacredly applied 
towards extinguishing the debts. : 

** When the assets shall have become exhausted, we will then.be enabled to count

The tenth session of the Generel Assembly began November 6, 1854. s 

**'lhe reports of the auditor and treasurer," said Governor Conway, ‘contain 
much valuable information relative to the fiscal affairs of the state, and also recom- 
mendations worthy of.your consideration. .By these reports it will be seen that the 
state debt, for’ warrants issued by the treasurer to defray ordinary expenses of the 
state, and whichamounted to $175,751 74, wasallpaid.during the last two fiscal years, 
except $371 76; and that, on the Ist day of October, 1854,, there remained in the 
treasury, subject to be used for ordinary expenses, a balance in specie of $29,514 29. 

** With prudence and economy in all the departments of our government, the pre- 
sent revenue laws will bring into the treasury, means amply sufficient, after the 15th 
day of May,-1855, to defray the ordinary expenses of the state in the cohstituttonal 
currency of gold and silver.” & "AN NE 
This marked the commencement of a new era in the fiscal history of Arkansas. 
The governor regarded it with calm satisfaction; but the state treasurer, Mr. J. H. 
Crease, could not conceal his feelings of exultation: i 

“ Before proceeding further, allow me to indulge a feeling of state pride, in point- 
ing out the fact of .a specie balance remaining in the treasury, after redeeming: all the 
outstanding treasury warrants; a circumstance which lias not occurred (to my recollec- 
tion) for several years past, and it is deyoutly to be hoped that a necessity for the 
state to issue any more ‘promises to pay,’ may never again occur, at least to meet the 
ordinary expenses of the state government." 

** By bad management of the banks," said the governor, ** the faith and credit of 
the state have.received a wound which has retarded her prosperity; but by judicious 
administration of our publie affairs, time will heal the wound again. - . 

** The State of Arkansas will never repudiate her just debts. She will honestly 
pay them all whenever she can commarid the means. When the bonds of the state 
were ®sued to the Real Estate Bank of the State of Arkansas, it nexer was intended 
that the people should be taxed to pay the bonds or the titere=t on them, but on the 
contrary, as required by-law, the stockholders (for security to the state and to tue 
bondholders for the payment of the bonds and the interest on them,) mortgaged to 
the state 187,810 acres of land, valued by commissioners, under oath, at $3,350,773 
38. These lands embrace many of the best and most valuable plantations in the 
State. The state hag not'yev resorted to these mortgaged laxds to raise monéy to pay 
the interest due on the bonds; and it is deemed safe policy to let them remain undis- 
turbed until the large amount. of assets placed in the hands of the trustee, under the 
deed of assignment, shall have been accounted for, and every, dollar which can be 
realized from the assets, sacredly applied towards paying thé debts of the banks. 
After the assets shall have been accounted. for, and so applied, the balance of the 
debi could be ascertained, and proper measures adopted to secure the honest payment 
of every dollar of it, without resórting to taxation for, that purpose. 

** The office of financial receiver of the Bank of the State of Arkansas became 
vacant on the 31st of August, 1854, by the death of John M. Rose. To fill this. 
vacancy, the executive, on tlie 4th day of September, 1854, appointed Peter T. 
Crutchfield.” 3 ZEE E ` i : 

henet amount of the liabilities of the State Bank were estimated at $1,180,911, 
** to,meet which, the remaining assets of the bank, including lands and town lots,» 
which have been taken by the bank in payment of debts, and theconveyances thereof 
taken to the state are liable. It-is.impossible now to state how far the procee.s of 
the assets, and of the lands, and of. the town lots, will-go towards extinguishing this 
debt. But, after collecting and applying all that can, by good management, be 
derived from these sources, we can t' en ascertain the balance of the debt, and adopt 
Suitable measures for paying every dollar of it without oppressing the people. It is 
believed that the assets of the Real Estate Bank, if properly accounted for, collected 
and applied, together with the proceeds of the lands mortgaged by the stockholders 
to the state, as security against loss, will, if prudently managed, exlüinguish.every 
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dollar of the state's liability on account of the Real Estate Bank. Then the only 
debt of the state, on account of the banks, which will remain without adequate medns 
to pay it, will be the balance of the debt of the State Bank, which itis pelieved; will 
þe less than one million of dollars ” 

** Although, by bad management of the banks, the faith and honor of the State of 
Arkansas have been tarnished, time, with a prudent administration of our govern- 
mens, will, in a short period, restore them to their original-brighrness and lustre. 
Then patriotic citizens will point to the past history of evils, brought upon the state 
by the banks, and the people will be warned trom a policy which would again bring 
upon themselves loss, and upon the credit of the state dishonor”? 

Mr. Crutchfield, the financial receiver, in a report dated October 31, 1854, intro- 
duced the following remarks: 

** There is still æ j large amount of good, solvent debts-yet due the bank; and out of 
that amount, a large proportion has fallen on securities, the most oppressive kind of 
debts. In view of these facts, and in view of the general and disastrous failure of 
the crops this year, as well as the great stringency in the money market, I would 
respectfully recommend, an extension of the liquidation act for two years, which 
expires on the 12th day of January, next, in order to enable the debtors'to this bank 
to purchase state bonds with which to pay their debts. As it has heretofore been 
considered a wise, good and honest course for the state to take up her bonds, sold in 
good faith, by all fair means within her power, (for a different sentiment on this sub- 
` ject, I believe no honest man has yet had the hardihood to avow,) a re-enactment of 
the law I have recommended, would greatly foster that policy heretofore pursued, by 
aiding the state to pay her indebtedness.’’ 

In conformity with this recommendation, an act was passed, extending for two 
years the time for winding up the State Bank. 

The eleventh session of the General Assembly began on the 3d of November, 1856. 

“ By the, reports of the auditor and treasurer,” said Gov. Conway, “you will see 
that there remained in the state treasury, on the lst’ day of October, 1856, subject to 
be used for the ordinary expenses of the state, the sum of $142,154 92, in gold and 
silver, and that all the Arkansas warrants ever issued had been redeemed, except’ 
$198 0V not presented for payment." -

129 54. In addition there was, in Arkansas bank notes, the sum of $16,490, whieh 

said the governor, ‘* should be registered and burned, and hereafter, should notes of 
the Bank of the State of Arkansas be paid into’ the treasury, provision should be 
made by law for registering and burning them, so that we may get rid of them as 
speedily as possible, and have nothing in the treasury, called money; but the consti- 
tutional currency of gold and silver.’ j 

** Yóu will," continued the governor, “ see by the reports | of: the auditor and trea- 
surer, that, during the two years ending with the 30th of September, 1856, there 
were canceled and filed with the state treasurér, 183- bonds of this, state which had 
been issued to and sold by ‘the Bank of the State of Arkansas,’ amounting, with 
intercst to $333,146 28; and that, during the same period, there were canceled and 
filed with the state treasurer 370 bonds of this state, and many coupons for interest 
on such bonds which had been issued to and sold by ‘the Real Estate Bank of the 
State of Arkansas,’ making for the bonds and the interest $755,507 10; showing 
that $1,088,653 39 of the debt of the State of Arkansas, on account of the two 
banks, was canceled and filed with the state treasurer (as fully paid off,) during the 
two years ending with the 30th of September, 1856.” 

Inasmuch as previous to September 31st, 1854, two hundred and thirty-seven State 
Bank bonds, amounting, with the interest on them, to $328,166 61, had been canceled 
and filed with the treasurer, the whole amount of both State Bank bonds and Real 
Estate Bank bonds, with the interest on them, thus canceled and filed, amounted, on 

-the 30th of September, 1856, to $1,416,820 00. 

“'The Bank of the State of Arkansas belongs to the state, and there never were 
individual stockholders concerned in it. From the beginning to the present time, it 
has been controlled and managed by officers elected by the General Assembly of the 
state. 

** By the sale of state bonds, the capital-of the bank was obtained. By the terms 
of the charter, the bank was bound to pay the interest on the bonds sold, and ‘also to 
pay the bonds when due. To meet these liabilities, the assets of the bank were 
appropriated by law. No other fund was appropriated, for the state had none: but’ 
the Hag and credit of the state were pledged for the payment of the interest, and 
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the bonds, when due. ` To this extent the honor of the state was confided to the 
keeping of the Bank-of the State of “Arkansas. The bank soon failed and tarnished 
the honor of the state, by leaving the interest due upon the bonds unpaid.“ In Janu- 
ary, 1843, the General. ‘Assembly passed an act to place the bank in liquidation. 

Since shen, more than. thirteen years have elapsed, and it is represented that the 
affairs of the bank are now so complicated that they cannot be understood, and the 
whole of the assets ascertained, without much labor and a thorough investigation. 

* Deeming it essential to the interest of the state, that the affairs of the bank 
should be thoroughly investigated, the executive, a short time since, caused John H. 
Crease to commence the work of examination. Bya communication from him, dated 
October 1, 1856, it is believed you will be fully impressed with the public necessity 
of having the true condition of the bank ascertained, ‘and the interests of oe state 
connected with it, secured as far as, possible. x * * 

“The policy. of the executive is, to have the assets collected as far as wT and 

every dollar faithfully applied towards paying the debts of thebànk. To accomplish 
this, the investigation of the bank is absolutely necessary, and he has directed that 
it be prosecuted until completed.’ 

** Although the state has succeeded in establishing and acting upon the sound and 
comnrendable policy of receiving for revenue, and paying out for expenditures nothing 
but the constitutional currency of gold and silver, she is still encumbered with a 
large part of the debt brought upon her by the bad management of the banks.. But 
with prudenee, skill and economy in. protecting the inierests,.and in administering 
the affairs of the state, aided by increasing population.and wealth, we shall be fully 
able, by the time our state bonds fall cus, “to pay every dollar of the debt, without 
oppressing the people by taxation." 

The joint cómm:;ttee on the auditor’ S and treasurer's books, burned $15,495 of 
* Arkansas money ” that they found in the treasury; thatis to say, this amount of 
Arkansas bank notes. They, also burned $2,656 copies of the State Bank bonds, 
and 980 of Real Estate Bank bonds, each for one thousand dollars. These. were in 
various stages of preparation for sale, but none of. them had bees actually sold. 

The financial receiver, Jas. F. Fagan, esq., reported under date of October 1, 1856, 
that of the immcnse amount of debts due to ‘the bank, only $35,000 would probably 
be collected. In addition, the financial receiver reported that hehad on hands $216,- 
845 in Real Estate Bank bonds, coupons and notes, and $913 55 in specie, making a 
total of $252,758 55 of ‘assets. On the other hand, the liabilities of the bank for 
bonds outstanding and the interest thereon amountéd to 81, 420,488 36, showing an 
excess of $1,167,729 81 of liabilities over assets. 

The legislatüre passed an act extending for two years fie time for winding up the 
affairs of the bank, another conferring on the governor the power to appoint a finan- 
cial receiver, and making the land attorney, the attorney for the bank; and another 
giving the accountants such powers as were necessary for a thorough investigation of 
the institution. 

We have given the history of the Bank of the State of Arkansas in the words of 
its own managers, and of those who were the eye witnesses of their proceedings. 
The bank itself taust soon go out of. existence, and all its records be committed to 
the moles and the bats: but its memory ought not to perish. 1t has cost the people 
of Arkansas dear, but the experience they ‘have acquired will. be cheaply purchased, 
if it prevents hereafter the establishment within the bounds of of the state, of other 

systems of false money and fictitious credit. 

But it is not in this point of view only that this history is important. "Those who 
have purchased tlie bonds of the state, and who havé been disappointed in not receiv- 
ing the interest thereon punctually, may here see the causes of their disappointment. 
They are, primarily, mismanagement and misfortune on the part of the officers of 
the bank, and absolute inability on the part of the people of the state-to comply 
literally with their engagements as expressed on the face of. the bonds. Crushed to 
the earth by the paper money revulsion, it was with difficulty the people cóuld defray 
the ordinary expenses of the state government. The revenue of the state was fir 
years in succession collected for the. most partin Arkansas bank notes and Arkansas. 
treasury warrants, which had but little if any value beyond the bounds of the state, 
and an ever fluctuating value within its bounds. In this wretched paper medium, 
depreciated at times to 66-per cent. if not more, below par, the judges of the courts, 
and all the other officers.of state, from the governor downwards, had to be content to 
receive their salaries. It required at times, uo little financiering to acquire specie 
enough to pay postages. 

Yet it is worthy of remark that even when the prospects of the state and the 
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people were most gloomy, the doctrine of repudiation never received any favor 
“among them. Thisisa credit due to the people of Arkansas without distinction of 
party. 

Another thing well worthy of pieereation, is the steadiness of the policy that has 
been pursued if 1 relation to the state debt. While the people and their constituted 
authorities have always -acknowledged the obligation of this debt, they have from 
the beginning steadily maintained that as the debt had been incurred solely for the 
benefit of the banks, the assets of the banks should, in the first place, be applied to 
ti:e liquidation of the debt; so far as they will go, and, after that, such further mea- 
sures be taken as may be necessary to preserve “the | honor and credit of the state. If 
the present hard money system of the state be.mainiained and if the plan for winding 
up the banks be persisted i in, it is believed that the increase of population and of 
Solid wealth under it, will be so great, that the state will i in due time be relieved from 
all.its embarrassments. 

According to the table on page 756, the total assets of the bank and its branches, 
amounted, at the time they were transferred to receivers, to $1,991,174 12. Omitting 
for the present the loans and discounts, and other sums due from individuals, these 
assets may be said to have been disposed of as follows: . ^* 

The loans to the State of Arkansas, the five per cent, bonds issued to the Real 
Estate Bank, for money loaned by it to the state, and redeemed by the State, Bark, 
and the sums due by the state treasurer, amounting in all to $196,117 18, were used 
in adjusting accounts with the state. 

The specie, $62,948 93; was all expended in paying those creditors ‘who obtained 
judgments against the bank, and in defr aying the expenses of the bank and of the 
state. The specie in the hands of Syivester, New, York, was used in satisfying a 
judgment against the bank, in fuvor of Riggs & Co., of that city. This judgment 
was obtained on a cettifiedte of deposit of Arkansas bank notes, issued by the branch 
at Fayetteville, to Alfred Wallace, a former director of that branch. Mr. Wallace 
having found out that the silver was in the hands of Sylvester, appears to Du made 
the deposit of paper for the express purpose of attaching the specie. 

The sum due by the North American Trust and Bankiag Company, remains 
unpaid. 

The amount due by the Real Estate Bank and its branches, $7,931 31, was used in 
adjusting accounts with that institution. 

The notes of the Real Estate Bank and its branches, $76,225 00; were used in 
making settlements with that bank and its branches, exchanged for State Bank bonds 
and State Bank notes, and disposed of in defraying the expenses of ihe bank and of 
the state. 

The small amounts due by. banks in other states, in all $324 10, TT never to 
have been collected. 

The notes of banksi in other states, $1,917 32, and the corporation tickets, $1,- 
676 35, amounted together to $3,593 67. Of'these, $2,814 6214 remain on haud 
and are worthless. 

The banking houses were E sold under executions in favor of the judgment 
creditors, and under such circumstances as to Je but little towards satisfying those 
judgments. 

The banking house at Little Rock, which cost about £98, 000 in 1840, was sold in 
1845 for about. $200. Every effort to recover it has resulted i in nothing bat costs and 
expense. 

The banking house at Batesville, which cost upwards of $15, 000, was sold in 1845 
$100. The sum of $500 in addition, was afterwards paid to conten the sale. 

i A ae house.at Fayetteville, which cost $1, 500, was sold under execution 
or $7 

The banking house at the Post of Arkansas; whi ch cost nearly $16, 0000, was sold 
under execution and bought infor the sum of $100 in specie. It still remains the 
property of the state, but is so situated as tó be of no use either to tlie state or any of 
its citizens, At the time it was erected, it.was described asone of the best buildings 
in the state. Every effort has been made to sell it, but it has been found impossible 
to obtain for itsan offer of even $290. 

The total liabilities of the bank and its branches amounted, at the time the assets 
were transferred to receivers, to $1,910,093 99. -Of these, $916,930 consisted of 
State Bank notes im circulation, all of which it is believed, except about $6,930, have 
been redeemed, partly by receiving them for taxes, but chiefly by receiving them in 
payment of debts due to the bank. In the last two, years, the treasurer has received 
notes of the bank to the amount of $650 from tax collectors. 
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- The deposits, $54,611 73, bave been paidchiefly by giving the depositors credita 
on the notes due by*them to the bank. ` 

T'he sums dueto the Real Estate Bank and branches, $2,016 97, was liquidated ig 
the settlements made with-that institution. . A 

At that time; the principal and interest of 169 five per cent., and 1,000 six per 
cent. State Bank bonds, then outstanding, amounted to $1,295,781 87.- Of-the five 
per cent. bonds 144, and of the six per cent. bonds 409,. amounting in all, with the 
interest on them, to $925,174 35, have been redeemed. This isa large sum; but ag | 
there are still 591 six-per cent. bonds, and 25 per cent. bonds outstanding, on which 
no interest has been paid during the last seventeen years, the sum due on the Ist 
October, 1858; on the State Bank debt, was $1,247,142 50, being only $48,638 67 
less than the sum due on that account oh the Ist of July, 1842. NE 

On page 704, the sum due to the state is set down.at $340,678 71. This was the" 
balance then due:on the various funds advanced by the state to the bank, as part of 
its capital, the sum of $71,679 09, having, between the 31st of March and the 7th of 
June, 1843, been drawn from the bank for state purposes. ^

From this it would appear that the bank discharged all claims the state had against 
it, ‘except for the sum of $38,974 72. . 
But it should be borne in mind- that the state made most of its advances in specie, 
or what was the equivalent of specie, and received back great part of the amount in 
paper, depreciated many per cent. below par. If we add the various sums paid out, 
of the state treasury, for salaries of bank officers, for the payment of judgment credi- 
tors, and other objects connected with the bank, amounting in all to 53,653 15, it 
will be found that the state has been greatly a loser by this unhallowed connection, 
even if we do not take into consideration the outstanding bonds yet to be provided 
or. 
. The whole amount due by indviduals at the time the assets of the bank were trans- 

ferred to receivers, was $1,510,619 68, of which the sum of $1,410,563 18, was in 
notes bearing interest. “Through the &elay of those who paid in making payments, 
and through the failure of many to pay at all, the increments of interest, greatly 
Swelled this amount. 

Table A shows the present condition of the notes due at the Little Rock office, 
excluding such as were settled previous to October 1, 1850. 

Tables B, C, D, shows the condition of the notes of the branches. 

Table E is a summary of tables A, D, C, D. . 

Table F is a list of lands taken from bank debts, with statements of the final dis- 
position of tbese lands, so far as could be ascertained. . 

Table G is a summary of the collections made from debtors to the bank, (exelusive 
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of collections in lands), from the time the act of liquidation took effect till the 1st of 
October, 1858. 

Table H isa summary of the collections made in lands, and table I, a summary. of 
the collections made in both money and lands, in the above mentioned period. 

Taken in their pr oper connection with the notes accompanying them,. these tables 
will, it is believed, bé found.to convey much useful information. 

in the classification of the debts as solvent, doubtful, insolvent and lost, we have 
&lopted as our basis, the reports made by Mr. Ross in 1850 and 1852. He had, 
through his intercourse with the attorneys of the bank, and others, opportunities of 
acquiring a knowledge of the standing of individuals, so far as regards their ability 
to pay, which we do “not possess. Many of those whose names are on the list, and 
with whom he had a personal acquaintance, have since died, or removed from the 
state. ^ 

Where we have had reason to beliovesthat Mr. Ross erred, we have not hesitated 
to carrect his classification, but we may have erred as well as he. 

[t has been our anxious desire to avoid doing injustice to any individual; but from 
the number of persons employed in making collections, sheriffs, attorneys, ete., some 
of whom may have neglected to make proper returns, and from the manner in which 
the books have been kept, it may be that payments have been made for which credits 
have not been duly given. 

By comparing table I with the statement given on page 48 of the amount due from 
individuals in 1843, it will be seen that at some of the offices the collections haye 
been much better than at others. 

At Little Rock, where the gross debt was $626, 340 65 in 1843, the collections have, 
in fifteen years, amounted to $680, 906 57. 

At the Post of Arkansas, where the gross amount die was $263,193 18, the collec- 
tions bave amounted to $957,630 19. 

At Little Rock the collections have been equal to the gross am unt due at the time 
the act of liquidation took effect, and to $54,565 72, on account of the interest that 
subsequently accrued. 

At the Post of Arkansas, the collections have ameunted to very nearly the gross 
amount due in 1843, 

This is, indeed, not much to boast of; but the contrast between these two offices 
and those of Fayetteville and Batesville, is greatly to the disadvantage of the last 
iwo. ` 

At Fayetteville, on a gross sum of $356,543 65 oniy $224,247 90 has been collected, . 
and the collections at Batesville have been only $97, 743 45, on a gross amount of 
$264,542 90. 

From table J, it appears that the total of collections in money and lands has been 
$1, 980,623 47. Add this to the assets on haud, (exclusive of ‘loans and discounts, ) 
in June, 1843, and we have an aggregateof $1, 729,047 45. "Tothis should be added 
the interest that accrued on Real Estate Bank bonds between the times in which they 
were received and the times in which they were exchanged for State Bank bonds and 
coupons. Many of the Real Estate Bank bonds which were received by T'horoton 
between 1845 and 1849, were not excha unged for State Bank bonds sooner than 1857 
and 1858. During all this time interest was accruing on them. [rom the manner in 
which the books have been kept, itis impossible to teil the exact amount; butit may 
be set down in gross at $100,000. Add this to the sum above mentioned, and we 
have $1,829,049 50, as the total of assets that were realized by the receivers. 

Seeing that the amount is so considerable, the inquiry may well be proposed why 
SO large | a sum is still due on acconnt of the State Bank debt? 

We: reply, briefly, that the assets may be said to have been applied in the following 
manner.

Take th's amovnt food $1,829,049 54, and we have left $368,554 99. Add to thi? 
ihe s of $83,853 15 paid out of the state treasury on account of the bank, and 
we have $452,607 37 as the total of expenses, and of losses threugh sacrifices of pro- 
porty, from the time the act of liquidation took effect. 
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Large as the amount is, we believe it falls short of thereality. From -the manner 
in which the books were kept, it is impossible to give a regular expense and a regular 
profit and loss account; but the evidence. that those expenses and: those losses were 
enormous is too strong to be mistaken. _ E 

Take a few cases by way of illustration: MEE 

About the third of May, 1849, James M. Curran, esq., being then owner of State 
Bank notes to the amount of $9,355, instituted ninety-four suits thereon against the 
bank, before a justice of the peace, in Little Rock, ** and recovered against said bank 
for his debt and damages, together with his costs in each of said suits, amounting in 
the aggregate to the sum of $9,355, for his debt, and $5,314- 25 for his damages, less 
a remittur for the sum of $8," The case was carried up to the circuit court of Pulaski 
` county, thence to the supreme court of Arkansas, and thence to the supreme court of 
the United States, where the decision wasin favor of Mr. Curran. ; 

Mr. Curran died October 6, 1854. Soon after his death, (November 15, 1851,) 
lands, lots and houses, which -had eost the bank $60,730 66 were sold; but as they 
brought only $8,300, they did not satisfy the judgment. 

On the 27th of. December, ensuing, George C. Watkins, esq., the partner and the 
executor of the last will of Mr. Curran, bad the judgment revived. Otherlands, lots 
and houses which had cost the bank $45,118 91. were then sold. But as they brought 
only $8,717 31, neither did they suffice.” Out of its remaining assets, the bank had to 
pay $2,870 79 to Mr. Watkins, as the executor of the last will of Mr. Curran. 

Thus a debt originally of $9,355, and which with damages and interest, amounted 
to only $20,883 20, swallowed up $109,720 50 of the assets of the bank. 

Another of the judgment creditors of the bank was the late Mr. Alfred Wallace, a 
gentleman who, as a director of the branch at Fayetteville, had partaken largely in 
all the benefits the bank could confer.. He was always on the lookout for the specie 
of the bank, or whatever else was tangible among its effects. 

Ina report dated December 30th, 1848, a committee of the legislature made the 
following statement: 

“It seems that in December, 1845, Mr. Wallace obtained judgment against the 
bauk, in the Washington circuit court, for over $5,000, and in April, 1847, he recov- 
ered judgment for over $13,000. 

i To make these judgments, Mr. Wallace has caused to be sold about 2;200 acres 
of land, and several town lots belonging to the bank, and become the purchaser of 
the same at a ruinous.saerifice, leaving still unpaid the greater portion of the debt. 
Mr. Wallace hus also levied on the safe of the Fayetteville branch, and if the legis- 
lature does not interpose and relieve the bank, will expose the sawe to sgle, and no 
doubt thereby procure a great sacrifice of said assets. He has also filed a bill in 
the chancery side of the Pulaski circuit court, to subject the assets of the principal 
bank to the payment of his judgments, and will sue outan injunction to qestrain the 
Gusiness operations of the bank until his bill is determined, which will retard the liqui- 
dation of the affairs of the bank, and ultimate in an immense sacrifice of her assets. 
He is also garnisheeing the debtors of the bank, and levying upon real estate sold by 
the bank to private individuais since he obtained his judgments. By all these means 
the committee have no doubt but Mr. Wallace will sueceed in collecting his judg- 
ments, but he will do it at a sacrifice of the bank, and indirectly to the state, which 
the xeneral Assembly should not permit. 

To avert these direful consequetees, a bill was finally passed to satisfy the claim of 
Mr. Wallace out of the state treasury. The bank then recovered possession of its 
lands, but they ultimately produced little or nothing. 

Under a judgment obtained by the United States on notes of the State Bank, 
amounting to some five or six thousand dollars, that had been received at some of the 
land offices, a large amount of real estate was sold at à great sacrifice. But, on rep- 
resentations being made of the ruin it was thereby causing, the United States was 
induced to stay its hand. 

Therights of Messrs. Curran and Wallace, and of the United States, were indis- 
putable; hut our report would be incomplete if we did not show the effect the enforc- 
ing these legal rights had on the interests of the bank. A few more judgment credi- 
tors like these, would have swallowed up all the effects of the Bank of the State of 
Arkansas. - B 

The fee bills of the sheriffs and élerks of courts swelled to large amounts. We 
have one fee bill before us of H. Haralson, clerk of the circuit court of Pulaski 
county, subscribed March 13th, 1844, and amounting to $1,137 24; but he deducted 
$237 24 for prompt payment in specie. In the same year he rendered two other bills, 
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one for $88, and the other for $288 57. The first or large bill commences September, , 
1842. i i ) 

So, at the branches, the fee bills were enormous, as may well be supposed from the. 
number of suits instituted and the manner in which they were contested. At’ Bates- 
ville, in some periods, the expenses appeared to have exceeded the collections. - ": 

In some of its transáctions-with the North American trust and Banking Company, 
the Bank of theStateof Arkansas hasbeen veryunfortunate. In April; 1844, the bank, 
through its president, Mr. Field, succeeded in making a settlement’ with the com- 
pany. The balance due to the bank, was admitted to be $107,000, and seven New 
York gentlemen, some of them men of distinction, and all of them believed to be 
men of wealth, did, jointly and severally, guarantée the payment of the same. 

The regular intercourse 6f the two institutions was then resumed. The principal 
bank and the branch at Batesville made additional remittances, amounting in all to 
$26,66U 28, and the Trust Company complied with its engagements till 6th May, 
1841, when it dishonored drafts of the bank and its branches, amounting in all to 
$96,464. 84. ; 2 

After considerable delay, a suit was instituted against the guarantors; but by this 
time, six of the seven weré reported to be unable to pay, aud the guarantee of the 
seventh amounted to nothing, as it was then discovered that “the law of New York 
did not recognize a scroll to bé a seal." As the seyen New York gentlemen were all 
men of business, it must be regarded as something remarkable that they did not know 
this when they signed the instrument. 

Every effort to get the money from the Trust Comyany having. failed, Mr. A. E. 
Thornton, who was then financial receiver, made aii assignment of this claim on the 
9th April, 1845, to Wm. S. Paradise, esq., of Philadelphia, on condition that the said 
Paradise should, (after deducting all expenses, and satisfying all demands, Elijah 
Paine, a lawyer of New York, had for fees, and also after satisfying all claims he, the 
Said Paradise, had against the bank,) pay over to the financial receiver in notes of 
the Bank of Arkansas, any amount he might receive from the North American Trust 
and Banking Company. " . 

This is the last trace of the claim we have been able to find on the books or among, 
the papers of the bank. Itis reported that Mr. Paradise is dead, but we have no 
direct information of his decease. 

At our suggestion, Mr. Wilson, the present financial receiver, addressed a letter to 
J. A. Palmer, esq., who was stated in the-public papers to be the financial receiver of 
the North American Trust and Banking Company, requesting such information as he 
could give of the present state of the claim. B. W. Bonney, esq., who replied in 
behalf of Mr. Palmer, said— 

‘The North American Trust and Banking Company, while in active business, 
executed several trusts by assignmeut and transfer of portions of the property of the 
company to trustees, to secure the payment of certain specified debts. After the com- 
pany failed, David Leavitt was appointed receiver of the property of the company, 
and suits were instituted between him, as such receiver, and the trusteesin the several | 
trusts created by the company, to test the validity of these trusts, which, by some of 
the general creditors of the company, were alleged to be void. In that litigation 
between the general receiver, (Mr. Leavitt,) and the said trustees, Mr. Palmer was 
appointed specisl receiver, to hold and protect the property conveyed in trust, until it 
should be decided whether that property belonged to the trustees to whom it had been 
conveyed for the benefit of particular creditors, or to Mr. Leavitt for the general 
benefit of’all the creditors. Onr court of last resort, (court of appeals,) has lately 
decided that two of these trusts are valid, and that the sprcial creditors, for whose 
security these trusts were createp, are entitled to the trust fund; and under that deci- 
sion, Mr. Palmer recently paid these special creditors more than one million dollars 
on account of their claim:. And Mr. Palmer has still in his hands a large amount of 
property which, when converted into money, will be paid to these same creditors. As 
to one other trust, the court has not yet made a decision. 

‘With the general creditors, who are not secured by any of the trusts, Mr. Pal- 
mer has nothing todo. Mr. Leavitt administers to the general assets of the company, 
not assigned to trustees, and ali general creditors must present their accounts to him, 
It is, however, understood that he will have little or no property to pay such general 
creditors, as nearly all the valuable property of the company was assigned to trustees." 

For further information, Mr. Bonney referred to John Cleveland, esq., ** Mr. 
Leavitt’s legal advisor in matters of the trusteeship." To him accordingly the finan- 
cial receiver of the Bank of Arkansas addressed two letters, to the last of which he 
received the following reply: à 


í 
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** A claim for $59,608 92 was exhibited against the North. American Trust and 
Banking Company by Wm. Paradise, assignee of the State. Bank of Arkansas. This 
claim was referred to referees in April, 1848, and it is now pending before referees 


 undetermined. But the court of appeals having, i in 1857 and in 1858,. adjudged that 


the million trust, first half-million trust, and second half million trust ‘deeds, (embra- 
cing all the valuable assets. of their company,) are valid deeds, nothing i is left for the 


— general creditors not preferred by these deeds.” 


From this it appears that as the Bank of the State of Arkansas is a general creditor, 
there is.no hope of its ever recovering any part of the sum.due to it by the N orth 
American Trust and Banking Company.

, Whatever amount has since accrued on these funds to the credit of the. State of 
Arkansas, should also be deducted. 

An additional amount of these funds, amounting, on the 1st of January, 1858, to 
$71,864 08, has been retained by the United States, and applied to the payment of 
the interest. on 500 Real Estate Bank bonds, held in trust for the Smithsonian insti- 
tute. This sum the Real Estate Bank owes to the state, and it owes, also, whatever 
additional amount may have been thus applied since the 1st of January, 1857. 

If the amount due by the Real Estate Bauk be applied to the liquidation of the 

e State Bank bond debt, it will leave unredeemed of the principal and interest of. that 
debt, something less than one million, one hundred thousand dollars. 

As the six per cent. bonds do not fall due for nine years, nor the five per cents. in 
less than twenty eight years, there may seem to be no necessity forimmediate action, 
but there is necessity for immediate thought. 

* Interest is an eating moth." The longer the redemption of this debt is deferred, 
the greater will be the amount ultimately to be paid. The interest on the State Bank 
bonds now outstanding is $37,710 a year. 

If the stockholders "of the Real Estate Bank pay what they owe, and if the present 
rate of taxation be undiminished, it will be easy to provide for the residue of the 
state debt. If suitable means be promptly taken, it will be less in proportion to 
wealth and population than the debt of three-fourths of the states in the Union. 

It is well that we can take so pleasing a view of the subject. If wedo not pay 
what we owe, or make suitable provision to pay what we owe, we cannot borrow. If 
we cannot borrow, we cannot complete our railroads; and if we do not complete our 
railroads, the resources of our noble state will remain undeveloped. . 

Every man in the state has an interest in the proper discharge of the debts of the 
state, for thereby the value of every man's property and labor Will be enhanced. 

It is true that the construction of railroads has been entrusted to companies, but 
the credit of the state abroad affects the credit of those companies; and not only their 
credit, but to some extent, the credit of every man in the state. 

At the session of 1859— 3, it was suggested that the remaining assets of the bank 
should be transferred to the state tr easurer, with discretionary power to wind np the 
institution. But, a committee, to whom the subject was referred; reported that such 
an act would be aumerger of the bank into the state, ,‘‘ thereby destroying its corpo- 
rate existence, and consequently result in loss to the bank, and thereby to the’state, 
of whatever good debts may still remain unpaid. Or, if such would not be the result, 
it would, at least furnish new grounds of defence to the debtors, and thereby cause 
great delay i in the collection of debts.” 

Even if such should not be the result, it will take the whole time of one man, for 

, two years, to wind up the bank, and if that man does his duty, his time will be fully 
employed. 

Under this impression, we would respectfully suggest the continuance of the pres- 
ent law, with such modifications as the case may require. 

If authority should be given the financial receiver to travel, with suitable provis- 
ion for his traveling expenses, it is probable that many debts, or parts of debts, might 
be collected, which would otherwise be entirely lost. Waiting in person on debtors 
sometimes proves effective, when all other means have failed. Not a few of the 
debtors to the State Bank seem not to be aware that fractional parts of state bonds 
can be bought at Little Rock at such rates that fifty cents in specie will discharge a 
dollar of bank debt. Many others, if waited on personally, would probably make 
compromises, and though not able to pay all they owe, would gladly pay a part in 
order to receive a full discharge. 

1t would seem proper that the financial receiver should have power, in special cases 

to employ special attorneys, under the direction of the executive, or under such other 
ehecks and restrictions as it may be proper to impose. One lawyer cannot possibly 
attend to all the cases of the State Bank, scattered as they are, all over the state. 

The investigation in which we have been engaged has occupied much more time 
than was originally expected It has been a laborioug one, as may well be supposed 


é 
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from the number and p of the accounts. The various documents we have 
prepared, including both those accompanying this report, and those deposited with the 
financial receiver, may be said to form a new, though not a coniplete set of books. 

In a pecuniary sense, the investigation has not been entirely in vain. In an estt- 
mate which Mr. Fagan, late financial receiver, submitted, on the ist of October, 
1856, he set down $35,000 as all that could be collected after that date. ,But, through 
his efforts, those of Mr. Wilson, the present financial receiver, those of Mr. McCon- 
aughey, the land attorney and our own, nearly $38,000 have already been collected. 
And we have eyery reason to believe that if the measures already taken be suitably 
followed up, at least $70,000, perhaps $100,000 will be added to this amount. 

The chief advantage, however, resulting from this inquiry, is the light it throws 
on a subject which must, in different forms, occupy ‘more or less of the attention of 
the people, and of the legislature, for years to come. We have traced the history of 
the bank year by year. We have given it in the words of its own managers. We 
have given the views each successive governor and each successive General Assembly 
entertained of the subject. Without similar .research among public documents, 
accessible to hardly any, thesé facts could not be brought together. 

We might devote another year to the investigation, nay, two, and every day dis- 
cover something. But we know of no practical benefit that would thereby accrue. 

We do not believe that such an investigfition would result in the discovery of more 
debts due to the bank, and which might yet be collected. On other points, enough 
has been said; enough to show how this portion of the state debt was incurred; 
enough to show why s9 large a portion of it remains unpaid; and enough to show the 
er d evils this system of false money and factitious credit has brought on the 
people. ` e

These remarks are condensed from reports a letters of the attorneys of said bank, 


and from information received by. ysis financial receivers of the principal bank, from 
various sources: 


Nore N o. 9. _Barkaloo left the state eight or ten years ago insolvent; Lockert i 
dead; and ihe circumstances of Cook and Calvert are “hot known. Mr. Ross 
classed the debt às lost in 1850.° 

Nore No. 10.—All the defeudarits are dead; debt lost. 

Nore No. 13.—Budd and Waring insolvent; Byrd is dead. The debt is lost. 

Notre No. 14.—This claim was “placed i in the hands of P. T. Crutchfield, esq., the 
defendants being regarded as insolvent, and he has ‘recently reported to the bank 
its payment by compromise. This debt, with others; against the principal, and 
Mr. Brown, sr., for $2,500 or: $3,000, was compromised for a mere trifle—receiv- 
ing only some $350 for the whole amount;-and half of the amount’received was 
retained by Mr. C. for collecting it, agreeable’ to his contract with the.bank. 

Nore No. 16. 7 Ball took the benefit of the bankrupt law in 1842, and afterwards 
removed from the state. Mr. Ross classed the defendants as insolvent in 1850, 
9nd we now regard the debt as lost. 

Nores Nos. 17, 18 and 19. —The defendants on toda notes were regarded as insol- 
went in 1850, and the claims so classed. We regard them as' wholly lost. . 
Nore No. 20.— This debt is lost. The defendants pleaded thé statute of limitations 

successfuly on the trial.. 

Nores Nos. 91 and 99.— The parties were considered insolventin 1850, and the debts 
were so classed. Nothing has since been collected on them; and we regard them 
as lost. 

‘Nore No. 23.— This claim went into the hands of P. T: Crutchfield, esq., as special 
attorney, the defendants being insolvent. He finally received a small amount on 
compromise. The balance’ of the debt is lost. 

Nore No. 24.—Judgment was rendered against Bates only, and he went to Califor- 
nia in the spring of 1850. The debt is lost. 

Nore No. 25.—Judgment in this case against Bankhead-and Pryor. Bankhead is 
dead. Col. Pryor is solvent, but the ‘debt was classed as doubtful in 1850. 

Nore No. 26.—The defendants are solvent, and execution has been issued against 
them, and there is but little doubt of the money, being collected during the next 
year. ‘This debt was classed as doubtful in 1850; but for what reason we cannot 
tell.» 

Nore No. 28.—Thé defendants are all dead; and their estate are insolvent. 

Norge No. 30.—Buckner, Ganall and McCargo are dead; the claim was transferred to 
Major Crutchfield, as special bank attorney—he reports a compromise, by which. 
something may be collected on it during the next year. 

Nores Nos. 34, 35, 36, 37, 38 and 39 .— The defendants on these notes are either dead, 
moved out of the state, or insolvent. Judgments were rendered against the 
bank in most of the cases. These debts were all classed as lost in 1850. Mr. 
Strong tesides in Tennessee—and is solvent, but was discharged from these debts 
in 1842, under the general bankrupt law. 

Norz'No. 41.—This debt was classed as doubtful in n 1850, but one of tho securities 
is good, and the principal is believed to be so also. Execution has been recently 
‘issued in this case, with a fair praspect of collecting the ‘balance of the debt. 

Nore No. 42.—This debt was placed i in the hands of Major Crutchfield, special bank 
. attorney; the defendants were’ regarded as insolvent in 1850, and the debt so 
classed. Nothing has been collected on it, and it may be put down as lost. 

Nore No. 43.—Burriss and Duncan are dead. The statute has run on the judgment. 
Judge Hanly is solvent, and says that. the debt has been paid. There is no evi- 
dence in the bank of the payment. 

Nore No. 44.—Bugg removed from the state many years ago; the securities ‘are in- 
solvent. Debt lost. ; 

Nore No. 45.—Mrs. Baylor removed from thé state 15 or 18 years ago. The debt 
was placed in the hands of Major Crutchfield as an insolvent claim, and he com- 
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promised it with one of the securities, by the payment of the pnoapes in par 
funds. The balance is lost. 

Nore No. 46.—Bird and Gray aredead. Hall removed from the state.some 18 or 90 
years agb. The debt being classed as insolvent, a compromise was made with 
Gray's administrator, who paid $64 50asinfull. Balance lost. 

Norz No. 47.—A new note was taken in this case, with a mortgage on real estate, 
and the securities released by the bank. Mr. Baldwin removed from the state 
to Texas, four or five years ago. He made an arrangement with Mr. Joseph 
Stillwell, by which Mr. 8. executed notesto Mr. B. for $1,250, payable in specie, 
and assigned the notes to the bank. When the first note fell due, Mr. 8 tendered 
to the then financial receiver in payment, coupons of the State Bank, which 
were refused, and Mr. Stillwell applied to the supreme court for a mandamus to 
compel the receiver to take the coupons of the bank. The supreme court granted 
the writ, and, on a hearing, decided that the bank could not demand specie, and 
that the tender of the coupons were legal, and ordered that they should be 
$2 000 3 in payment of said note. . By this proceeding the bank lost about 

Nore No. 48.— The history of this case would fill several pages. The facts are 
about these: When the mortgage was executed to the bank on the lots, build- 
ings and hereditaments, now known as the Franklin House, situate near the 
steamboat landing, Messrs. Trapnall and Cocke controlled several judgments 
against the defendants. ‘Trapnall purchased tlie property at sheriff ’s sale, under 
the executions issued on the judgments controlled by him and Cocke. Mr. 
Trapnall made ‘a compromise with the bank, and transferred all his title, by deed, 
to the bank, for the sum of $2,000.. The property was then the bank’s and 
unineumbered: The United States abed a judgment against the bank after- 
wards, and this property was levied on by the marshal, and sold under execution, 
and bought by Mr. Trapnall, whose estate now holds the property. The bank 
lost the whole of her debt, and also the $2,0U0 paid to Mr. Trapnall for his first 
title, amounting now to abount the sum of $35,000. The defendants are both 
dead, and their estates are wholly insolvent. -> ` 

Nore No. 49.—No judgment having been obtained on this note, the statute has 
run on it. The principal has been sent to the penitentiary.for some offence, and 
is confined there now. 

Nores. Nos. 66; 67, 68 and 69.—Judgments have been rendered against the bank 
on each of these notes. Mr. Cummins died in 1842. He executed a mortgage 
to the bank in 1840, on sundry lands, to secure the payment of his indebtedness— 
which was then about seven thousand dollars. The bank gave him time on his 

debt, which released the securities. The lands mortgaged to the bank were 
incumbered with other debts, and finally, the bank lost the whole amount due 
from him. 

Nore No. 70.—Collins a DeBaun are dead, and their estates'are insolvent. Judge 
Cross is solvent, and the debt will probably be paid during the next year. 

Nore No. 72 —The principal and securities were solvent, but on the trial, relied on 
the plea of the statute of limitations, and judgment was rendered against the 
bank. 

Nore No. 73,—This note was for money borrowed from the bank, by the mayor and 
aldermen of Little Rock. Judgment against the bank upon thé ground that the 
note executed by the mayor was 3 not under seal, as required by the ordinances of 
theeity. Debt lost. 

Nore No. 74.—All the defendants are dead, and their estates are insolvent. 

Nore No. 75.—Judgment rendered only against Simmons, security, who removed to 
California in 1850 or 1851, and was insolvent at the time. We class the debt as 
lost.. 

Norr No. 76.—The defendants were all solvent when the note fell due, but, by some 
neglect or oversight, the statute run upon the note; and James Campbell, who 
was security on, the last renewal, contended that he had paidit. He is now 
dead, and the balance is lost. 

Nore No. 77.—Judgment rendered in 1844 against Carr. Nothing has been paid on 
the judgment, and we have no information respecting the circumstances cf Mr. 
Carr. The claim is classed as insolvent. 

‘Nore No. 79.—The statute has run on this judgment, which was rendered uotis 
against Hockersmith. Debt lost. 

> Nore No. 80.—Judgment rendered against Clark and Goodloe in 1844; both dead, 
and their estates insolvent. 
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Nore No. 81.—Judgment against the bank in 1848, on plea of limitation. Debt lost. 

Note No. $2.—Childress is “dead; judgment against Hicks ahd Brazil; who are insol- 
vent. The debt classed as lost. 

Nore No. 83.—Carrington is dead; the debt has peak: allowed against his estate in 
i probate court of Hempstead. The collection of the amount. 3s thought to 

be doubtful. 

Nore No. 85.— The principal is dead; the securities-are solvent. . 

Norz No. 86.— The defendants were regarded as insolvent by Mr. Rossi in 1850. - We 

l have no information of a, recent date about them. 

Nore No. 87.—This case was dismissed in 1846, at the cost of the bank. Ross 
classed the debt as lost in 1850. 

Note No. 88.—The defendants are solvent. They interposed the statute bar as a- 
defense, and judgment was.rendered against the bank.. The debt is lost, 

Nore No. 89.—The principal.in this note left the state some ten or twelve years ago. 
The solvency of the securities is questionable, and the judgment is classed as 
doubtful. 

Nore No. 90.— The defendants or this note are very good, and the debt will be paid. 

Nore No. 91.—This case was dismi; sed in 1841, and the defendants released. Debt 
lost. 

Nore No. 92.—The defendants are:all insolvent, and have been so considered for 
many years—two of the securities are dead. 

Nore No. 93.—Nothing is known in relation to these defendants. Suit wasinstituted 
against them, and dismissed by the bank in 1846. Debt lost. . 

Nore No. 94.—Collins and Ünderhillare both dead. The claim was never allowed 
against Collins’ estate. The estate is good, but-if the administrator will not 
voluntarily pay the balance, it is lost, as it cannot be collected by execution. 
Meinsinger i is, or was, insolvent. 

Nore No. 95.—These defendants were regarded as insolvent in 1850, and ‘the -judg- 
ment plaeed-in the hands of Maj. P. T. Crutchfield, as special attorney, for col- 
lection. Nothing has been collected on it. We think the debt. wholly lost. 

Nore No. 96.—Judgment rendered against Calvert, Lewis and Spurlock, who were 
classed as insolvent in 1850. "This claim also was placed in the hands of Maj. 
Crutchfield, as special attorney. 

Nores Nos. 97 and 98. —Judgments were obtained on:them long since. The defen- 
dants were classed as insolvent in 1850, and the judgmenls placed in the hands 
of Maj. Crutchfield, as special attorney. 

Note No. 99.—Goodloe is dead; execution has been issued against Collins and 
Jenkins. It is believed the amount will be collected. | 

Nore No. 100.—Clark has been dead many years. Mr. Bertrand paid half of the 
amount due on this judgment, on the 21st September, 1858, and Capt. Pike will 
pay the other half due on it. 

Nore No. 101.—Judgment against Carter and J. M. Tunstall. "The collection of 
the debt is doubtful. 

Nore No. 102.—The payment of this judgment was intended to be in full. The 
bank will lose the balance by the error in the calculation. 

Nore No. 103.—Judgment against Odle and Bowie. The defendants are all dead 
but Bowie, and he took the benefit of the bankrupt act in 1842. 

Nore No. 104 —Judgment against the bank in 1845. 

Nore No. 105.—J udgment againtst the bank in 1845. 

Nore No. 106.— The defendant did reside in St. Louis, Missouri, and deposited 
$2,765 in Mississippi money as collateral security. The money proved to be. 
worthless, and the debt is lost. BE 

Nore No. 107.—Campbell is dead, and the statute has run on the note. The debt is 
therefore lost. 

Nore No. 1U9.—Judgment against the bank. The defendant put in plea of statute 

of limitation; and i£ was sustained. 

Norz No. 127.—DeBaun and Imbeau are dead: Waring is insolvent: The debt is 
classed as lost. 

Note No. 128.—Judgment against. Dawdy. The statute has run on: it, and it is now 
classed as lost. 

Nore No. 129.—Judgment against Dawdy. Debt classed as TH 

Norr No. 130.—Judgment against the bank. Debt lost. 

Nore No. 131.—The securities are solvent. The principal is dead, and the condition 
of his estate not known. -‘The-securities live in Texas. 
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Note No. 132.—The principal is dead. - The statute baving run on the note, it was 
„classed as lost in 1850. . 

Nove No. 134.—Duval is dead; Foran and (arbo: ‘who were Duval’s ‘securities on 
the note sued on, divided the debts. Each was to pay half of- the amount; Foran 
paid his half, and Curbo gave a new note, with Rind and Williams as his securi- 
ties. Curbo died, and the claim was allowed against his estate, in the probate 
eourt of Sevier county. It will probably be collected, or à part of it. 

Nore No. 135.—The defendants are all dead except William Strong, who lives in 
Tennessee. . Suit was commenced on this note, and dismissed by the bank i in 
1846. The debt.is lost. 

Nore No. 136.—Downs and Wood are unknown. Suit, was brought on his note, 
but it appears no judgment was ever obtained. Tlie debt is classed as lost. 
Nore No. 137.—This judgment was placed in'the hands of ‘Maj. Crutehfield, special 
attorney. Nothing has been collected on it. The defendants are insolvent. 
Nors No. 140.—Dickinson and Lacy are dead; Pratt did reside i in Louisiana. Judg- 

ment against Dickinson alone; debt.lost. 

Nore No. 141. —Judgment rendered against Wood Tucker alone. The defendants 
were'classed as insolvent in 1850 by Mr. Ross. Mr. Tucker is dead. Debt lost. 

Nore No. 144.—Both the Elkins’ are dead, and their estates supposed to be good. 
The balance of the debt will probably be collected. 

Nore No. 145.— Both the Elkins’ dead. The balance inthis case is somewhat doubt- 
ful; yet a part or all of it may be collected. 

Nore No. 146.—Suit was commenced and dismissed in 1946, at the cost of the bank. 
This debt is lost. 

Nore No. 147.—Judgment against Elliott and Trice. ‘Elliott i is dead, ‘and Mr. Trice 
is insolyént. This claim was placed in the hands of Maj. Crutchfield, special 
attorney. Nothing has been collected on it. 

Nors No. 148.—Elliott and Collins are dead; Trice is-insolvent. This claim was 

ud P the hands of Maj. Crutchfield, special attorney. pote has been collected 


Now. "No. 149.—This judgment was compromised, and Mr. E. H. Fletcher paid the 
bank $180 as in full. "The balance is lost. 

Nore No. 150 —Compromised with Goodrich, security, against xot judgment was 
rendered. He paid $25 as in full The ‘defendants are insolvent. 

Nore No. 152.— The balance due on this note willbe settled. It has been standing 
over in consequence of some credits, that the defendant claims that should have 
been given. 

Notes Nos. 156, 157 and 158.—The principal in these notes had a set-off against the 
bank for services rendered as an agent for it many years ago, and he made pay- 
ment in cash of $3,275, and gave a deed to the bank for sundry lands for the 
balance, including the amount of his claim for services reidered as agent. In 
this way the notes were settled in full. 

Nore No. 159.— The defendants are solvent. Mr. Newton is dead. This judgment 
isin litigation betveen the principal and Capt. Pike, a secuBty. Execution 
has been issued on the part of the judgment not in litigation, say $1, 721 43. 

Nore No. 160.—The statute has run on this judgment, and “the debt may be classed 
as lost. 

Nore No. 161.—Finn and Lockert are dead; Royster is insolvent. Debt lost. 

Note No. 163.—Judgment only against Mr. Stevenson. He went to California in 
1850. He was then embarrassed in his circumstances, if not insolvent. ‘The 
debt is classed as lost. 

Note No. 164.—Menefee is dead; and nothing is known of the- other defendants.’ 
They were considered insolvent in 1850. 

Nore No. 166—Field and Bankhead are dead. Bankhead’s estate is good, and the 
debt may be collected if the statute bar has not atlached. 

Nore No. 168.—The suit in this case was dismissed in 1846. The debt was classed 

- as lost in 1850. 

Nore No. 169.—Judgment against W. D. Franks and Izard, in 1844. Mr. Ross 
thought the collection of the judgment doubtful in 1850. Nothing has been 
paid on it since. 

Nores Nos. 170 and 171.—These judgments were placed i in the hands of Maj. P. T. 
Crutchfield, as special attorney, as insolvent claims, 4nd’ he made a compromise 
with Mr. Ferguson, who paid over swamp land scrip, out of whieh the attorney 
realized the sum of $727 45, which was paid into hank recently. ‘The balances 
on these judgments are lost.

Nores Nos. 500 and 501.—Reported insolvent in 1850.

by Mr. Ross, and we have no recent information showing that any part could 
now be collected. 

Note No. 58.—Judgment has been rendered in Washington circuit eourt upon this 
note—an execution was issued and levied upon property—the property was not 
sold, and three writs of vend. ex. have been issued, and the property remains yet 
unsold. This debt can be collected,.as the parties are good. Another ven. ex. 
has been ordered, and the property will be sold and the debt collected during the 
fall or winter. 

Notes No. 59 and 60.—Doubtful, and No. 60 worthless. 

Nore No: 61.—Is thought to be solvent, and may he collected.

The exchanges some of the financial receivers made of bonds and coupons, helped 
to swellthe amount. In all these exchanges, there was liability to error, the more 
especially as fractional amounts of interest had to be computed. After this was 
done, the ascertaining of numerous small payments made by individuals on notes dis- 
counted, was a work of no small difficulty, and the calculation of interest on notes 
that remained unpaid, or had been paid only in part, was a tedious operation. 

In none of the accounts of Messrs. Ross, Crutchfield, Fagan or Wilson, have any 
discrepancies of any moment been discovered, but the accounts of Mr. Thornton are 
curiosities in the art of book-keeping. ; 

Take his ** Blotter,” or book of original entries, by way of example. Add to his 
debits the amount he admitted to have received from his predecessor, and add to his 
credits the amount he passed over to his successor, and we have the following result:

According to this account, an account made out from Mr. Thornton’s own entries, 
in his own hand writing, in his own “ Blotter,” he paid away nearly $8,000 in S tate 


o> cw 
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Bank notes, upwards of $1,600 in specie, and $198,000 in bonds and coupons, more 
than he received, and yet there appeared to be due from him upwards of $39,000. 

In his '* Blotter”? his accounts ace kept apparently with great exactness. Ifa deb- 
tor paid in $5 in State Bank notes, and $10 in Real Estate Bank notes, Mr. Thorn- 
ton made distinct entries of these amounts. But the truth is, that his whole system 
of book-keeping was a system of fictions. ' As was shown by a committee of the 
General Assembly in 1848-’9, he traded with himself in state bonds and Arkansas 
bank notes, and his entries in his books were made to suit himself. 

A part of his apparent deficit, as stated above, was owing to his neglecting to cre- 
dit himself with the state bonds and coupons to the amount of $23,440 18, that he 
had canceled and filed with the treasurer. . . 

In his **Journal" his accounts, though kept with less minuteness than in his 
* Blotter," appear to have been kept with more correctness. But even here he 
neglected to charge himself with some important items, as, for example, with seven 
five per cent. bonds for $1,000 each, and with certificates of deposit at the Fayetteville 
branch for $7,640, which he had received from his predecessor. : 

Soon after Mr. Thornton's term of office expired, an elaborate investigation of his 
accounts was made by his successor, Mc. Ross. The latter discovered that Thornton 
was a defaulter for the sum of $14,010 74, which default. he. had canceled, partly by 
crediting himself twice with certain amounts he had’paid to bank officers, and partly 
by not charging himself with certain sums he had received from debtors to the bank. 
So well as we have been able to ascertain, this was the whole amount of Mr. Thorn- 
ton's default in these two ways, and this sum of $14,010: 74 he paid over to his suc- 
cessor. : . ) 

But he was a defaulter in another way. In many instances he had received Real 
Estate Bank bonds, and failed to charge himself with the interest that had accrued 
on them while they remained in his hands, which was equivalent to pocketing that 
amount of interest. Erom the date he had before him, Mr. Ross calculated that the 
sum lost in this way by the bank and the state, was $5,246 85, but his data were very 
imperfect. The true amount was probably-nearer $10,000. 

Whatever the amount was, that was really due on this account, Mr. Thornton did 
not pay it. And, being threatened -with a criminal prosecution for falsifying the 
indorsements on the bonds, he left the state. " i

Srr—In compliance with law, I herewith submit my report as financial receiver of: 
the Bank of the State of Arkansas. 

In accordance with an act passed by the last General Assembly of the state, I 
visited, in June and July last, Fayetteville and Batesville, with a view of making 
collections ‘at those places. I did not succeed in making collections myself, but 
placed in the hands of special attorneys, for collection, a list of all the claims and 
judgments due to the bank at each of the above places, that is thought available. 

During the two years, ending Septeraber 30th, 1860, I have collected from various : 
debtors to the bank, in all the sum of seventeen thousand'and seventy dollars and 
tweaty-nine cents, ($17,070 29.). " 

Of this amount there were six State Bank bonds, with coupons attached, and one 
hundred and forty-four detached coupons, amounting in the aggregate, when paid in, 
to sixteen thousand, six hundred and sixty dollars and forty-eight cents, ($16,660 48.) 
These bonds and coupons have been duly canceled and filed in the office of the state 
treasurer. 

On the 30th of September, 1860, I received fronf"William B. Easley, clerk of. the 
circuit court of Pulaski county, the sum of five hundred dollars, ($500 00), in Arkan- 
gas State Bank notes. These had been filed in the clerk’s office, and suit brought 
upon them by John G. Cocks, on the 29th day of November, 1850. By an order of 
the circuit court of said county, they were turned over to me as financial receiver. 
After having been duly registered, they were burnt, in the presence of the auditor 
and treasurer, on the same day they were received. 

On thé 17th of September, 1860, I filed in the office of the state treasurer,.one 
thousand detached coupons, numbered from 1 to 1,000, inclusive, which had been 
redeemed by the bank and eanceled several years since, being interest due on State 
Bank bonds Ist July, 1838. I filed them in the office of the state treasurer, believing 
that to be the place where they properly belonged.

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The bank paper having been burned, as provided for by law, and the bonds and 
coupons canceled and filed in the office of the state treasurer, there are no banknotes, 
bonds or coupons in my office. a 

On the 1st of October, 1856, my -predecessor, taking Mr. Ross’ classification of 
debts due to the bank as a basis for his estimate, supposed that of the amounts then 

_due, not more than $35,000 could be collected.. But between that day and the Ist of 
October, 1€58, the sum of $37,963 59 was collected, and in the next two years the 
further sum of $17,070 29, which added together makes the sum collected since the 


estimate was made, to be $55,033, 88... + 
With careand mànagement other amounts may be collected in-addition to this. 
. The building known as the banking house, nt the Post of Arkansas, originally cost 
the state $15,761 29. Büt'a very small part of this sum can ever be realized for it, 
ag itis much dilapidated and sadly needs repairs. -© Several persons have made over- 
tures to buy it, but as I was riot authorized to sell, ‘and as no provision was made by 
law for its sale and the making of title to the purchaser, of course these propositions 
could not be entertained. Under the circumstances I would advise its sale, as it ig 
growing less in value every day, and if a'reasonable sum can be obtained for it, it 
will be that much gained to the state. E 
By reference to the report of the accounfants made in 1858, it will be seen that on 
the 15th of January, 1847, Joseph Gray transferred to the bank one-third of 5,000 
acres of land, near Winchester, in the State of Tennessee., This 5,000 acre tract 
was a grant from the State of Tennessee to Joseph Gray, Jas. Armstrong and Jesse 
Sharp. The undivided interest ofthe said Gray now belongs to theState of Arkan- 
sas, by virtue of the transfer above referred to. This, land is situate on the tributary 
waters of Elk river, and is represented as being valuable. I opened a correspon- 
dence with parties in Winchester, Tennessee, in relation to this tract, and Messrs. 
Estil and Garner, attorneys at láw at that place, wrote to.me in’ 1858, that the deed 
of conveyance from Gray tothe State of ‘Arkansas, had been duly recorded, that the 
land had not been sold for taxes, and that they would attend to the payment of taxes 
and legal charges thereon. This tract of land is not far distant from a line of rail- 
road, and, apart from its quality of soil, is supposed to be valuable. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I suggest that some person be authorized to take the matter in charge 
and sell or otherwise dispose of this tract of land. ‘This can be done by giving such 
person power to proceed to Tennessee, or to appoint an agent in that state to dispose 
of it. ; 
, The liabilities of thé bank, on the 30th September, 1860, consists of 25 five per 
cent. bonds, and 585 six per cent. bonds, with interest thereon to that date, amount- 
ing in the'aggroegate-to.the sum of one million, two hundre and eighty-seven thou- 
gand, seven hundred and seventeen dollars and fifty cents, (1,287,717 50.) Thesums 
yet't» be realized, from collections and sales of real estate, will not be equal to the 
accruing interest. More has been accomplished within the past six years than it was 
supposed could possibly be done, and much larger amounts collected than was esti- 
. mated as.available. - There is but little Left to do, and as the óffice of financial re- 
ceiver expires, by operation of law, on the 2lst of December next, it may be ques- 
` tionable whether-it would be worth while to continue it’after that time. Such sums 
a» may be hereafter collected could be paid directly to.the state treasurer, who is the 
eventual recipient, whether collected by a receiver.or not. 
‘The history of the bank, and a detail of its affairs were so ably given in the report 
of the accountants, two years since, that it is needless to refer to them here. A few 
more fragments of the wreck may be saved; but there will remain over a million of 
dollars unpaid, after exhausting all of the available ordinary assets of the bank.— 
But the state is justly indebted to the bank for the sum of $373,202 T8, of the capi- 
tal of the bank, withdrawn from the bank, and applied to pay the ordinary expenses 
of the state, many years ago, under acts of 3d February, 1843; and 10th January, 
1845, as will be seen by reference to chapter 167 of Gould’s Digest of the Statutes of 
Arkansas. If this just debt, with 6 per cent. interest thereon, fromthe 3d February, 
1843, be appropriated and pa d by the state, it is believed that the State Bank debt, 
with proper management of the fuhds appropriated, could àlt be paid. If this can be 
accomplished, it will be paying the whole of this bank debt without using any other 
means than, those which are legitimate assets of the bank; and thusa bank, which for 
thé last twenty years bas been considered insolvent, will have been made'to pay its 
own debts, and the tarnished honor and credifof the state will be restored.

The collections for the past eight months have been greatly retarded by reason of 
the difficulty of procuring state bonds, and the material advance in their price, from 
45 ‘to 60 cents on the dollar, and none have been’in this market for sale during the 
past season until recently, and too late for the debtors to avail theniselves of the 
facility for purchasing. The aggregate receipts from the lst October, 1858, to this 


` date, in State and Real Estate Bank bonds and specie, as shown by thé statements

isubmitted herewith, is $312,739. 73, and is fully $40,000 short of the amount that 
would have been received if bonds could have been purchased during thé past season. 
By reference to statement No. 11, the court will perceive that there remains unsold 
28,242 65-100 acres of the lands mortgageg for stock, and 23,702 68.100 arres of 
lands, which are not encumbered, with the stock mortgages; making together 48,945,- 
33.100 acres, an amount nearly equal to the number of. acres which have been sold by 
the receiver, as shown by slatement No. 14, (viz, 49,185 acres,) tor theaggregute sum 
of $400,894 6l. "The residue. of the lands unsold, the receiver has eStimated; will 
produce the sum of $250,000'in bond:. -This would seéni to be a véry low estimate 
of their value, but when the stock encumbrance as wêl as the conflict in titles is 
taken into consideration; it is, in the opinion of the receiver, fuliy as niuch as will be 
realized for them. deo ' 
The receiver has heretofore shown.in his reports tò the court the difficulty of effect- 
ing sales of the interest of ‘the bank in the lands encumbered with the stock mort- 
.gàges, and the impracticability of fixing any certain: value upon this interest, being a 
mere posséssory right until the:26th day of October,.1861, when the bonds issued to 
this bank fall due, and the-right after that date, to redeem upon the foreclosure by 
the state or bondholders of the stock mortgages; and it also being. impossible for the 
receiver to-estinatéavith certainty.the amount that will be required from eácli stock- 
holder, or party holding the equity of redemption in the stock lands, to mert the 


déficit after the assets of the bank are exhausted. ‘And thts a large majority of the 


applications made to purchase the interest of the bank in these lands are withdrawn 
as soon as the applicants are informed of the nature:of the interest.of the bank, and. 
that: the receiver cannot inform them the précise amount of the future liability on 
each. tract; and whether a stockholder will be allowed to pay his pro rata upon the 

eficit, or required to pay the full amount of-principal and interest of the stock mort- 
gage, and what course or policy will be adopted by the state in regard'/to the foreclo- 
sure of the stock mortgages, and whether the stockholders and lands mortgaged for 
stock will be liable for.the full amount of principal and interest of the hypothecated 
bonds, or only for the amount received upon them by the bank, with interest thereon 
from the daté received, and many other questions equally difficult. : 

In selling the interest of the bank in the stock lands,'the receiver has endeavored, 
in all cases, to obtain for them the principal and interest of the debt due from the 
stockholder, for money borrowed on stock credit account. In many-cases he has sold 
them for more than the amount; and in others, much less. In some cases, perhaps, a 
larger price might have been obtained by holding tbe lands, but as the interest of the 
bank is daily diminishing as the date of the maturity of her bonds approaches, it 
was deemed the best policy to,sell at the best price that could be obtained.

* An act to repeal the levee law, so o far as the Aow 
district is concerned,” having passed both houses of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, is: presented to me for approval. 

The swamp landa were granted to the State of Arkansas as 
a trust fuad, to be used in leveeing and ditching the country, as 
the local peculiarities of each pertion of the state might seem 
to require. -The-fund was granted as an entirety, belonging 
neither to one section nor the other, to be applied and used by 
the state as the trustee oí the general government for the recla- 
mation and protection of the whole country, subject to inunda- 
tion and swamp. As matter. of convenience, districts have 
been formed for the sale and application of the money arising 
from the sale of these condemned lands. But,.in the formation 
of those districts, it was by no’ means contemplated that thé 
swamp land fund, totally applicable thereto, should become the 
property of the districts, and be henceforth controlled by upland 
antagonism, for the diversion, misapplication, or. suspension of 
the work. 

The swamp. and overflowed lands, situate ‘in the respective 
districts, ought, to be sure, upon principles just and equitable 
in themselves,sto be first reclai med befure the excess is expended 
in the improvement of other portions of the state. But upon 
the completion of the work necessary to be done, the remainder 
of the land or money, of right, by the laws of this grant, belongs 
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to other portions of the country wherein there is a deficiency, 
Entertaining this view of the subject, the legislature has~pro- 
vided, section 10, chapter-101I, Gould’s Digest, as follows:., “In 
all cases of contracts bercalicr to bé made, the scrip issuing 
thereon, shall be located in the district "where the work was 
dore, ‘and no scrip issued for work in one district shall be floated 
to another, until all'the work that is practicable and necessary 
for the redemption of the swamp and overflowed lands. have 
been completed.” Under this provision of law, contracts have. 
. been taken in the Little Rock and -Helena distriets, in each of’ 
which there is a deficiency of land and money to pay out those 
contracts, as to complete the important system thus auspiciously 
begun. if therefore, it be true, asthe act before me. would 
seem to imply, that there is no more levee work practicable, or 
necessary, in the Washington: district, then the money in the 
treasury, belonging thereto, should be withdrawn, and applied 
to the completion of work in the other districts, where there is 
a deficiency, as the statute above referred to provides, may be 
done in such cases. The information in possession of the ^ 
executive, however, precludes the idea that the work, necessary 
and practicable in said distriet, is now completed. On the . 
contrary, thousands of dollars alréady expended on Red river 
inlevee work, will prove worthless and of no value, if the 
levees are arrested, and as there are funds in the treasury, 
abundantly sufficient to prósecute the enterprise to final com- 
pletion, I feel constrained, by every consideration of public 
policy, to withhold my assent from the bill, ahd, return it for 


your further consideration.
